be as t'will'; this is certain, ſo much the more we 

are oblic ed unto this preſent Author, who though a 
be: Xe Stranger unto our Nation, yet wit that candonr 
and 
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and Fidelity hath recorded our Actions, as to render 
the Metal of our true Engliſh Valone to be the more 
believed and feared abroad, than if theſe things had 
been divulged by our felves at home. From hence 
peradwentni e will other Nations Rarn, that the En- 
gliſh People are of their Genins more inelinabh to a5 
than to write ;, ſecing as well they as we have lived 
unacquainted with theſe a6tions of our Nation, until 
ſuch time as a foreion Author ts our Country came to 
| tell them. 

Beſides the merit of this Piece for its curioſity, a- 
notber point of ns leſs eftcear,is the truth and fincert- 
ty wherewith every thing ſeemeth to- be penned. No 
greater ornament or dignity can-be added imto Hiftos 

ry, either humane or natural, than truth. All other 
embelliſhments, if this be failing, are of little or no 
po ; if this be delivered, are either needleſs or 
ſuperfluous. What concerneth this requiſite in our 
Author, bis Lines-do every-where declare the faith- : 
fulneſs and fincerity of bis mind. He writeth not by 
hearſay, but was an eye-witneſs, as be ſome I Fi 
telleth you, unto all and every one of the bold and ha- 
zrdous attempts which be relateth. And theſe be 
delivereth with ſuch candour of ſtile, ſuch ingenuity 
of mind, ſuch plzinnefs of words, ſach conciſenels of 
periods, ſo much deweſted of Rictorical Hyberboles, 
or the leaſt flourrſhes of Eloquence, ſo hugely woid- 
of Paſſion or national fo Aeclone as that be flrong- 


ly perſwadeth all-along tothe credit of what he faith : 
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yea, raiſeth the mind of the Reader to believe theſe

1 krew ſome perſons have objected againſt the 
oreall; of ſ of theſe pr odigions Adventures, intimating 
that ihe reſiſt, ince our Bucaniers found in America, 
ras evePy-where but ſmall. For the Spaniards, 


fay trey, in the Well -Indics, are become of late years 


nothin leſs, but rather ed more degenerate than 
1 Furope. The continal Peace they bave enjoyed 
in theſe parts, te defect of Military Diſcipline, and 
Furopcan Soldiers for their Conmanders, much 
_— herennio. But more eſpecially, and a- 
ve all other Reaſons, the very oct of the Soil 

Ah Riches. the extrean heat of tho{, » Conn fries. and 
influence of the Stars being ſuch, as totally anclineth 
ter bodies unto an mijunite effeminacy and cowar- 
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the Line, ſince the firſt poſſe ſe zon of the Weſt-In- 
dies by the Spaniards, till the burning of Panama. 

At that time, or few months before, Sir William 
Godolphin by his prudent ne$dttation in quality of 
Embaſſadenr for our moſt Gracious Monarch, did 
conclude at Madrid a Peace to be obſerved even be-. 
yond the Line, and through the whole extent of the 
Spaniſh Dominions in the Weſt-Indies. This tran- 
action gave the Spamiards new cauſes of complaints 
againſt our proceedings, that no fooner a Peace had 
been eſtabliſhed for thoſe parts of America, but our 
Forces had taken and burnt both Chagre, St. Catha- 
rine, and Panama. But our Reply was convincing, 
That whereas eight b& ten imnonths had been allowed by 
Articles for the publiſhi ing of the ſaid Peace through 
all the Dominions of both Monarchies in America, 
thoſe Hoſiilities had been committed, not onely with- 
out orders from his Majeſty of England, but alſo 
within the ſpace of the ſaid eight or ten months of 
time. Until that time the Spaniſh Inhabitants of 
America being, as it were, in a perpetual Var with 
Europe,, certain it is, that no Coaſts nor Kingdoms 
in the World have ig 1 more frequently infe fled nor 
alarm'd with the invaſions of ſeveral Nations, than 
theirs. Thus from the very beginning of their Con- 
queſts in America, both Engliſh, French, Dutch, 

Portuguele, Sw ades! Flu Gin landers, an ull 
other Nations that navigate the Ocean, bes fre- 


quented the Weſt-Indies, and filled them with their 
| Rob- 
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Rvbberies and Aſſaults. From. theſe occaſions have 
they been in continual watch and ward , and kept 
their Militia zn conſtant exerciſe, as alſo their Gar- 
riſons pretty well provided and paid; as fearing e+ 
very ſail they diſcover d at Sea, to be Pirats of one 
Nation or another. But nmch more eſpecially, ſince 
that Curalao, Tortuga, and Jamaica have been in- 
babited by Evglith, French, 'aud Dutch, and bred 
wp that Race of Hunts-men, than which, no other 
ever was more deſperate, nor more mortal Enemies 
to the Spaniards, called Bucariters Now ſhall we 
ſay, that theſe People, through too long continuation 
of Peace, have utterly aboliſhed the exerciſes of War, 
\ having becn all-along inceſſantly wexed with the 

Tunnults and Alarms thereof C 
In like nranner 3s it falſe, to accuſe their defeCt of 
Military Diſcipline for want of European Comman- 
ders. For who knoweth not that all places, bath 
Military and Civil, threugh thoſe waſt Dominions 
of the Weſt-Indies, are provided out of Spain ? 
And thofe of the Militia moſt commonly given unto 
expert Commanders trained up from their infancy in 
_ the Wars of Furope, either in Africa,Milan, Sicily, 
Naples, or Flanders, fighting againſt either Fngl(h, 
French, Dutch, Portugueſe, or Moors ? Tea, their 
very Gariſons, if you ſearch them in thoſe parts vill 
peradwenture be found to be ſiock'd three parts to 
four with Souldiers both born and bred in the King- 

cm of Spain. 

From: 
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From theſe Conſtderations it may be inferr d,what 
little difference ought to be allowed betwixt the Spa- 
niſh Souldiers, Inbabitants of the Weſt-Indies, and 
thoſe of Europe. And how little the Soil or Climat 
hath influenced or cauſed their Conrage to degenerate 
towgras cowardize or baſeneſs of mind. As if the 
very ſame Arguments, deduced from the nature of 
that Climate, did not equally militate againſt the va- 
lour of our famous Bucaniers, and repreſent this to 
be of as degenerate Metal as theirs. 

But nothing can be more clearly evinced, than 3s 
the Valour of the American Spaniards, either Soul- 
diers or Officers, by the ſequel of this Hiſtory. IVhat 
men ever fought more deſperately than the Garriſon 
of Chagre ? Their mmber being 314, and of all 
theſe, only thirty remaining ; of which unmber ſcarce 
ten were unwonnded ; and among then,not one Officer 
found alive ? IWere not 600 killed upon the ſpot at 
Panama, 500 at Gibraltar, almoſt as many more at 
Puerto del Principe, all dying with their Arms in 
their hands, and facing bravely the Enemy for the 
defence of their Country and private Concerns ® Did 
not thoſe of the Town of San Pedro both fortifte 
themſelves, lay ſeveral Ambuſcades, and laſtly ſell 
their lives as dear as ever any Furopecan Souldier 
could do; Lolonots being forced to gain ſtep by lep 
his advance unto the Town, with buge loſs both of 
bloud and men © Many other inſtances might be pro- 
duced out of this compendions Volume,of the generous 
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reſiſtance the Spaniards 7. ads in ſeveral places though 
Fortune fat voured not their Arwus. 

Next, as to the perſonal Valour of 1.17y of their 
Commanders, what man ever behaved himpelf more 
brizkly than # Governour of Gibraltar, than the 
Go: wour of Pucrto dc] Principe : bob dying for 
the defoj:ce of the ir Towns ; than Don Alonſo del 
Campo; and others © Or what Examples can eaſily 
parallel the deſperate courage of the Governour of 
Chagre 2+. who, thengh the Palizada's were fired the 
tcrrdplens Were ſunk, ito the Ditch, the Breaches 
were ertred, the Houſes all burnt about him, the 
whole Caſtle taken, bis Men all killed ; yet ALE all | 
admit of any quarter, but choſe raths: to die uider 
bis Arms, being ſhot into the brain, than ſurrender 
tinſelf as a Priſoner unto te cant. If bat 
[.ion ever ſought to the laſt gaſp more obſtinately 
ihan the Governour of Puerto Velo ? who fecing 
the Town enter d by fr mriztl in the night, one ct f 
Caſtle blown up intoile Air, ad the other Forts atid 
Caſiles taken, his own ſſaulted ſeveral wajs, both

che year 1666. Our Vclel was cqu:ppt with 
cight and twenty Guns, twenty Mariners, and 
two hundred and twenty Patlengers ; includ- 
ng, 12 this number, thoſe, whom the Compa- 


ny ſent as free Pal! engers, as VCINZ 1n their fer- 
| B VICE. 
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$2 vice. Soon after we came to an anchor under 
on the. Cape of Borflor, there to joyn other feven 
Ships of the ſame- Welt India Company, which 

were to come from Diep, under the Convoy of 

2 Man of War; mounted with ſeven and thir- 

iy Guns, and two hundred and fifry men. Of 
chefs Ships two were bound for Sexegal, five 
for tic Cariby lands, and ours for the Ithand of 
Tortuga. In the ſame place there gather'd un- 
+» to us, about twenty fail of other Ships, that 

were bound - for New-found land, we: ſomc 

Dutch Vcllels, that were going tor Nants, Ro- 

chel, and St. Martins. So: that 1n all we made 

a Fleet of thirty fail. Here we preparcd to 

f1ghe, putting our ſelves Into a convenient po- 

ſturc of defence, as having notice, that four 

Engliſh Frigats, of threeſcore Guns each, did 

Ic in wait for us, about the Ifle of Orzay. Our 

Adnural the Chevalier Sourdis, having diſtribu- 

ted, whar Orders he thought convenient , we 

{ct ſail trom thence with a favourable gale of 

wind. Preſently atter, fome muſts ariſing. thefe 

totally impeded the Engliſh Frigats, from diſco- 

vering our Fleet at Sea. We iteer'd our courſe, 

15 Ncar as we could,under the Coaſt of France, for 

tear ofthe, Enemy. As we failed along, we met 

| a Veſſel of tend, who: complained, unto ou: 
Adnural, that a French Privateer had robb'd 

*D hm that very morning. This complaint be- 
\'S ng heard, we cadeavoured to purſue the ſaid P1-

rate; but -our labour was 1n vain, as not being 
able to overtake him. 

Our Fleet, as we went along, cauſed no ſmall 
fears and alarms, unto the Inhabitants of the 
coalts of France ; theſe judging us to be Eng- 
liſh, and that we ſaught ſome convenicnt place 
for landing. To allay their frights, we uſed 
co hang out our Colours ; but notwithſtand- 
ing they would not truſt us. After this wc 
Came to an anchor 1n the Bay of Congret, 1n Bri- 
zany, nighunto the Ifle of Heyſant ; there to take 
in water, Having ſtord cur felves with freſh 
Proviſions at this place,we proſecuted our Voy- 
age, deligning to paſs by the Ras of Fontenear, 
and not expoſe our ſelves to the Sorlingues, tea- 
ring the Engliſh Veſlels, that were cruſing 
there-abouts to meet us. This River *Ras 15 
of a current very ſtrong and rapid, which rowl- 
Ing over many Rocks, diſgorgeth 1t ſelf into 
the Sea, on the coaſt of Frances 1n the latitude 
of cight and forty degrees , and ten nunutes. 
For which reaſon this paſlage 1s very dange- 
rous ; all the Rocksas yer, being not thorough- 
ly known. 

Here, I ſhall not omut to mention the cere- 
mony, which at this paſſage, and ſome other 
places, 15 uſed by the Mariners, and by them 
called Baptiſm, altho it may ſeem, cither little 
co our purpoſe, or of no uſe. The Maſters 
Mate cloathed himfelt with a ridiculous ſort of 

B 2 CAr- 
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garment, that reached unto Js teet, and on 
his head he put a ſutable Cap, which was madc 
very burleſque. In his right hand he placed a 
naked wooden ſword ; and, in his left, a por tull 
of ink. His face was horribly blackt with ſoot, 
and his *ncck adornd with a Collar of many 
little» pieces of wood. Being thus apparell'd, 
+ hc commanded to-be calld betore him every

ders by did caſt a Bucket of water,-upon every 
mans head ;. and this was the concluſion of the 
; ._ ceremony. But, that being ended, everyone 
EEE of the Bapriſed, is obliged ro give a Bottle of 

Brandy tor his offering: ; -placing it nigh the 

main Maſt, and: without ſpeaking a,word; e- 

ven thoſe, who haye noſuch liquor, being nor 

excuſed from this performance, © In caſe the 

Veilcl aeyer- paſſed that way-pctore, the Cap- 

tain 15 obliged to diltridute fome Wine among 

-thc* Mariners, and other people, in the Ship. 
Rur; as for-other gifts, which the newly bap- 


- --. uzed & frequently offer, they arc divided a- 
| mong the old Sca-men ; and, of them, they 


makea Banquet, among themſclves: 
The Hollanders Jikewiſe do uſe to baptize 
ſuch 
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ſuch as ncyer pafled that way bctore. And 
not only at the paſſage abovementioned, but 
alſo at the Rocks called Berlingues, nigh the 
coait of Portugal, 1n the lautude of thirty wine 
degrees, and torty minutes, ( as being. a pal- 
ſage yery dangerous, cfpecially by night, when, 
through the obſcurity thercot, the Rocks arc 
not diftinguiſhable, by rcafon the Land 1s very 
high, ) they uſe ſome ſuch ceremony. Bur, 
their manner of Baptizing 15 much diſtinct from 
that we have deſcribed above, pertormcd by 
the French. He rhercfore, that 1s to be baptiz- 
cd, 1s falt'ncd and hoſed up three times at the 
main yard's end, as if he werea Criminal. If he 
be hoifed the fourth tune, in the name of the 
Prince of 0range, or of the Captain of the Vellcl, 
his honour is more than ordinary. Thus they 
are dipped, every one, ſeveral times 1n the main 
Ocean. Bur he char 1s the firtt dipp'd, hath the 
honour of being ſaluted with a Gun. Such 
as are not willing to fall, are bound to pay 
rwelye' pence, for their ranfom. : 1t he be an 
Othcer 1n the Ship, two ſhillings : and it a 
Paſſenger, according to their pleaſure. 1n 
caſe the Ship did never paſs that way bctors, 
the Captain 15 bound to give a finall Run- 
ler of Wine ; which if he doth not pa2rtorm, 
the Mariners may cut off the Stem ot tie Vet- 
ſel. All the profit, which accrueth by this ce- 
remony, 1s kept by the Maſters Mate; who at 

cer 
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ter reaching their Port, doth uſually lay it out 
: in. wine, Which 1s drank amongſt the ancient 
Seamen. Some wall fay this ceremony was in- 
ſtiruted by the Emperour Char/s the Fifth ; how- 
ſocyer it 1s not found amongſt his Laws. But 
herel leave theſe cultomesof the Sea ; and ſhall 

| rcturn unto our Voyage. IF 
Having paſled the River Rar, we met with 
very good weather, untill we came to the Cape 
. of Finis-Terre. Here a huge Tempeſt of wind 
- Adurprized us, and ſeparated our Ship from the 
reſt, that were in our company. This.ſtorm 
continucd for the ſpace of c1ght days : In the 
which time 1t would move compaſlion-to ſee 
how miſerably*the Paſſengers were tumbled 
to and fro, on all ſides of - the Ship ; -inſo- 
much, as the Mariners, 1n the performance of 
their duty, were compell'd to tread upon them 
every where. This uncouthſom weather be- 
ing ſpent, we had again the uſe ot very fa- 
vourable gales, untill we came unto the Trec- 
pick of Cancer. This Tropick 1s nothing elle, 
bur an imaginary circle , which Aftrologers 
haye invented in the Hcavens ; and ſerveth as 
a pcriod to the progreſs/f che Sun towards the 
4  North-pole. Ir 1s placed 1n the latitude of 
| three and twenty degrees, and thirty minutes, 
4riber ce- Under the line. Here we were baptized the ſc- 
NO cond time, after the ſame manner as before. 
'____TheFrench do alwayes pertorm this Ceremony 
at 
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this Tropick ; as alſo under the Tropick of 
Capricornus, towards the South. In this part 
of the World, we had very favourable wea- 
ther, at the which we were infinitely gladded, 
by reafon of our great neceflity of water. For TOE 
at this time, that Element alrcady was ſo ſcarce | 
with us, that. we were ſtinted unto two halt 
pints, by man, every day. 

Being about the latitude of Barbadas, we 
met an Engliſh Frigat, or Privateer ; who firſt 
began to-give us chaſe. Burt finding himſelf 
nor to exceed in-{trength, did preſently ſteer a- 
way fron. us,-, This Roh gave us occalion to 
purſue tlie ſaid-Frigar, as we did, ſhooting at 
him ſeveral Guns, of cight pound carriage.

ſhape of the land, which 1n ſome manner reſem- 
leth a grear Seo Tortoiſe, called by them Tor- 
tuga de mar, The Country 1s very mountaut- 
nous, and full of Rocks , yet notwithitanding 
hugely tinck of Jotcy trees, that ceaſe not to 
grow upon th2 hardeft of thofe Rocks, with- 
cut parraking of a ſofter ſoil. From hencc 

It conacth,that their Roots, for the greate ſ{part, ; 
are ſeen all over, ehtangled among th: Rocks, 
not unlike 'unto the branching of Ivy againſt 
our Walls. Thar part of this Iſland, which 
ſtretcheth towards the Norrh, 1s totally diſinha- 
bired. The reaſon is, -firſt, becauſe it hath 
toved to be very mcommodious, and un- 
bealekiy : And ſecondly, for the ruggedneſs cf 
the coaſt, that giveth no acceſſc unto the ſhoar, 
pyefsamong Rocks, almoſt unacceflible. For 
this cauſe itis populatcd only on the Southern 
part, which hath one only Port, that may be 
eſteemed indifterently good. Yet tins harbour 
hath two ſeveral cntries, or channels, which 
afford paflage unto Ships of feventy Guns;

- wife, which here abundantly grow , are no- 
ſing interior, as to their quantity, or quali- 
ty, unto what the adjacent lands produce.

Convenient, to preſcrve thoſe Wild Beaſts, was

« enemy, the inhabitants might ſuſtain them- 
ſcives, with their food. Eſpecially were they 
once conſtrained to retire unto the VVoods, 
and Mountains. - By this means he judg'd, 
they were enabled, tro maintain any ſuddain 
aſſaulr, or long perſecution. Yet this ſort of 
Game 1s almoſt impeded by its ſelf, by reafon 
of the iBany Rocks, and precipices which for the 
greateſt part, are covered with little ſhrubs, very 
Green, ard thick ; from whence the huntſmen 
have oftimcs precipitated themſelves, and left 
us the ſad experience, and grief, of many me- 

--  «. morabke alfaiters. 
Great forks Ara certain time of the year there reſorterh 
f 44 unto this Ifland of Tortuga huge flocks of Wild- 
"go Pigeens: At which ſeaſon the inhabitants feed 
on them very plenutully, having more then 
they cangonſume, and leaving totally to their 
repoſe all other forts of Fowl, both V Vild and 
Tame, to the intent, that in abſence of the 
Pigeons, theſe may ſupply their place. Bur 
as nothing mn thc Umverſe, though never fo 
pleaſart, can be found, but what hath ſome- 
thing of bitterneſs joyned to 1t, the very ſym- 
bol of this truch we fee 18 the atorclaid Pige- 
ens. For th.ſ:, che ſcafon being paſt where:

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in God hath appointed them, to afford deli- 
cious food unto thoſe people, can ſcarce be 
rouched with the tongue , they become fo 
extreamly Lean, and birter even to admi- 
ration. The reafon of this bitterneſs, 1s at- 
tributed unto a certain ſeed, which they cat 
about that time , evcn as bitter as Gall. A- 
bout the Sea ſhoars, every where are found 
great multitudes of Crabs, belonging both to 
the Land, and Sea; and both forts very big. 
Theſe are 202d to feed Servants and Slaves. 
who find them very pleating to the pallat, 
yet withall, yery hurtful to the ſight. Belides 
which ſymptom, being eaten too ofcen-, they 
allo cauſe great giddineſs in the head, with 
much weakneſs of the Brain, infomuch, that 
very frequently they are deprived of Sight, 
for the ſpace of one quarter of. an hour.

The French 


The French having eſtabliſhed themſelves 1n ſent Boars 


the Ifle of St. Chriſtopher, planted. there a ſort 
of 'Trees, of which at preſent, there poſlibty 
may be greater quantities. VVith the Tim- 
ber of thoſe Trees, they made Lonp-boats, and 
Hoy's, winch they ſent from thence VVeſtward 
being well mand, and victualled, to diſcover 
other Iſlands. Theſe feering Sail frovi St. 
Chriſtopher's, carc within tight of the Iſard 
of Hiſpaniola, where at Jevgth rity arrived 
with abundance of joy. Having lande., thicy 
marched into the Country, where thicy found 
C 3 |pIMege 
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huge quantities of Catrle, fuch as were, Cows 
Bull: , Horſes, and Wild-Bores. But finding no 
orcat profit in thoſcanimals unleſs they could 
encloſe them, and knowing, likewiſe the Ifland, 
to be pretty well peopled by the Spaniards, 

they thought 1t conyement to entcrpiize upon 
and (cize che 1and of 7 ortuga. This they per- 
formed without any difficulty, there being up- 
ON the Itland-no more, then ten, or twelve 
Spantards, to guard wu. Thee tew men let the 
trench come in peaccably, and poflcſs the 
[{land, tor the ſpace of f1x months, without a- 
ny trouble. In the mean while thcy paſlcd, 

and repaſled, with their Canows unto Hiſpani- 
ola from whence they tranſported many pco- 
ple, andar Jait began to plant the whole Ile 
of Tortuga. The tew Spaniards, remaining there

dayly began at Jaſt, to _ at their proſpc- 
” TY, and” orudoe chern 


grudg the poſleſfion, they 
had freely given. Hence they gave notice 
ito others, of their own Nation, ther 


Neighbours, who lent ſeveral great Boars well 


armd and man'd,-t0 diſpoſleſs the French of 
chat INand. This. expedition ſucceeded accor- 
ding to their defres....For the new poſicſſors 
ſccing the great number of Spaniards, that 
came again(t them , fled: with all they had 
unto the VVoods. And hence by Night, they 
wafted over with Canows, unto the Itlc k/ 


Hi ſpa- 
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Hiſpaniola. This they more calily pertormcd 
as having no Womennor Cinldren, with them, 
nor any great ſubſtance to carry away. Herc 
they alſo retircd into the VVopds, both to 
ſcek themſelves food, and from thence with 
ſecrecy , to give intelligence unto others, of 
their own faction ; as judging for certain, that 
within a little while, they ſhould be in a ca- 
pacity to hinder the Spaniards, trom tortity- 
1ng in Tortuga. rn 

Mean fs the Spaniards of the greater 
Itland ceaſed not to ſeck ater their new gueſts 
the French, with . intent to root them out of 
the VVoods, if potiible, or cauſe then to pe- 
riſh with hunger. Bur this their. defign ſoon 
failed, having tound that the French were ma- 

{ters botiz of g£00d Guns, Powder, and Bullets. 
Here therctorc, the fugitives waited for a cer- 
ran opportumty, wherein they knew the Spa- 
nards were to come, from 7ortuga, witharmcs 
and great nuunber of men, to joyn with thoſe of 
the greatcr i{ai.d for their deſtruction. When 
this occaiton prouttcrd they 1th mean while 
deſcrting the woous where they were, returned +4, - 


unto 7orruge, ard ditgoſiclied the ſmail num- return 11. 
of Spaniards, that remained at home. Having **' #2 
ſo done, thcy fortihed themfelyes , the bet? 
they could; thereby to prevent, the return 
of rhe Spaniards , 1a calc, they ſhould atremprt 
ir. Morcoyer, they {cnt immcdiarcly unto 

CH) 
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Logy Poteices the Governour of St. Chriftephers, craving his 
"2-3: al and rehet ; and demanding of him, to 
St: ſend them a QGovernour , the better to be 
wer” ated; among thonifeves, ad ſtrengthened 
on aw} occations. The Governour of St. 
Chriſ/opiors received their 'pctition with cx- 
preihions of much ſatisfaction, and without 
any Gclay, ſent unto them Monfteur le Paſſeur 
in quality of a Governour ; together with a 
Ship tull of men, and ajl other things neceſla- 
7. 44 TV» both for their eſtabliſhment and defence, 
2 Fort. No ſooner had they received this recruit, 
but the Governour commanded a Fortreſs to 
be built upon the top of a high Rock ; from 
whence he could hinder the acceſs of any Ships 
or other Veſlels, that ſhould deſign to enter 
the Port. Unto this Fort no other acceſs could 
be had, then by almoſt climbing through a 
very narrow patlage, that was capable only of 
recciving two perſons, at once; andthoſe not 
without diftculty. In the middle of this rock 
was a great cavity,which now ſcrveth for a {tore- 
houſc : . 4nd beſides here was great convenience 
tor raiſing a battery. The Fort being fniſhed the 
Governour commandcd two Guns to be moun- 
ted ; which could not be performed without 
hnee toil: and Jabour. As alſo, a houſe to 
be built, within the Fort ; and afterwards, the 
narrow way that lcd unto the faid Fort, to be 
broken and demoliſhed, leaving no other 


alcent 
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aſcent thereunto, then by a Ladder. Within 
the Fort guſheth out a plentiful Fountain of 
freſh Water, which perpetually runneth with a 
pure and Cryſtalline Stream ; ſufficient to re- 
freſh a Garriſon of a Thouſand Men. Being 
poſſeſſed of theſe conveniences, and the ſecu- 
rity theſe pgs might promuſe , the French 
began to people the Ifland, and cach of them 
to ſeek their living ; ſome by the exerciſe of 


Rs & 2 ; 
hunting, others by planting Tobacco, and o- 


thers by cruſing, and robbing, upon the coaſts 
of the Spaniſh Iflands; which trades continued 
by them unto this day. 

The Spaniards, notwithſtanding, could nor 
behold, bn with jealous cycs, rhe dayly in- 
creaſe of the French 1n Tortzga ; fearing leaſt 
in time they might by them, - diſpoſleticd al- 
ſo of Hiſpaniola. Thus taking an opportuni- 
ry , ( when many of the French were abroad 
ar Sea, andothers employ d in hunting ) with 
eight hundred Men 1n ſeveral Canows, they 
Janded again in 7ertzga, almoſt without being 
perceived by the French. Bat finding that 
the Governour had cut down many Trees, for 
the better diſcovery of an Encmy, in caſe of 
any aſlault ; as alſo that notlung of conſc- 
quence could be done without great Guns, they 
conſulted about the fitteſt place for raiſing a 
Battery. * This place was ſoon concluded, to 
be the Topof a Mountain, which was in Sight ; 
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ſccing that from thence alone, they could le- 
vcl their Guns at the Fort, which now did he 


open unto them, ſince the cutting down of the 


Trees, by the new poſleflors. Hence they re- 
folved, to open a way, for carriage of fume 
picces of Ordnance to the Top. This Moun- 
rain 15 ſomewhat high, and the upper part there- 


. of plain, from whence the whole Itland may

be view'd. The 1ides thercot are very rugged 
by reaſon an huge number of unacceſlible 
Rocks do ſurround 1t every where. So that 
the aſccnt was very difhcule, and would always 
have. been the ſame, had not the Spaniards 
undergone the immenſe Labour, and Toll of 
making the way aforementioned , as I ſhall 
now relatc. : 

The Spaniards had in their company ' many 
Slaves, and Indians, labouring Men, whom 
thcy call Matates, or in Engliſh, half yellow 
Mez. Unto theſe they gave orders, with Iron 
Tools, to dig a way through the Rocks. * This 
they pertormed with the greateſt ſpecd imag1- 
nablc. - And through thus v ay by the help of 
many Ropes, and Pullics they at laſt , made 
ſhift ro get up two Sol Canon pieces , 
wherewnth they madea Battery, and intended 
next day to batter the Fort. Mean while 
the French were not 19norant of theſe deſigns. 
But rather preparcd . themſclves for a defence 
( while the Spaniards were buſied about the 
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battery ) ſending notice every where to :heir 
companions,and requiring taerr heip. Thus the 
Hunters of the Ifland, all joyncd tog::cher, and 
with them all the Pirats, who were rac. alrea- 
dy too far from home. Theſe landed by night 
at Tortuga, leaſt they ſhould be ſeen by the 
Spaniards. And under tie fatne Obſcurity of 
the Night,they all together by a back way clim- frea[mites 
bed up the Mountain, where the Spaniards were Flr 
poſted : Which they more ceafily could per- te. 
torm as being acquainted with thoſe Rocks. 
| They came thuther at the very inſtant, that 
the Spaniards, who were above, where prepa- 

ring, to ſhoot at the Fort , not knowing in 

the leaſt of their coming. Here they ſet upon 

them, at their backs ,- with ſuch fury, as tor- 

ced the greateſt part to precipitate themſelves 

from the top to the bottom, and daſh their 
| Bodys in pteces. Few or none eſcaped this 
attacque, for if any remained a live,they were 
all put ro the Sword, without giving quarter 
to oe meaneſt. Some Spaniards did ſtill keep 
the bottom of the Mountain, but theſe hear- Ther Bs 
ring the Shreek's, and crys of them, that were we Ife fo 
kill'd, and beheving ſome tragical revolution ©": 
to be above, 'fled immediately towards the Sca, 
deſpairing, through this accident, to cver re- 
oa1n the. Iſle of 7ortuga. 

The Governours of this Ifland did always 

behave themſelyes, as proprictors, and abſolute 
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Lords thercof until the year 1664. At which 
time the Weſt India Company of France took: 
poſlcflion thereof, and ſent thither for their 
Govcrnour, Monſieur Ogeron. Theſe planted 
the Colony for themſelves, by the means of 


their Factors, and Servants, thinking to drive. 


ſome conliderablc trade, 'trom thence , with! 


the Spaniards, even as the Hollanders do trom + 


Curaſav. But this dcelign did not anſwer their 
expectation. For with other Nations they 
could drive no trade, by reaſon they could not 
eſtabliſh any ſecure commerce trom the begin- 
ning wicththeir own. Foraſmuch, asat the firſt 
n{ticution of this Company 1n France , they 


made an agreement with the Pirats, Hunters ,- 


2nd Planters, firſt poſlceflours, of 7crtuga, that 
theſe ſhould buy all their neceſlaries, from the 
{ad Company, -taking them upon truſt. And 
alchough this agreement was put 1n execut1- 
tion, yct the Factors of the Company, ſoon 
afeer tound that they could not recover cither 
Monys, or returns, from thoſe Pcople. Info 
much, as they were conſtrained to bring ſome 
arimcd mcn into the 1fland, in behalf of the 
Company , for to ger 1n ſome of their pay- 
ments But neither this endeavour, nor any 
other could prevail, towards the ſcttlinga fc- 
Cure trade with thoſe of the Ifland. And here- 
upon the Company recalled their Factors , 
orving them orders to fell all that was their 
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Bucaniers of America: 
own, un the ſaid Plantation, both the Seryants, 
belonging to the Company ( which were ſold , 
ſome tor twenty, others for thirty, picces of 
elght) as alſo , all other Merchandizes, and 
proprieties, which they had there. With this 
rclolution all their def1gns fell to the ground.

f In this occation I was alfo fold, as being . 
ve Aathur 


a Scryant under the ſaid Company ; in whole ;: fold. 
F ſcrvice I came out of France. But my fortune 
was very bad. For I tell into the hands of the 
$ molt cri:x! Tyrant, and perfidious man, that 
ever was born of Woman ; who was then Go- 
vernour, or rather Licytenant General of that 
Iland. This Man-did treat: me. with all the 
hard uſagesimaginable ; yea with thar of hun-

evitably. Withal he was willing to Jet me buy 
my freedom, and liberty ; but not under the

neſs. For my wicked Maſter, ſeeing my con- 

dition, began to fear, Icaſt he ſhould Iofe his 

monuics with my Lite. Hereupen he ſold me 

the ſecond time, unto a Chirurgion, for the Heir ſoit 
price of ſeventy pieces of cight. -Being in the !%*/**" 


times 
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hands of this ſecond maſter, I beoan, ſoon 
after to recover my hcalth, through the good 
uſage I received trom him , as being much 
more humanc, and civil, then that of my 
firſt Patren. He gave mc both Cloathes and 
very good feod, and after that I Ii:d ſerycd 
him but one ycar, he offered me my Þ:iberty; 
with only this condition, that I ſhould pay 
him one hundred pieces of eight, when I was 
in a Capacity of VVealth, ſo todo. VVhich 
kind propoſal of his, I could not chooſe but 
accept with infinite Joy, ard gratitude of 
mind, 

Being now at Jiberty, though. Iike unto A- 
dam, when he was firſt Created by the hands 
of his makcr; that-1s naked, and deſtitute, of 


all human neceffarics, -nor knowing how to 


gct my living, I determined to cnter into the 
wicked Order of the Pirates, or Robbers ar Sea. 


Into this Society, I was reccived, with: common 


conſent both of the Superior , and Vulgar 
ſort, and among them' 1 continued until the 
year 1672. Having afliſted them 1n all their 
dcligns, and attempts, and feryed them in ma- 
ny notable cxploits, of which hereafter, I ſhall 
o1ve the Readcra true account, I returned un- 
my own Native Country. Bur before Ibegin 
to rclate the things aboycmentioned, I ſhall

he very large and rich Iſland called Hiſpani- 

ola, Iicth {atuate 1n the altitude of ſeventeen | 
degrees, andan half; The greateſt part, there- | / 
of extenderh from Eaſt to Weſt, twenty de- 
grces, Southern Jatitude, The circumference 
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1s of three hundred Leagues; the length one 
hundred and twenty ; its breadth almolt fif- 
ty; being morc or leſs, broad or narrow, at 
ccrtain places. I ſhall not need here to 1n- 
ſcrt, how this I{land was at firſt diſcovered ; 
it being known unto the World, that it was 
pertormed.by the means of Chriſtopher Colum- 
bus, in the ycar 1492; being ſent, unto this 
purpoſe, by Ferdinand, the Cathglick , then 
King of Spain. From which time, unto thus 
preſent, the Spaniards have been continually 
poſicſiors thereof. There be upon this 1- 
tland, many very good, and ſtrong Citics, 
Towns, and Hamlets; as alſo it aboundeth in 
a 2rcat number of. pleaſant, and delicious , 
Country Houſes, and Plantations : All which 
arc owing unto. the care, and induſtry, of the 
Spaniards, 1ts inhabitants. 

Thechuct City, and Metropolis of this Iſland, 
is called, Santo Domingo ; being dedicated un- 
Sr. Dominick, from whom it deriveth this name. 
It 1s ſituated rowards the South, in a+ place 
which atffordeth a moſt excellent proſpe&. The 
Country round about being embeliſhed, with 
innumerable rich plantations, as alſo verdanr 
Meadows, and fruitful Gardens ; all which 
do produce plenty, and variety, of excclicnt, 
and pleaſant fruits, according to the nature 
of thoſe Countriss. The Governour of the 
Ifland maketh his reſidence 1n this City ; whuch 
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1s as 1t were, the Store houſe of all the other Ci- 
tics, Towns and Villages: which from hence

do cxport, and provide themſelves, with all 


rcccllaries whatſocver for human Life. And 
yet hath it this particularity, above many ©- 
ther Cities 1n other placcs, that it entertaineth 
no external Commerce with any other Nation 
then 1ts own, the Spaniards. The greateſt 


part of the inhabitants are rich, and ſubſtan- 


ual Merchants, or ſuch as arc ſhop-keepers, and 
do fcll by retail: 

Another City of this IfJand, is named Sar: 
7iaco, or in Engliſh, St. James, as bcing con- 
ſecrated 'unto the Apoſtle of that - Name. 
This 1s an open place, without - either Walls, 
or Caſtle; fituatc 1n the altttude of nineteen 
degrecs of Southern latitude. The greateſt 
part of .the inhabitants thereof are Hunters, 
and Planters ;- the adjacent territory, and ſoll, 
being very proper for the ſaid —_ of 1ts 
con{titution. The City 1s ſurrouffded with 
large, and dclicious Fields, as- much pleaſing 
to the view, as thoſe of Ganto Domingo: And 
theſe abound with all forts of Bcaits, both 
VVild, and Tame ; from whence are tanc an 
huge number of Skins, and Hides, that. afford 
unto the Owners, a. very conſiderable trat- 
fick. _ 

' Towards the Southern parts of this IiJand 


is ſeen another City called Neftra-Sennora de 
Alta 
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Alta Gracia. The territory hereot produccth 
orear quantities of Cacao, which occalioneth 
the 1nhabirants, to make great ſtore of th? 11ch- 
cit forcof Chocelat, Here groweth alſo mu: !1 
Ginger, and Tobacco; and much Tallow 1s |: 1.4- 
re.1 of the Beaits, which here abouts are hui:tcd. 

The inhabitants of this beautiful Ifland of 
Hiſpanicla, often go, and come 1n their Cauoirs, 
unto the Ifle of Savona, not far diſtant from 
thence, where1s their chief fiſhery ; eſpecially of 
Tortorſcs. Hither thoſe Fiſh do conſtantly re- 
fort 1n huge multitudes, at certain ſeaſons of 
the ycar, there to Jay their eggs, burying them 
in the ſands of the Shore. Thus by the heat 
of the Sun, which in thoſe parts1s very ardent, 
they arc hatched, and continue the propaga- 
tion of their Species. Thus Ifland of Sazona 
hath little, or nothing that 1s worthy conſ1i- 
dcration, or may merit any particular defcrip- 
tion, as being ſo cxtreamly barren, by reca- 
Aon of 1ts Sandy Soil. True 1t 1s, that kere 
groweth ſome ſmall quantity of Lignum Sand- 
um Or Guajacum ; Ot whoſe uſe we have already 
ſaid ſomething 1m another place. 

VVeltwards of the City of Santo Domin- 
£0 18 alſo ſituated another great village called 
of the Name of El Pueblo de Aſo, or the 

own of Aſo. Thc inhabitants of this Town 
drive a great commerce, and traffick , with 
thoſe of another Vulage, which is placed in 
E 2 ene 
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che very middle of the Ifland, and 1s called 
San Fuan de Goave, or St. Fohn of Goave. This 
place 1s cnvirond-with a magaificent proſpect 
of Gardens, Woods,and Meadows. Its territory 
cxtenderh above twenty Leagues inlength; and 
orazcth an huge number of W1ld Bulls, and 
Cows. In this village ſcarce dwell any others, 
then Hunters, and Butchers ; who flay the beaſts 
chat are killed. Theſe are for the moſt part 
a mungrel fort of people ' of ſeveral BJoods. 
Some of which are born of white European 
pcoplc and Negros, and theſe are called Mz- 
/atos. Others are born of Indians, . and white 
pcoplc; nd fuch are termed Mefticos. But 0- 
thers arc begotten of Negros, and Indians , 
and theſe alfo have their peculiar Name, be- 
ing called Alcatraces. Behdes which ſorts of 
pcople, there be ſeveral other ſpecies, and races, 
both here and 1n other places of the Welt Indies. 
Or whom this account may be given, that 
che Spaniards love better the Negro Women, 
in thoſe Weſtern parts, or the tawny Indt- 
an Females, than their owa white European 
race. Whenas peradyventure,the Negrosand In- 
dians have greater inclinations to the white wo- 
men ; or thoſe that come ncar them, the tawny, 
then their own. From the ſaid villageare expor- 
ted ycarly, vaſt quantitiesof 7 allow, and Hides 
they exerciſing no other trathck, nor toil. For 
as to the Lands, in this place, they arc _ 

Culti- 
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cultivated, by reaſon of the exceſſive dryneſs 
of the foil Theſe are the chicteſt places, that 
the Spaniards poſlets, 1n this Iſland, from the 
Cape of Lobos, towards St. Fohn de Goave, un- 
to the Cape of Samana, nigh the Sea, on the 
North ſide; and from the Eaſtern part, towards 
the Sea, called Punta de Eſpada. All the reſt 
of the Ifand, 1s poſlefled by the Freach ; who 
are alſo Planters, anU Hunters. 

This Ifland hath very good Ports for ſhips 
from the Cape of Lobos, to the Cape of 7ibu- 
ron, which Ilyeth on the Weſtern 11de thereof. 
In this ſpace of Land there be no leſs, then 
four Ports, wich exceed in goodacls, largneſs, 
and fecuruy, even the very beſt of England. 
Belides theſe, from the Cape of 7 iburon, unto 
the Cape of Donna Maria, there be two very 


excellent Ports, and from this Capc, unto the 


Cape of St. Nicols, there be no lefs, then twelve 
others. Every one of theſe Ports, hath alſo 
the confluence of two or three good Rivers, 
in + which are found ſeveral ſorts of Fiſh, very 
pleaſing to the palate; and alſoin great plen- 
ty. The Country hereabouts, 1s ſufhciently 
watcred, with large, and profound Rivers , 
and Brooks; ſo that this part, of the land 
may caſily be cultivated , without any grcar 
fcar of drougths; 1c being certain, that bet- 
ter ſtreams are not to be tound, in any parc 
of the World. The Seca coaſts, and Shoars, 
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arc alſo very pleaſant ; unto which the Tor- 

_ toxfes reſort, in huge numbers; there to lay 
their cggs. ; / 
This liland was formerly very well pcopled, 

- on theNorth fide thereof, with many towns 
and Villages. But theſe being rumed by the 
Hollanders, were at laſt, tor the greateſt pat 


deſerted by the Spaniards. | 
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Of the Fruits, Trees, and Animals, that 


' © are found at Hiſpaniola: 

| os ſpacious fields of this Ifland , docom- 

monly cxtend themſclycs,to the length of 
hveor fix leagues. The beauty whercof 1s fo plea- 
{1ng to the Eye,that,togetheg with the great vari- 
ety of their natural productions, they infinite- 
ly applaud, and captivate the ſenſes of the 
contemplator. For here at once, they not on- 
iv, with diverſity of objects recreate the fight 
Dut with many of the ſame, do allo pleaſe the 
fmel!, and with moſt contribute abundancy of 
delights unto the rafte. With ſundry diver- 
litics alſo they flatrer and excite the apperice ; 
but more eſpecially with the multitude of 9- 


Orenges 4nd renges, and Lemons : Here CroOWINg both ſwect 
Lemons. and 
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and ſower, and thoſe that participate of both 
caſtes, and are only pleaſantly rartiſh. Beſides 
which hcre abundantly grow ſeveral other 
forts of rhe ſame truir, ſuch as are called Cz- 
trons, Toronjas, and Limas ; 1n Engliſh not 1im- 
perly called Crab-Lemons. True 1t 1s, that as 
to the Lemons, they excecd not here the big- 
neſs of an Hens cgg ; which ſmallncts diſtin- 
guiſheth them, from thoſe of Spain molt fre- 
quently ufed 1n theſe our Northern Countrics. 
The Date Trees, which here are ſecn to cover 
the whole extent of very ſpacious plains , arc 
exceedingly tall 1n their proportion ; which 


notwithitanding doth not oftend, but rather 


delight the view: Their highth is obſerved to be 
from 150.unto 200, tcct; being wholly deſtitute 
of Branches unto the very tops. Here it is, 
there groweth a certain pleaſant white ſubſtance 
not unhkeunto, that of white Cabbage, from 
whence the Branches, and leaves, do ſprout , 
and 1n which allo the ſeed, or Dates are con- 
rained. Every Month, one of thoſe branches 
falleth to the ground, and ac the fame rime,

The weaves of this fort of Date Tree, arc ſeven 
or cight foot 1a length, and three or four in 
breadth ; being very fit to coyer houſes with- 
al. For they defend, from Rain, equally with 
the | beſt Tiles, though never ſo rudely hud- 
dlI'd rogether. They make ufe of chem alſo to 
wrap up ſmoaked Fleſh withal ; and ro make 
a certain fort of Buckets, wherewith to .carry 
Water; though no longer durable than the 
ſpace ot ſix, ſeven, or eight days. The Cabba-

ry ſott. Inſaqmuch that paring ot? thoſe three, 
or four inches of woody ſubttance, the remain- 
ing part of the Body , may be {iced hike un- 
to new Cheeſe. They wound them three or 
{our foot above the Root, and making an 1n- 
cition, or broach in the budy, from thence 
gentlydiltilicth a ſort of Liquor, whichin ſhorc 
time, by fermentation, becometh as ſtrong, 
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2s the richeſt wine, and which doth eaſily in- Paim-Fins 
ebriate, if not uſed with Moderation. The 
French call this ſort of Palm-treesFrank-Palms , 
and they only grow, both here, andelſewherc, 
. 1n faltiſh grounds. 

Beſides theſe Palm-trees, of which we have 
made mention, there be alſo in Hiſpanio/a tour 
other fpecies of Palms, which are diſtingwſhed 
by the Names of Latanier, Palma Eſpinoſa or 
Prickle-palm, Palma a chapelet or Roſary-palm, 
Palma-Vinoſa or Wine- Palm, The Latanier-palm Latanier- 
1s not ſo tall, as the Wine-palm : Although it 74" 
hath almoſt, the ſame ſhape , only that the 
leaves are very hike unto the Fans our Women 
uſe. They grow moſtly in gravelly, and ſandy 
ground, their circumference being of ſeven foot 
more or leſs. The body hath many prickles 
or thorns, of the length of half a foot, very | 
ſharp and pungent. Ic produceth its ſeed aft- 
ter the ſame manner with that abovemen- 
tioned, which likewiſe: ſerveth for food unto the 
W1ld beaſts. 

Another ſort of theſe Palm-trees is called 
Prickle-Palm as we ſaid before, by reaſon 1t 1s Prickie-patm 
infinitely tull of prickles, from the Root unto 
the very leaves thereof much more then the 
wide With thete prickles, ſome of the 

arbarous Indians uſe to torment their priſo- 
ners at War, whom they take in battel. They 
tre them unto atree, and then taking theſe 
F thorns 
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thorns, they put them 1ato hlictle pellets of 
cotton, which they dip 1n oyl.and thus thick them 
in the ſides of the miſerable Frifoners, as th.ck 
as the brizles of an-hedg. hog ; which of ne- 


ceflity cauſe an 11cr.divle torment unto the 


Paricnc. After wards, they-{ct them on Fire , 
and it the tormented Prifoner fingeth in the 


nud{t oft- his torments and flames, he 1s eſtecm- 


ed as a valiant and couragious Soldier , who 
neither tearcth his Enemies, nor their torments, 
Bur it on the contra:y, he crycth out they 
eltecn him but as a Po/rron or Coward, and 
unworthy uf any mcmory. Thus cuſtom was 
rold me by an. Indian, who faid he had uſed 
his Encnues thus oftentimes. T he like cruel- 
tics unto theſe many: Chriſtians have ſeen, 
whule they lived among thoſe barbarians. Bur 
returning unto the Pri-k/e-palm, 1 ſhall only tell 
you, that this palm-tree 1s 1 this only diffe- 
rcnt from the Latarzer, that the leaves are like 
unto thoſe of the Frank-palm. Its fced 1s like 
unto that of the other palm-trecs, being only

The IWize-palm, 18 fo called from the abun- 
dance of Wine, winchts gathered tiom hence. 
This 
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This palm groweth in high and rocky 
Mountains, notexcceding 11 tallne {s the he1gth 
of forty or fifty foot: But yet of an cxtraor- 
dinary ſhape or form. For trom the root , 
unto \the half of 1ts proportion, 1t 1s only three 
or four inches thick. Fur upwards fomething 
above the two thirds of 1ts Iigth, 1t 15 as 
big, and as thick, as an ordinary bucket or 
Milk Pail. Within it1s tall of a certa.n mat- 
ter, very ike unto the render ſtalk of a white 
cabbage. which 1s very pucy of a 4quor that 
is much plcaiing to the palace. This liquor 
after ferme waton, aid i<ahng of the grounds, 
reduceth 1t felt into a very good and clear 
wine, whichis purchafed with no great 1du- 
try For having wounded the tree with an 
ordinary hatchcr, chey make a ſquare inc1{0n 
or orifice, 1n 1t, tnrough which they bruiſe the 
ſaid matter, unti]1t be capable of bang ſquecſ:d 
out, or expretſed with the hands, they nee- 
ding no other 1nfrument, then this. VVuth 
the leaves thcy make certain veſlels, not on- 
ly to fertle and purihe, theaforementioned 1i- 
quor, but alſo to drink in. Ir beareth its friut 
Iike unto other palms ; bur of a very ſmall 
ſhape; being nor unhke uato Cherries. The 
taſte heicof, 1s very good;bur ut dangerous con- 
ſequence unto the threat, where 1t cauſerh 
huge and extream pains , - that produce ma- 
lignant Quinzics 1:4 chem, thar cat 1t.

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The Palm a Chapelet, or Roſary-palm, was 
thus called both by the French, and Spani- 
ards,. becauſe :ts.feed 1s very fit to make Roſa- 
ries or Beads, to ſay prayers upon, the beady 
being ſmall, hard - and capable of being cafi- 
ly bored, for that. uſe. This fourth ſpecies 
groweth on thetops of the higheſt Mountains | 
and 1s of an. exceflive tallneſs; but withall 
very itrait; and adorncd with very few leaves. 

Hcre groweth alſo in this Ifland a ccrtain 
fort” of Apricott-trees, whoſe fruit equalleth in 
bigneſs, that of- our ordinary Melons. The 
colour 15s like unto Aſhes, and the taſte, the ve- 


ry ſame with that of our Apricotts 11 Europe, 


the inward ſtones of this fruit, being of. the 


bigneſs of an Hens egg. 'On theſe the wild- 


Borcs do feed very deliciouſly, and tfatten even 
to admuration. 

The trees called Caremites, are very hkeun- 
co our Pear-trees, whoſe fruits reſemble much 
eur Damaſcene plums or Pruants of Europe , 
being of a very pleaſant and agrecable taſte, and 
almoſt as ſweet as- milk. This fruit is black 
on the inſide; and the Kernels thereof, ſome- 
times only two 1n number, ſometimes. three, 
others five ; of the bigneſs. of a Lupine. This 
plum affordeth no leſs pleaſant food unto the 
wild-Borcs,then the Apricotts abovementioned, 
only thatit is not fo commonly to be found 


upon the Iſland, nor in ſuch quantity, as thoſe 
_ | The 
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The Genipa-trees are ſeen every where, all Cpt. 

over this Ifland , being very like unto our 
Cherry-trecs, although it's branches are more 
dilated. The fruit, hereof, 1s of an aſh-colour, 
of the bigneſs of two fiſts, which 1nteriourly, 
is full of many prickles , or points, that are 
involved under a thin membran , or $kin ; 
the winch, if not taken away, at the time of 
eating , cauſeth great obſtructions , and gri- | 
pings of the belly. Before this fruit growerh G#/2--ink 
ripe, if preſſed , 1t aftordeth a juice, as black. 
as ink, being fit to write withal upon paper. 
Bur the letters difappear within the ſpace of 
n:ne days, the paper remaining as. white, as if 
it never had been written upon. The wood 
of this\tree 1s very ſtrong, ſold, and hard; 
good to build Ships withal, ſeeing it is obſer- 
ved, to laſt many years in the water, without 
nutrefaction. 

Beſides theſe, divers other ſorts of trees:, 
are natives unto. this delicious Ifland , that 
produce very cxccllent, and pleaſant fruits. Of 
theſe I ſhallo mit to name ſeveral, knowing 
there be entire volums of learned Authors; 
that have. both deſcribed, and- ſearched them 
wich greater attention, and curioſity, then my 
own. Notwithſtanding, I ſhall continue, to 
make mention of ſome tew more, 1n particular: * 

Such are the Cedars; which trecs, this part of _, 
che world produceth, in prodigious gy” TER 
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The French Nation calleth them Arajor: And 
they find .them-very uſetul, for the building 
of Ships, and Canows- Thete Canuws arc 
like unto little wheyry-boats, being made of one 
only tree. , excavated, and fitted for the Sca. 
Thcy arc withal fo ſwitr, as for that very pro- 
perty, thcy may be called Neprunes poſt-borſes. 
The Ihdians make theſe Canows with ut the 
uſc of any iron inſtruments ; by .enly bur- 
ning the. trees, at the bottom, righ tinto the 
Mm x root ;. and afterwards, governing the fire, 
| wich tuch induſtry, as nothing 1> burnt more 
then what they would have. Some of them 
have hatchets, made oft. flint, wherewuh they 
ſcrape, or pare, off, whatſocycr was burnt too 
far. And, thus, by the ſole inſtrument of fire, 
they know how to -give them that ſhape,

which rendereth them capable of Navigaung 


threeſcore, or fourſcore Icagues, with ordt- 
nary fecurity.

11.1... As to Medicinal productions, here 1s to be 
'TeeE. found the tree, that aflordeth, the Gum Elem, 


uſcd in cur Apothccarics Shops. Likewiſe Gua- 
iacum, or Lignum Sanclum ;. Lignum Alces, Or 
Aloe-wood, ( afſia Lignea, China-roors, with fe- 
veral others. The tree called Mapcu. betides 
that it is medicinal, 1s alſo uſ.d tor niakli.g of 
* Canow's as being very thick. Yet 15 1t nauch 1n- 
teriour unto the Acajou , or Cedar, as bung 
f 4% ſomething ſpongy , whereby it ſucketh 1n 
i much 
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much water, which rendreth it dangerous in 
Navigation. The tree called Acoma hath its 
wood very hard; and: heavy; of the colour of 
Palm. Theſe qualities render it yery fit to 
make Oars tor the ſugar-mils. Here-arecalfo 
in great quantities, ' Brafelete, or brafil-wood, and 
th .t which the Spamuards ca!l Mancanila. 

Braſil wood 1s now very well known in the 
Provinces of ' Holland,” and the Low Countrics. 
By another name 1t 1s called, by the 
Spaniards, Lenna de Pzje palo. It ſerveth 
only or chiefly, for dying, and what belong- 
cth to that trade. Ir groweth abundantly a- 
long theSea coaits. of this Itf}and ; eſpecially in 
two places called ZFacmel, and 7Z:quina. Thele 
are two commodious Ports or Bays; capable 
of receiving Ships of the greateſt bulk. 

The tree called Mancanilla, or Dwarf apple- 
tree, groweth nigh unto the Sea Shoar ; being 
naturally ſo low , that 1ts branches, though 
never ſo ſhort, do always touch the water. 
It bearcth a fruit, ſomething like, unto our 
ſweet ſented apples; which norwihſtanding 
is of a very venzmous quality. For theſe ap- 
ples being catca by any perſon, he initantiy 
changeth colour, and fuch an huge thi:it doth 
{c1ze him as all che Water of the Thames can- 
nor exunguih , he dying raving-mad within a 


litle + lile atter. But what 1s more the Fiſh 


thac cat as it often happceacth, of chis fruit 


arc. 
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arc alſo poyſonous. This tree affordeth, alſo 
a liquor, both thick, and white; like unto the 
Fig-tree; which, if touched by the hand, raiſ- 
cth bliſters, upon the skin , and theſe are fo 
red 1n colour, as 1t it had been deeply ſcald- 
ded, with hot water. One day, being hugely 
tormented with Moſquitos or gnats, and as yer, 
unacquainted with the nature of this tree, 1 
cut a branch thereof, to ſerve me inſtead of 
a fan; but all my face ſwelled the next day, 
and filled with bliſters, as it it were burnt to 
ſuch a degree , that I was blind for three 
days. 
Tra 1s the name of another ſort of tree, fo 
called by the Spaniards, which groweth by 
the ſides of Rivers. This bearcth a certain 
fruit, not unlike, unto our bullce, or damſon 
plums. -And this food 1s extreamly coveted 
by the wild boar, when at 1ts perfect maturi- 
ty; with which they fatten as much as our 
hogs, with rhe ſweereſt acorn's of Spain. Theſe 
rrees love ſandy ground : Yet are ſo low, that, 
their branches being very large, they take up 
a great circumference, almoit couched upon 


Abelcoſerree, the ground. The trees named Abelcoſes bare 


fruit of like colour, with the Taos abovemen- 
tioned , but of the bigneſs of Melons ; the 


ſeeds, or kernels, being as big as eggs. The 


ſubſtance of this fruit 15 yellow, and of a plea- 


fant taſte; which the pooreſt , among the 
French 
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French, do eat , inſtead of bread ; the wild- 
Bore not caring at all for this fruit. Theſe 
trees grow very tall, and thick; being ſome» 
what hke unto our largeſt fort of Pear- 


Trees. 
As to the Inſefs , which this Iſland produ- 


ceth, I ſhall only take notice of three forts of 


Flies, which exceflively torment all human 
bodics ; but more eſpecially ſuch, as never be- 
fore, or but a little while , were acquainted 
with theſe Countries. The firſt fort of theſe 
flies are as big as our common horſe flies 1n 
Europe. And theſe darting themſelves upon 
mens bodies, do there tick , and ſuck their 
blood , till they can no longer flie. . Ther 
1mportunity obligeth to make, almoſt, con- 
tinual uſe of branches of trees, wherewith to 
fan them away. The. Spaniards 1n thoſe parts 
call them Moſquito's, or Gnats ; but the French 
ove them the name of Maranguines. The ſc- 
cond ſort, of theſe Inſects, is no bigger then a 
grain of ſand. Theſe make no buzzing noiſe, 
as the precedent ſpecies doth; tor which rca- 
ſont 1s lets avoidable,as being able alſo, through 
ts ſmalneſs, ro penetrate the fineſt Iinnen, or 
cloth. The Hunters are forced to anoint their 
taces , with hogs-greece , thereby to defend 
themſelves from the ſtings of theſe little An 
mals. By night, 1n their Huts, or Cotrages,

vemeence. Theſe are chicfly croubleſome by 


day, cycn from the beginning of the Morning, 
antil Sun-ſctting; after which time, they take 
up their reſt, and permit humane Bodies to 
do the ſame. _The Spamaards gave theſe In- 


ſets the Name of Rojades ; and the French

chat of Calarodes. + 
The Inſects, which the Spaniards call Cechi- 


nillas, 'and the Engliſh Glow-worms are alſoto 


be found in thefe parts. Theſe 'arc very like 
unto ſuch, as os IN Exrope, unleſs that 
they are ſomewhat bigger and longer then 
ours. - They have two little - ſpecks on their 
heads, which by Night give ſo much light, 
that. chree-or - four of thoſe Animals, being 
together upon a tree, 1t 15. not diſcernable, ar 
a diſtance from a bright ſhining Fire. I had 
on a certain time, at once three. of theſe Co- 

chintllas 
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chinillas, in my Cottage, which there contt- 
nued until paſt midnight, ſhimng fo bright- 
ly, that without any other Light, I could ca- 
tily read in any Book, although of never fo 
ſmall a pr.nt. I attempted to bring ſome of 


 chetfe Inſects into Exrope , when I came from 
thoſe parts, but afſoon as they came into a 


colder climate, they dyed bythe way. They 


lot alſo their ſhining,” upon the change of Air 


cycn "before their death. This ſhining 1s ſo 
great, according to what I have related, that 
the Spaniards, with' great reaſon, may well call

chem from their luminous quality, Moſcas de 


fuego, that 1s to ſay; Fire-flies. 


"There be alſo in Hiſpaniola an exceſſive num- 
ber of Gri//ones, or Crickets. Theſe are of an 
extraordinary magnitude , 1f compared unto 
ours ; and fo tull of noiſe, that they are ready 
to burſt chemſelves with ſinging, 1t any per- 
fon cometh near them. -.Herc 15no lefler num- 
ber of Reptils, ſuch as Serpents are, and others: 
But by a particular providence of the Crea- 
tor, theſe haveno poyſon. Neither do they 
any other harm, then unto what fowl they 
can catch. But more eſpecially, unto Pullets, 
Pigeons, and others of this kind. Ofrimes 
theſe Serpents, or Snakes, are uſeful in hou- 
ſes to cleanſe them of Rats, and Mice. For 
with great cunning, they counterfeit - their 


Shreeks ; and hereby both deceive and catch

them at their pleaſure. Having taken them, 

they in no wiſe cat the guts of theſe Vermin, 

but only ſuck their blood ar firſt. Afﬀcerwards 

throwing away the guts, they ſwallow almoſt 

| cntirc the reſt of the body ; which as it ſhould 

| ſeem, they readily digeſt into ſoft cxcrements, 

F1-catcherr. of which they diſcharge their bellies. Another 

fort of Reptils belonging to this Ifland, 1s cal- 

led by the name of Cazadores de Moſcas, or 

Fly-catchers. Thus name was given unto this 

Reptil by the Spaniards, by reaſon they never 

could experiment, it lived upon any other food 

then flies. Hence 1tcannor be faid, this crea- 

. ture cauſeth any harm unto the Inhabitants, 

but rather benefit; ſecing it confumeth by its 

continual exerciſe of hunting the vcxatious and 
troubleſome flies. 

Land-Tortoi- Land-Tortoiſes here be alſo in great quanti- 

for. eics. Theſe moſtly breed in mud, and fealds 

ES that arc overflown with water. The Inhabi- 

tants car them , and teſtthe they are very 

2*;4;, good food. But a fort of Spiders, which 1s 

here found, 1s very hidcous. Thefc arc as big as 

an ordinary cgg ; and ther fect as Jong as 

thoſe of the biggeſt Sca-crabs. Withal, they 

are very hairy ; 'and have four black teeth, 

4 like unto thoſe of a Rabbet, both mn bigneſs, 

and ſhape. Notwithſtanding their bitings arc 

not Venomous; although they can bite very 

ſharp, and do uſe it very commonly. a 

| rcc 
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breed for the moſt part 1n the roots of houſes. 
This Iſland alfo 1snot free fron the Infect cal- 
ied 1n Latin Mz/epes, and 1n Greek Scolopen- 
aria, or Many-feet : Neither 1s 1t void of Sccy- 
pions. Yet by the providence of nature, nei- 
ther the one nor the other, bcarcth the leaſt 
ſuſpicion of poyſon. For although they ceaſe 
not to bite, yet their wounds require not the 
application of any medicament, for their cure. 
And although their bitings cauſe ſome infla- 
mation, and ſwelling at the beginning ; how- 
ever theſe Symptoms diſappear of their own 
accord. Thus 1n the whole circumference of 
Hiſpaniola, no Animalis found that produceth 
che leaſt harm with 1ts venom. 
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Mil!-pedes, 


After the Inſects abovementioned , I ſhall Cerearitc;. 


not omit to fay ſomething of that terrible 
Beaſt, called Cayman. Thus 1s a certain ſpecies 
of Cocodrile, wherewith thus Ifland very plen- 
atully aboundeth. Among theſe Caymanes , 
ſome are found to be of a corpulency, yery 
horrible to the {ight. Certain 1t 1s, that ſuch 
have been ſeen, as had no lIcfs then threcſcorc 
and ten ftootin length, and twelve 1n breadth. 
Yet more marvellous, then their bulk, 1s their 
cunning and fubtlty, wherewith they pur- 
chaſe their tood, Being hungry they place 
themſclves nigh the ſides of Rivers ; more c- 
{pecially at the Fords, where Cattel -come to 


drink or wade oycr. Here they he with-

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out any motion, nor ſtirring any part of their 
body, reſembling an old tree fallen into the 
River, only floating upon the waters, w h&- 
ther theſe will carry them.

Or 
retrcſh themſelves, at that Pt | A > which 
point of time , with huge a iv fied E 
fault them, and ſeizing on thorn v1 15 


ficrceneſs, they drag the prey into a: C Water 
and there ſtifle ir. Bu what is mor vorthy 
admiration, 1s, that three, or four days bctfore 
the Caymanes go upon this deſign, they cat 
nothing at all But diving Into the River 
chey ſwallow once, or two hundred w e1oht of 
ſtones, ſuch as they can find. With tele they 
render anſciyva more heavy , then betcre, 
and make addition unto their natural {trength 
(w hich 1 1n this animal 1s very great) thereby 
to render their aflault the more terrible and 
ſccure. The prey being thus ſtifled, they ſut- 
ter 1t to lic four or five days undcr water un- 
couched. For they could: not cat the Jeait bir 
thereof, unleſs half rotten. Butw NCN1t 15 ar- 
rived at ſuch a degree of putrceta&tion , as is 
molt picaſing to their palate, they devour it 
with great appetite and voracity. If they can 
Jay hold on any hides of Beaſts, ſuch as the 


Inhabirants ofcimcs place 1nthe feilds for dry- 
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ing againſt the Sun, they drag them into the 
watcr. Here they leave them tor fome days, 
well loaden with ſtones, till the hair falleth off: 
Then they cat them with no leſs appetite, 
then they would che animals themſelves, could 
they catch them. I have ſeen my felt many 
times, like thnngs unto theſe I have related. 
But beſides my own experience, many Wiiters 
of natural things, have made entire Trcatiſles 
of theſe Animals , deſcribing not only their 
ſhape, magnitude, and other qualities, but al- 
ſo their yoracity , and brutiſh inclinations ; 
which, as I have told you, are very ſtrange. 
A certain perſon of good reputation and cre- 


dit, told me , that one day he was by the X41 of 


River {ide, waſhing his Baraca, or Tent, wherc- 
in he ulcd to he in the feilds. As ſoon as he 
began his work, a Cayman faſtned upon the 


Tent, and with incredible fury, drag'd it un-' 


- 
der water, The man deſirous to ſee it he 


could faye his Tent, pulled on the contrary 
ſide with all his ſtrength, having in his mouth 
2 Butchers knife , ( wherewith 'as it happened 
he was ſcraping the Canvas) to defend him- 
ſelf, 1n caſe of urgent necefſity. The Cayman 
being angry at this oppoſition , vaulted upon 
his body, out of the River, and drew him with 
oreat celerity into the water, endeayouring 
with the weight of his bulk, to ſtifle him un- 
der the banks. Thus finding himſelf in the 

' grcatc!! 
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orcateſt extremity almoſt cruſhed to death by 
that huge and formidable Animal, with his 
kmfc he gave the Caman ſeveral wounds 1n 
the belly, wherewith he ſuddenly expir, Be- 
ing thus deliver'd from the hands of immi- 
nent fate, he drew the Cayman out of the 
watcr, and with the ſame knife, opend the 
body , to ſatisfic his own curiolity. In his 
ttomack , he found nigh one hundred 
weight of ſtones , each of them being almoſt 
of the bigneſs of his fiſt. 

The Caymanes are ordinarily buſied in hunt- 
ing and catching of flies ; which they eagerly 
devour. The occaſion1s, becauſe cloſe unto 
their skin, they have certain little ſcales, which 
ſmell with a ſweet ſent , ſomething like unto 
Musk. This aromatick odour 1s covetcd by 
the flies, and here they come to repoſe them- 
tclves and fling. Thus they both perfecute 
each other continually, with an incredible ha- 
tred , and antipathy. Their manner of pro- 
creating, and hatching their young ones, 15 as 
follows. They approach the tandy banks of 
ſome River ; that lies expoſed to the rays of 
the South Sun. Among thele Sands they lay 


their eggs, which afterwards, they cover with

cheir feet: And here they find them hatche, 


and with young generation, by the only heat 
of the Sun. - Thele as ſoon as they arc our of the 
ſhell; by natural inſtinct; run unco the water: 
| Many 
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Many times thoſe eggs are deſtroyed by Birds; 
thar find them our, as they ſcrape among 
the Sands, Hereupon , the Femals of the 


Caymanes , at ſuch times, as they fear the 
coming of any flocks of Birds, do ofttimes , 


by nght, ſwallow theſe their eggs, and 


| | 5" h 
keep them in their ſtomack, til] the danger 1s 
over. And from time to time, they bury them 
again 1n the Sand, as I have told youbring- 
ing them forth again our of their belly, ll 
the ſeaſon is come, of being excJuded the 
Shell. Ar this time, 1t the Mother be nigh 
at hand, they run unto her and play with her 
as liteic Whelps would dowith thew Dams, 
fporting themſelves according to their own 
cuſtom. In this ſort of ſport, they will often- 
times run in and out of their Mothers belly, 
cven as Rabbets into their holes. This I have 
ſcen them do many times, as I have ſpycd 
them art' play, with their Dam, overthe wa- 
ter, upon the contrary banks of ſome River. 
At which time, I have often diſturb'd their 
ſport by throwing a Stone that way, cauſing 
them-on a ſuddain, to creep into the Mothers 
Bowels, tor fear of ſome imminent danger. 
7he manner of procrcating of thoſe Animals, 
is always the fame, fuch as I have related ; 
and at the fame tzmc of the year, for they 
neither meddle, nor make with one another 
but in the month of May. They give them 

in 
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in this Country , the name of Corodviles ; 
though in - other places, of the Weſt- Indies, 
they go under the Name of Caymanes. 
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Of all ſorts of quadruped Animals, and 
Birds, that are found in this Iland 


As alſo a relation of the French Bu- 


" Canmers. 
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Efides the Frutts, which this Ifland pro- 

duceth, whoſe plenty, as is held for 
certain, fur paſſeth all the Iflands of America, 
It aboundeth alſo, yery plentifully, 1n all ſorts 
of qutiadruped Animals, Such' are Horſes , 
Bulls, Cows , Wild-Bores , 'andothers very aſe- 
full untohuman kind, not only for common 
ſuſtenance of Life, but alſo for culcivating of 
the ground, and the management of a ſuth- 
cient Commerce. 

In this IMand therefore are fil] remaining 
an huge number of WWild-Dogs. Theſe de. 
{troy yearly, mulcicudes of all forts of Cattle. | 
For no ſooner hath a Cow brought torth her 
Calf, or a Mare foaled, but theſe Wild: -Maſtives 
come to deyour the young brecd, 1f they find 
nor ſome reſiſtance from keepers, and other 


lomeſtick dogs. They run up and down the 
| Woods, 
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Woods ,. and: fields, 'commonly, 1n whole 
croops of fifty, rhreeſcore, or more together. 
Being wichal, ſo fierce, that they ofttimes wall 
allaulc an entire herd! of Wild-Bores, not cea- 
fing to, perſecute them, till they have at laſt, 
overcome, aid torn .4n Pieces two, or three. 
One day a French Bucanier cauſed me to ſet 
a ſtrange. actton of this kind. Being 1n the 
Fields huntmg togerher, we-heard a great noiſe 
of Dogs, which had ſurrounded a Wild-bore. 
Having. rame:dogs wich us, we left them to the 
cultody of our Servants; deſtrous to ſee the 
ſport, it potlible. ' Hence ' my Companion , 
and 1, cach of us, chmbed up into ſeveral 
trees; both for ſecurity and proſpect. The 
IWild-bore was all alone, and ſtanding. againſt 
a tree ; with his tusks endeavoured to defend 
hinaſelt from a great number of Dogs, that 
had cnclosd lum: Having killed with his 
teeth, and wounded, ſeveral of them. This 
bloody fight continued about an hour; the 
IWild-bore, mean whule, attempting, many times 
ro eſcape. At laſt, being upon the flight, one 
ot thoſe Dogs, leaping on his back, faſtned 
upon the tetticles, which at one pull, he torc 
In pieces. The relt of the Dogs, perceiving 
the courage of their companion, faltned hke- 
wife upon the Bore, and preſently atter killed 
him. This being done, all of them, the firſt 
only excepred, Jaid themſelves down upon the 
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oround, about the prey, and there peaccably 
continued nll he, the firtt andmolt couragt- 
ous of the troop, had eat as much as he could 
devour. When this dog had ended Jus repaſt, 
and left the dead bealt, all the relt fell 1n to 
take their ſhare ; till norhing was letr chat they 
could devour. What we to infcr 
from this notable action ; performed by the 
brutiſh ſenſe of wild animals? Only this, thac 
eyen Beaſts themſelves arc not deſtitute of 
knowledge ; and that they give us documents 
how to honour ſuch as have well deſerved; ſeeing 
theſe being irrational animals , as.they Were, 
did reverence, and reſpect him, that expoſed. 
his life to the greatelt danger, in vanquiſhing 
couragioulſly. the common cncmy. ;

many of the Wild-borcs, and that the Hun- 
ters of that Iſland had. mucha do to find any, 
fearing leaſt that common ſuſtenance of the 
Ile ſhould fail , cauſed a great quantity of 
poyſon , to be brought from France, there- 
with to deſtroy. the Wild-Maftives. This was 


performed in the year 1668, by comman- 


ding certain horſes to be killed , and enve- 


nom'd, and laid open in the woods and teilds, 


at certain places , where moſtly Wild-dogs 


uſcd to reſort. 7his being continued for the 


ſpace of fix months : there were kulled an in- 
credible 
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credible number, 1n the ſaid time. And yet all 
this induſtry was not ſuthcient, to exterminate 
and deſtroy the race ; yca, ſcarce to make any 
diminution thereof ; , their number appearing 
to be almoſt as entire as before. Theſe Wild: 
dogs arc caſily rendred tame among. people, 
cyen as tame as the ordinary dogs, we breed 
in Houſes. Morcover the Hunters of thoſe 
parts, wheaſocver they find a wild-butch, with 
young whelps, do commonly take away -the 
puppies, and bring them to their houſes, where 
they experiment them , being grown up, to 
hunt much better then- other Tn 

But here che Curious Reader , may perad- 
venture cnquire , trom whence or by what 
accident, came ſo many wild-dogs into thoſe 
Iflands 5 The occalion was, that the Spanzards 
having poſſeſſed themſelves ot theſe -Ifles , 
tound them much peopled with Indians. 
Theſe werea barbarous fort of people, totally 
given to ſenſuality , and a brunuſh cuſtom of 


ite, hating all -manner of Jabour, and only 


inclined to run from place to place, killing, 
and making war again{t their Neighbours; 


not out of any ambition to reign, but only 


becauſe they agreed not with themſelves, 1n . 


ſore common terms of language. Hence 
pcreciving the dominion of the Spaniards did 
tay a- great reftriction upon their Jazy and 
brutihh cuſtoms, they conceived an incredible 

| odiun: 
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odium againſt them, ſuch as never was to be 
reconciled. But more eſpecially, becauſe they 
ſaw them take poſlefſion of their Kingdoms, 
and dominions. Hereupon they made againlt 
them all the rctiſtance, they were capable of, 
oppoling every where their detigns to the ut- 
molt of their power. Until that the Spant- 
ards, finding thcemſclves to be crucily hated 
by thoſe Indians, and no where ſecure from 
their treachery's, reſolved to cxtirpate, andru- 
ine them every one. Eſpecially ſceing they 
could neither tame them by the civihities of 
their . cuſtoms, nor conquer them wath thc 
Sword. But the Indians, irbcing their ancient 
cuſtom to make their Woods their chicteſt pla- 
ccs of defence, at preſent made theſe their 
rctuge, whenever they fled from the Spaniards 
that purſucd them. Hercupon, thoſe firſt Con- 
qucrours of the new World, made uſe of dogs, 
t range and ſearch rhe1ntricateſt tiuckets of 
Woods and Foreſts tor thoſe their 1mplaca- 
ble, and unconquerable Enemics. By theſe 
means, they torced them, to leave their anct- 
cnt refuge, and ſubnut unto the Sword, ſeeing 
no nulder uſage would ſerve turn. Here- 
upon they killed ſome of them, and quarter- 
ing their bodies , placed them in the Iigh- 
ways; to the intent, that others nught take 
warning from ſuch a puniſhment, not to in- 
cur the hke danger. But this ſeverity proved 

tO 
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co be of 11] conſquence. For 1nſtcad of fright- 


ing them and- reducing their mindes to a ci- 


vil focicty , they conceived ſuch horrour of 


the Spaniards, and their proceedings, that they 
reſolved, to deteſt and fly their ſight, tor c- 
ver.” And hence the greatett part dyed in Caves, 
and ſubterrancous places, of the Woods and 
Mountains. In which places, I my ſclt have 
ſeen many times, great numbers of human 
bones. The Spaniards afterwards, finding no 
more Indians to appear about the Woods , 
endeayoured to rid themfelves of the great 
number of Dogs , they had 1n their = 
ſes. From whence theſe Animals, finding no 
Maſters to keep them, betook themſelves un- 
to the Woods, and Fields, there to hunt for 
Food to preſerve their Lives. Thus by degrees 
they became unacquainted with the Houſes 
of theirancient Maſters, and at la(t grew wild. 
This 1s the truz{t account I can give, of the 
multitudes of wild-dogs, which are ſcen to this 
day in theſe parts.

But bctides the Wild Maſtives abovemcn- wile-baſce, 


tioncd, here arc alſo huge numbers of Wild: 
Horſes, to be ſeen every where. Thefe run up 
and down in whole herds, or flocks, all over 
the Ifland of Hiſpaniola. They are but low 
of Stature, ſhort bodyed, with great Heads, 
long Necks, and big,. or thick legs. _ In a word 
they have nothing that is handſome n all 
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their ſhape. They are ſeen to run up and 
down commonly 1n troops of two or three 
hundred together ; one of them going always 
before, to Icad. the Multitude. When they 
meet any perſon, that travelleth through the 
Woods or fields, they ſtand (till, ſuttering lum 
ro approach, tll he can almoſt touch then: ; 
and then ſuddainly ſtarting they betake them- 
ſelves to flight, running away d.ſorderly, as 
faſt, as they arc able. The Hunters catch them 
with indultry , only for the benefit of their 
Skins. Although ſometimes they preſerve 
their fleſh likewiſe which they harden with 
Smoak ; uſing 1c for provitions , when they 
JO tO SCa. 

Here would be alſo Wild-Bulls and Cows, in 
greater number, then at preſent, if by conti- 
nuation of hunting, their race were not much 
diminiſhed. Yet conſiderable profit 1s made 
even tothis day, by ſuch as make 1t their buſi- 
ncſs to kill them. The Wild-bulls are of a yaſt 
corpulency, or bigneſs of body ; and yet thev 
do no hurt unto any perſon, 1t they be not ex- 
a{pcrated, bur lett ro their own repoſe. The 
hides, which arc taken from them, are from c- 
leven , to thirteen foot Jong. | 

The diverſity of Birds, inhabiting the Aar 
of this Ifland, is ſo great, that I ſhould be 


troubleſom, as well unto the Reader as my 


Felt, it 1 ſhould attempt co Muſter up their 


Sper 
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Species. Hence leaving aſide the prolix Ca- 
ralogue of their multitude, I ſhall content my 
ſelf o::1y tro mention ſome few of the chictelt,, 
Here is a certain ſpecics of Pullers, 1n the wocds, 
which the Spaniards call by che Name of Pin- 
tadas, the which the hafmaren find without 


any diſtinction, to be as good, as thoſe 


which are bredin houſes. It 1s alrcady known: 


unto every body, that the Parrets which we 
have in Exrope, arctranſported, unto us , from 
theſe parts of the World. From whence may

be inferred, that ſeeing ſuch a number of thele 


talkative Biris, are preſerved among us , not- 
withitanding the diverſity of chmates, muchgrea - 
ter multitudes are to be tound, where the Air , 
and temperament 15 natural! unto them. The 
Parrots make their Neſts in holes of Palmito trees 
which holes are before, made to their hand by 
other Birds. The reaſon1s, foras much as they 
arc not capable of excavating any wood though 
never ſo foft, as having their own bills too crook- 
cd, and blunt. Hence provident nature hath

ſupplied chem with the labour, andinduſtry of ;,,.. ,.., 
another ſort of ſmall birds calledCarpinteros, or Carpinters. 


Carpinters. Thcleare no bigger then ſparrows, 
yer notwithitaading of ſuch hard and picrcing 

ills, that no 1ron inftrument can be made more 
apt to excavate any tree, though never ſo ſolid, 
and hard. In the holes cneretore fabricated bc- 
fore hand by theſe Birds, the Parrots get poſlefli- 
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On, and build their Neſts, as hath been faid. 

Pigcons of all ſorts, arc alſo hers, abun- 
dandy provided, unto the Inhabitants, by him, 
that created, in the beginning, and provided 
all tings. For cating of them, thoſe of this 


Ifand; obſerve the ſameſcaſons, \ we ſaid before, 
ſpeaking of the Itfle of Tortuga. Berwixt the 
m_—_ of both Iflands little or no difterence 
s obſervable ; only that thefe of Hiſpaniola, 
arc ſomething fatter, and bigger, thcn thoſe. 
Another fort of ſmall Birds, herc are called 
Cabreros, or Goat-keepers. Theſe are very like 
unto others called Heronſetas, and do chicfly 
feed upon Crabs of the Sca. In theſe Birds 
arc found ſeven diſtinct bladders of Gall, and 
hence their fleſh 1s as bitter unto the talte, as 
Aloes. Crows or Ravens, morc troubleſome un- 
to the Inhabitants, than uſetul, do here make 
2 hideons noiſe, through the whole circum- 
ference of the Ifland Ther ordinary tood is 
the fiſh of Wild-Dogs, or upon the Carcaſ- 
{cs of thoſe Beaſts, the Bucanters kill and throw 
away. Theſe clamorous Birds do no ſooner 
hear the report of a towhng Ppicce , or mus- 
ker, but they garher from all tacs, into whole 
Aocks, and fill the Air and Woods, with their 
unpleaſant Notes. They arc m noting difte- 
rent from thoſe, we ſee, in Europe, 

It1s now high time, to ſpeak of che French 


Nation, who inhabic a great part of thus 1I- 
fland 
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land. VVe havetold, at the beginning of this 
Book, after what manner, they came at fart 
to theſe parts. Ar preſent therefore, we 
ſhall only deſcribe their manner of hving, cu- 
toms, and ordinary employmcnts. The dittc- 
rent call:ings or profeſſions, they tollow , 
are gencrally, bur three : Either to hunt, or 
plant, cr clfe to rove on the Sca 1n quality 
of Pirats. Tt 15 a general, and fo.cmn cuſtom 
among't them all, ro ſeck out for a Comrade, 
or Companion . whom we may call Partner , 
in their iortunes, with whom, they joyn 
the whois flock of what they poſleſs, rowards 
a murua!, and reciprocal gain. Thus 1s done 
alſo by Arucles drawn, and ſigned on both 
ſides; according to what hath been agreed 
between them. Some of theſe conſtitute their 
ſurviving companion”, abſolure heir unto 
what 1s Jett, by the Death of rhe firſt of the 
ewo. Others, it they be married, leave their 
eſtates unto their Wives and Children ; others 
unto other Relations. Thus being done, every 
one applicth himſelf unto his calling ; which 
is always one of the three aforementio- 
ned. 

The Hunters are again tubdivided, into two 
ſeveral ſorts. For tome of theſe -are, only 
aiven to hunt wild-Bulls,and Cows; others only 
hunt Wild-Bores, The firſt of theſe two forts, 
of Hunters , are called Bucaniers: Theſe nor 
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long ago, were about the number of ſix hun- 
dred upon this Ifland ; bur ar preſent, there 
arc not rcckoned to be above three hundred 
more or leſs. The cauſe hath bcen, the great 
decreaſe of wild Cattle, through the domunt- 
ons of the French in Hiſpanicla; winch hath 
appcarcd to bc ſonotable, that tar trom getting 


. O 
any conſiderable gain, they at preſent are bur 


Poor, 11 this exerciſe. When the Bucaniers 
20 into the Woods, ro hunt tor wild Bulls , 
and Cows, they commonly, remain there, 
che ſpace of a whole ewelve month, or two 
ycars,* without returning homc. After the 
hunt 1s oyer, and the ſpoil divided among 
them, they commonly ſail ur.to the Ifle of 
Tortuga, there to provide themſelves with Guns, 
Powder, Bullets, and ſmall ſhot, with all o- 
cher neceſlaries, againſt another going out, or 
hunting. The rett of their gains they ſpend 


with great liberalicy, giving themſelves freely 


unto all manner of vices, and debauchery. 
Among which the firſt 1s that of drunkenneſs, 
which they exerciſe, for the moſt part, with 


Brandy. This they drink as liberally, as\the 


 Spamards do clear fountain Water. Some- 


tumes they buy together a Pipe of Wine ; this 
they ſtave at the one end, and never ccaſc 
drinking wll they haye made an cnd of ir. 


Thus they celebrate the Feſtivals of Bacchus 


ſo long as they have any mony tctr. Ne 
ther 
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ther do they forget attheſame time the God- 
deſs Venus; for whoſe beaitly delights they 
find more women, then they can make ule of. 
For all the Tavern keepers and Strumpets, walt 
for the coming of theſe lewd Bucanters, even 
after the ſame manner, that they dot Amſter- 
dam, for the arrival , of the Eaſt-India Fleet, 
at the Texel. The ſaid Bucaniers arc hugely 
cruel and tyrannical towards their Servants. 
Inſfomuch, that commonly theſe had rather be 
Gally-flaves in the Streights, or ſaw Braſil- 
wood, 11 the Raſp-houſes of Holland, then ſerve 
ſuch batbarous maſters. 


The ſecond fort of Hunters hunt nothing 
ellc, but Wild-bores. The fleſh of theſe they 
ſalr, and being thus preſerved trom corruption, 
they ſell ic unto the Planters. Theſe Hunters 
havealſo the ſame yicious cuſtoms of life, . and 
are as much adaictcd to all manner of de- 
bauchery, as the former. But their manner of 
hunting 1s quite different from what 1s practt- 
ccd 11 Europe. For theſe Bucaniers have certain 
places, del1gned for hunting , where they live 
tor the ſpace of three or four months ; and 
ſometimes. , though not often, a whole year. 
Such places are called Deza Boulan ; and in theſe 


with only the company of five, or {ix friends, 


who £0 along with them, they continue all the | 


time abovementioned , in mutual friendſhip. 
The firft Bucainers , we {poke of many times 
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make an agreement with certain Planters, to 

furniſh them with mecar, all the whole year, 

at a certain price. The payment hereof 1s of- 

ten made with two orthree hundred weight of 
Tobacco, in the Icat. But the Planters com- 

monly into the bargain, furniſh chem likewiſe 

with a Servant ; whom they ſend to help. Un- 

co the Servant they atford a ſufficient quantity 

of all nccetlaries for that purpoſe, cſpecially of 
powder, bullets, and ſmall ſhot, to hunt with- 

"| Td 

_ The Planters began to cultivate, and plant 

te Ifle of- Tortuea, in the year 1598. The 

firſt plantation was of Tobacco, .the which ercw 

to admuration ; being hkewite of very good 

quality. Notwithitanding,by reaſon of the {mall 

circumfcrence of the: Itland , they were not 

then able to plant but little. Efpecially there 

being many picces of Land in that Iflce, that 

were not fit to produce Tobacco. They at-. 
tempricd Iikewiſe to: make Sugar, but by reaſon 

of great expences neccflary to detray, the 

charges, they could not bring 1t to any cect, 

So that the greatelt part of the Inhabitants, as 

we faid bctore, betook themſcives to the excerciſe 

of hunting ; and the remauning part unto that 

of Piracy. Art laſt the Hunters finding them- 

{elves ſcarce able ro ſubſiſt , by their firſt pro- 

teflon; began likewiſe to feck out lands that 

11ght bc rendred fit tor culture; and 1n theſe 


they 
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they alſo planted Tobacco. © The firſt land, that 


they choſe for this purpoſe, was Cal de Sac ; 
whoſe territory extendeth towards the Southern 
part of the Ifland. This piece-of ground they 
divided 1nto ſeveral quarters, which were called, 
the great Amea, Niep, Rochelois, the little Grave, 
the preat Grave, and the Augame. Here by little 
and httle , they 1ncreafed ſo much , thar ar 
preſent, there are above two thouſand Planters, 


- 1nthoſe fields. Ar the beginning, they endured 


very much hardſhip; ſeeing that mean while they 
were bulicd abour their husbandry, they could 


-not go out of the Ifland, to ſcek proviſions. 


This hardſhip was alſoincreafſed by the necet[1- 
ty of grubbing, cutting down, burning; and 
digging, whereby to extirpate che 1nnumera- 
ble roots of ſhrubs, and trees. For when the 
French potlefled themſelves of that Ifland, it 
was wholly overgrown with Woods extream- 
ly thick ; theſe being only inhabited by an ex- 
rraordinary number -of Wild-Bores. The me- 
rhod they took, 'to clear the ground was, to 
divide themſelves into ſmall companies of two 
or three perſons rogether , and theſe compa- 
mes to ſeparate far enough from each other , 
provided with a tew hatchets, and ſome quan- 
tity of courſe provition. With theſe things 
they uſed to go into the Woods, and there 
to build Huts tor their habitation, only of a 


few raiters, and boughs of trees. Their firſt 
/ cndcavour, 
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endeavour, was-to root up the ſhrubs, and lit- 
tle trees : Afterwards to cut down the great 
ones. Thele they gathered into heaps , with 
their branches, and then ſet them on Fire ; cx- 
cepting the roots, which Jaſt of all, they were 
conſtraned to grub, and dig up after the beſt 
manner, they could. The tir{t ſeed, they com- 
muteed to the ground, was Beans. Theſe in 
thoſe Countries, both ripen, and dry away, in 


the ſpace of fix Wecks. 


The ſecond fruit, neceſſary unto humanc 
life, which here they tryed, was Poratos. T helc 
come not to perteEtion in Icfier time, then 
four, or fiyc months. On theſe they moſt 
commonly make their breakfaſts, every mor- 
ning. They dreſs them no otherwiſe , then 
boyling them 1n a kettle , with fair water. At- 
ecrwards they cover them witha cloath, for thc 
ſpace of halt an hour ; by which manncr of 
dretiung they become as ſoft as boyled Cheſ- 
nutts. Of the ſaid Potatos, alſo they ule to make 
a drink, called Maiz. They cutthem into ſmall 
fhces, and cover them with hot water. When 
they are well imnbib'd with water, they preſs 
them through a courſe cloth ; and the 11quor , 


that cometh out , alchough ſomcthing thick , 


they keep in vellels, made for that purpole. 
Here after ſcthing two, or three days 1t begin- 


nech to work ; and having thrown oft 1ts lees, 


is fit fox drink. They uteit with great delight 


and 


. 
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and although the taſte hereof is ſomewhat 
ſower, yet 15 1t very pleaſant, ſubſtantial , and 
wholfom. The induſtry of this compoſition 
1s owing unto the Indians, as well as of many 
others, which the ingeniofity of thoſe Barba- 
rians cauſed them to invent, both for the pre- 
ſcrvation, and pleaſure of their own life. 
The third fruit, the newly cultivated Jand af- M***** 

forded, was Mandicca, which the Indians, by 
another name call Cazave. Thus 1s a certain 
root which they plant ; but cometh not to per- 
tection till after cight, or nine months ; yea, 
ſometimes a whole year. Being throughly 
ripe, it may belefr in the ground, the ſpace 
of eleven, or twelyc months, without the leaſt 
ſuſpicion of corruption. But this time pang 
vaſt the ſaid roots muſt be convertedunto uſe, 
ſome way or another ; otherwiſe they conceive 
a total putretaction. Of theſe roots of Caza- 
-ve, 1n thoſe Countries, 1s made a ſort of granu- 
Jous flower or meal, extreamly dry, and white, 
which ſupplicth the want of common bread, 
made of wheat ; whereof the fields are alto- 
gether barren in that INand. For this purpoſe 
they have in their houſes certain graters made 
either of Copper or Tin, wherewith they grate 
the aforementioned roots, even juſt as they 
uſe to-do Mirick in Holland. By the by, let 
me tell you, Mirickis a certain root of a ve- 
ry biting taſt, not unlike unto ſtrong Muſt- 


K {tard, 
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ſtard, wherewtith they | uſually make' Tauces 


tor ſome ſorts of Fiſh. When they have gra- 
ted as much Cazave roots, as Will ſerve turn , 
they put the gratings into bags,.or facks , 
made of courſc linncen, and preſs our all 
the moiſture, untilchcy remain very dry. At- 
tcrwards they pals the gratings through a ficve, 
leaving them, after fitting, very hike unto ſaw- 
duſt. The mcal being thus preparcd, they lay 
ic upon planches of iron, which arc made ve- 
ry 89 upon which it 1s converted into a fort 
of Cakes very thin. T7heſe Cakes are after- 
wards placed 1n the Sun, upon the tops of hou- 
ſes, where they arc throughly , and perfectly 
drycd. And lIcalt they ſhould loſe any part of 
their mcal, what did not paſs the five, + 15 
made up 1ato rowles, five or {ix inches thick. 
Theſe arc placed one upon another, and Icte 
in this poſture , untl they begin to corrupt, 
Of this corrupted matter, they make a liquor, 
by them called Yeycou, which thcy find very 
excellent, and certataly 1s not 1ntcriour unto 

our Engliſh bcer. 
| Bananas are likewiſe another ſort of fruit,. of 
which 1s made another excellent I1quor, which 
both1in ſtrength, and pleaſantnelſs of taſt, may 
be comparcd uato the beſt wines of Spain. 
Bur this liquor of Bananas, as 1t caſily cauſcrh 
deunkeancls, wn fuch as uſe it immode- 
rately, fo doth it likwiſe, yery frequently, 11N- 
flame. 
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flame the throat, and'produce dangerous d1- 
ſeaſes 11 thar part. Guines agzdos 18 alſo ano- Guyr rs 
ther fruit, whereof they make drink. But this 
ſort of I'quour 1s not fo ſtrong, as the pre- 
cedent. Howbeit both the one, ard the other, 
are frequently mingl.d with water, thereby to 
quench thurlt. 

After they had cultivated theſe plantations, 
and filled them with all forts of roots, and fruts 

> df 6 Manner 7; 

neceſlary for humane life, they began to plant ,j,,;,, 7% 
Tobacco ; tor trading. The manner of planting bac. 
this frequent commodity 1s, as followeth. They 
make certain beds oi carth, in the field ; no lar- 
ger then of twelve foot ſquare. Theſe beds 
they cover very well with Patlmite-leayes, to 
the intent, the rays of the Sun, may not touch 
the carth wherein Tobacco is ſowed. They water 
them likewiſe, when it doth not rain, as we do 
our Gardens in Ezrope. When 1t 1s grown a- 


5 
bout the bigneſs of young lettuce, they tranf- 


plant it 1ato {treight lines, which they make 1n 
other ſpacious helds; ſctting every plant at 
the diſtance of three foot, from each other. 
Thcy obſerve likewiſe, the fitteſt ſeaſons of the 
year for theſe things; which are commonly 
trom January, until the end of, March ; theſe 
being the Months, wherein moſt rains do fall 
1m thoſc countries. Tobacco ought to be weed- 
cd very carctully, fceing rhe leaſt root of a- 
ny other Herb, coming ncar it, 1s ſufhcient to 

K 2 _ hinder 
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hinder it's growth. When it is grown to the 
heighth of one foot and a half, or thereabours, 
they cut oft the tops, thereby to hinder the 
ſtalks and leaves, from ſhooting too high up- 
wards, to the intent the whole plant may rec- 
ccive greater ſtrength from the earth, which 
_ affordeth untoir all it's vigour, and taſte. Mean 
whule 1t ripencth, and cometh to full per- 
tection, they preparc in their houſes certain a- 
partments of fifty, or threeſcore foot in length, 
and thirty, or forty, in breadth. Theſe they 
fill with branches of trees, and rafters, and 
upon, them lay the green Tobacco. to dry. 
When it 1s-throughly dryed, they ſtrip off the 
leaf from the Aalls, and cauſe it to be rowled 
< up by certain people, who areemploycd in this . 
work, and no other. Unto theſe they afford, 
for their labour, the tenth part of what they 
Property of Make up into Rowles. Thus property 1s pc- 
te Tobaee?* cnliar unto Tobacco, which therefore T ſhall 
2 not omit, that if while 1t 1s yet in the ground, 
the leaf be pulled oft from the ſtalk, it ſprou- 
th again , no leſs then four times in one 
year. Here I ſhould be glad to give an ac- 
count alſo of the manner of making Szgar , 
| Indigo, and Gimbes ; but ſccing theſe things 
are not plantcdin thoſe parts, whereof we now 
ſpeak, I have thought fit to paſs them over 1n 
f1lence. | 
Sabjetion of The French Planters , of the Ifle of Hiſ- 


the planters of :

paniola have always unto this preſent time been 
ſubject unto the Governours of Tortuga. Yet 


this obedience hath not been rendred, with- 
out much rcluftancy, and grudging, on their 
ſide. In theyear. 1664, the Welt-India Com: 


pany of France laid the foundations of a Colony 


in Tortyga; under which Colony the Planters 
of Hiſpaniola were comprehended, and nam- 
cd, as ſubjects thereunto. This Decree dif- 
guſted-the ſaid Planters very much ; they taking 
It yery 11} to be reputed Subjects unto a private 
Company: of men, who had- no authority to 
make them ſo. Eſpecially being in a Country, 
which belonged not unto the dominions. of 
the King of Fraxce. Hereupon they reſolved, 


to. work: no longer, for the ſaid Company.” 


And this reſolution of theirs was - ſufficient to 
compel the - Company to a total diflolution 
of the Colony. But at-laſt the Governour of 
Tortuga, who was pretty well ftock't with Plan- 
ters, conceiving he could, more caflily, [force 
them, then the Weſt-India Company , found 
an invention whereby: to. draw. them unto his 
obedience. He pronuſed them he-would put 
off their ſeveral ſorts of Merchandize , and 
cauſe ſuch rerurns to be made, in lieu of their 
goods. from France, as they ſhould beſt like. 
Withal, he dealt with the: Merchants under 
hand, that all Ships whatſoever, ſhould come 


conſigned unto him, and no perſons ſhould . 
cnter- | 
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entertain any corrcſpandence with thoſe Tlan- 
ecrs of [iſpanicla ; thinking thereby to cvite 
INaTLY INCONVCIUCNCCS , and compel them 
through necetlity , and want ct all things, to 
obey. By theſe means, he not only obtained 
the obcdicnce he deligned from thoſe people ; 
but alio that fomc Merchants, who had pro- 
nuſcd to deal with them, and viſit them , 
now and then, no longer did 1t. I 
Firt arrival Notwithſtanding, what hath been ſaid, inthe 
of the Hole Ls > 
iwders a year 1669, two Ships from Holland hap- 
Hilpaniola. pencd to arrive -at the Ifle of Hiſpaniola, with 
all forts of Merchandize, neccilary in thoſe 
parts. With chefe Ships preſently che Plan- 
ters aforclaid refolved to deal, and with the 
Dutch Nation for the future, thinking hereby 
to Withdraw their obedience from the Gover- 
nour of 7ertuga , and by fruſtrating Jus de- 
{19ns, revenge themſclves of what they had 
7 Planters Cndurcd under his Government. Not long: 
+5, - after the arnval.of the Hollanders, the Go- 
vernour of Tortuga came to viſit the Planta- 
tion of Hiſpaniola, ina vellel very well arm'd. 
But the Planters' not only torbid him to come 
1 ſhore, but with ther guns, alſo forced him 
to wazgh anchor , and retire faſter then he 


CAINC. Thus the Hollanders Degan to trade 
with theſe pcople for all manner of things. 
But ſuch Relations and fricads as the Gover- 
nour had in Hiſpanicla , uſed all the cnuca- 


VOUrS 
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vours thcy were capable of, to impede the 
commerce. This being underitood by che Plan- 
ters, they ſent them word, that in caſe they 


layd not aſide their artijices, for the hindrance of 


the commerce, which was began with the Heollan- 
ders, they ſhould every one aſſuredly, be torn in 
peices. Morcover to oblige farther the Hol- 
landers ; and contemn the Governour , and 
his party, they gave greater Jadings unto the 
two Ships, then they could defire, with many 
oifts, and preſents, unto the Officers, and 
Mariners ; whereby they ſent them very well 
contented to their own Country. The Hol- 
landers came again, very punttually , accor- 
ding to their promiſe, and found the Planters 
under a greater indignation then before, a. 


. ow, k 
o4inſt the Governour. Either becauſe of the 


great ſaristaction they had already conceived 
of this commerce with the Dutch, or that by 
cheir means they hoped to ſubbit by them- 
ſelves, without any further dependance upon 
the ,French Nation. However 1t was fud- 
damly after , they fer up another rcſolution 
ſomething more ſtrange ; then the precedent. 
The Tenor hercot was ; that they would go 
unto the IflnJ-of Tortuga, and .cur the Go: 
vernour '1n peices. Hercupon they gathered 
rogether, as many Canow's as tney could, and 
{et fail from Hiſpanicla, with delign, not on- 
ly to kill the Goycrnour ,. but alto to polleſs 

then 
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themſelves of the whole Iſland. This they 
thought, they could more eaſily perform, by 
rcaſon of all neccflary afliſtance , which - they 
beleived would at any time, be ſcent them from 
Holland. By which means, they werealready 
determincd in their minds , to erect themſelves 
1ato anew Commonwealth, independent- of the 
Crown of France. But no ſooner had they be- 
gan this grcat revolution of their- little State, 
when they received news of a war declared be- 
tween the two Nations in Exrope. This 
wrought ſuch a conſternation in their minds, 
as cauſed them to give oyer that enterprize, 
and retire without attempting any thing. 
The Gouer. © In the mean while the Governour of Tor- 
_ rweh typ a ſent into France, for aid towards his own 
aid from the . 
Crown of ſecurity, and the reduction of thoſe people, 
France. unto their former obedience. This was grant- 
ed him, and two men of war were ſent unto 
Tortuga with orders, to be, at his commands. 
Having received ſuch a conſiderable ſupport, 
he ſent them very well equipped, unto the 
Ic of Hiſpaniola. Being arrived at the place, 
they landed part of their forces, with a | v2 
to force the people, to the obedience of whom 
they much hated in their hearts. But the 
Planters ſecing the arrival of thoſe two Fri- 
gats, and nor being 1gnorant of their deſign, 
fled into the woods ; abandoning their houſes 
and many of their goods, which they _— 
und, 
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hind. Thefe were immediately rifled , and 
burnt, by the French without any compatlion, 
nor ſparing the leaſt Cottage they found. At- 
ecrwards the Governour began to relent in his 
anger ; and let them know , by ſome melſlen- 
gers, that in caſe they would return unto his obe- 
dience ; he would give ear unto ſome accomoda- 

tion betwixt them. Hereupon the Planters, 7h. Planters 
tinding themſelves dcſtirute of all human re- /#render; 
leif, and that they could expect no heip from 

any fide ; ſurrendred unto the Governour up- 

on Articles, which were made and figned on 
both ſides. Bur theſe were not too ſtrictly ob- 
ſcrv'd; for he commanded two of the cheiteſt + 
among them to be hanged. The reſidue were 
pardon'd ; and withal he gave themtreec leave, 

to trade with any Nation, whatſoever they found 

moſt fit for their purpoſe. Wuh the grant of 

this hiberty , they began to reculrivate their 
Plantations, which gave them an huge quantr- 

ty of very good Tbbaceo ; they ſclling ycar- 

ly t the fumm of twenty or thirty, thou- 
ſand rowls. 

In this Country the Planters haye but very 
tew flaves. For want of which, they them- 
ſclves, and ſome ſervants they have, are con- 
{trained to do all the drudgery. Theſe Ser- 
vants commonly oblige and bind themſelves 
unto their Maſters , tor the ſpace of three 
years. Bur their Maſters forfaking all conſci- 
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ence and juſtice, oftentimes trafftick with their 
bouics, as with horſes at a Fair; ſelling them 
unto other Maſters, even juſt as they (ell Ne- 
gros , brought from the coalt of Grineg. 
Yea, ro advance this Trade, ſome pcrſons there 
are, Who go purpoſely into France, (the ſame 
Kid-nappere, happeneth in EFnoland, and other Countrics,) 
and Travelling through the Cities, Towns, 
and Villages, endeavour to pIck up ung 
men, or boys, whom they traiufport, by ma 
king them great promules. Thelc, having ONCEe 
allured and. "convey them into the lIihands, 
I ſpeak of, they force to worklike horſes ; che 
to1l they impoſe upon them, being much har- 
der, then what they uſually cnjoyn unto the 
Neero's , ther laves. For theſe they cndea- 
vour, in ſome manner to preſerve , as being 
their perpetual bond-men ; but as for their 
IWhite Servants, they care not whether they 
live or die, ſccing they are to continue no lon- 
ocr then chree years 1n their ſervice. Theſc 
miſcrable kidnap't people, arc frequently ſub- 
ject unto a certain diſcaſe , which 1n thoſe 
parts, 1s called Coma; being. a total privatioin 
of all their ſenſes. And this diftemper 1s 
judged ro proceed from their hard uſage, to- 
gcther wich the change of their native climare 
mo that which 1s dircctly oppoſite. Often- 
times: 1t, happeneth , that among theſe cranſ- 
ported people, ſuchare found as are perſons of 


good 
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790d qualty, and tender eucation. And 
theſe being of a Softer con?irunuon, are more 
fuddainly ſurprized with the diſcaſe above- 
mentioned, aud with {cycral otners belong: 
Ing to thoſe Countrics, thei, has who have 
harder bodies, and have bcen brought up to 
11] manner of fatigue. Pclides the hard ulage 
they indure, 1n their dyct, apparel, and repoſe ; 
many times they bear them fo cruelly, that 
ſome of them fall down dead , under the 
hands of their crucl Mailers. This I have of- 
eenſeen with my own cycs, not without great 
orict and regret. Ot many inſtances of this 
nature, I ſhall only give you the following 
Hiſtory, as being ſomthing more remarkable, 
11 1ts CGrcumllances 


Ir happened that a certain Planter of choſe 
Countrics, cxercited ſuch cruclty towards one 
of 1s Sctvants, as cauſed lim to run away. 
Having abſconded for ſome days in the woods 
from the fury of his tyrannical Maſter, at laſt 
he was taken, and brought back to the do- 
muon of this wicked Pharav. No ſooner had 
ne got tm 1nto his hands, but he comman- 
ded Iim to be tycd unto a tree. Here he gave 
him ſo many laſhes upon his nacked back, as 
made his body run an entire ftream of gore 
blood, emoruing therewith the oround about 


the Tree. Afterwards to make the {mart of 


his wounds the greater, he anointed them with 
L'3 JULCC 
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Cruelty of a 
Planter to- 
wards .his 
Servant. 
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juyce.of Lemmon mingled with falt,and pepper, 


being grounded ſmall rogcther. In this miſer- 
ablc poſture, he letr him, tycd unto the tree, 
tor the ſpacc oft four and twenty hours. - Theſe 
being paſt, he commenc'd his puniſhment a- 
gm, laſhing him as before, with ſo much cru- 
clty , that the nuſcrable: wretch, under thus 
rorture, gave up the ghoſt, with theſe dying 
words m his mouth : 1 beſeech the Almighty 
God, Creator of heaven and earth , that he permit 
the wicked Spirit , to make thee feel as many 
torments, before thy death, as thou haſt cauſed me 
to feel before mine. A ſtrange thing and wor- 
thy all altoniſhment, and adnurarion ! Scarce 
three or tour days were paſt , after this hor- 
rible tact, when the Almighty Judge , who 
had heard th: clamours of that tormented 
wretch, gave permillion unto the author of 
wickednels , ſuddainly ro potleſs the body of 
thac barbarous and inhumane Amirricide; who 
trormcared hun unto dcath. Inſomuch that 
thoſe tyrannical hands wherewnth he had pu- 
niſhed to death his innocent Servant, were the 
trormentours of his own body. For with 
them after a miſerable manner , he did beat 
hinifelf , and lacerate his own fleſh, nll he 
loſt the very ſhape of man, which nature had 
given him ; not ceaſing 16 how! , and cry 
wichuutany reſt, either by day or night. Thus 
he cyntinucd to do, untl he dicd, in that con- 
dition 
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dition of raving madneſs, wherein he ſurren- 
dred his Ghoſt unto the fame ſpirit of dark- 
neſs, who had tormented his body. Many 
other examples of this kind, I could rchearlſc, 
but thefe not belonging unto our preſent dif- 
courſe, I ſhall cheretore omut them. 

The Planters that inhabit the Cariby lands 1nthe Cari- 
are rather worſer, and more cruel unto their oq is 
Servants, then the precedent. In the Ifle of muſe 
Saint Chriſtopher dv:ell&th one, whoſe name is 
Betteſa, very well known among the Dutch 
Merchants, who hath killed above an hundred 
of his Servants, with blows and ſtrips. The '"hþ 
Engliſh do the fame with their Servants. And i 
the mildclt cravicy they exercilc: rowards them, i, 
IS, £296 WPLUicy have ferved ix years of their 
time (00 years mney are bound for among the fl 
Engi:z, Dang ſeven complieat ) they uſe hi 
them with fuch crucl hardthip, as forcerh i, 
them to beg of their \tafters to ſell them unto 1h 
others, aitrhourt 1t be co begtna another ſer- Wi 
vitude of {even years; or at leaſt three or four. iy; 
I have known many who after this manner, 
ſcryed fifteen, and cwenty years, before they 
could ovtain ther treedom. Another thing 9, p,,15 
very rigorous among that Nation, 1s a Law 11 ſe t» ſell one 
thoſe Ittands, whereby 1f any man oweth unto pn Wha 
anorher above fycand rroncy ſhillings, Engliſh = 
mony, 1n caſe he cannot pay, he 1s hable to be 
ſold for the ſpace of 1ix or eight months. 
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| ſhall noerruble the patience of my Reader, 
any longer with rcl1tzo0us of t15 kind, as be- 
longing unto anotiier fibject , difterent. from 
w hat I have propoſed to my felt irthis hiſtory. 
Whereupon I ſhall take my beginning, from 
Neice, to deſcribe the fainous actions and ex- 
ploits, of the grcatett Pirates, of my time, du- 
ring my rcfidence inthoſe parts. Theſe I ſhall 
cndcavuur to rclate without the leaſt note of 
patiion or partiality; yea, with that, candor 
which is pecuhar both to my mind and fſtlc. 
Withal certifying my Reader, I ſhall give him 
no ſtories taken trom others, upon truſt or 
hearſay ; but only thoſe enterpriſes, unto 


which I was my felt an eye witneſs. 


CHAP. VI. 


Of the Origen of the mot famous Pirates, 
of the coaſts of America. A notable 
exploit of Pierre le Grand. 


have told you in the precedent Chapters 
of this Book, atter what manner 1 was 
compeclI'd ro adventure my lite, among the 
Pirates of America. Unto which fort of men, 
Ithink my felt obliged to give this name, tor 
110 
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no other reaſon, but that they are not main- 
tained, or uphela incor actions, by any S0- 
veraign Prince. For thus 1s certain, that the

of France and England, complaining of the mo- gaint the 
leftations and troubles , thoſe Pirates did often '"%® 


cauſe upon the coaſts of America 5 even in the 
calm of Peace. Unto whoſe Embaſladours, it 
hach always been anſwered : That ſuch men did 
not commit thoſe ails cf hoſtility and Firacy, as 
ſubjets unto their Majeſties; and therefcre his 
Catholick Majeſty might proceed againſt them ac- 
cording as he ſhould ſind fit, The King of France 
beſides what hath bcen ſaid, added unto this 
anſwer: That he hadno fortreſs ner Caftle, upon 
the Iſle of Hiſpaniola ; meither did he receive 
one farthing of tribute from thence. Moreover 


the King of England adjoyned : That he had 


never given any Patents, or Commiſſions, unto theſe 
of Jamaica, for committing any hoſtility againſt 
the ſubjefs of his Catholick Majeſty. Neither 
did hc only give this barc anſwer, but alto our 
of his Royal delire to pleaturc the Court of 
Spain, recalled the Governour of Zamarca , 
placing another in his room- All this was not 
ſufficient to prevent the Pirates of thoſe parts 
from acting what miſchief they could to the 
contrary. Bur before I commence tie reiation 
of their bold and infolent actions, I ſhall ſay ſom

erciſes ; as allo of the chicteſt among them ; 
and their manner of arming, before they go 
out to Seca. | 

The firſt Pyrate, that was known upon the 
Iftland of 7: ortuga, WAS named Pierre le Grand, 
or Peter the Great. He was bornat the Town of 
Diep 1m Normandy. That action which ren- 
dred him famous, was his taking of the Vice-. 
Admiral of the Spaniſh Flota , migh unto the 


Cape of Tiburon, upon the Weltern fide, of the 


Ifland of Hiſpaniola. This bold exploit he

performed alone with one only boat ; where- 
in he had cightand twenty perſons, no more 
to hclp him. What gave occaſion unto this 
cntcrprize, was thatunnl that time, the Spani- 
ards had paſſed, and repaſlcd, with all ſecuri- 
ty, and without finding the leaſt oppoſition, 
through the Channel of Bahama. So that 
Pierre le Grand fct out to Sea, by the Caycos, 
where he took this great Ship, with almoſt all 
facility imaginable. The Spaniards they found 
aboard, were all ſet on Shore, and the Veſſel 
preſently ſent into France. The manner how | 
this undaunted Spirit attempted , and took, 
ſuch an huge Ship, I ſhall give you out of the 
Journal of a true, and faithtul Author, in the 
ſame words, I read them. The Boat, faith he, 
wherein Pierre le Grand was, with his compatii- 
ons had now been at Sea, a long time, without 


find: 
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finding any thing, according to his intent of Pi- 
racy, ſutable tomakea prey. And now their pro- 
wiſions beginning to fail , they could keep them- 
ſelves no longer upon the Ocean ; or they mult of 
neceſſity ftarve.. Being © almoſt reduced to deſpair, 
they eſpyed a great Ship, belonging unto the Spa- 
"ſh Flota , which had. ſeparated from the reſt. 
This bulkey Veſſel they reſolved to ſet upon ; and 
take ;- Or die in the attempt. Hereupon they 

made - ſail: towards her , with deſign to view hex 
' ſtrength.” Ard although they judged the Veſſel 
to be far above their forces, yet the covetouſneſs of 
fach” a prey, and the extremity of fortune, they 
were reduced unto, made them adventure upon ſuch 
an enterprize. Being now come ſo near that they 
could not eſcape without danger of being all {lled, 
the Pirates joyntly made an oath unto their Cap- 
tain Pierre le Grand, to behave themſelves cou- 
ragiouſly in this attempt, without the leaſt fear or 
fainting. True it is, that theſe Rovers had concei- 
ved an opinion , they ſhould find the Ship unpro- 
vided to fight ; and that through this occaſion they 
ſhould maſter her by degrees. It was in the dusk 
of the Evening, or ſoon after when this great adi- 
0n was performed. But before it was begun, they 
gave orders unto the Chirurgeon of the boat, to bore 
a hole ith ſides thereof ; to the intent that their 
own Veſſel ſinking under them, they might be com- 
pelled to attack, more vigorouſly , and endeavour 
more haſiily to run aboard the great Ship. This 

M was 
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was performed accordingly ; and without 
any other arms then a Piſtol in one of their hands, 
and a Sword in the other, they immediately clim- 
bed up the ſides of the Ship, and ran altogether into 
the great Cabin ; where they found the Captain, 
with ſeveral of his companions, playing at Cards. 
Here they ſet a Piſtol to his breaſt, commanding 
him to deliver up the Ship unto their obedience. 
The Spaniards ſeeing the Pirates aboard their 
Ship , without ſcarce having ſeen them at Sea, 
cryed out, Jeſus bleſs us ! Aretheſe Diyels, or 
what arc they ? In the mean while, ſome of them 
took. peſeſſron of the Gun room, and ſeized the arms 
and Military affairs they found there; killing as 
many of the Ship, as made any oppoſ tion. . By 
wich means the $ paniards preſently Were compel. 
led ro furrender. That wery day the Captain of 


the. Ship, had been told, by ſomeof the Seamen, 


that the boat, which was in view CTURIN, Was @ 
beat of Pirates. Unto whom the Captain ſlighting 
their advice, maiie anſwer: *What then * Muſt I 
be affaid of ſuch a pictiful thing, agthat is? 
*No, Nor though ſhe were a Ship as big; and as 
'{trong as mine is. As ſoon as Picrre Te Grand 4 
had taken this Magnificent prize , he detained in: ; 
bis ſervice, as many of the common Seamen, as he 
bad needof, and the eſt he ſet on ſboxe: This beitig 
one, he immediately, jt j:i1 for France, carrying 
with him all the riches,he found in that huge Veſſel : 
T here he continued ; withcut'eucr returning unto the 


parts cf America. - "The 
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The Planters and Hunters , of the Ile of 
Tortuga, had no ſooner underſtood this happy 
event, and therich prize thoſe Pirates had ob- 
tained, but they refolyved to follow their cx- 
ample. Hereupon many of them, Itft their 
ordinary exerciſes, and common imploys, 
and uſed what means they could, to get either 
Boats or ſmall Veſlels, wherein to exerciſe P1- 
racy. Bur being notable cither to purchaſe or 
build them at Tortuga, at laſt they rcfolved to 
ſet forth in their Canows, and ſeck them elfſe- 


where. With theſe therefore, they cruzcd at 


firſt upon Cape de Alvarez, whereabouts the 
Spaniards uſe much to trade from one City to 
another, in ſmall boats. In theſe they carry 
Hides, Tobacco, and other commodities, unto 
the Port of Havana; which 1s the Mctropolis 
of that IfJand ; and unto which the Spaniards 
from Europe do frequently reſort. 

Here abouts it was, that thoſe Piratcs at the 
beginning, took a great number of Boats, la- 
den with the aforeſaid commoditics. Theſe 
boatsthey uſed to carry to the Ifle of Torruga, 
and there ſell the whole purchaſe unto the 
Ships that waited 1n the Port for their return, 
or accidentally happened to be there. With 
the gains of theſe prizes, they provided them- 
ſclves with neceflarics, wherewithal to under- 
rake other voyages. Some of theſe voyages 
were made towards the coaſt of Campeche, and 


M 2 others 
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others, towards that of New-Spain. In both 
which places the Spaniards at that time, did 
krequently exerciſe much commerce, and trade. 
Upon thoſe coaſts, they commonly found great 
number of trading veſlels, and many times 
ſhips of great burthen. Two of the biggeſt 
of theſe vellels, and two great ſhips, which the 
Spaniards had laden with plate, in the Port of 
Campeche, tor to go unto Caracas, they took 
in lefs then a months time, by cruzing to and 
tro.  Bcing arrived at Tortuga with theſe prizes, 


and che. whole people of the and, admiring 


their progrelles, eſpecially chat within the ſpace 
of two years, the riches of the Country were 
much increaſed, the number alſo of Pirates did 
augment fo faſt, that. from theſe beginnings, 
within a little ſpace of time, there were to be 
numbercd in that fmall-Iiland and Port, above 


twenty {hips of this ſort of people. Hereupon 


the Spaniards not able to bear their Robberies 
any longer , were conltrained to put forth to 
Sea two great Men of .War, both for the de- 
{ence of thew own coalts, and to cruze upon the 
CIXCINICS, 


CHAP. 
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After what manner the Prrates arm their 
Veſſels, and how they regulate their 
V oyapes. 


Efore the Pirates go out to Seca, they give 

notice unto every one, that goeth upon 
the voyage, of the day on which they ought 
preciſely to imbarque. Intimating allo unto 
them, their obligation. of bringing each man 
in particular, ſo many pound of powder, and 
buller, as they think necetlary for that expedt- 
tion. Being, all come on board, they joyn 
rogether in Council, concerning what Ec 
they ought firſt to go unto, wherein to get pro- 
viſions? Eſpecially of fleſh : ſeeing they fearce 
eatany thing elſe. And of this the moſt com- 
mon fort among them 1s Pork. The. next 
food 1s Tortoiſes, which they-uſe to falc a little. 
Sometimes they reſolve to rob ſuch, or ſuch 
Hop-yards ; wherein the Spaniards often. have 
a thouſand heads of Swine together. They 
come unto theſe places 1n the dark. of the 
night, and. having beſet the Keepers lodge, they 
force him to riſe, and give them as many 


heads as. they defire ; threatning withal to 


kill

How the Þ is 
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kill him 1n caſe he diſobeycth their commands, 
or maketh_ any noiſe. Yea, theſe menaces are 
oftcntimes, pur in execution, without giving 
any quarter unto the nuſcrable Swine keep- 


crs,. or any other perſon, that endeayoureth 


ro hinder their Robberics. 
Having gorttcn proviſions of fleſh, ſufficient 
for their Voyage, they return unto their Ship. 
Here their allowance, twice a day, unto. eve- 
Their allw-YY One, 1s as much as he-can eat ;- without 
para =2*-elther Weight, or mcaſure. Neither doth the 
Steward of the Vellel give any - greater pro- 
portion of fleſh, or any thing elſe unto the 
Captain, then -unto the meaneſt Mariner. 
The ſhip being well victuall'd, they call ano- 
ther Council , to deliberate, towards what 
place they ſhall go, to ſeck their deſperate 
oftunes? In this Council , likewiſe they a- 
Articles they $rce upon certain Articles, which are put 1n 
agree upon > Writing, by way of bond, or obligation, the 
i which every one 1s bound to obſerve, and 
all of them, or the chieteſt, do ſet their hands 
unto. Herein thcy ſpecihie, and ſet down ve- 
ry diſtinctly, what ſums of Mony each par- 
eicular perſon ought to have for that voyage. 
The fond, of all the payments, being the com- 
mon ſtock, of what 1s gotten, by the whole cx- 
pedition ; for otherwiſe 1t 1s the ſame law a- 
mong theſe people, as with other Pirates, 10 
prey, no pay. In the firſt place, therefore they 


mention 
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mention, how much the Captain ought to 
have for his Ship. Next the falary of the 


Carpenter, or Shipwright, who carcen'd, mCn- pry picce 
ded, and rigg'd the Veſſel. This common- f «2 is a- 


ly,amounteth unto one hundred,or an hundred 
and fifty pieces of eight; being according to 
the - agreement, more or Icfs. Afterwards for 
proviſions and victualling, they draw out of 
the fame common ſtock, about two hundred 
pieces of eight. Alſo a competent falary for 
the Chyrurgeon, and lus Che(t of Medicaments, 
which uſually 1s rated at two hundred, or two 
hundred and fifty pieces of eight. Laſtly 
they ſtipulate 19 writing, what recompence 
or reward cach one ought to have, that 1s &1- 
ther wounded, or maimed 1n his body, ſut- 
fering the loſs of any Limb, by that voyage. 
Thus chey order tor the lofs of a right Artn, 
{ix hundred pieces of eight, or ix ſlaves: For 
the loſs of a lefr Arm, five hundred pieces of 
of eight>or five {laves : Fora right leg , five 
hundred pieces of eight, or five flaves: For 
the left leg, four hundred picces of eight, 
or four flayes: For an eye, one hundred pie- 
ces of eight, or one ſlave : For a Finger of 
the hand, the ſame reward, as for the eye. All 
which ſums of Mony, as I have ſaid before, 
are taken out of the capital ſum, or common 
ſtock, of what1s gotten by their Piracy. For a 
very exact,and equal, dividend, 1s made of the

remainder, among them all. Yet herein they 
have alſo regard unto qualities, and places. 
Thus the Captain, or chief Commander, 1s al- 
lotted five, or ſix portions to what the ordt- 
nary Seamen have. The Maſters-Mate, only 
two: And other Ofhcers proportionabſe to 
their employ. After whom they draw cqual 
parts from the higheſt, even to the loweſt Ma- 
riner; the boys nor being omitted. For even 
theſe draw halfa ſhare ; by reaſon, that when 


they happen to take a berter Vellel, than their 


- own, 1t 1s the duty of the Boys, to ſect hire 


unto the Ship or boat, wherein they are, and 
then retire unto the prize, which they have 

taken 
They obſerve among themſelyes, very good 
orders. For in the prizes they take, 1t 15 fe- 
verely prohibited, unto every one to uſurp any 
thing in particular , unto themſelves. Hence 
all chey take, 1s equally divided, according to 
what hath been ſaid before. Yea, they make a 
folemn-Oath toccach other, not to abſcond, or 
conceal rhe leaſt thing they find amongſt the 
prey. It afterwards any one 1s found unfaith- 
tut, and that hath contravend the ſaid oath,im- 
mcdiatcly he 1s ſeparated, and turned out of the 
focicty. Among themſelves they are very civil 
and charitable to each other. Infomuch, that 
any wantcth what another hath , with great 
liberality, they give itoneto another. As ſoon 
as 
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2s theſe Pirates have taken any Prize of 

Ship, or Boat , the firſt thing they en- 
deavour is to fet on #horc the priſoners ; 
detaining only ſome few for ther own help, 

and ſervice. Unto whom alſo they give their 
liberty, after the ſpace of xwo or thrce years, 

They pur in ycry trequently for refreſhment , 1-»s ute, 
at one Iſland, or another. But more ctpecial- 9 om: 
ly into thoſe which lic on the Southern tide of © 

of the Ifle of Cuba. Here they carecn their vet- 

ſels, and rth mean while, ſome of them goto 

hunt, others to cruze upon the Seas , 1n Ca- 

nows, fecking their ftortune. Many times they 

cake the poor Fiſhermen of Tortoifes, and car- 

rying them to ther habitations, they make 

them work fo long , as the Pirates are plea- 

ſed. 


In the ſeveral parts of America, are found Fr ſpecies 


four diſtinct ſpecies of Tortoiſes. The firſt 7 To 


hereof, are fo great, that every one reacheth 
tro the weight of two or three thouſand pound, 
The ſcales of the ſpectes, are fo ſott, as that 
cafily they may becut with a knite. Yet theſe 
Tortoiſes are not good to be catren. The ſc- 
cond ſpecies 1s of an indifterent bigneſs and 
are green in colour. The ſcales of theſe arc 


| harder then cane firlt ; and this fort 1s of a very 


pleaſanc talt. The third is very little difterent 
1n 1ize and bignets from the ſecond ; unleſs 


that it hath the head {omtiung bigecr. This 
N third 
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third ſpecies 15 called by the French Cavana, 
and 1s not gocd tor food. The fourth 1s na- 
med Caret , - being very like unto the Tor- 
roiſes we have 1n "Europe. © This ſort keepeth 
mott commonly. among the Rocks , from 
whence they crawl out , to ſeck their food, , 
which is for the greateſt part, nothing but Ap- 

plcs of the Sea. Thoſe other ſpecies, above- 
mentioned, feed upon graſs, which groweth mn 
the water, upon the banks of the ſand. Theſe 
banks or. ſhclv's for-their pleaſant green, do 
here reſcmble the delighttul Meadows of the 
tein Monizces. Their eggs arc almoſt like 
unto thoſe of the Crocodile ; but without any 
hel! , being only covered with a thin mem- 
brane, or film. They arc tound in ſuch pro- 


d:g1ous quantitics ; along the ſandy ſhores of 


hoſe Countrics, that were they not frequent- 


ly deltroyed by birds, the Sea would infinitely 
1bound with Tortoiſes. 

Theſe Crcatures have certain cuſtomary 
placcs, whuther they repair cvery year, to-lay 
hetr cogs. The chicteſt of theſe places, arc 
the three IfJands called Caymanes, ſituated 1n the 
almude of twenty degrees, and fifteen minutes, 
Northern lJaurude ; being at the diſtance of 
ive and forty leagues, from the. Ifle. of Cuba, 
on the Northern lide thereof. 

It is a thing much deſerving conſideration, 
how. the Tortoifes can find out theſe Idands. 


For 
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For the grcateſt part of them come from the 
Gulf of Honduras ; diitant from thence, the 
whole ſpace of one hundred and fifty leagues. 
Certain 1t 1s, that many times the thips ha- 
ving loſt their altitude, through the darkncts 
of the weather, have ſtcered their courſe only 
by the noiſe of the Tortoiſes , ſwimming that 
way, and have arriyed unto thoſe Itles. When 
their ſeaſon of hatching 1s paſt, they retire to- 
wards the IfJand of Cuba; where be many good 
places that afford them food. But the mean while 
they arc at the Iflands of Caymanes , they cat 
very little or nothing. When they have been 
about the ſpace of one month in the Seas of 
Cuba, and are grown fat, the Spaniards go out 
cofiſh tor them ; they being then to be taken 1n 
ſuch abundance, that they provide with them 
ſuthciently, their Cities, Towns and Villages. 
Their manner of taking them 1s, by making 


with which they wound the Tortoifes, as with 


a dagger, whenfoever they appear aboye water, 
to breath treſh aur. 

The Inhabitants of New-Spain, and Cam- 
peche, lade their principal forts of Merchandi- 
ics, 11 Slips of great buik; and with theſe 
they cxercile their Commerce toand fro. The 
velicts from Campeche 1a winter time, ſet our 
cowards Caracas, Trinity Iſles, and that of Mar- 

2 va7rlld. 
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witha great nail a certain kind of dart. Thus « fbing for 
they fix art the end of a long {tick, or pole ; 19%" 
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garita, For m Summer the winds are contrary ; 
though very fayou-able to return unto Cam- 
peche; as they uſe to do, ar the begining of 
that ſeaſon. The Piratcs arenot 12norant of 
theſe timcs ; as being very dextrous 1n ſearch- 
Ing out all places, and circumſtances, molt ſut- 
avic to their deligns. Hence in the places, 
and ſeaſons atorementioned, they cruze upon 
the ſaid Ships, 'for ſome while. Bur in caſe 
they can perform nothing, and that fortune 
doth not favour them with fome prize, or 0- 
ther, after holding a Council thereupon, they 
commonly enterprize things very deſperate. 
Of theſe their reſolutions I ſhall give you one 
inſtance very remarkable. One certain Pirate, 
whoſe name was Pierre Francois, or Peter Fran- 
cis, happened to be a long time at Sca with his 
boat, and {1x and twenty perſons, watung for 
the Ships that were to return from Maracaibo 
towards Campeche. Not being. able to find 
any thing, nor get any prey, atlafthe reſolved 
to direct his courſe ro Rancherias, which 1s nigh 
anto the River, called de /a Plata, in the alti- 
tude of twelve degrecs, and a halt Northern la- 
ticude. In tis place heth a rich Bak, of Pearl, 
:0 the hſhery whereot they yearly ſend trom 
Cartagena, a Fleet of a-dozen vellcls with a man 
of war, fortheir defence. Every Vellel hath at 
icalt a couple of Negros 1n1t, who arc yery dex- 
trous 1m diving, even to the depth of {ix fa- 

thoms, 
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thoms, within the Seca 5 whereabouts they 
find good ſtore of Pearls. Upan this Fleet of 
Veſlels though ſmall, cailed the Pearl Fleer ; 
Pierre Franrots relolved to adventure z rather 
then go home with empty hands. They ridat 
Anchor, at that time, at the mouth of the Ri- 
vcr de la Hacha; the Man of War being ſcarce 
halt a league diſtant, from the ſmall. Ships ; 
and the wind very calm. Having efpycd them 
in this poſture . he preſently pulI'd down his 
fails, and rowed along the coaſt, difſembling to 
be a Spantſh Veſlel, that came from Maracaibo, 
and only paſkd that way. But no ſooner was 
he come unto the Pearl-bank, when ſuddain- 
ly he aflaulted the Vice-adiural of the ſaid 
Flect, mounted with erght Guns, and three- 
{core men well arm'd, commaniling them to 
ſurrender. But the Spaniards runi11g to their 
arms, did to what they could to detend them- 
ſelves , fighting for ſome wile ; nll ar haſt 
chey were conltraincd to iubrmut unto the Pi- 
rate. Being thus potleſſed of the Vice-Admural, 
he rctolved nextto adyenture with ſome other 
ſtratagem, upon the Mai of War; thinking 
thereby to get {trength ſufhicicat, ro matter the 
reſt of the Fleet. With this intent he preſently 
ſank his own Boat in tc River, and putting 
forth the Spaniſh Colours, weighed Anchor, 
with. a litile wind, which then began to ſbr ; 


having with pronuſes, and menaces, compelled 


moiſt 
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moſt of the Spaniards , to afliſt him in his de- 
11gn. But no ſooner did the Man of War 
PErcelVe one of his Fleet to ſet ſail, when 
he did fo too; fearing leaſt, the Mariners 
ſhould have any deſign to run away, with the 
Veſlcl, and riches they had on board. This 
cauſed the Pirates, unmediately to give over 
that dangerous enterprize , as thinking them- 
ſelves unable to encounter force to force, 
with the ſaid Man of War,that now came againſt 
them. Hereupon, they attempted to get out 
of the River, and gain the open Seas, with 
the riches they had taken ; by making as 
much ſail, as poſſibly the vefle] would bear. 
Thus being perceived , by the Man of War, 
ac preſently gave them chace. But the Pi- 
rates, having, laid on too much ſail, and a guſt 
of wind ſuddainly ariſing , had their Main- 
maſt blown down by the board , which dit- 

abled them from proſecuting ther eſcape. 
This unhappy event much encouraged 
thoſe that were in the Man of War ; they ad- 
vancing , and gaining upon the Pirates 
cyvery moincnt. By which means at laft they 
were overtaken. But theſe notwirhianding , 
finding themfelyes {til} with two and twenty 
perſons ſound, the reſt be1zg enher killed or 
wounded , refulyed tro detend themiclves ſo 
long as 1t were potlible. This they performed 
very Couragioutly for ſome while, un] m_ 
chcre- 
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thereunto forced by the Man of War, they gy, ;;...,. 
were compelled to ſurrender. Yet was not der anthe 
this done without Articles, which the Spani- * 4 Fr. 
ards were glad to allow them» as followeth. 
That they thould not uſe them as flaves, for- 
cing them to carry or bring ſtones, or em+- ©" 4 
ploying them in-o:her Iabours, tor three or 
tour years, as they commonly employ thew _ | 
Negros. But that they ſhould fer them on 
ſhore, upon tree land ; without doing them 
any harm in their bodies- Upon theſe Articles 
they dehver'd themfelves, with all that they 
had taken; which was worth only 1n Pearls, 
co the value of above one hundred thouſand 
pexces of cight , be{ides the veſlel, proviſion 
goods, and other things. All which being pu 
together, would haye made unto this Pirace, 
one of the greateſt prizes, he could detire. 
Which he had certainly obtained, had 1t not 
been for the loſs of his Main-maſt, as was ſaid 
before. _. = 
Another bold attempt, not unlike unto pj. {4 
that wiuch I have related, nor leſs remarkable ; mew Per- - h 
I ſhall alſo give you at preſent. A certain, 8% F 
Pirate, born in Portugal, and from the name 
of his Country, called Bartholomew Portugues, j 
was Cruzing in his Boat from Famaica (where- | 
in he had only thirty men, and four ſmall | 
uns) upon the Cape de Corriente, 1n the 1- 
and of £z/2. In this place he mer with a great 
ſhip...

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| ſhip, that came from Maracaibo, and Cartagena, 


bound for the Havana, well provided , with 
ewenty great guns, and threeſcore and ten 


Men, bctwecn paſſcngers and Mariners. This 
ſhip he preſently aflaulted, but found as ftrong- 
ly detended by them that were on board. The 
The Pirate eſcaped the firlt encounter, reſo!- 
ving to attacque her more vigorouſly then be- 
fore, ſeeing he had ſuſtained no great damage 
Intherto. This reſolution of his, he boldly 
pertormed , renewing his aflaults fo often, 
til that after a long and dangerous fight, he - 
became Maſter of the great Veſlcl. The Por- 
tugues loit only ten men, and had four woun- 
ded , ſo that he had ſtill remaining twenty 
fighting men, whereas the Spaniards had double 
the ſame number. Having pollcfled them- 


ſclyes of ſuch a Ship, and the wind being con- 


rrary to return unto Famaica, they rcſolycd to 


ſteer their courſe towards the Cape of Saint 
Antony, (which heth on the Weltern ſide of 
the ltle of Czba) there to repair themifelves , 
and take 1n freſh water , of which they had 
oreat neceſſity, at that cine. 

Being now very near unto the Cape 
abovementioned, they unexpectedly met with 
three great Ships , that were coming from 
New-Spain, and bound for the Havana. By 
theſe as not being able to eſcape, they were 
catily retaken both Ship , and P:ratcs. Hows 

they 


-- 
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they were all made priſoners, through the ſud- 
dain change of fortune, and found thcmic]ves 
poor, oppreſsd, and itript of all the riches 
they had purchaſed fo little before. The Cargo 
of this Ship confiited 1n one hundred, and 
ewenty thouſand weight of Cacao-muts ,- the 
chateſt ingredicne of that rich liquor called 
Chocolate , and threc{core and ten thouſand 
peices of c12ht. Two days after this misfor- 
cune, there happened to ariſe an huge and 
dangerous tempeit, whuch largely ſeparated the 
the Ships from one another. The great VeC- 
ſel, wherein the Pirates were, arrived at Cam- 
peche;where many confiicrable Merchants came 
to ſalute, and welcom the Captain thercof. 
Th:fe prefently knew the Portugues Pirate , 
as bctag him who had commutred innumera- 
ble exccfl:tve infolcaces upon thoſe - coalte, 
not only ifhmte Murthers and Robberies 
but alſo lamentable incendizms, which thoſe of pe; 
Campeche, {all preſerved very freſh in their - 
MNCmMory. 

Hercupon the next day after their arriva], 
the Magititrates of the City fent ſeycral of their 
Othcers, to demand and take into cultody, 
the criminal priſoners , from. on board thc 
ſhip, with 1ntent "to puniſh them, accofding 
ro their deſerts. Yet fearing lcait the Cap- 
tain of thoſe Piratcs ſkould eſcape out of their 
nands on ſhore '( as\ he had torincriy done, 
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being once their priſoner in the City before, ) 
they judg'd it mofe convenient to leave him 
ſatcity guarded on board the Ship, for that 
necſent. In the mean while they cauſed a 
Gibbet tobe crected, whereupon to hang him 
the very next day, without any other form of 
proccſs, then to lead him from the Ship, un- 
tO the place of puniſhment. The rumour of 
this fucure tragedy, was preſently brought 
unto Bartholomew Portugues his cars, whereby 
he ſougit all the mcans. he could to efcape 
that night. With this defign he took two car- 
then Jars , wherein the Spaniards uſually car- 
ry wine from Spain unto the Weſt-Indies, 
and ſtopp'd them very well ; intending to uſe 
them tor ſwimming, asthoſe, who are unsk1l- 
ful 1n that art, do calabacas, a fort of. pumkins 
11 Spain; ard in other places empty bladders. 
Having made this neceſlary preparation, he wait- 
cd torthe night, when all ſkould be ar flcep ; 
cyen the Centry that. guarded him. But 
ſecing he could not cicape his vigtlancy, he 
fecreely purchaſed a knite, ar.d with the fame 
gave tim ſuch a mortal ftab , as ſuddainly 
deptiv'd him of Jite, and tre poſlibility of ma- 
lingany neife. Ar that inſtant, he commut- 
red himfclf to Sca, with thoſe twwa earthen 
Jarrs - aforementioned , and by  tacir help 
and ſupport., though never having learn'd 


to ſym , he. reachcd, the ſhore, Being arri- 


ved 
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yed upon land, without any delay, he took his 
refugein the Woods, where he hid himſelf for 
three days, without daring to appear, nor cat- 
ng any other food then wild herbs. 

Thoſe of the City failed nor the next day, 
to make a diligent fcarch for him in the woods, 
where they concluded him to be. This ſtric 
enquiry Portugues had the convenience to e- 
ſpy from the hallow of a Tree, wherein he lay 
abſconded. Hence perceiving them to rc- 
turn without finding, what they fought for, 
he adventur'd to ſally forth towards the coaſts, 
called del Golfo trifle, torty leagues diflant 
from the City of Campethe. 'Hither he ar- 
rived within a fortnight after his eſcape from 
the Ship. In which fpace of time, as alſo 
afterwards, hc cndurcd extream hunger, thirſt, 
and fears , of falling again into the hands of 
the Spaniards. For during all this jourty he 
had no other provition with him, thena ſmall 
Calabaca, with a little water 2 Neither did he 
cat any thing clſc, then a few ſhell fiſh, which 
he found among the Rocks, nigh the Sca- 
ſhore. Beſides that, he was compell'd to pals 
as yet ſome Rivers, not knowing well to 
{wim. Bang 1n this ditftrefs, he found an old 
board, wlich the waves had thrown upon the. 
ſhore , wherein did ſtick a few great naitcs. 
Theſe he took and with no ſmall labour, whet- 
eed againſt a ſtone, unti} that he had made 
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them capable of cutting like unto knives, tho 
very imperfectiy. Wicl, theſe, and no better 
_inftruments, he cue down ſome branches of 
Trees, the winch with twigs, and Ofiers he 
JOY d rogether, and made as well as he could, 
4 boat , or ratikr a W afte, wherewith he wat- 
ied oycr the Rivers. Thus he arrived finally 
at the Cape of Gelfo triſte, as was ſaid before ; 
where he happencd to fnd a certain Veſlel of 
Pirates, who were great Comrades of his own, 
and were lately come from Tamaica. 

Unto thefe Pitates, he inſtantly related all 


-0:t, His adycriitics, and mistortunes. And withal. 


demanded of them, they would fit him with a 
boat, and tyenty men. With which com- 
pany alas [1C promuted to return unto Cam- 
peche , and ailaulc the Ship, that was 1n the 
River , by which he had been taken, and e- 
ſcaped fourtecn days before. They calily 
oranted his requeſt, and equipped him a boar, 
with the ſaid number of Men. With this ſmall 
company he {ct forth rowards the execution 
ot his delign 3 which he bravely performed 
cight days after he ſeparated from his Com- 
radcs ar the Cap? ot Gelfo trijte. For being 
arrived at the River of Campeche, with an un- 
daunted' courage, and without any rumour of 
noue, he aſl wuſced the Shi up atoremeritioned. 
Thoſlc That were on board, were perfwaded, 
this was a boat from land, that Came £0 bring 

contra 
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contra banda goods; and hereupon were not 1n 
any poſture of detence. Thus the Pirates lay- 
Ing hold on this occaſion , allaulred them 
wiraout any tcar of 11] fuccels, and in ſhort 
ſpace of time, compelled the Spaniards co fur- 
render. 

Being now Maſters of the Ship, they im- 
mediatly weighed Anchor, and {ct ſail, deter- 


mining to fly trom the Port, icaſt they ſhould 


= 


be purſued by other Veſicls. This they did 
with extremity of joy, ſccing themtelves pol: 
ſcflours of ſuch a brave Ship. Eſpecially Por: 
tuoues, their Captain, who now by a ſecond 
curn of fortunes wheel, was become rich, and 
powerful again , who had been fo lately in 
that ſame Veſſel, a poor miſerable priſoner , 
and condemned to the Gallows. With this 
great purchaſe he deſigned in his mind grea- 


. ; '®; 
cer things; winch he nught well hope to 0b- 


rain, ſeeing he had found 11 the Veſic] great 
quantity of rich Merchandiſe, {til] remaining 
on board, alcho the place had been tranſpor- 
ccd 1nto the City. Thus he continucd h1s 
Voyage towards Jamaica for ſome days. 
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Cuba , fortune ſuddainly turned her back 
unto him once more, never to ſhew him her 


COUNTenance again. For a horrible ftorm a- 


r:{ing at Seca occaſtond the Ship to ſplit a- 
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gainſt the Rocks or Banks called Fardines. In- 
ſomuch that the Veſlel was totally loſt, and 
Portugues, with his Companions, eſcaped i In a 
Canow. After this manner he arrived at 7a- 
maica , where he remained no long time. 
Being only chere, ull he could preparc "himſelf 
to. ſeek his fortunc anew, which trom that time 
proved alwaycs adverſe unto him. 

Nothing lefs rare and admirable than the 
precedent, are the Actions of another Pirate ; 
who at preſent Iiyeth at Famaica, and who 
hath, on ſundry occaſions , entcrprized and 
atcheived, things very ſtrange. The place of 
his birth was the City of Groninghen , in the 
United Provinces; but his own proper Name is 
not known : The Pirates, his Companions, 
having only given him that of Roche Brafili- 
ano, by reaſon of his long reliderice in the 
Country of Braſil, From whence he was for- 
cd to flie, when the Portuguiſes recook thoſe 
Countries, from the Welt India Company of 
Amſterdam ; ſeveral Nations then mihabiting at 
Braſil ( as Enolith, French, Dutch, and others) 
bcing conſtrained to ſeck new Fortuncs, 

This Fellow at that conjuncture of time re- 
ured unto Jamaica, Where being at a ſtand 
how to gc a livclynood, he cntrcd himſelf 
mnto the Society of Pirates. Under theſe , 
: private Mariner for 
In which Aegrec Bc bchaved 
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himſelf ſo well, as made him both beloved 
and reſpected by all; as one that deſerved to 
be their Commander for the future. One day 
certain Mariners happend to engage 1n a di- 
ſcntion with their Captain ; the ettect whereo 
was that they left the Boar.

ſhew himſclt c:rher bruth, or fooliſh. Many i 
times being in drink, he would run up and tl 
down the ſtreets, beating or wounding v hom li 
he met; no perſon daring to oppoſe him, or "tt 
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make any reſiſtance. 
Unto the Spaniards he always ſhewed him- 
{clf very barbarous, and crael ; only out of 
an invetcrate hatred, he had againſt that Na- 


- tion, Of theſe he. commanded ſeyecral to be 
roſted 
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roſed alive upon wooden ſpits ; for no other 
crime, than that they would not ſhew him the 
places, or Hog-yards , where he might ſteal 
Swine. After many of theſe cruelties, 1t hap- 
pencd as he was cruzing upon the coaſts of 
Campeche, thata diſmal tempeſt ſuddainly ſur- 
prizcd him. Thus proved to bc fo violent, that 
at lait Jus Slnp was wrackt, upon the coaſts; 
the Mariners only efcaping with their Muf: 
qucts, and ſome few bullets, and powder, 
which were the only things they could fave, 
of all that was in the Veſlel- The place where 
the Ship was loſt, was precifely between Cam- 
peche, and the Golfo trite.” Here they got on 
ſhorc 1n a Canow, and marching along the 
coalt, with all the fpced they could , they di- 
rected ther courte rowards Golfo trifle , as be- 
ing a place where te Pirates conumonly uſe to 
repair, and rctreih themſelves. Being upon 
this Journy, and all very hungry, and thir- 
ity, as1s uſual in defert places, they were pur- 
fucd by ſume Spaniards ; being a whol: troop 
of an hundred horicmcn. Praj/zano no ſooner 
Pe:cCiVoU UNS IMminent danger, then he ani 
matca his companions, teliing them : We had 
h-tter fetlow Setaters, CDC0 e10 Cieunder Our arms 
ſighting, as 1t become menof ccarage, then ſur- 
render unto the Spanierds ; whe in caſe they over- 
come us , will take away cur lives with cruel tor- 
ments. The Prates were no more then thirty

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an number ; who notwithſtanding, ſceing their 
brave Commander oppole himfelt with cou- 
rage, unto the enemy, refolved to do the like. 
Hercupon they faced the troop of Spaniards. 
and diſcharged their Mufquets againſt them ; 
with ſuch dexterity, as they almoit kild one 
horſeman with every ſhot. The fight cont:- 
nued for the ſpace of an hour, till ar laſt the 
Spamards were put to fligttt, by the Pirates, 
They ſtripp'd the dead, and took from them 
what they thought moſt convenient for their 
uſe. Bur ſuch as were not alrcady dead ; they 
helped to quit the nuſeries of lite, with the cnds 
of their Muſquets. 

Having vanquiſhed the Enemy , they all

mounted on feycral horſes, they found in the 


field , and continued the Journy aforemen- 
tioned ; Brajfiliano having loſt-but two of his 
Companions in this bloody fight, and had 
two other wounded. As they proſecuted their 
way, bcfore they came unto the Port, they ct- 
pyed a boat from Campeche, well mand, that 
r14 at anchor, prote<ting a {mall number of 
Canows, that were Jading wood. Hercupon, 
they ſenta detachment of 11x of their Mcn,” to 
watch them ; and theſe the next morning by 
a wild poſlefled themſelves of the Canows. Ha- 
ving even notice unto their Companions, they 
went all on board,and with no great difhculty, 
rook alto the Boat, or little Man of War, their

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Convoy. Thus having rendred themſelves 
they rhe Maſters of the whole Fleet, they wanted only 
Fleet of Ca- provitIons, which they found but very ſmall

_ ii Theſe very ſame Pirates, Imean Braſiliano, 
} Theytake a and his companions, took alſo another Ship,

? caibo ; laden with divers forts of Merchandize, 
1 and a very conſiderable number of peices of 
k eight, which were delignd to buy Cacao-nuts , 


for their lading home. All theſe prizes they 


carried into Jamaica , where they ſafely arri- 
ved, andaccording to thar cuſtom, waſted in 
a few days, in Taverns and Stews, all they 
: had gotten, by giving themſclves to. all man- 
Pas will ner of debauchery , with Strumpets, and 
pen 20h Wine. Such of theſe Pirates are found who 
 cghtin Wl ſpend ewo or three thoufand peices of 
we wg! eight, i one night, not leaving themſelves 
pzradycature a good ſhirt to wear, on their 
backs, in the morning. Thus upona certain 
time, I ſaw one. of them give unto a com- 
mon. Strumpet, five hundred pcices of cight, 
only thar he might ſec. her naked. My 
OWN 
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own Maſter would buy, in like occaſions, 
a whole pipe of wine , and placing it in 
the ſtreet, would force every one, that pal- 
ſed by to drink with him threatning aiſo 
to Piſtol them, 1n caſe they would nor do ir. 
At other times he would do the fame, with 
Barrels of Ale, or Beer. And very often, 
with both his hands, he would throw thetc 
liquors about the ſtreets, and wet the 
cloathes of ſuch as walked by , with- 
out regarding , whether he ſpoild their 
Apparrel, or not, were they Men, or Wo- 
men. 

Among themſelves, and to cach other, 
theſe Pirates are extreamly liberal, and 
free. If any one of them hath loſt all his 
goods , which often happeneth in their 
manner of Jife, they frecly give him, and 
make him partaker of what they have. 
In Taverns, and Ale-houſes, they always have 
great credit; but in ſuch houſes at Jamai- 
ca , they ought not to run very deep in 
debt, ſeeing the inhabitants of that Iſland, 
do ealily ſell one another for debr. Thus 
it happened unto my Patron, or Maſter, 
to be fold for a debt of a Tavern, where- 
in he had ſpent the greateſt part of his 
mony. This Man had within the ſpace of 
three months before, three thouſand peices 
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of cight in ready caſh ; all which he wa- 
{lcd 1n that ſhort ſpace of time, and became 
{0 poor, as I have told you. 

Bur now to rcturn unto our diſcourſe, I 
muſt let my Reader know , that Braſiliano, 


after having ſpent all that he had robb'd, 
was conſtrained to go to Sea again, to 
ſeck his fortune once more. Thus he ſet 
torth towards the coalt of Campeche, his 
common place of rendezvous. Fifteen 
days attcr his arrival there, he put himſelf 
into a Carow, with intent to cfpy the Port 
of thar City, and fee it he could rob any 
Spaniſh Vetlel, But his fortune was ſo bad, 
that both he and all his Men, were taken

cait them into a dungeon, with full inten- 
ton to hang them every perſon. And 
doubtleſs he had performed his intent, were 
ir not for a Stratagem , that Braſiliano u- 
ſed, which proved ſuthcicnt to fave their 
hives. He writ theretore a Letter unto the 
Governour , making him bclicyve ut came 
{rom other Pirates, that were abroad, at 
' Sea; and withal celling hum + He ſhould have 
a care, how he uſed thoſe perſons be had in 
his cuſtody. For in caſe he cauſed them any 
harm, they did Swear unto him , they would 
| | NEUVEY 
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never give quarter, unto any perſon of the 
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Spaniſh Naticn , that fhould fall into their 


hands. 

Becauſe theſe Pirates had been many 
times at Campeche, and 1n many other 
Towns and Villages , of the Welt-Indies, 
belonging to che” Spaniſh dominions, thc 
Governour began to fear , what miſcheit 
they nught cauſe by the mcans of their 
companions abroad, in caſe he ſhould pu- 
niſh them. Hercupon he relcaſed them out 
of priſon, exacting only an Oath of them, 
betore hand, that they would leave their ex- 
erciſe of Piracy for eycr. And withal he 
ſent them as common Mariners , or Paſ- 
ſengers , in the Galoon's, to Spain. They 
gor 1n chis Voyage all cogether hive hun- 
dred peices of cight ; whereby they tar-

Robberics and crueltics, then cver hey had 


done before. But more cfpecially, avuting 
the poor Spaniards, _ happencd to fall 
mo - their hands , with all forts of cruclty 
unaginable. 


The Spaniares Ppercaviis - they coutd 
gan 
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gain nothing upon this ſort of people , 

nor diminiſh their number, which rather 

increaſed dayly, reſolved to dinuniſh the 

number of their Ships, wherein they exer- 

ciſed trading to and fro. But neither this 

reſolution was of any eftcct, or did them 
71. 1-45 NY good ſervice. For the Pirates finding 
bgin to make NOt {O many Ships at Sea, as before, began 
Land iz" to gather into greater Companies , 
2 and Jand upon the Spaniſh Dominions, 
ruining whole Cites, Towns, and Villages; 
and withal pillaging, burning, and' 
carrying away , as much as they could 
potlible. 

The firſt Pirate, who gave a beginning 
unto theſe 1nvalions by Land, was named 
Lewis Scot , who Sackt and Þillag'd the 
City of Campeche. He almoſt rum'd the 
Town, Robbing and deſtroying all he 
could ; and after he had put it to the ran- 
ſome of an exceſſive ſurmm of mony, he 
Manſvclt. Jefr 1t. After Scot, came another named 

Manſvelt , who enterpriſed to ſer footing 
in Granada, and penetrate with his Piracies, 
cven unto the South Sea. Both which 
things he cftected, till that ar laſt for 
waurt of proviſion, he was conſtrained to 
go back. He aflaulted Ifle of Saint Ca- 


therine, which was the firſt lard he took, 
and

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and upon it ſome few priſoners. Theſe 


ſhewed him the way towards Cartagera, 
which 1s a principal City, fituate 1n the : 


Kingdom of MANueva Granada. But the 
bold attemPprs and actions, of Fohn Davis, 


born at Jamaica, ought not to be forgotten 


in this Hiſtory, as being ſome of the moſt 
remarkable thereof. Eſpecially his rare 
prudence and valour , wherewith he beha- 
ved himſelf in the atoremcnhtioned King- 
dom of Granada. This Pirate having cru- 
zed a long time in the Gulf of Pocatauro, 
upon the Ships, thar were expected from 
Cartagena, bound for Nicaragua, and not 
bcing able to meet any of the ſaid Ships, 
reſolved ar laſt, to land 1n Nicaragua , 
leaving his Ship concealed about the 
coalt. 

This deſign he preſently put 1n execu- 
tion. For taking fourſcore men, out of 
fourſcore and ten, winch he hadin all, (the 
reſt being left to keep the Ship ) he di- 
vided them equally into three Canows. Has 
intent was to Rob the Churches, and rifle 
the Houſes of the chicfeſt Citizens of the 
aforeſaid Town of Nicaragua. Thus in the 
obſcurity of the might , they mounted the 
River, which leadeth to that City, Rowing 


with Oars 1n their Canows. By day they 
con-

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conccaled themſclyes, and boats, under the 
branches of Trees, that wcre upon the 


banks. Theſe g 


grow very thick , and 1n- 

trICcatc , along the fides of the Rivers. IN 
thoſe Countries , as alſo along the Sea 
coaſt. Under which likewife thoſe who 
remained behind, abſconded their Veſlel, 
tca(t chey ſhould befeen, eicher by Fiſhermen, 
or- Indians. Afcer this manner, they ar- 
rived at the City the churd night, where 
the Centry , who kept the poſt of the Ri- 
ver, thought them to be Fiſhermen that 
had been hlhing | in the Lake. And as the 
orcateſt part of the Pirates arc $kilful in the 
Spaniſh Tongue , ſo te never doubted 

thereof, as ſoon as he heard them ſpeak. 
They had in their Company an Indian, 
who was run aw ay trom Ins Maſter , be- 
cauſe he would make him a ſlave, afker 
having ſerved him a long tme. This In- 


oO 
dian went the fhrit on ve. and ruſhins 


at the Centry , he inſtantly killed him, 
Being animarel with this fuccels, they 
entred into the City, and went directly 
unto three or four Houſes of the chiefeit 
Citizens , where they knocked with dif- 
ſimulation. Theſe belciving them to be 
friends, opened the doors, and the Pirates 
{ud Jainly poticfiing thaniclvcs of the Hou- 


{cs, 
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ſcs, robb'd . all the mony and plate, they 
could find. Neither did they ſpare thc 
Churches, and moſt facred things , all 
which were pillaged ani prophan'd, with- 
out any rcſpect, or veneration. 


In the mcan while great cries and lamen- 


tation were heard about the Town, of 


ſome, who had eſcaped their hands ; by 
which means .the whole City was brought 
into an uproar, and alarm. From hence 
the whole number of Citizens rallied to- 
gcther, intending to put themſelves 1n de- 
tence. This being perceived by the Pirates, 
they, inſtantly , put themſelves to flight , 
carrying with them all that they had robb'd, 
and likewiſe ſome Prifoners. Theſe they 
led away ; to the intent , that it any of 
them ſhould happen to be taken by the 
Spaniards, they might make uſe of them; for 
ranſom. Thus they gotunto their Ship,and 
with all ſpeed ping (w3S put out to Sea; for- 
cing the Priſoners, before they would let them 
go, to procure them as much fleſh, as they 
thought neceſlary, tor their Voyage to 7a- 
maica. But no ſooner had they weighed 
Anchor, when they ſaw on ſhore a Troop 
of about five hundred Spaniards, all being 
very well armed, at the Sea-fide. Againſt 
theſe, they let the ſeveral Guns, wherewith

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they forced them to quit the fands, and 
retire towards home, with no ſmall regret, 
to fſce thoſe Pirates carry away fo much 
plate of their Churches, and Houſes, tho 
dittant at leaſt forty leagues from the 
Sa. | 

Theſe Pirates Robbd in this occaſion, 
above tour thouſard peices of cight 1n-rea- 
ay MONy. Beſides great quantity of plarc 
uncoyned, ana many Jewels. All which 
Was COMP! red ro be worth the ſum of fifty 
thouſand peices of ct2he, or more. Wuh 
this great purciaſe, t they arnved a Jamaica, 
ſoon after the exploit. Bur as this fort of 
people , are never Maſters of their mony, 
but a very little white, ſo were they ſoon 
conſtrained to ſeek more , by the fame 
means, they had uſed before. This ad- 
venture, cauſed Captain Fohn Davis , pre- 
ſently afrer his return, to. be choſen Admi- 
ral of ſeven or eight Boats of Pirates ; he 
being now eſteemed by common conſene, 
aa able Conductor tor ſuch ENICTPTIZes as 
thefe were. He began the exercife of this 
new Command by "directing his Flect to-

there to wait for the. Fleet, which. was to- 
paſs from New-Spain. But, not being ble

termined to 29 towards the coaſts of Flo- 


rida. Being arrived there, they landed part Ft rarſack: 


of their Mcn, and Sacked a ſmall City, 
named Sant Argauftine of Flerida. Thc 
Caſtle of which place, had a 'Garrifon of 
two hundred Men. The which notwith- 
ſtanding, could not prevent the pillage of 
the City ; they effecting it without recciy- 
ing the leaſt damage from cither Soldiers, 
or Townſmen. 

Hitherto we have ſpoken 1n the firſt part 
of this Book, of the conſtitution of the 
Iflands. of Hiſpanicla , and Tortuga , their 
proprieties, and Inhabitants, as alſo of the 
fruits to be found 1n thoſe Countries. In 
the ſecond part of this Work, we ſhall bend 
our diſcourſe to deſcribe the actions of 
two of the moſt tamous Pirates, who com- 
mitted many horrible crimes, and inhu- 
man crueltes , againſt the Spaniſh Na- 
tion. 
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Origine of Francis Lolonois, and bepgin= 
ning of bu Robberies. 


| 'Rancrs Lolonozs was Native of that Territo- Francis Lo- 


ll. —<—_— 


ry fn France, which 1s called Les Sables d' lonois. 

Olone, or the Sands of Olone. In his Youth 
he was tranſported unto the Caribby Iſlands, in 
quality of a Servant or Slave, according to the 
cuſtom of France and other Chmtdes; - of which 
we have already ſpoken in the firſt part of this 
Book. Being out of his time, when he had ob- 
tained his Freedom, he came unto the Ifle of Hz- 
ſpaniola. Here he placed himſelt for ſome while 
among the Hunters, betore he began his Robbe- 
ries againſt the Spaniards ; whereof I ſhall make 
mention at preſent, until his unfortunate Death. 
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He ſerveh At firſt he made two or three Voyages in qua-- 
ihe Eral7e lity of a common Mariner ; wherein he beha- 
ved himlelt ſo couragiouſly, as to deſerve the fa- 
vour and eſteem of the Governour of Tortuga, 
who was then Monſter de Iz Place. Inlomuch, 
that this Gentleman gave him a Ship, and made 
1: ſoon ad- him Captain thereof, to the intent he might ſeek. 
pp oo " his fortune. This ne ſhewed herſelf very fa- 
| vourable unto him at: the beginning : for in a 
ſhort while he purchaſed great Riches. But 
withal, his Cruclties againſt the Spaniards were 
{uch, as that the very tame of them made him 
known through the whole Indies. For which 
realon the Spaniards, in his time, whenſoever 
they were attacked by Sea, would chule rather to 
die or ſink fighting, than ſurrender ; as knowing 
they ſhould have no Mercy nor Quarter at his 
hands. But as Fortune 1s ſeldom conſtant, fo 
after ſome time, ſhe turned her back unto him. 
The beginning of whoſe Diſaſters was, that m a 
Loſeth hs huge Storm he loſt his Ship upon the Coaſts of 
atk" 26h is Campeche. The men were all ſaved ; but com- 
© ingupondryLand, the Spaniards purſued them, 
and killed the greateſt part, wounding alſo Le- 
lonois their Captain. Not knowing how to e- 
| ſcape, he thought to ſave his life by : a Stratagem. 
nts Hereupon he took ſeveral handfuls of Sand and 
”  mingledthem with the Bloud of his own Wounds, 
with which he beſmeared his face and other parts 
of 
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of his body. Then hiding himſelt dexterouſly a- 
mong the Dead, he continued there till the Spa- 
aards had quitted the Field. 

After they were gone, he retired into the He retire 
Woods, and bound up his Wounds as well as he Words. 
could. Thele being by the help of Nature pret- 
ty well healed, he took his way to the City of 
Campeche, having perfectly diſguiſed himſelf in 
Spaniſh Habit. Here he ſpoke with certain 
Slaves, unto whom he promiſed their liberty, in 
caſe they would obey him, and truſt in his Con- 
dug. They accepted his Promiſes, and ſtealing 
one night a Canow from one of their Mafters, 
they went to Sea with the Pyrat. The Spantards 
in the mean while had made Priſoners ſeveral of 
his Companions, whom. they kept in cloſe Dun- 
geons 1n the City, while Lolonozs went about the 
Town and ſaw all that paſſed. Theſe were oft- 
ten asked by the Spamiards, What 3s become of 
your Captain © Unto whom they conſtantly an{- 
wered, He was dead. With which news the 
S paniards were hugely £ oiadded, and made great The Spani- 
demonſtrations of joy, kindling Bonfires, and, as _— reg 
them that knew nothing to the contrary, giving 
thanks to God Almighty for their deliverance 
irom ſuch a cruel Pyrat. Lolonozs having ſeen 
theſe Joys for his death, made haſte to eſcape 
with the Slaves above-mentioned, and came ſafe 
to Tortuga, the common place of Refuge of all 
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ſort of Wickedneſs, and the Seminary, as it were, 
of all manner of Pyrats and Thieves. Thought 
He gorth to NOW his Fortune was but low, yet he failed not 
S22 again. of means to get another Ship ; which with Crafc 
and Subtilty he obtained, and in it one and twen- 
ty perſons. Being well provided with Arms and 
other neceſlaries, be {et forth towards the Ile of

the mercy of the Almighty, they eſcaped his ty- 
rannical hands. For the Inhabitants of the Town 
of Cayos dilpatched immediately a Meſſenger over: 
Land unto the Havana, complainmg unto the 
Governour that Lolonozs was come to deſtroy 
them, with two Canows. The Governour could 
very hardly be per{waded unto the truth of this 
ſtory, ſeeing he had received Letters from Cam- 
peche that he was dead. Notwithſtanding, at the 
importunity of the Petitioners he ſent a_Ship to 

W | their relief, with ten Guns, and fourſcore and ten 

Perſons well armed ; giving them withal this ex- 
prels Command : They ſhould not return unto his 
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preſence, without having totally deſtroyed thoſe Pi-- 
xats, Unto this effect he gave them alſo a Negro, 
who might ſerve them for a Hangman ; his Or- 
ders being ſuch, as They ſhould immediately bang 
every one of the faid Firats, excepting Lolor.ois 
their Captain, whom they ſoould bring alive unto 
the Havana. This Ship arrived at Cayos; of 
whoſe coming the Pirats were advertifed before- 
hand; and inſtead of flying, went to ſeck the 
aid Veſſel in the River Eftera, where ſhe rid ac 
Anchor. The Pirats apprehended fome Fiſher- 
men, and forced them, by night, to ſhew the en- 
try b” the Port, hoping loon to obtain a greater 
Veſlel than hs two Canows, & thereby to mend 
their Fortune. They arrived, after two of the 
clock in the morning, very nigh unto the Ship. And 
the Watch on board the Ship asking them Frome 
whence they came, and if they had ſeen any Pirats 
abroad £ They cauſed one of the Priſoners to an- 
(wer, They had ſeen no Pirats, nor any thing elſe. 
Which anſwer brought them into per{waſton 
that they were fled away, having heard of their 
coming. 
Bur they experimented: very ſoon the contra- 
: For about break of day the Pirats began to. 
:Lult the Velle] on both ſides with their two 
Canows. This Attaque they performed with 
{uch vigour, that although the Spaniards behaved. 
then nſelves as they ought, and made as good de- 
tence

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tence as they conld, ſhooting againſt them like- 
wile ſome great Guns ; yet they were forced to 
{urrcnder, after being beaten by the Pirats, with 
Swords mi hands,down under the Hatches. From 
hence Lolonois commanded them to be brought 
up one by one, and in this order cauſed their 
heads to be ſtruck off. Among the reſt, came 
up the Negro, deſigned to be the Pirats Executio- 
ner by the Governor of Havana. This Fellow 
implored mercy at his hands very dolefully, de- 
ſiring not to. be killed, and telling Lolonois he was 
conſtituted Hangman of that Ship ; and that im 
cale he would ſpare him, he would tell him faith- 
fully all that he ſhould deſire to know. Lolonois 
ws | him contels as many things as he thought fit 
to ask him ; and having done,commanded him to 
be ed with the reſt. "Thaw he cr uelly and 
barbarouſly put them all to death, relerving of 
the whole number onely one alive ; whom he 
int back unto the Governour of Havana, with 
this Metlage given him in writing : I ſhall newer 
tA, vn give Quarter unto any Spaniard what- 
foever : And 1 have great hopes I ſhall execute 
on your own perſon te very ſame puniſhment I 
Dave done upon them you fent againſt me. Thus I 
bave retaliated the kindneſs you deſigned unto me and 
z:y Companions. The Governour was much trou- 
Hled to underſtand thele ſad and, withal , info- 
tent News ; which occaſioned him to {wear, in 
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the preſence of many, he would never 'grant 


Quarter unto. any Pirat that ſhould fall into 
his hands. But the Citizens of the Havana deſi- 
red him not to- perfiſt in the execution of that 
raſh and rigorous Oath, Seeing the Pirats would 
certainly take occaſion from thence to do the ſame; 


and they had an hundred times more opportunity of 


Revenge than he : That being neceſſitated to get 
their Livelihood by Fiſhery, they ſhould hereafter 
always be in danger of loſing their lives. By theſe 
Reaſons he was perſwaded to bridle his Anger, 
and remit the- ſeverity of his Oath aforemen- 
tioned. 


Now Lelonois had got himſelf a good Ship, but 
withal very few Proviſtons and People in it. Here- - 
upon,to purchaſe both the one and the other,he re- | 


ſolved to uſe his cuſtomary means of cruzing from 
one Port to another. Thus he did for ſome. while, 
till at laſt not being. able to purchaſe any thing, 
he determined to go unto the Port of Maracaibo. 
Here he took, by ſurprize, a Ship that was laden 
with Plate and other Merchandize, being outward 
bound to buy Cacao-nuts. With theſe Prizes he 
returned unto Tortuga; where he was reccived 
with no ſmall Joy by the Inhabitants, they con- 
gratulating his happy Succeſs, and their own pri- 
vate Intereſt. He continued not long there, but 
pitched upon new defignes, of equipping a whole

Fleet ſufficient ro tranſport five hundred men, .. 
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with all other neceſſarics. With thele Prepara- 
tions he reſolved to go unto the Spaniih Domi- 
nions, and pillage both Cities, Towns, and V1l- 
lages ; and finally, take Maracaibo it felt. For 
this purpoſe, he knew the Iſland of Tortuga would 
altord him many refolute and couragious men, 
very fit for ſuch Enterprizes. Belides, that he 
had in his ſervice ſeveral Prifoners who exactly 
were acquainted with the ways and places he de- 
{112ned upon. 
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Lolonovis equippeth a Fleet, to land upon 
the Spaniſh lands of America, vith 
intent to rob, ſack, and burn whatever 
he met, 


F this his deſigne Lolonois gave notice unto 

F all the Prrars, who at that conjuncture of 

time were cither at home or abroad. By which 

mcans he got rogcther,in a little while, above 400 

men. Betides which, there was at that preſcnt in the 

© lone | He of Tortuga another Pirar, whole name was 

- joyneth = Michael de Baſco. This man by his Piracy had 
we ey gotten Riches {ufhcient to live at eale, and go no 
more abroad to Seca ; having withal the Office of 


hajor 
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Major of the Iſland. Yet ſeeing the great Prepa- 
oo that Lolonois made for this Expedition, he 
entred into a ſtreight League of Friendſhip with 
him, and proffered unto him, that in caſe he 
would make him his chief Captain by Land (ſee- 
ing he knew the Country very well, and all its 
Avenues ) he would take part in his Fortunes, 
and go along with him. They both agreed up- 
on Articles, with great joy of Lolonozs, as know- 

ing that Baſco had performed great Actions in Ex- 
rope, and had gained the repute of a good Soul- 
dier. He gave him therefore the Command he 
deſired, and the ConduCt of all his People by 
Land, Thus they all embarqued 1n eight Vel- 


ſels; that of Lolonozs being the greateſt, as having . 


ten Guns of indifferent carriage. 


All things being in a readineſs, and the MOL They ſet ſail 


= come to 


Company on board, they ſet ſail together about 


the end of April, having a conſiderable number of © 


men for thole parts, that is in all, ſix hundredand 
threeſcore perſons. They dire&ed their courſe 
towards that part which 1s called Bayala, ſcitua- 
ted on the North-fide of the Ifland of Hiſpanio- 
Iz. Here they alſo took into their company a 
certain number of French Hunters, who volunta- 
rily offered themſelves to go along with them. 
And here likewile they provided themſclvs with 
Victuals and other Neceſlaries for that Voy- 
age. 
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They ſail i» From hence they {et fail again the Jaſt day of 
enV Tuly, and ſteered directly towards the Eaſtern 
Ship. Cape of the Iſle, called Punta de Eſpada. Here- 
abouts they ſuddenly efpied a Ship that was co- 
ming from Pxerto Kico, and bound for New Spai, 
being laden with Conedants. Lolonors, the Ad- 
mnal, preſently commanded the reſt of the Fleet 
they ſhould wait for him nigh unto the Iſle of 
Sawvona, {cituate on the Faſtern fide of Cape Pun 
ta de Eſpada, foralmuch as he alone intended to 
go and take the laid Veſſel. The Spaniards, al- 
though they had been in ſight now full ewo hours, 
and knew them to be Pirats, yet would they not 
flie, but rather prepared to fight ; as being well 
armed,and provided of all things neceſfary there- 
unto. Thus the Combat began between Lolo- 
z0is and 'the Spaniſh Veſſel, which laſted three 
hours; and theſe being paſt, they furrcndred un- 
to him. This Ship was mounted with ſixteen 
Guns, and had fifty fighting men on board. They 
Lading of found in her One hundred and twenty thouſand 
the Ship. Teight of Cacao, forty thouſand Pieces of Eight, and 
the walue of ten thouſand more in Tewels. Lolonois 
ſent the Veſſel preſently unto Tortuga to be un- 
Jaded, with orders to return with the ſaid Ship as 
ſoon as poſlible unto the Ifle of Sawona, where 
he would wait for their coming. In the mean 
while the reſt of the Fleet, being arrived at the 


ſaid Iſland of Savona, met with another Spaniſh 
Vellel 
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Veſſel that was coming from Comana with Mili- 


cary Proviſtons unto the Iſle of Hiſpaniola ; and 
alſo with Money to pay the Gariſons of the ſaid 
Iſland. This Veſſel alſo they took without any 
reſiſtance, though mounted with eight Guns. 
Here were found {even thouſand weight of Pow- 
der, great number of Muskets, and other things 
of this kind, together with twelve thouſand Pieces 
of Eight in ready money. 

Theſe forementioned Events gave good en- 
couragement unto the Pirats, as judging them ve- 
ry good beginnings unto the buſineſs they had 
in hand. Eſpecially finding their Fleet pretty 
well recruited within a little while. For the firſt 
Ship that was taken being arrived at Tortuga, the 
Governour ordered to be inſtantly unladen, and 
ſoon after ſent her back with freſh Proviſions, and 
other Neceſlaries, unto Lolonozs. This Ship he 
choſe for his own, and gave that which he com- 
manded, unto his Comrade Antony du Pujs. Thus 


having received new recruits of men, 1a lieu of 


them he had Joſt in taking the Prizes abovemen- 
tioned, and by ſickneſs, he found himſelf in a 
good condition to proſecute his Voyage. All 
being well animated and full of courage, they ſet 
ſail for Maracaibo, which Port is ſcituated in the 
Province of Nueva Venezuela, in the Altitude of 
twelve degrees and ſome minutes of Northern 
Latitude. This Ifland is in Jength twenty leagues, 
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and twelve in breadeh-—Uanto this Port alſo do 
belong the Iſlands of Onega and Monges. The 
Faſt-fide thereof 1s called Cape Sr. Roman, and the: 
Weſtern {ide Cape of Caquibacoa. The Gult is: 
called by ſome, the Gulf of Venezxelo ; but the- 
Pirats uſually call it the Bay of Maracaibo. 
At the begmning of this Gult are two Iſlands, 
which extend for the greateſt part from Eaſt to' 
Weſt. That that lieth towards the Eaſt is cal- 
lcd Iſla de las Vigilia, or the Watch-Iſle; becauſe 
in the middle thereof is to be ſeen an high Hill, 
upon which ſtandeth a houſe wherein dwelleth 
perpetually a Watchman. The other 1s called: 
Iſla de ls Palomas, or the Iſle of Pigeons. Be- 
tween theſe two Iflands runneth a little Sea, or ra- 
Like of Ma- ther a Lake, of freſh water , being threeſcore 
acald® leagues in length, and thirty in bredth ; which 
diſgorgeth into the Ocean, and dilateth it felt a- 
bout the two [lands aforementioned. Between 
chem is tound the beſt paſſage for Shrps, the Cha- 
nel of this paſlage being no broader than the flight 
of a great Gun of eight pound carriage, more or 
Caſile, leis. Upon the Iſle of Pigeons ſtanderh a Caſtle, 
to impede the entry of any Vellels; all ſuch as 
will come 1n, being neceflirated to approach very 
nigh unto the Caſtle, by reaſon of two Banks of 
5414-bau, Sand that lie on the other {ide, with onely four- 
reen foot water. Many other Banks of Sand 
there be allo found in this Lake, as that which-is 


called 
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called el Tablazo, or the great Table, which is no- 

deeper than ten foot 3 but this lieth forty leagues 

within the La!:2z. Others there be that have no 

more thaa ſix, ſeven, or eight foot in depth. All 

of them are very dangerous, eſpecially unto ſuch 
Mariners as are little acquainted with this Lake. 

On the Weſt-1{1d2 hereof 1s {ituated the Citie of $11aation of 
Maracaibo, being very pleaſant ro the view, by Varacaibo. 
reaſon its Houſes are built along the ſhore, having 

delicate Proſpects every-where round about. The 

City may poſlibly contain three or four thouſand 

perſons, the Slaves being included in this num- 

ber ; all which do make a Town of a reaſonable 

bigneſs. Among theſe are judged'to be eight 
hundred perſons more or lcfs, able to bear Arms, 

all of them Spaniards. Here are alſo one Pariſh- 

Church, of very good Fabrick, and well adorn- 

ed; four Monaſteries, and one Hoſpital. The 

City is governed by a Deputy-Governoar, who 

is fubſcitated here by the Governour of Caracas, 

as being his Dependency. The Commerce or <,,,,.,.. 7 
Frading here exercited, conſiſteth for the great- Maracaibo. 
eſt part in Hides and Tobacco. The TInhabi- 

tants poſlels great numbers of Cattel, and many 
Plantations, which extend for the ſpace of thirty 

leagues within the Country ; eſpecially on that 

lide that Jooketh towards the grear and populous 

Town of Gibraltar. At which place are gathcr- 

ed huge quantities of Cacao-mts, and all other

The Port. 
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ſorts of Garden-fruits ; which greatly ſerve for 
the regale and ſuſtenance of the Inhabitants of 
Maracaibo, whoic Territories are much drier than 
thoſe of Gibraliar. Unto this place, thofe! of 
Maracaibo ſend great quantities of Fleſh ; they 
making returns in Orenges, Lemons, and ſeveral 
other Fruits. For the Inhabitants of Gibraltar 
have great. ſcarcity of Proviſions of Fleſh, their 


Fields being not capable of feeding Cows nor 
Sheep. 


Betore the City of Maracaibo licth a very ſpa- 
cious and fecure Port , wherein may be built all 


ſort of Veſlels; as having great convenience of 


Timber, which may be tranſported thither at ve- 
ry little charge. Nigh unto the Tow lieth al- 
ſo a ſmall Ifland called Borrica, which ferveth 
them to feed great numbers of Goats. Of which 
Cattel the Inhabitants of Maracaibo make greater 
uſe for their Skins, than for their Fleſh or Milk ; 

they making no great account of theſe two, un- 
lels while they are as yet but-tender and young 
Kids. In the Fields about the Town are fed 
ſome numbers of Sheep, but of a very ſmall ſize. 
In ſome of the Iſlands that belong unto the Lake, 
and in other places hereabouts, do inhabit man 

Savage Indians, whom the Spaniards call Brawos, 
or Wild. Theie Indians could never agree as 
yer, nor be reduced to any Accord with the Spa- 
niards, by reaſon of their brutiſh and untamable 
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nature. They dwell for the moſt part towards 
the Weſtern tide of the Lake, in little Huts that 
are b:,jlt upon Trees which grow in the water. 
The cauſe hereot being onely 9 exempt them- 
ſelves as-much as poſlible from the innumerable 
quantity of Moſquito's, or Gnats, that infeſt thoſe 
parts, and by which they are tormented night and 
day. Towards the Eaſt-ſide of the ſaid Lake 


are alſo to be ſeen whole Towns of Fiſhermen, 


who likewite are conſtrained to live in Huts, buile 


upon Trees, like unto the former. . Another rea- 
ſon of thus dwelling, is the frequent Inundations 
of Waters :: for after. great Rains, the Land is 


often overflowed for the ſpace of two or three 
leagues; there being no leſs than five and twen- 


ty great Rivers that feed this Lake. The Town 


of Gibraltar 1s alſo frequently drowned by theſe 


Inundations, 1nſomuch as the Inhabitants are con- Inwndations 
of Gibraltar. 


ſtrained to leave their houſes, and retire unto their 
Plantations. 


Gibraltar 1s {ituated at the fide of the Lake, ,, Fs 


forty leagues or thereabouts within it, and recei- 2ion. 


veth its neceſſary Provitions of Fleſh,as hath been 
faid, from Maracaibo. 'The Town is inhabited 
by fifteen hundred perſons, more or leſs; where- 
of four hundred may be capable of bearing Arms. 
The preateſt part of th« Inhabitants keep open 
Shops, wherein they exerciſe one mechanick 


Trade or other. All the adjacent Fields about 
this 
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this Town are cultivated with numerous Planta- 
tions of Sugar and Cacao; m which are many 
tall and beautiful Trees, of whoſe Timber Houſes 
may be. built, and alſo Ships. Among theſe 
Trees are found great ſtore of handlome and 
proportionable Cedars, being ſeven or eight foot 
in circumference, which ſerve there very common- 
ly to build Boats and Ships. Thele they build 
after ſuch manner as to bear one onely great 
Sail ; and ſuch Veſlels are called Piraguas. The 
whole Country round about 1s ſufficiently fur- 
niſhed with Rivers and Brooks, which are very 
uſcful to the Inhabitants in time of Drowths, 
they opening 1n that occaſion many little Cha- 
nels, through which they lead the Rivolets to wa- 
ter their Fields and Plantations. They plant in 
like manner great quantitie of Tobacco, which is 
much eſteemed in Exrope ; and for its goodnels, 
is called there, Tabaco de Sacerdotes , or Prieſts - 
Tobacco. ,They enjoy nigh twenty leagues of 

Juriſdiction ; which is bounded and defended by 
very high Mountains that are perpetually cover- 
ed with Snow. On the other fide of theſe 
Mountains is ſituated a great City called Merida, 
unto which the Town of Gibraltar is ſubje&t. All 


A1ort of Merchandize 1s carried from this Town 


unto the aforeſaid City, upon Mules ; and that 
bur ar one ſeaſon of the year, by reafon of the 
exceſſive Cold endured in thoſe high Mountains. 
Upon 
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Upon the ſaid Mules great returns are made in 
Flour of Meal, which cometh from towards Per, 
by the way of Eftaffe. 

Thus far I thought it convenient to make a 
ſhort deſcription of the aforeſaid Lake of Mara- 
caibo, and 1ts Situation ; to the intent my Reader 
might the better be enabled to comprehend 
what I ſhall ſay concerning what was acted by 
the Pirats in this place. The Hiſtory whereot, 
I ſhall preſently begin. 


As ſoon as Lolonozs arrived at the Gulf of Vene- Arrival of 
zuela, he caſt Anchor with his whole Fleet, out of ©2!99915 t 


ſight of the Watch-tower of the Iſland of Vigi- 
lia, or Watch-Iſle. The next day very early he 
ſet {ail from hence, with all his Ships, tor the Lake 
of Maracaivo eekinne being arrived they caſt An- 
chor the {ccond time. Soon after, they landed 
all cheir men, with deiigne to atrack, in rhe firſt 
place, the Caſtle or Fortreſs that commanded che 
Bar, and 1s therctore called de [z Darra. This 


Fort conltſterh onc]y of {cveral rear Backers of 


Earth placed upon a riling ground, upon winch 
arc planred {1xteen great Guns. with {cvcral other 
heaps of Earth round about,tor cc vering the men 
within. The Pirats having Reded 3t The diltancc 
of a Jeague from this Fort, began to advance by 
degrees cowards it, But the Governourthercot 
having goned their Janding, had placed an Am- 
Duſcade of {ome of h!s men, w ith deiigne to Cut 

CC them 


the Gulf, 
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them off behind, while he meaned to . attack 
them in the front. This Ambulcade was found 
out by the Pirats ; and hercupon getting before, 
they affaulted and deteated it fo entircly, that 
not one man could retreat unto the Caſtle. This 
Obſtacle being removed, Lolorozs with all hisCom- 


PanioNns advanced in great haſtc towards the Fort. 


And after a Fight of almoſt three hours, wherein 
they behaved rhemſelves with deſperate Cou- 
rage, ſuch as this. jort of people uſe to ſhew, 
they became Maſters thereof, having made uſe 
of no other Arms than their Swords and Piſtols. 
In the mean while they were fighting, thoſe who 
were routed in the Ambulcade, not being able to 
get into the Caſile, retired towards the City of 
Maracaibo in great confuſion and diſorder, cry- 
ing, The Pirats will preſently be here with two tbou- 
ſand men and more. This City having formerly 
been taken by ſuch kind of people as theſe were, 

and fack'd even to the remoteſt corners ther of, 
preſerved ſtill in its memory a freſh Idea of that 
miſery. Hereupon, as ſoon as they heard theſe 
diſmal News, they endeavourcd to eicape as faſt 
as they ale: towards Gibraltar in their Boats and 
Canows, carrying with them all the Goods and 


money they could. Being come unto Grbraltar,. 


they diſperſed the rumour, that the Fortreſs was 
taken, and that nothing os. been ſaved, nor any 


perſons able to clcape the tury of the Pirats. 
The. 
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The Caſtle being taken by the Pirats, as was 
{aid betore, they preſently made {igne unto the 
Ships of the Vidory they had obtained ; to the 
end. they ſhould come farther in, without appre- 
henſjon of any danger. The reſt of that day 
was ſpent 1n ruiving and. demolihing the {aid 
| Caſtle. They nailed the Guns, and burnt as 
much as they could not carry away : burying al- 
ſo the dead, and {cnding on board the Fleet ſuch 
as were wounded. The next day very early in 
the morning, they weighed Anchor, and directed 
their courle all together towards the City of Ma- 
racaibo, diſtant onely fix leagues, more or lels, |” 
from the Fort. But the wind being very ſcarce, 
that day they could advance bur Jittle, as Tm 
forced to expect the flowing of the Tvde. The 
next morning they came within ſi tghr of the 
Town, and began to make preparations for Jan- 
ding under the protection of their 6wn Guns; 
being periwaded the Spaniards mighe have Iaid 
an Ambuſcade among the Trees and Woods. 
Thus they put their men to Canows, which for 
that purpolc they brought wiil: chem, aud lan- 
ded where rhey thought moſt convenient, ſhoo- 
ting in the mean while very turiouſly with their 

reat Guns. Of the people that were in the 
Canows, halt onely went on ſhore, the other halt 
remained on board the {aid Canows. They fired 


with their Guns from th- Ships as faſt as was of 
CTCT9 
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{ible towards the woodic part of the ſhore ; but 
could ſee, nor were anlwered by, no body, 
Thus they marched in good order into the Town, 
whole Inhabitants, as I told you before, were 
The I:babi- all retired into the Woods, and towards Gibral- 
are tar, with their Wives, Children, and Families. 
Their houſes they left well provided with all fort 
of Victuals, fuch as Flour, Bread, Pork, Brandie, 
oY and good ſtore of Poultry. With theſe 
; rhe Pirats fell to banqueting, and making 
Us Cheer : for in four weeks before, they had: 
had no opportunity of filling their ſtomacks withy 

{uct plenty. 

They inſtantly poſlefled themſelves of the beſt 
houſes in the Town, and placed Centries every- 
where they thought convenient. The great 

They form a Church ſerved them for their main Corps du Gard. 

ORE The next day they ſent a body of one hundred 
\_SAIlQs 

and ſixty men to find out ſome of the Inhabi- 

tants of the Town, whom they underſtood were 

hidden in the Woods not far from thence. Theſe 

Vake agreat returned that very night, bringing with them 

Par ARES ewenty thouſand Pieces of Fight, ſeveral Mules 

laden with Houthold-goods and Merchandize; 

and twenty Priſoners, between men, women,and 

children. Some of theſe Priſoners were put to 

the Rack, onely to make them confeſs where 

they had hidden the reſt of their Goods 5 but 

they could extort very little from them. Lolo«

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2ois, Who never uſed to make any great account 
of murthering, though 12 cold bloud, ten or 
twelve Spaniards, drew his Cutlaſs and hacked 
one to pieces in the prelence of all the reſt, ſay- Fon 
cittteti 4 

ing, If you do not confeſs and declare whe Jon $paiand on 
have hidden the reſt of your Goods, I will do the jic-. 
like unto all your Companions. At Jaf t, amongſt 
theſe horrible Cruelties and inhumane Threats, 
one was found who promiſed to conduct kim, 
and ſhew the place where the reſt of the Spa- 
niards were hidden. But thole that were fled, 
having intelligence that one had diſcovered their 
lurking Holes unto the Pirats, changed place, and 
buried all the remnant of their Riches under 
ground ; inſomuch that the Pirats could not find They go ow 
them out, unle(s ſome other perſon of their own fo Je 
Party ould reveal them. Beſides, that the 
Spania:ds flying trom one place to another eVEry Brt the Spa- 
day, and often changing Woods, were jealous im 6 
even of each other ; inſomuch as the Father ſcarce 
preſumed to truſt his own Son. 

Finally, after that the Pirats had been fifteen 
days in Maracaibo, they relolved to go towards 
Gibraltar. But the Inhabitants of this lace ha- 
ving rece1ved intelligence thereof before-hand, 
as allo that they intended afterwards to: LO tO qo. 5, 
Merida, gave notice of thizdefigne unto the Cob Greriolatsd 
Vernour the rcot, who wasa v aliant Souldier, and Merida, 
nad {crved his King | inFl2nders 19 many Military 
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Offices. His anſwer was , He would have then 
take no care : for be hoped in alittle while to exter- 
minate the ſaid Pirats, Whereupon he trans- 
terred himlelt immediately unto Gzbraltar, with 
He comerh 400 men well armed, ordering at the ſame time, 
_ +” the Inhabitants of the laid Town to put them- 
il {elves in Arms; lo that in all he made a body of 
| rag rong eight hundred fighting men. With the ſame 
\ Me one ſpeed he commanded a Battery to be raiſed to- 
wards the Sea; whereon he mounted twenty 
Guns, covering them all with great Baskets of 
Earth. Another Battery likewile he placed in a- 
nother place, mounted with cight Guns. After 
this was done, he barricado'd an High-way or 
narrow Paſſage unto the Town, through which 
the Pirats of neceſlity ought to vals. ; opening at 
the ſame time another, through much dirt and 
mudin the Wood, which was totally unknown 
unto the Pirats. 
ERR The Pirats, not knowing any thing of theſe 
Wk Preparations , having imbarked all their Priſo- 
OY ers and what they had robb'd, took their way 
towards Gibraltar. Being come within fight of 
the place, they perceived the Royal Standard 
hanging forth, and that thoſe of the Town had a 
.mimid to fght, and defend their houſes. Lolonois 
icemg this reſolution , called a Council of War 
to deliberate what he ought to do in ſuch cale : 
Propounding withal unto his Officers and Mari- 
ners, 
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ners, that the dithculty of {uct an Enterprize was 
very great, lecing the Spaniards had had ſo much 
time to put themſclves in a poſture of delence, 
and had gotten a good budy of men cogether, 
my many Martial Provitions. Bat notwithſtan- 

ng ( ſaid he ) have a good conrage. IWWe muſt 
= defend our # 4p like good Souldiers, or loſe 
our lives with all the riches we have gottey. Do 
as I ſhall do, who am your Captain. At other times 
we have fought with fewer men than we have in our 
company at preſent, and yet we have overcome grea- 
ter numbers than there poſſibly can be in this Town. 
The more they are, the more glory we ſhall attribute 
unto our Fortune, and the greater Riches we ſhall 
increaſe unto it. The Pirats were under this ſuſ- 
pition, that all thoſe Riches which the Inhabi- 
tants of Maracaibo had abiconded, were tranſpor- 
ted unto Gibraltar; or at lealt the greateſt part 
thereof. After this Speech, they all promiſed 
to follow him, and obey very exactly his Com- 
mands. Unto whom Lolonozs made an{iwer, 'Tzs 
well : but know ye withal, that the firſt man who 
ſhall ſhew any fear, or the leaſt apprehenſton thereof, 
I will piſtol bim with my own hands. 

With this refolucion they caſt Anchors nigh 
the ſhore, at the diſtance of one quarter of a 
league from the Town. The next day, before 
Sun-riting, they were all landed, being to the 
aumber of three hundred and furibare men, 

wel! 
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well provided,and armed every one with a Cut- 
laſs, and one or two Piſtols; and withal, {uthct- 
cnt Powder and Bullet for thirty charges. Here, 
upon the ſhore, they all ſhaked hands with one 
another, in ceſtimony of good courage, and began 
their "= Y L olonoss ſpeaking theſe words unto 
them : ©} my Brothers, follow me, and have a 
good courage. They followed their way with a 
Guide they had provided. But he, believing he 
led them well, brought them to the way which 
the Ciilbernom had obſtructed with Barricado's. 
Through this not being able to pals, they went 
unto the other, which was newly made in the 
Wood among the Mire; unto which the Spa- 
niards could thoat at pleaſure. Notwithſtan- 
ding, the Pirats being tull of courage, cut down 

multitude of branches of Trees, and threw them 
1m the dirt upon the way, ts the end they might 
not fiick ſo faſt init. In the mean while, thoſe 
of Gibrolt, ir hired at them with their great Guns 
lo itriouſly, that they con!d ſcarce hear nor ſee 
one another. echrous 1h the noiſe and ſmoak. Be- 

ING TOW pat: che Wood, they came upon firm 


eronnd, where they met wk a Battery of tix 


Cuns, ww nich mc diatcly the Spaniards dilchar- 
C1 _ ni them, all being I Daded with ſmall Bul- 
ers and b ces of fron. After this, the Spar- 
as fallyins torch, fer upon them with ſuch fu:- 
ry; as caulk d the Pirats to C1Ve way and retire ; 
YC 
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very few of them daring to advance towards the 
Fort. They continued ftill firing againſt the 
Firats, of whom they had alrcady killed and 
wounded many. This made them go back to 
ſ{cek ſome other way through the middle of the 
Wood; but the Spaniards having cut down 1na- 
ny Trees to hinder the paſlage, they could tid 
none, and thus were torced to return unto that 
they had Jett. Here the Spaniards continued to 
fire, as before; neither would they fally out o 
their Batteries to attack the Pirats any more. 
Hereby Lolonozs and his Companions, not being 
able to grimp up the Baskets of Earth, were com- 

[led to make uſe of an old Stratagem ; where- 
with at Jaſt they deceived and overcame the Spa- 
niards. 

Lolonozs retired ſuddenly with all his men, 
making ſhew as if he fled. Hereupon the Spa- 
niards, crying out, They flie, they flie, let us follow 
them, lallicd forth with great diforder, to purſue 
the fugitive Pirats. After they had drawn them 
ſome diltance trom their Batteries, which was 
their onely defigne, they turned upon them un- 
expectedly with Swords in hand, and killed above

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two hundred men. And thus fighting their way Wherewith 


through thoſe who remained alive, they poſlet- 
ſed themiclves of the Batteries. The Spaniards 
thac remained abroad, gave themlelves tor loſt, 


and conſequently rook their flight unto the 
D d Woods.

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Woods. The other part that was in the Batte- 
ry of eight Guns, ſurrendred themſelves upon 
conditions of obtaining quarter for their lives. 
The Pirats being now þecome Maſters of the 
They p11 Whole Town, pulled' down the Spaniſh Colours, 
lown the and ſet up their own,taking Priſoners at the ſame 
,1-"i/> © time as many as they could find. Theſe they 
carried unto the great Church, whither alto they 
transferred many great Guns, wherewith they 
raiſed a Batterie to defend themſelves ; tearing 
leſt the Spaniards that were fled, ſhould rally 
more of their own Partie, and come upon them 
again. Bur the next day, after they were all 
fortified, all their fears diſappeared. They ga- 
They gather thered all the-dead, with intent to allow them 
my GOT burial, finding the number of above five hundred 
PEER Spaniards kill'd ; beſides thoſe that were woun- 
ded within the Town,and thoſe that died of their 
Wounds in the Woods, where they ſought for 
refuge. Beſides which, the Pirats had in their cu- 
ſtodie above one hundred and fittie Priſoners, and 
nigh five hundred Slaves, many Women and 
Children. 

Of their own Companions the Pirats found 
onely fortie dead, and almoſt as many more 
wounded. Whereot the greateſt part died at- 
terwards , through the conſtitution of the Air, 
which brought Fevers and other Accidents upon 
them. They pur all the Spaniards that were 

flain, 
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ſlain, into two great Boats, and carrying them They throw 


one quarter of a league within the Sea, they ſank 


the Boats. Thele things being done, they ga-

dize, they could tob, or thought convenient to 
carry away. But the Spaniards who had any 
thing as yet left unto them, hid it very carefully. 
Soon after, the Pirats, as if they were unfatisfied 
with the great Riches they had gotten, began to 
{eek for more Goods and Merchandize, not ſpa- 
ring thoſe who lived in the Fields, ſuch as Hunters 
and Planters. They had ſcarce been eighteen days

upon the place, when the greateſt part of the 7hepriſoner; 
Priſoners they had taken, died for hunger. For * for bur 


in the Town very few Proviſi ons, eſpecially of *” 
Fleſh, were to be found. Howbeit,they had ſome 
quantitie of Flour of Meal, although perhaps 
ſomething leſs than what was ſufficient. But 
this the Pirats ,had taken into their cuſtodie to 
make Bread for themſelves. As to the Swine, 
Cows, Sheep, and Poultrie that were found upon 
the place, they took them likewiſe for their 
own ſuſtenance , without cog any ſhare 
thereof unto the poor Priſoners. For theſe they 
onely provided ſome {mall quantitie of Males 
and Aſjes fleſh, which they killed for that pur- 
pole. And "$0" as could not eat of that loath- 
{ome Proviſion, were conſtrained todic for hun- 
cer, as many did, their ſtomacks not being ac- 
D d 2 cuſtom- 
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cuſtomed to ſuch unuſual ſuſtenance. Onely: 
ſome women were found, who were allowed. 
better Chear by the Pirats, becauſe they {erved 
them in their {en(ual delights, unto which thoſe 
Robbers are hugely given. Among thoſe wo- 
men, {ome had 'been forced, others were volun- 
teers; though almoſt all had rather taken up 
that Vice, through Poverty and Hunger, more 
AN than any other cauſe. Ot -the Priſoners .many 
They torrs- Alſo died under the torments they ſuſtain'd,. to 
red mary make them confeſs where they had hidden their

Yet 
though they uſed the belt endeavours they po!- 
ſibly could, one part of the Town was ruined, 
eſpecially the Church belonging to the Mona- 1» Church 
ſtery, which was burnt even to duſt.

ral Conſternation- in the whol City, Unto 
which they {ent three or tour Priſoners to tell the 
Governour and Inhabitants; They ſhould bring 414 demand 
them thirty thouſand Pieces of Eiolt on board ths 30000 ara! 
Ships, for a Ranſom of their Houſes; otherwiſe they md 6c 
ſhould be entirely ſack'd anew and burnt.

This being done, every one was put to his Oath 
again, that he had not concealed any thing, nor 
{ abtra& ed from the common ſtock. liknce they 
procceded to the Dividend of what {ſhares be- 
longed ro ſuch as were dead amongſt them, ei- 
cher in battel or otherwiſe. Thele- ſhares were 
even to their Friends to be kept entire for them, 
and to be delivered in due time unto their nea- 
reſt Relations, -or wholoever ſhould appear to be 
thor lawful Heirs. 

The whole Dividend being entirely finiſhed, 
they ſet fail from thence for the Ile of Tortuga. 
Here they arrived, one:month after, to the great 
joy of moſt that were upon the Iſand. For as 
to the common Pirats, in three weeks they had 
{carce any money left them 3. -having ſpent it all 
in things of little value, or at play either of Cards 
or Dice. Here alſo arrived, not long before 
chem, two French Ships laden with Wine and 
Brandy, and other things of this kind : Whereby 
theſe Liquors, at the arrival of the Pirats, were 
lold indifferent cheap. But this laſted not long : 
tor ſoon aſter they were enhanced extremely, a 
gallon of Brandy being told for four Pieces of 
Eiohe. The Governour of the Ifland bought of 
the Pirats the whole Cargo of the Ship laden with 
Carzo;, giving them for that rich Commodity, 
{carce the rwenterh part of what it was worth. 
Thus they made thitt to Joſe and ſpend the 
| Riches 
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Riches they had gotten, in much leſs time than 
they were purchaſed by robbing. The Taverns 
and Stews, according to the cuſtom of Pirats, got 
the greateſt part thereof : Inſomuch that ſoon 
after they were conſtrained to ſeek more, by the 
ſame unlawful means they had obtained the pre- 
cedent.

Towns as he could meet. | 
Having publiſhed his new Preparations, he ha 

all his men together at the time appointed, be- - 
ing about the number of ſeven hundred, more 
or Icls. Of thelc he put three hundred on board 
the Ship he took at Maracaibo, and the reſt in 0- 
ther Vellcls of Iefler burthen, which. were five 
more : So that the whole number were 1n all fix 
Ships. The firſt Port they went unto, + was /1n- 
the Iſland of Hiſþamola, to a place called Bayaha ; 
where they determined to vietual the Fleet, and 
take in Provifſons. This being done, they: ſet 
lail from hence, and ſteercd their courfe'to a Port 
called Matamana, lying on the South-{ide of the 
Ile of Crba, Their intent' was to take here all: 
the Canows they could-meet 3 thele Coaſts be- 
ing frequented by. an huge number of Fiſhermen 
of Tortoiles, who carry them from thence unto 
Havana. They took as many of the ſaid Ca- 
nows, to the great grict of thoſe miſerable peo- 
ple, as they thought neceſlary for their deſigns. 
For they had great neceſlity.of theſe {mall bot- 
toms,. by reaſon the Port whither they deſigned 
to go, was not of depth {uthcient to bear Ships 
ot any burthen. From hence they took their 
courſe towards: the Cape called Gracias a Dios, 
{1tuate. 
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ſituate upon the Continent an the altitude of 
fifteen degrees, Northern latitude ; at the di- 
ſtance of one hundred leagues from the Iſland 
de los Pinos. But being out at Sea, they were 
taken with a ſad and tedious Calm; and by the 
agitation of the Waves alone, were: thrawn into 
the Gulf of Hondwras. Here they Jaboured very 
much to regain what they had Joſt , but all in 
vain ; both the Waters, m their courle, and the 
Winds being contrary to their endeavours. Be- 
ſides, that the Ship wherein Lolonois was 'iembar- 
qued, could not follow the reſt; and what was 
worle, they wanted already Proviſions. Here- 
upan they were forced to put into the firſt Port 
or Bay they could reach, to revictual their Fleet. 
Thus they entred with their Canows into a Rt- 


ver called Xagua, inhabited by Indians, whom Tj: etc, 


they totally robb'd and deſtroy'd; they finding 
amongſt their Goods great quantity of Mzllet, ma-

Cavallo, having 1n their company three hundred 
men, whom Lolonozs led, and leaving behind him 
Moſes van Vin tor his Lieutenant to govern the 
reſt in his ablence. Bemg come three leagues 
upon their way, they met with a Troop of Spa- 
niards, who lay tn Ambulcade tor their coming: Aud mer: 
Theſe they ſet upon with all che courage imagi- 77 ann

nable, and at laſt totally deteated'; howbeit Spaniards. 
they behaved ' themſelves very manfully at the 
beginning of. the Fight. But not being able to 
reſiſt the fury of the Pirats, they were forced to 
give way, and fave themſelves by flight, leaving 
many Pirats dead upon the place, and wounded ; 
as. alſo ſome of. their own: Party maimed by the 
way. Thele Lolonozs put to death without mer- 
cy, having asked them what.queſtions he thought 
fit for his purpole. |

Toey meet a- 
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cuſe, 1t poſſible, thoſe Ambuſcades. But they 
all conſtantly anſwered him, they knew none. 
Having asked them all, and finding they could 
ſhew him no other way, Lolonozs grew outragi- 
ouſly paſſionate ; infomuch that he drew his 
Cutlaſs, and with it cut open the breaſt of one 
of thoſe poor Spamards, and pulling out his heart 
with his facrilegious hands, began to bite and 
gnaw 1t with his teeth, Ike a ravenous Wolf, 
ſaying unto the reſt, I will ſerve you all alike, if 
you ſhew me not another way. 

Hereupon thole miſerable Wretches promiſed 


to ſhew him another way : But witha], rhey told 


him, it was extremely difhcult . and laborious. 
Thus, to fatisfhie that cruel Tyrant, they began to 
lead him and his Army. But finding ir not for 
his purpole, even as they told him, he was con- 
ſtrained to return unto the former way, ſ{wear- 
with great choler and indignation, Mort Dieu, 

les Eſpagnols me le payeroni : By Gods death, the 
S paniards ſhall pay me for this. 

The next day he tell into another Ambuſcade ; 
the which he aſſaulted with 1uch horrible tary, 
that 1n les tzan an hours time, he routed the Spa- 
niards, and Killed the greateſt part of them. The 
Spantards were perlwaded that by theſe Ambul- 
cades they {hovuid betrer be able to deſtroy the 
Pirats, athauiring them by degrees ; and tor this 
rcaſon had poſted themſelves in ſeveral places. 
At 
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At laſt he met with a third Ambuſcade, where 71, ,,.., . 
was placed a Party of Spaniards, both ſtronger th1r4. 
and*to greater advantage than the former. Yet 
notwithſtanding, the Pirats, by throwing with 

their hands little Firebals in great number , and 
continuing to do ſo for ſome time, forced this 

Party, as well as the precedent, to flie. And 

this with ſuch great lols of men; as that before 

they could reach the Town, the greateſt part of 

the Spaniards wgre either killed or wounded. 

There was but one path which led unto the 

Town. This path was very well barricado'd 

with good defences : And the reſt of the Town 

round about was planted with certain Shrubs or 

Trees named Ragqueltes, very full of thorns, and 

theſe very ſharp-pointed. This fort of Fortifica- 

tion ſeemed ſtronger than the Triangles which are 

uſed in Exrope, when an Army 1s of neceſlity to 

paſs by the place of an Enemy ; it being almoſt. 
impoſlible for the Pirats to traverſe thoſe Shrubs. 

The Spaniards that were poſted behind the ſaid 
defences, {ſeeing the Pirats come , began to: - 

ſhoot at them with their great Guns. + But theſe 
perceiving them ready to fire, uſed to ſtoop 
down, and when the ſhot was made, fall upon the 
Defendants with Fire-balls in hands, 'and naked 
Swords, killing with theſe Weapons many of the 
Town. Yet notwithſtanding, not being able to 
advance any farther, they were conſtrained rG 
retire 
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retire for the firſt time. Afterwards they re- 
turned to the atraque again, with fewer men 
than before : and obſerving not to ſhoot till they 
were very nigh, they gave the Spaniards a charge 
fo dexterouſly, that with every ſhot they killed 
an Enemy. 

The Attaque continuing thus eager on both 
ſides till night, the $ paniards were compelled to 
hang forth a white Flag, in token of Truce, and 
that they deſired to come to a Barly. The one- 
ly Conditions they required for delivering the 
Town, were, That the Pirats ſhould give the In- 
babitants quarter for two hours. This ſhort [pace 
of time they demanded, with intent to carry away 
and abſcond as much of therr Goods and Riches 
as they could ; as allo to flie unto ſome other 
neighbouring Town. Upon the agreement of 
this Article they entred the Town, and conti- 
nued there the two hours abovementioned, with- 
out committing the leaſt act of hoſtiiry, nor cau- 


- ſing any trouble to the Inhabitants. Bur no 


ſooner that time was paſt, -than I olonors ordered

In this 7.9 
River alſo was expected a Ship that was to come m 
from Spain. Finally, they relolved to go to- 
wards the Iſlands that lie on the other ſide of the 

Gulf , there to cleanſe and careen their Veſlels. 

But in the mean while they lett ewo Canows be- 

fore the coaſt, or rather che mouth of the River 

of Guatimala, to the intent they ſhould take the 

Ship which, as I ſaid before, was expected from 
Spain. 

But their chit intention ot going unto thoſe ,;,, ..,, 
Ilands, was to ſeek Proviſions, as knowing the thence to 1- 
Torroiles' of thoſe places are very excellent and "FT 
pleaſant food. As ſoon as they arrived there, 
they divided into Troops, each party chuling a 
tit poſt for that Fiſhery. Every one of them un- 
dertook to knit a Net with the Rinds of certain 
Trees, called 1n thoſe parts, Macoz, Ot theſe 
Rinds they make alſo Ropes and Cables for the 


{crvice of Ships: Inſomuch that no Vellel can be 
Ft Th 


Guatimala. 
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in need of ſuch things, whenſoever they -can but 
find the {aid Trees. There be alſo in thoſe parts 
many places where they find Pitch ; which is ga- 
thered thercabouts in great abundance. The 
quantity hereof 1s ſo great, that running down 
the Sea-coaſts, being melted by the heat of the 
Sun, 15 congealeth in the water into great heaps, 
and repreſenteth the ſhape of {mall Iſlands. This 
Pitch is not like unto that we have in the Coun- 
tries of Europe z but is hugely like, both in co- 
lour and ſhape, unto that froth of the Sea which 
is called by the Naturaliſts, Bztumen. But in my 
judgment, this matter is nothing elle than Wax, 
which ſtormy weather hath caſt into the Sea ; 
- being part of that huge quantity which in the 
neighbouring Ferritories 15 made by the Bees. 
Thus from places far diſtant from the Sea, it is 
allo brought unto the Sea-coaſt by the Winds 
and rowling Waves of great Rivers; being like- 
wile minpled with ſand, and having the ſmell of 
black Ambar, tuch as 1s ſent us trom the Orient. 
In thoſe parts are found great quantities of the 
{aid Bees, who make their Honcy in Trees; trom 
whence it happeneth that che Honey-combs be- 


- ing fixed unto the bodics of the Trees, when 


Tempeſts ariſe they are torn away, and by the 
tary of the Winds carried into the Sea, as hath 
been ſaid before. Some Naturalilts are willing 
t9 ſay, thar bet cen the Honey and the Wax 15

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made a ſeparation by means of the ſalt water ; 
from whence proccedeth alſo the good Ambar. 
This opinion is rendred the more probable, be- 
cauſe the ſaid Ambar being found and taſted, it 
affordeth the like taſte as Wax doth. | 

But now, returning unto my diſcourſe, I ſhal! 
let you know, that the Pirats made in thoſe I- 
ſlands all the haſte to equip their Veſſels they 
could poſlible, by reaſon they had news thc 
Spaniſh Ship was come which they expected. 

They ſpent lome time in cruzing upon the coaſts 

of Fucatan, whereabouts inhabit many Indians, 

who ſeek for the Ambar abovementioned in thoſe 

Seas. But {ceing we are come to this place , I Indians of 
ſhall here, by the by, make {ome ſhort Remarks [EE 
on the manner of living of theſe Indians, and the 

divine Worſhip which they practile. 

The Indians of the coaſts of Jucatan have now ,, f their Civ 
been above one hundred years, under the domi- /t»ms an4 
nion of the Spaniards, Unto this Nation they #4" 
performed all manner of Service : for whenſoe- } 
ver any of them had need of a Slave or Servant, 
they ſent to ſeek one of theſe Indians to ſerve 
them as long as they pleaſed. By the Spaniards 
they were initiated art firſt in the Principles of 
Chriftzan Faith and Religion. Being thus made 
a part of Chriſtianity, they uſed to ſend them 
every Sunday and Holiday through the whole 
vear, a Pricit to perform divine Service among 
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them. Afterwards, for what reaſons are not 
known, but certainly, through cvil temptations 
of the Farther of Idolatry the Devil, they ſud- 
denly caſt oft Chriſtian Religion again, and a- 
bandoned the true divine Worſhip ; beating 
withal and abuſing the Prieſt was ſent then. 
This provoked the Spaniards to putithh them ac- 
cording to their deſerts ; which they did by ca- 
ſting many of the chicteſr of thele Ind;ans into 
Priſon. Every one of thoſe Barbarians had, and 
hath ſtill, a God to himlclt, whom he ſerveth 


and worſhippeth. Te 1s a thing that deſerveth all 
admiration, to conſider how they uſe in this par- 


ticular a Child that is newly born into the 
world. As l{oon as this 1s 1iſued from the Womb 
of the Mother, they carry it unto the Temple. 
Here they make a circle or hole, which the 

All with aſhes, without mingling any thing cle 
with them. Upon this heap of aſhes they place 
the Child naked, leaving it there a whole night 
alone, not without great danger ; no body da- 
ring to come neer 1t. In the mean while the 


Templ: 1s open on all {ides, to the intent all ſorts 


of Beaſts may treely come in and out. The next 


day the Father and Relations of the Infant return 
thither, to {ce 1t rhe tract or ſtep of any Animal 
appzarcth to be printed in the athes. Not. find- 
ing any, they leave the Child there, until that 
lome Bcaſt hath approached the Infant, and Iett 


behind 
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behind him the mark of his feet. Unto this A- 
nimal, whatſoever 1t be, they conlecrate the Crea- 
ture newly born, as unto its God ; which he 1s 
bound to worthip. and ſerve all Ins life, eſteem- 
ing the {aid Beaſt as his Patron and Protetor in 
all caſes of - danger or neceſlity. They offer unto 
their Gods Sacrifices of Fi re, wherein they burn 
a certain Gum called by them Copal; whole 
ſmoak affordeth a very delicious ſmell. When 
the Infant is grown up, the Parents thereof tel] 
him and ſhew him whom he ought to worthip, 
ſerve, and honour, as his own proper God. This 
being known, he goeth unto the Temple, where 
he maketh Offerings unto the ſaid Beaſt. Afrer- 
wards, it in the courſe of his life any one hath in- 
jur'd him, or any evil happeneth unto him, he 
complaineth thereof unto that Beaſt, and fſacrifi- 
ceth unto it for revenge. - From whence 'many 
times cometh, that thole who have done the in- 
jury of which he complaineth, are found to be 
bitten, killed, or otherwiſe hurt by ſuch Ant- 
mals. 

After this ſuperſtitious and idolatrous manner, 
do live thoſe milerable and ignorant Indians, that 
1: habit all che {lands of the Gulf of Honduras ; 
as allo many of them that dwell upon the Conti- 
nent of Fucatan. In the Territories of which 
Country are found moſt excellent Ports for the 
latery of Ships, where thoſe Indians moſt com- 

moaly

monly love to build their houſes. Theſe Peo- 
ple arc not very faithtul one to another ; and 
lIikewile ule ſtrange Ceremonies at their Marri- 
ages. Whenloever any one pretendeth to mar- 
ry a young Damlcl, he firſt applieth himſelf un- 
ro her Father, or nearc{t Relation. He then cx- 
amineth him very exaCtly concerning the manner 
of cultivating their Plantations, and other things 
at his pleaſure. Having fatishcd the Queſtions 
that were put unto him by the Father-in-Law, 
he giveth the young man a Bow and Arrow. 
With theſe things he repaireth unto the young 
maid, and preſenteth her with a Garland of green 
L caves, interweaved with {weet-{melling Flow- 
ers. This ſhe 1s obliged to put upon her head, 
and lay aſide that which {he wore before that 
time; 1t being the cuſtom of the Country, that 
all Virgins go perpetually crown'd with Flowers. 
This Garland being received and put upon the 
head, every one of the Relations and Friends 
to adlvite with others, among themſelves, whether 
that Marriage will be ulſctul, and of likely happi- 
nels, or not. Afterwards, the aforeſaid Relati- 
ons and Friends meet cogether at the houſe of 
the Damſels Father, and theze they drink of a 
certain Liquor made of Marz, or Indian Wheat. 
Ard licre, betore the whole company, rhe Fa- 
ther giveth 13 Daughter in marriage unto the 
Bridegroom. The next cay the newly-married 
Bide 
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Bride cometh unto her Mother, and in her pre- 
ſence pulleth off the Garland, and teareth it in 
pieces, with great cries and bitter Jamentations, 
according to the cuſtom of the Country. Ma- 
ny other things I could relate at Jarge of the man- 
ner of living, and cuſtoms of thoſe Indians ; but 
theſe I ſhall omit, thereby to follow my di{- 
courſe. 

Our Pirats theretore had many Canows of the 
Indians in the Ifle of Sambale, five, leagues di- 
ſtant from the coaſts of Fucatan. In the afore- 
{aid Iſland is found great quantity of Ambar, but 
more eſpecially when any ſtorm ariſeth from to- 
wards the Eaſt ; from whence the Waves bring 
many things, and very different. Through this 
Sea no Veſlels can pals, unleſs very ſmall, the 
waters being too ſhallow. In the Lands that arc 
ſurrounded by this Sea, is found huge quantity 
of Campeche-wood, and other things of this kind, 
that ſerve for the Art of Dying ; which occaſio- 
neth them to be much eſteemed in Exrope : And 
doubtleſs, would be much more, in caſe we had 
the Skill and Science of the Indians; who are {o 
induſtrious, as to make a Dye or TinQure that 
never changeth its colour, nor tadeth away. 

After that the Pirats had been in that Gulf 
three entire months, they received advice that 
the Spaniſh ShipWwas come. Hereupon they ha- 
ſtened unto the Port, where the Ship lay at An- 
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chor unlading the Merchandize it brought, with 
deſigne ro allault her as {oon as 1t were poflible. 
But before this attempt, they thought 1t conveni- 
cnt to {end away ſome of their Boats from the 
mouth ot the River, to ſ{cek tor a {mall Vellel 
which was expected ; having notice that ſhe was 
very richly laden, the orcateſt part of the Cargo 
being Plate, Indigo, and Cochineel. In the mean 
w bile. the people of the Ship that was in the 
Port had notice given that the Pirats defigned up- 
on them, Hereupon they prepared all things.

walls, This Fellow took his courſe towards Tor- 
tuga, deſigning to cruze to and fro in thoſe Seas. 
With him alſo joyned another Comrade of his 
own, by name Prerre le Picard ; who ſeeing the 
rcſt to leave 1,o/onozs, thought fit to do the ſame. 
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Thele run-a-ways having thus parted company, 
ſteered their courſe homewards, coaſting along 
the Content, till they came at laft unto Coſta 
Rica. Here they landed a ſtrong Party of men 
nigh unto the River of Veragaas, and marched in 
good order unto the Town of the ſame name. 
This place they took and totally pillaged, not- 
withſtanding that the Spaniards made a ſtrong 
and warltke reſiſtance. They brought away 
{ome of the Inhabitants as Priſoners, with all that 
they had robb'd, which was of no great 1mpor- 
tance.. The reaſon hereof, being the poverty of 
the place, winch exercileth no manner of Trade 
than onely working in the Mines, where ſome 
of the Inhabitants do conſtantly attend. Yet no - 
other perſons ſeek for the Gold, than onely 
Slaves. Thele they compel to dig, whether they 
live or die, and waſh the earth that is taken out, 
in the nighbouring Rivers ; where oftentimes 
chey find picces of Gold as big as Peas. Finally, 
the Pirats found in this Robbery no greater value 
than ſeven or eight pounds weight of Gold. 
Hereupon they returned back, giving over the 
deſigne they had, to go farther on to the Town 
of Nata, ſituated upon the coaſts of the South- 
Sea. Hitherto they deſigned to march, knows- 
ing the Inhabitants to be rich Merchants, who 
had their Slaves at work in the Mines of. Vera- 
7s, But from this Entcrprize they were de- 

terr'd 
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terr'd by the multitude of Spaniards, whom they 
{aw gather on all fades to fall upon them ; where- 
of they had timcly advice betarchand. 

Lolonois thus abandoned by his Companions, 
remained alone in the Gulf of Honduras, by tea- 
{on his Ship was too great to get. out at the time 
of the reflux of thoſe Seas, which the {maller Vel- 
fels could more calily do. There he ſuſtained 
great want of all forts of Proviftions : Inlomuch 
as they were conſtrained to go aſhore cvery day, 
to {eek wherewithal to maintain themſelves. And 
-not finding any thing elſe, they were forced to 
kill Menkies and other Animals, fuch as they 
could find, for their ſuſtenance. 

At laſt having found, in the altitude of the 
Cape of Gracias a Dios, certain little Iſlands cal- 
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led de las Pertas : Here, nigh unto theſe Iſles, his J/es de !as 


Ship fell upon a bank of ſand, where it ſtuck ſo 
faſt, as no Art could be tound to get her off into 
deep water again. Notwithſtanding, they unla- 
ded all the Guns, Iron, and other weighty things 
as much as poſl:bly they could: but all they could 
do, was to little or no effect. Hereupon they 7 
were neceilitated to break the Ship in picccs, and 
with ſome of the Planks and Nails build them- 
iclves a Boat, wherewith to get away from thoſe 
Iſlands. Thus they began their work ; and 
mean while they arc employ cd about it, I ſhall 
pals ro deicribe luccinly the Ifles aforemeritn 
ed, and thicir H1ihabitants. Go. 2 The

The Iflands called de las Pertas, are inhabited' 
by Indians, who are properly Savages, as not ha- 
ving at any time known or converſcd with any: 
civil People. They are tall in ſtature, and very 
nimble in running, which they perform almoſt as 
faſt as horſes. . At diving allo in the Sea, they: 
are very dexterous and hardy. From the bot- 
tom of the Sea I ſaw them take up an Anchor 
that weighed {1x hundred pound, by- tying a Ca- - 
ble unto it with great dexterity, and pulling it 
froma Rock. They uſe no other Arms than ſuch 
as are made of Wood, without any Iron, unleſs 
that ſome inſtead thereof do fix a Crocodiles 
tooth, which {erveth for a point. They have 
neither Bows nor Arrows among them, as other 
Indians have ; but their common Weapon is a 
{ort of Lances, that-are-long a fathom and a halt. 
In theſe Iſlands there be many Plantations furroun- 
ded with Woods, from whence they gather great 
abundance of Fruits. Such are Potato's, Bana- 
nas, Racoven, Ananas, and many others, which 
the - conſtitution of the Soil afforderh. - Nigh 
unto theſe Plantations they have no houſes to 
dwell in, as in other places of the Indies; Some 
are of opinion that- theſe Indians cat humane 
fleſh ; which ſeemeth to be confirmed by what 
happened when Lolonois was there. Two. of his 
Companions, the one being a Frenchman, and 
the other a Spaniard, went mto the Woods, 
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where having ſtragled up and down ſome while, 


- they met witha Troop of Indians that began to: 


purſue them. They detended themſelves as 
well as they could with their Swords ; but at 
laſt were forced to flic. This the Frenchman per- 
tormed with great agility ; bur the $ paniard be- 
ing not ſo {wift as his Companion, was taken by 
thole Barbarians, and heard of no more. Some 
days after, they attempted. to go into the Woods 
to {ee what was-become of therrCompanion. Unto 
this effect twelve Pirats ſet forth very well arni'd, 
amongſt whom was the French-man, who con- 
ducted them, and ſhewed them the- place where 
he left his Companion. Here they found, nigh 
unto the - place, that the Indians had kindled 
fire; and at a ſmall diſtance from thence, they 
found the bones of- the ſaid Spanzard very well 
roaſted. From hence-they interr'd,that they had 
roaſted the .miſcrable . Spaniard, of whom they 
tound more, ſome pieces of fleſh 11] ſcraped off 
from the bones ; and one hand, which had on- 
ly two fingers remaining. 


They marched farther on, ſeeking for Indians. They ſeck jr 
Indians, and 
.? find ſome. 


Of thele they found a great number together 
who endeavour'd to eſcape, {ceing the Pirats fo 
ſtrong and well arm'd. But they overtook ſome 
of them, and brought on bozrd their Ships five 
men and four . women. . With thelc they uſed 
all the means they could invent to make them- 
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felves be underſtood, and gain their aftections , 
ziving them certain mall trifles, as Knives, Beads, 
and the like things. They gave them = Vi- 
Guals and Drink ; but nothing of either would 
they taſte. It was alſo obſervable , that all the 
while they were Priſoners on board the Ships, * 
they {poke not one word to cach other among 
themſelves. Thus the Pirats ſecing theſe poor 


» Indians were much afraid of them, preſented 


them agam with {ome {mall things, and let them 
v0, When they departed, they made 11gnes, 
GIVING tem to underſtand, they would come a- 
gain. But they {oen forgot their Benefactors, 
and were never heard nor ſeen more. Neither 
could any notice afterwards be had of thele Ind:- 
ans, or any others, im the whole Iſland, after thar 
time. Which occaftoned the Pirats to {ſpect 
that Goth thole that were taken, and ail the reſt 
of the Wand, did all iwim away by night unto 
ſome other little neighbouring Hilands : Efpect- 
ally con! idering they could never fer eyes on any 
Indian more ; ncither was there ever i-en any 
Boat or other Veltt] in the whole circumference 
of the Fland. 
* In the mean wine, the Pirats were very deft- 
rous to fo. thor long-Boat fintihed, which they 
ware butidimng win the timber of the Ship that 
© 090. the Sands, Yet conſiderins That 
tbe but tony, they began to citlrivate 
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lome pieces of ground. Here they ſowed French 
Beans, which came to maturity 1n fix weeks time; & 


many other Fruits. They had good proviſion of 


Spaniſh Wheat, Bananas, Racovent,and other things. 

With the Wheat they made Bread, and bak'd it 
in portable Ovens, which they had brought with 
them to this effeR. Thus they feared not hun- 
ger in thoſe deſert places. After this manner 
they employed themſelves tor the ſpace of five 
or {ix months. Which time being paſt, and the 
long-Boat finiſhed, they determined to go unto 
the River of Nicaragua, to ce if they could take 
ſome few Canows, and herewith return unto the 
ſaid Iflands and fetch away their Companions 
that remained behind, by reaſon the Boat they 
had built was not capable of tranſporting ſo ma- 
ny men together. Hereupon, to evite any dil. 
putes that might ariſe, they caſt Lots among 1 
themlelves, determimuing thereby who ſhould go, 
or ſtay 1n the Iſland. 

The Lot fell onely upon one halt of the peo- 
ple of the loſt Veſſel ; who embarked upon the 
Long-boat they had built, and alſo the Skiff 
which they had before 3; the other halt remain- 
ing on ſhore. Lolonozs having ſet fail, arrived in 
few days at the mouth of the River af ha agua. 
Here {uddenly his il] fortune aflailed him, which 
of long time had been relerved tor him, as a pu- 
niſhment due unto the multitude of horrible 
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Crimes, which in his licentious and wicked lite he 
had committed. Here he met with both Spa- 


niards and Indians, who joyntly together ſet up- 
on him and his Companions, and uſed them 1o 
roughly, that the greateſt part of the Pirats'were 
killed upon the place. Lolonojs, with thoſe that 
remained alive, had much ado to eſcape on board 
their Boats aforementioned. Yet notwithſ(tand- 
10g this great loſs of men, he relolved not to 


return; to ſeek thoſe he had left at the Ifle of 


Pertas, without taking ſome Boats, ſuch as he 
looked for. Unto this effet he determined' tO 
go farther on to the coaſts of Cartagena, with 
deſigne to {ceck for Canows. But God Almigh” 
ty, the time of his divine Juſtice being now al- 
ready come, had appointed the Indians of Da- 
rien to be the Inſtruments and Executioncrs 
thereof. Theſe Indians of Darien are cteemed 
as Bravo's, or wild lavage Indians, by the ncigh- 
bouring Spamards, who never could reduce them 
to civility. Hither Lolonozs came ( being rather 
brought by his evi] Confcierce that cried for pa- 
niſhment of his Crimes ) thinking to ad 1n that 
Country his former crucltics. But the Indians 
within a few days aftcr his arival took him Pri- 


 foner, and tore him 1n pieces alive, throwing his 


_ Body Iimb by limb into the fire, and his Aihes jn- 


to the air; to the intent no trace nor mUmory 
nite remain of ſuch an infamous miumane 
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Creature. One of his Companions gave me an 
exaGt account of the aforeſaid Tragedy; ath-ming 
withal, that he himlelt had eſcaped the ſame pu- 
niſſmeme: not without the greateſt of difficul- 
ties. He bclieved alſo, that many of his Com- 
rades who were taken Prifoners in that Ren- 
counter by the Indians of Darien, were after the 
{ame manner as their cruel Captain, torn in pie- 
ces, and burned alive. Thus endeth the Hiſtory 
of the life and miſerable death of that infernal 
Wretch Lolonois Who tull of horrid, exccra- 
ble, and enormous deeds, and alſo debtor to 1o 
much innocent bloud, died by cruel and butcher- 


ly hands, ſuch as his own were in the courle of 


his lite. | 

Thole that remained 1n the Kland de las Per- 
ts, waiting for the return of them who got a- 
way onely to their great misfortune, hearing no e 
news of their Captain, nor Companions, at laſt 
embarked themſelves upon the Ship ot a certain 
Pirat, who happened to pals that way. This 
Fellow was come from Famaica with intent to 
land at the Cape of Graczas a Dios ; and from 
hence to mount the River with his Canows, and 
take tne City of Cartagena. Thcic two parcels 
ol Pirats being now joyned together, were infi- 
nitcly gladded ar the preſence and ſociety of one 
another. Thoie, becauſe they tound themſelves 
Celivercd trom thor mileries, poverty, and ne- 
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ceflities, wherein now they had lived the ſpac> 
of ten entire months. Thee, becauſe they were 
now con{iderably ſtrengthened, whereby to effe&t 
with greater ſatisfaction their arent deſigncs. 
Hereupon, as foon as they were arrived unto the 
Lixy arrive aforeſaid Cape of Gracias a Dios, they all put 
at tye Ca*® themielves into Canows, and with theſe Vetlels 
of Gracias 1 k 
Dios. mounted the River, being mn number five hun- 
dred men ; Icaving onely five or fix perſons in 
every Ship, to keep them. They took no Provi- 
Wit in, ſions with them, as being perlwaded they thould 
t2 goto Car- find cvery- where {ufhcient. But theſe their own 
hs hopes were found totally vain, as not being 
grounded in God Almighty. For he ordained 
it ſo, that the Indians having perceived their co- 
ming, were all fled before them, not leaving in 
their houſes nor Plantations, wich tor the moſt 
vart do border upon the fides of Rivers, any 
thing of neceſſary Provitions or Victuals. Here- 
by, in few days after they had quitted their Ships, 
they were reduced to ſuch neceſlity and hunger, 
-;.. ..,,., as Nothing could be more extreme. Notwith- 
Ty endure 
:xtrem: bun- ſtanding, the hopes they had conceived of ma- 
gr” king their fortunes very ſoon, did animate them 
for the preſent. Being cad in this affi- 
tion with a few green Herbs, ſuch as they could 
gather as they went upon the banks of the Ri- 
yer. 
Yet all this courage and vigour of mind could 
ncct

Of the Origine and Deſcent f Capt. Henry 
Morgan. Hu Exploits, and a Contt= 
nuation of the moſt remarkable Aﬀtions of 
be Life. 


Onlecue of Aptain Fenry Morgan was born in the 
Capt. Mor- Kingdom of England, and there 1n the 
uy Principality of Wales. His Father was a 11ich 
Yeoman or Farmer, and of good quality in that 
Country, even as moſt who bear that name in 
IVales, are known to be. Morgan being as yet 
young, had no inclinations to follow the Calling 
of his Father; and therefore left his Country, 
and came towards the Sea-coalts to {eek ſome o0- 
ther Employ more ſuitable to his humour, that 
aſpired to ſomething elle. There he und en- 
tertainment in a certain Port where: ſeveral Ships

in the {ervice of one, who, according to what +; 
commonly practiled 1n thoſe parts by the Engliſh 
and othcr Nations, told him as ſoon as he came 
on ſhore. He ſerved his time at Barbadas; and 
when he bad obtained lis liberty, thence trans- 
terred himiclt unto the Ifland of Jamaica , there 
to ſeck new fortunes. Here he found two Vel- 
fels of Virats that were ready to go to Sea. Be- 
ing deſtitute of Employ, he put himſelf into one 
of theſe Ships, with intent to follow the exerciſes 
of that ſort of people. He learn'd in a little 
while their manner of living; and ſo cxactly, 
that having performed three or four Voyages 
with ſome profit and good {uccefls, he agreed 
with ſome of his Comrades, who had gotten by 
the ſame Voyages a {wall parcel of money, to 
zjoyn ſtocks and buy- a Ship. The Vellcl being 
bought, they unanimouſly choſe him to be the 
Captain and Commander thereof. 

With this Ship, ſoon after, he ſect forth from 
Famaica to cruze upon the coaſts of Campeche : 
in which Voyage he had the fortune to take {eve- 
ral Ships, with which he returned triumphant to 
the fame Iſland. Here he found at the ſame 
time an old Pirat, named Manſvelt, (of whom 
we have already made. mention in the firſt part 
of this book )) who was then buticd in cquip-

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ping a conſ1derable Fleet of Ships, with defigne 
to land upon the Continent, and pillage whate- 
ver came in his way. Manſvelt lecing Captain 
Morgan return with ſo many Prizes, judged him, 
trom his actions,to be of undaunted courage ; and 
hereupon was moved to chule him tor his Vice- 


Admiral in that Expedition. Thus baving fit- 


.ted out fifteen Ships, -between great and 1mall, 


they let fail trom Jamaica with five hundred 
men, both IWalloons and French. With this Fleet 
they arrived not long after at the Iſle of St. Ca- 
trarine, {ituatcd nigh unto the Continent of Coſts 
Rica, in the altitude of twelve degrees and a halt, 
Northern latitude, and diſtant thirty five leagues 
trom the River of Chagre , between North and 
South. * Here they made their frſt deicent, lan- 
ding moſt of their men prelently after. | 
Being now come to try ther Arms and For- 
tune , they 1n a ſhort while forced the Gariſon 
that kept the INand to ſurrender and dcliver jnto 
their hands all the Forts and Caſliles belonging 
thereunto.

it alone, nor any emolument that by ſo doing 
could accrew either unto him or his Pcoplez after 
ſome {mall reſiſtance, delivered up the Ifland in- 
to the hands of its true Lord and Maſter, under 
the ſame Articles they had obtained it from the 
Spaniards. Few days after the {urrendry of the 
Iland, there- arrived from Jamaica an Englith 
Ship which the Governour of the ſaid Iſland had 
ſent under-hand,” wherein was a good ſupply of 
people, both men and women. The Spaniards 
trom the Caſtle having eſpied this Ship, put forth 
the Engliſh Colours, and per{ſwaded le Sreur Simor 
ro goon board, and conduct the ſaid Ship into a 
Port they afligned him. This he performed 
immediately with ' diſſimulation , whereby they 
were all made Priſoners. . A certatn Spaniſh Engi- 
nier hath publiſhed, before me, an exact Account 
and Relation of the retaking of the Iſle of St. 

Catharine by the Spaniards ; which printed Paper 
being fallen into my hands, I have thought it fit | 
to be inſerted here. 


A true: Relation and particular Account of the Vi- 
Cory obtained by the Arms of his Catholick Ma- 
jeſty againſt the Engliſh Pirats, by the direftion 
and wvalour of Don John Perez de: Guzman, 
Knight of the Order of St. James, Gowernour and 
Capiain-General of Tierra Firme, and the Pro- 
nic of Veravnas,

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| He Kingdom of Tzerra Firme, which of it 
| ſelf is ſufficiencly ſtrong to repulſe and 
-extirpate great Fleets, but more eſpecially the 
Pirats of Jamaica, had ſeveral ways notice, under 
ſeveral hands, imparted to the Governour there- 
of, that fourteen Engliſh Veſſels did cruze upon 
the Coaſts belonging to his Catholick Majeſty. 
The 14th day of Fuly, 1665. news came unto 
Panama, that the Engliſh Pirats of the ſaid Fleet 
were arrived at Puerto de Naos, and had forced 
the Spaniſh Garriſon of the Iſle of St. Catharine, 
whoſe Governour was Don Eftevan del Campo ; 
and that they had poſletied themſelves of the 
faid Iſland, taking Priſoners the Inhabitants, and 
deſtroying all that ever they met. - Moreover, a- 
bout the ſame time Don John Perez, de Guzman 
received particular informition of theſe Robbe- 
ries from the relation of ſome Spaniards who e- 
ſcaped our of the Ifland, ( and whom he orderd 
to be conveyed unto Puerto Velo ) who more di- 
ſtinaly told him, That the aforementioned Pi- 
rats came into the {land the ſecond day of May, 
by night, without being perceived by any body : 
And that the next day, after ſome diſputes by 
Arms, they had taken the Fortrefles, and made 
Priſoners all the Inhabitants and Souldiers, not 
one excepted, unlets thoſe that by good fortune 
had eſcaped their hands. This being heard by 
£73 Don 
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Don Jobn, he called a Council of War, wherein 
he declared the great progreſs the laid Pirats had 
made in the Pominions of his Catholick Majeſty. 

Here likewrſe he propounded, That it was abſo- 
lutely neceſſary to ſend ſome. Forces unto the Iſle of 
St. Catharine, ſufficient to retake it from the Pirats ; 
the Honour and Intereſt of his Majeſty of Spain be- 
ing very narrowly - concerned herein, Otherwiſe 
the Pirats by ſuch .Conqueſts might eaſily, in courſe 
of time, poſſeſs themſelwes of all the Countries there- 
abouts. Unto theſe Reaſons ſome were found, 

who- made anſwer, That the Pirats, as not being 
able to ſubſiſt in the ſaid Iſland, would of neceſſity 
conſume and waſte themſelves, and be fo ced to quit 
it, without any neceſſity of retakins it. That con- 


ſequently it was not worth the while to engage in fo 


many expences and troubles, as might be foreſeen this 
would coſt. Notwithſtanding theſe Reaſons to 
che contrary, Don John, as one who was an ex- 
pert and valiant Souldier, gave orders that quan- 
tity of Proviſions ſhould be conveyed unto Pxerto 
Velo, for the uſe and ſervice of the Militia. And 
neither to- be 1dle nor negligent in his Maſters 
Afﬀairs, he tranſported himſelt thither, with no 
{mall danger of his lite. Here he arrived the {e- 
venth day of July, with moſt things necellary to 
the expedition | in hand ; where he found in the 
Port a good Ship, called St. Vincent, that belong- 
cd unto the Company of the Nepro's. This Ship

beg of it {elt'a ſtrong Vellcl, and well mounted 
wich Guns, he'manned.and victualled very well, 
and ſent unto the {le of Sr. Catharine, conſtitu- 
ting Captain Foſeph Sanchez, Ximenez,, Major of 
the City of Pwerto Velo, Commander thereof. 
The people he carried with him were:two hun- 
dred threeſcore and ten Souldiers, and thirty fe- 
ven Priſoners of the ſame Iſland : Beſides four 
and thirty Spaniards belonging to the Garriſon 
of Puerto Velo, nine and twenty Mulato's of Pa- 
nama, twelve Indians very dexterous at ſhooting 
with Bows and Arrows, ſeven expert -and able 
Gunners, 'two Lieutenants, two Pilots, one Chi- 
rurgeon, - and one: Religious'maniof the Order 
of St. Francs, tor their Chaplain. 

Don John ſoon after gave his orders unto e- 
very one of the Officers, inſtructing them how 
they ought to behave themſelves'; telling them 
withal, that the Governour of Cartagena would 
afliſt and ſupply chem with moreMen, Boats, and 
all things elſe they ſhould find neceſlary = that 
Fnterprize ; to which effect he had already writ- 
ten unto the ſaid Governour. On the 24th day 
of the ſaid month, Don Fohn commanded the 
Ship to weigh Abbe and fail ont of the Port. 
Then ſecing a fair W ad to blow, he called be- 
fore him all the Pcople defigned hs that Expc- 
dition, and made them a Speech, encouraging 
them to fight againſt the Enemies of their Coun- 


try 
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try and Religion ; but more eſpecially againſt 
thoſe inhumane Pirats, who had heretofore com- 
mitred fo many horrid and cruel actions againſt 
the Subj<&s of his Catholick Mazceſty. Withal, 
promiſing unto every one of them moſt liberal 
Rewards ; but eſpecially unto ſnchas ſhould be. 
have themſclves as they ought in the ſervice 
of their King and Country. Thus Don Fohn' 
bid them tarewel ; and immediately the Ship 
weighed Anchor, and4et fail under a favourable 
oale of Wind. The 22th of the ſaid month 
they arrived at Cartagena, and-preſented a Letter 
unto the Governour of the {aid City from the 
noble and valiant Dor John.; who received it, 
with teſtimonies of great affeton unto the per- 
{on of Don John, and his Majeſty's ſervice. And 
ſeeing their reſolute Courage to be conformable 
to his deſires and ,expeQarion, he promiſed them 
his afliſtance, which ſhould be with one Frigart, 
one Galeon, one Boat, and one hundred and 
twenty fix men, the one halt out of his own/Ga- 
r1{on, and the other hali Mr[:1to's. Thus all of 
them being well provided with necetfaries, they 
{et forth from the Port of Cartagena, the ſecond 
day of Auguſt; and the 10th ot the {aid month 
ws arrived within ſight of the Iſle ot St. Catha- 
77:7, towards the W eſtern point thereot. And 
th anch the Wind was contrary, yet they rea- 
' ched rhe Por t, and came to an Anchor within it : 


having 
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having loſt one of their Boats, by foul weather, 
at the Rock called Quita ſignos. 

The Pirats vans our Ships come to an An- 
chor, gave them reſently three Guns with Bul- 
Icts; the which were ſoon anſwered in the ſame 
coin. Hereupon the Major Foſeph Sanchez, Xi- 
,enet lent on ſhore, unto the Pirats, one of his 
Officers, to require them, in the name of the Ca- 
tholick King his Maſter, to ſurrender the Iſland, 
ſeeing they had taken it in the midſt of Fakes 
between the two Crowns of Spain and England ; 
and that in caſe they would be obſtinate, he 
would certainly put them all to the Sword: The 
Pirats made an{wer, That Iſland had once before 
belonged unto the Government and Dominions 
of the King of England; and that inſtead of ſur- 
rendring it, they preferred to loſe their lives. 

On Friday the 13th of the ſai& month, three 
Neero's, ang the Enemy, came ſwimming abogrd 
our Admiral. Theſe brought intelligence, that 
all the Pirats that were upon the Iſland were on- 
ly threeſcore and twelve in number ; and that 
they were under a great conſternation, ſecing 
ſuch conſiderable Forces come againſt them. 
With this intelligence the Spaniards reſolved to 
land,. and advance rowards the Fortreſles ; the 
which ceaſed not to- fire as many great Guns a- 
gainſt them, as they poſlibly could ; which were 


correſponded in the ſame manner on our (ide, til! 


dark 
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dark night. On. Sunday the 15th of the ſaid 
month, which was the day of the Aſſumption of 
our Lady, the weather being very calin and clear, 
the Spaniards began to advance thus. The Ship 
named Sr. Vincent, which rid Admiral, diſcharged 
two whole broad-ſides upon the Battery called the 
Conception. The Ship called St. Peter, that was 
Vice-Admiral, diſcharged likewiſe her Guns a- 
gainſt the other Battery named St. James. In 
the mean while, our People were landed 1n {mall 
Boats, directing their courle towards the point of 
the Battery laſt mentioned, and from thence they 
marchcd towards the Gatc called Cortaditr.;. The 
Licutenant Francis de Cazeres, being dclirous to 
view the ſtrength of the Enemy, wit 5 onely fit- 
teen men, was compelled to retreat 1n all haſte, 
by 170 "ly of the great Guns which played ſo Ty 
riouſly upon tne place where Þ ood. They 
ſhooting not onely pieces of Tron an} {mart Bul- 
lets, but allo the Orgars of the Church, diichar- 
109 11 every ſhot, threeſcore Pipes at a time. 

Notwithſtanding this heat of rhe Enemy, Cap- 
tain Pon Joſeph Ramirez, de Leyva, with three- 
{core men, made a {trong At tack, wiiwcrein they 
fought on both fides very deſperately, ti] that 
at laſt he overcame. and torced the Pircts to {ur- 
rendor the Fort he had taken 1a hand. 

On the other ſide, Caprain Toba Gale, with 
fourſcorc ard ten mcE;, paſled over the Hills, to 
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advance that way towards the Caſtle of St. Te- 
reſa. In the mean while, the Major Don Foſepb 
Sanchez, Ximenez%, as Commander in chief, with 
the reſt of his men, ſet forth from the Battery of 
St. James, paſling the Port with four Boats, and 
landing in deſpite of the Enemy. About this 
lame time, Captain Jobn Galeno began to advance 
with the men he led unto the forementioned 
Fortreſs. So that our men made three Attacks 
upon the Enemy, on three ſeveral ſides, at one 
and the ſame time, with great courage and va- 
lour. Thus the Pirats {ſeeing many of their men 
already kill'd, and that they could in no man- 
ner ſubſiſt any longer, retreated towards Corta- 
dura, where they furrendred- themſelves, and 
likewiſe the whole Iſland, into our hands. Our 
People poſleſſed themfelves of all, and ſet up the 
Spaniſh Colours, as ſoon as they had rendred 
thanks to God Almighty for the Victory obtain- 
ed on ſuch a ſignalized day. The number of 
dead were ſix men of the Enemies, with many 
wounded, and threeſcore and ten Priſoners. On 
our {ide was found onely one man kill'd, and 
four wounded. _ | 

There was found upon the Ifland eight hun- 
dred pound-of Powder, two hundred and fifty 
pound of {mall Bullets, with many other Mili- 
rary Provitions. Among the Priſoners were ta- 


ken alio two Spaniards, who had born Arms 
K k under 
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under the Engliſh againſt his Catholick Majeſty. 
: Theſe were commanded to be ſhot to death the 
next day by order of the Major. The 1oth day 
of September arrived at the We an Englith Vellel, 
| which being fecn at a great diſtance by the Ma- 
Jor, he gave order unto le Szerr Simon, who was 
a French-man, to go and vilit the ſaid Ship, and 
tcl] them that were on board, the Ifland belonged 
{ti]l unto the Engliſh. He pertormed the com- 
mands, and found 1n the ſaid Ship onely fourteen 
men, one woman, and her daughter ; who were 
j all inſtantly made Priſoners. 

The Englith Pirats were all tranſported unto 
Puerto Velo. excepting onely three, who by or-

Of thele little Hlands the Pirats make great ule, as 
of their own proper Ports of refuge. Here moſt 
commonly they make their Meetings, and hold 
their Councils, how to aſſault more eaſily the 
Spaniards, It 1s thorowly irrigated on all ſides 
with the ſtreams of plentiful and pleaſant Rivers, Rivers 
whole entries do form both-ſecure and ſpacious: 
Ports. Beſides many other Harbours for Ships, 
which along the calm ſhores and coaſts do adorn 
many parts of this rich and beautiful] Ifland. All 
which, contribute very much unto 1ts happineſs, 
by facilirating the exerciſe of Trade ; whereunto 
they invite both Natives and Altens. The chie. 
feſt of thele Ports are San Tiago, Bayame, Santa Port, 
Maria, Eſpiritu Santo,. Trinidad, Xagoa, Cabo de 
Corrientes, and others; all which are ſeated on 
the South-1ide of the Iſland. - On the Northern 
ſide hereof are found thele following : La Ha- 
wana, Puerto Mariano, Santa Cruz, Mata Rzcos, 
and Barracoa. 

This Ifland hath two principal Cities, by whicls c:;c,. 
the whole Country 1s governed, and unto which 
all the Fowns and V lages thereot do give obe- 
dience. The firft of help 1 is named Sar Tiago, 
or St. Fames, being ſeated on the South-lide, and 

having 
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having under 1ts juriſdiction one half of the I- 
fland. The chict Magiſtrates hereof are a Bi- 
ſhop and a Covernour, who command bver the 
Villages and Towns belonying to the half above- 
mentioned. The chieteſt of thele are, on the 
Southern fide, . Eſpirituy Santo, Puerto de el Prin- 
cipe, and Bayawe. On the North-f1de it hath 
Barracoz, and the Town called de los Cayos. The 
greateſt part of the Commerce driven at the a- 
torementioned City of Sar Tiago, cometh from 
the Canary-Iſlands ; whither they tranſport great 
quantity of Tobacco, Sugar, and Hides : which 
forts of Merchandize are drawn to the head-City 
trom the {ubordinate Towns and Villages. In 
former times this Ciry of San Tiago was miterab! 
lack'd by the Pirats of Jamaica and Tortuga ; 
notwirhſtanding that it 1s detended by a confide- 
rable Caſtle. 

The City and Port de la Havanalieth between 
the North and Welt-{1de of the Ifland. This 1s 
one of the renownedlr an lirongelt places of all 
the Weſt Indies. Its juriſdiction extendeth over 
the other halt of the Ifland ; rhe cinctctt places 
under it being Sarta Crus on the Northern {ide, 
and [at Trinidad on the South. From hence 1: 
rranſported huge quantity of Tobacco ; which 1s 
{cnt 1m cicat plenty unto. New Spain anu Coſta 
Rica, e\on as tar as the South-fea. Befides ma- 
ny Ships Jacen with this Commoditv, that arc 
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fiened into Sp2zz, and other parts of Exrope, not 
onely | in the Ieat, bur allo jn rows. This Cicy 
is detended by thade Calilcs, very great and Cuiles 
ſtrong; two of which Te towards the Port, and 
the other 1s {cated upon a hill that commanderh 
the Town. Tis eſtecmed to contain ten thou- 
ſand Familtes, mor> or leſs ; among which num- 
ber of people, the Merchants of this place trade 71,1.4;1.11 
in New Spain, Campeche, Honduras, and Horida. 
All the Ships that come from the parts aforemen- 
tioned, as alſo from Caracas, Cartagena, and Co 
Rica, are neceſlitated to take their Proviſions 
in at ae wherewith to make their Voyage - 
ONUVENIETHI 
for Spain 3 this being the neceſlary and ſtreight $;mati» 
courſe they ought to ſteer for the South of Exrope, 
and other parts. The Plate-Fleet of Spain,which 
the Spaniards call Flota, being homeward bound, 
toucheth here yearly, to take in the reſt of cheir 
full Cargo, as Hides, Tobacco, and Campeche- 
wood. 
Captain Morgan had been no longer than two 
months in the abovementioned Ports of the South 
of Cuba, when he had got together a Flcet of Cape. Mor- 
twelve fail, berween Ships and great Boats levee og 
wherein he "6a (cven hundred fighting men, part god Flee: 
of which were Engliſh, and part French. They 
called a Council ; and ſome were of opinion, They 4:ſign: 
*twere convenient to aflault the City of Havana, 45ini Ha- 
under the obſcurity of the nighe, Which hs ha: 
terprize 
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terprize, they ſaid, might eaſily be performed 3 
eſpecially it they could but take any few of the 
Ecclefiaſticks, and make them Priſoners. © Yea, 
that the City 'might be ſack'd, before the Caſtles 
could put themſelves in a poſture of defence. 
Others propounded, according to their ſeveral 
opinions, other attempts. Notwithſtanding, the 
former Propoſal was re jected, becauſe many of 
the Pirats had been Priſoners at other times in 
the ſaid City ; and theſe affirmed, nothing of 
conſequence could be done, unleſs with fifteen 
hundred men. Moreover that with all this num- 
ber ot- neople, they ought firſt to go unto the 1- 


fland de los Pinos,, and land them in ſnall-Boats 


about Matamano, fourteen leagues diſtant from 
the aforeſaid City, whereby to accompliſh by 
theſe means and order their deſignes. 

Finally, they ſav7 no pol! bility of gathering ſo 
great a Fleet; and herenupon, with that they 
had , they concluded to attempt ſome other 


place. Among the reſt was found, at laſt, one

ſition he endeavoured to pertwade, by ſaying, he 
knew that place very well ; and chat being at 
a diſtance tion 21 the Sea, it never was ſack'd by a= 
ny Pi ats : ; W hcreby "8 Inha birants \ were rich, as 
CXErcuing. their r Trade for ready money , with 
thoſe of Hin: , who kept here an n cfiablithed 
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Commerce, which conſiſted chiefly in Hides. This 
Propoſal was preſently admitted by Captain Mor- 

gan, and the chicteſt of his Companions. © And 
hereupon they gave order unto every Captain to 

weigh Anchor and ſet ſai], ſteering their courſe 
towards that coaſt that lieth neareſt unto el Pr- 

erto de el Principe. Hereabouts is to be fſcen a 

Bay, named by the Spaniards, el Puerto de Santa py if $:, 
Mariz. Being arrived at this Bay, a certain Spa- Mary. 
niard, who was Priſoner on board the Fleet, 

ſwam aſhore by night, and came unto the Town 

of Puerto del Principe, giving account unto the 
Inhabitants. of the detigne the Pirats had againſt 

them. This he affirmed to have over-heard in 7,;- 469m 
their diſcourſe, mean while they thought he did %trae4. 
not underſtand the Engliſh Tongue. The Spa- 

niards, as ſoon as they received this fortunate ad- 

vice, began inſtantly to hide their Riches, and 

carry away what Movables they could. The 
Governour alſo immediately raiſed all the people 71. $pani- 
of the Town, both Freemen and Slaves ; and ds prepare 
with part of them took a Poſt by which of ne- eh 
ccflity the Pirats were to pals. He commanded 
likewiſe many Trees to be cut down and laid a- 

midſt the ways, to hinder their paſſage. In like 

manner he placed ſeveral Ambulcades, which Andefehdes 
were ſtrengthened with ſome pieces of Cannon, 

to play upon them on their march. He gather- 

ed 11 all, about eight hundred men, of which he 
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diſtributed ſeveral into the atorementionced Am- 
buicades, and with the reſt he bepirt the Town ; 
dilplaying them upon the plain of a ſpacious 
Field, ftrom- whence they could tee the coming of 
the Pirats at length. 

Captain Morgan, with his men, being now 
upon the march, found the avenues and paſſages 
unto the Town impenetrable. Hereupon they 
took their way through the Wood , traverſing 
ic with great dithculty, whereby they elcaped 
divers Ambuſcades. Thus at laſt they came in- 
to the Plain aforementioned ; winch, from its fi- 
gure, 1s called by the Spaniards, la Sawana, or 
the Sheet. The Governour ſeeing them come, 
made a detachment of a Troop of Horſe ; which 
he ſent to charge them in the front, thinking to 
diſperſe them , and by putting them to flight, 
purſue them with his main Body. But this de- 
ſigne ſucceeded not as it was intended. For the 
Pirats marched in very good rank and file, at the 
{ound of their Drums, and with flying Colours. 
When they came nigh unto the Horſe, they 
drew into the form of a Semicircle, and thus ad-: 
vanced towards the Spaniards 5; who charged 
them like valiant and couragious Souldjers for 
ſome while. But ſeeing that the Pirats were ve- 
ry dexterous at their Arms, and their Governour, 
with many of their Companions, killed, they be- 
24n to retreat towards the Wood. Here they 


deltoned 
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defigned to fave themſelves with more advan- 
tage ; but before they could reach it, the greateſt

part of them were unfortunately killed by the ,;,,, $pa- 
hands of the Pirats. Thus they left the Victory viards kd, 


unto theſe new-come Enemies, who had no con- 
{iderable loſs of men in this Battel, and but very 
few wounded, howbeit the Skirmiſh continued 


for the ſpace of four hours. They entred the The Tow» 
Town, though not without great reſiſtance of '*" 


ſuch as were within ; who defended themſelves 
as long as was poſlible, thinking by their defence 
to hinder the pillage. Hereupon, many feeing 
the Enemy within the Town, fhat themſelves 
up in their own houſes, and from thence made 
ſevera] ſhot againſt the Piratss Who perceiving 
the miſchict of this diſadvantage, preſently be- 
gan to threaten them, ſaying, If you ſurrender not 
voluntarily, you ſhall ſoon ſee the Town in a Flame, 
ard your wives and children torn in pieces before 


your faces. With thele Menaces the Spaniards Entire ſur- 


{ubmirred entirely unto the diſcretion of the Pi- ” 
Townſmen. 


rats; believing they could not continue there 
long, and would foon be forced to diſlodge. 

As {oon as the Pirats had poſleſied themſelves 
of the Town, they encloled all the Spaniards, 
both men, women, children, and (laves, in ſeve- 
ral Churches ; and gathered all the Goods they 
could find by way of pillage. Afterwards they 
icarched the whol2 Country round about the 

LF'2 Town, 


endry of the 
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Town, bringing in, day by day, many Goods and 


Prifoners, with much Proviſion. With this they 
fell to banquetting among themſelves, and ma- 
king great Chear, after their cuſtomary way 
without remembring the poor Priſoners, whom 
they permitted to ſtarve in the Churches tor hun- 
ger. In the mean while they ccalcd not to tor- 
ment them dayly after an inhumane manner, 
thereby to make them confeſs where they had 
hid their Goods , Moneys , and other things ; 
though. little or nothing was left them. Unto 
this cfiect they puniſhed allo the women and lit- 
tle children, given them nothing to eat; whereby 
the oreateſt part perilhcd. 
When they could find no more to: rob, and 
that Proviſions began to grow ſcarce,they thought 
They con- 1t convenient to depart, and ſeek new fortunes 
ctnde08 in other places, Hence they intimated to the

1be Town Priſoners, They ſhould find moneys to ranſon then 


7 x af le they ſhould be all tranſported to Jamaica. 
Which being done, if they did not pay a ſecond Ran- 

ſom for the Taos, they would turn every houſe in- 

to aſhes, The Spamards hearing thele t{evere 

Mfngers Menaces, nominated among themic]ves tour fcl- 
fer 922 > low-Prifoners to go and ſeek for the abovemer- 
tioned Contributions. Bur the Pirats, to the in-- 
rent they ſhould return ſpeedily with the Ran- 

{oms preſcribed, tormented ſeveral in their pre- 

ience, before they departec, with all the rigour 
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imaginable. After few days, the Spamards re- 
rurned from the tatigue of their unreaſonable 
Commuillions, tciling Captain Morgan, We have 
ran ip and down, and ſearched all the neighbouring 
I,7cods and places we moſt ſuſpeSted, and yet have 
not been able to find any of our own Party, nor co1- 
ſequently any fruit of our Embaſſies But if you are 
pleaſed to have a little longer patience with us, we 
ſpall certainly cauſe all that you demand, to be paid 
within tbe ſpace of fifteen days. Captain Morgan 
was contented, as 1t ſhould ſeem, to grant them 
this Petition. Bur not long after, there came in- 
to the Town ſeven or cight Pirats, who had been 
ranging in the Woods and Fields, and got there- 
abouts ſome conliderable Booty. Thelc brought 
among other Priſoners, a certain Negro, whom 
they had taken with Letters about him. Cap- ,,,. .._ 
tain Morgan having peruſed them, found they rercepred 
were from the Governour of Sar Tiago, being ns San 
written unto ſome of the Priſoners; wherein he "I 
rold them, They ſhould not make too much haſle to 
pay any Ranſom for their Town or Perſons, or any 
other Pretezt. But onthe contrary, they ſhould put 
off the Pirats as well as they could with excuſes and 
delays ; expeciing to be relieved by him within a 
ſhort while, when be would certainly come to their 
aid, This intel!igcnce being heard by Captain 
Morgan, he immediately gave orders, that all they 
had robb'd ſhould be carricd on beard the Ships. 
And 
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And withal,he intimated to the Spanards,that the 
very next day they ſhould pay their Ranſom; ; 
foralmuch as he would not wait one moment 
longer, but reduce the whole Town to aſhes, in 
caſe they tailed to pertorm the ſum he "Wikia 
ded. 

With this 1ntimation, Captain Morgan made no 
mention unto the Spaniards of the Letters he 
had intercepted. Whereupon they made him 
an{wer,Thart it was totally impoſlible for them to 
eve ſuch a ſum of money in lo ſhort a {pace of 
time ; ſeeing their tellow-Town{men were not 
to be found in all the Country thereabouts. 


Captain Morgan knew tull well their intentions ; 


and withal, thought it not convenient to remain 
there any longer time. Hence he demanded of 
them one]y five hundred Oxen or Cows, tove- 
ther with {ufficient Salt wherewith to Gale them. 

Hereunto he added onely this condition, that they 


ſhould carry them on board his Ships : which they 


promiſed to do. Thus he departed with al *4 
men, taking with him onely {1x of the principal 
Prilis Crs, as ; Pledpes of what he intcaded. The 
next day the Spaniards brought the Cattle and 
S2]t unto the Ships, and required the Prijoncrs. 


Bur Captain Morgan retuled to deliver them, till 


luch tunc as they had helped his men to kill and 
{alt the Beeves. This was likewite performed in 
great haſte, he not caring to ſtay there any lon- 


Qcr, 
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cr jleft he ſhould be furprized by the Forces that 


were gathcring againſt him. Having received all 
on board his Veſlz Is, he ſect at liberty the Prilo- 
ners he had kept as Hoſtages of his demands. 

Mean while the 7 things were 1n agitation, there 
happencd to arile ſome ions between the 


Engliſh-men and the French. - The occaſion of 


their diſcord was, as followeth : Accertain Freach- 
man being employed in killing and falting one 
of the Beeves, an Engliſh Pirat came to him and 
rook away the Marrow-bones he had taken out 
of the Ox 3 which ſort of meat theſe people e- 
ſteem very much. Hereupon they challenged 


one another. Being come unto the place of 


duel, the Engliſh-man drew his Sword treache- 
ouſly againſt the French-man, wounding him in 
the back, before he had put himſelf into a juſt 
poſture of defence; whereby he ſuddenly fel 
dead upon the place. The other French-men, 
deſirous to revenge this baſe aftion, made an In- 
ſurrecion againſt the Enghſh. But Captain Mor- 
gan {oon extinguiſhed this flame, by command- 
ing the Criminal to be bound in Chains, and 
thus carried to Jamaica ; promiſing to them all, 
he would fee juſtice done upon him. For al- 
though 1t were permitted unto him to challenge 
bis Adverſary, yet was it not lawful to kill tim 
treacheroully, as he did. 

As ſoon as all things were in a rcadincis, and 
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1bey depart. ON board the Ships, and likewile | the Prilo- 
ners {ct at liberty, they failed trom thence, dirc- 
cting their courſe to a certain Iſland, where Cap- 
rain Myrgan intended to make a Teal of 
what they had purchaſed 1n that Voyage. Being 

| _ arrived at-the place afligned, they found nigh the 

ps es value of fitty thouſand Pieces of Eight, both 1a 

»3bed hers. money and goods. The ſum being known, it 
cauſed a'gencral reſentment and oriet; to fee {uch 
a ſmall purchaſe ; which was not ſufficient ro 
pay their Debtrs,at Jamaica Hereupon Captain 
Morgan propounded unto them , they thould 
think wpon ſome other Enterprize and Pillage, 
before they returned home. But the French- 
men not, being able to agree with the Engliſh, 

067 ſeparated from their company, leaving Captain 

i, Eng. Morgan alone with thoſe of his own Nation : : "NOt- 
withſtanding all the perlwal! alions he uſed to re- 
duce them ro continue '11 iis company. Thus 
they parted with all external {1znes of friendihip; 
Capo Morgaz  reterating his promies unto 
tem, he would fee jaltice J0;.c upon that Cri- 
minal. This he performed : tor being arrived at 
Jamaica, he cauſed him to br hang d ; which 
was all the ſatisfaction the French Pirats could 
eXPCCt. 
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( aptain Morgan reſolyeth to attack and 
plunder - City of Puerto Velo. 


Unto thu effef he equippeth a Fleet, and, 
with little Expence and ſmall Forces, ta- 
keth the ſaid place.Þ. 


Ome Nations may think, that the French ha- 4 jw Ft: 
ving deſerted Captain Morgan, the Engliſh «qvirped- 
alone could not have ſufficient courage to attempt 

{uch great Actions, as before. But Captain 
Morgan, who always communicated Vigour with 

his words, infuſed ſuch Spirits into his men, as 

were able to put every one of them inſtantly 

upon new deſignes : They being all perſ{waded 

by his Reaſons, that the fole execution of his Or- 

ders, would be a certain means of obtaining great 
Uches. This perſwaſton had {uch influence up- 


on their minds, that with unimitable courage 


they all reiolved to tollow him. The ſame like- 
wile did a certain Pirat of Campeche ; who in 4» 0!4 F;- 
this occaſion joyned with Captain Morgan, to 7 Cane 
icek new fortunes under his conduct, and greater my | 
advantages than he had found before. Thus 
Captain Morgan, in. a few days , gathered a 

M m Fleet 
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Fleet of nine fail, between Ships and great Boats ; 
* 46ome in Wherein he had four hundred and threeſcorc mi- 


litary men. / 

After that all things were in a good poſture 
of readineſs, they pur forth to Sea, Captain Mor- 
gan imparting the de{igne he had in his mind un- 
ro no body for that preſent. He onely told 
them on {cyeral occaſions, that, he held as indu- 
bicable, he ſhould make a good fortune by that 
Voyage, it ſtrange occurrences altered not the 
courle of his defignes. They directed their 
courle towards the Continent ; where they arrived 
in tew days upon the coaſt of Coſta Rica, with 
all their Fleet entire. No ſooner had they dit- 
covered land, but Captain Morgan declared his in- 
rentions to the Captains, and preſcntly after un- 
ro. all che reſt of the company. He told them, 
he intended in that Expedition to plunder Pierto 
Velo, and that he would periorm it by night, be- 
ing reſolved to put the whole Ciry to the lacic, 
not the leaft corner elcaping 2 his Ciltgence, More- 
over, to encourage them, ne : #2"W o This Entcr- 
Prize Coud not fail$0 ſucceed well, teeinis he had 
kept it {ecret 1n his mind, w at rev cealing ir it to 
any body; whereby they could not have notice of 
[11s CON? ing. Unto this propoſition lome made 
aniwer. T hey had not a {ufiicicnt rumber of incn 
wherewith to aflaulr fo i Mo and grcat a Cit 
But Captain Morgan replied , If our number 75 

fall 
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ſmall, our hearts are great.” Aud the fewer 'per- 
fons we are,the more nnion' and _ ſhates we ſhall 
have in the ſpoil. Hereupon, being ſtimulated 
with the ambition of thoſe vaſt Riches they pro- 
miſcd theriſelves. from their. good ſucceſs , they 
unanimouſly concluded to venture upon; that de- 
{ſigne, But now, to the intent my Reader may 
better comprehend the incomparable: boldnels * 
this Exploit, it may'be neceflary tofay fomething 
before-hand of the City of Paerto'Velo. © | 
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The City, which beareth this name an America, Deſeriptin 


is ſeated 1n the Province of Coſta Rica, under the 
altitade of ten degrees Northern latitude, at the 


diſtance of fourteen leagues 'from the : Gulf, of 


Darien, and eight 'Weſtwards from the:Port cal- 
led Nombre de Dios, - Tt is judged to be the ſtron- 
geſt place that the King of Spain poſleſſeth 1n all 
the Weſt-Indies,excepting two,that is to lay Hawa- 
na and Cartagena. Here are two Caſtles,almoſt in- 
expugnable,that defend the City,being ſituated at 
the entry of the Port; ſo that no Ship nor Boat 
can pals without permiſſton, The Gariſon con- 
{iſteth of three hundred Souldiers, and the Town 
conſtantly inhabited by four hundred Famihes, 
more or leſs. The Merchants dwell not here, 
but onely reſide for a while, when the Galeons 
come or go from Spain ; by reaſon of the un- 
healthineſs of the Air, occaſtoned by certain Va- 
pours that exhale from the Mountains. Not- 
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withſtanding, their chief Warehouſes are at Pu- 
erto Velo, howbeit their Habitations be all the year 
long at Panama. From whence they bring the 
Plate upon Mules, at ſuch times as the Fair begin- 
neth ;- and has the Ships, belonging to the 
Company of Negro's, arrive here to {el} Slaves. 
Captam Morgan, who knew very well all the 
Avenues. of this City, as allo all the neighbour- 


They arrived 1ng Coaſts, arrived in the dusk of the evening at 
at Puertode the place called'Prerto de Naos,diltant ten leagues

towards the Weſt 'of Puerto Velo. being COme 
unto this place, they mounted the River in their 
Ships, as far as another Harbour called Puerts 
Pontin ; where they came to an Anchor. Here 
they. put themſelves immediately into Boats and 
Canows, leaving in the Ships onely a few men to 
keep chem, and conduct them rhe next day unto 
the Port. About midnight they came to a cer- 
tain place called Eftera louga Lemos, where they 
all went on ſhore, and marched by land to the 
firſt Poſts of the City. They had in their com- 
pany a certain Englith-man ; Who had been for- 
merly a Prifoner in a thoſe parts, and who now fer- 
ved them for a Guide. Unto him and three or 
four more, they-gave commillion. to take the 
Centry, if poſlible, or kill him upon the place. 
Bat they laid hands on him and apprehended him 
with ſuch cunning, as he had no time to give war- 
ning with his Musket, or make any other noile. 


Thus 
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Thus they brought him, with his hands bound, 


unto Captain Morgan, who asked him, How things 

went in the City, and what Forces they bad : with 

many other circumſtances, which he was deſirous 

to know. After every queſtion, they made him 

a thouſand menaces to kill him; in caſe he de- 
clarcd not the trurh. Thus they began to ad- 

vance towards. the City, carrying always the ſaid 
Centry bound before them. Having marched 

about one quarter of a league, they came unto 

the Caſtle rhat is nigh unto the City; which pre- 

ſently they cloſely ſurrounded, ſo that no PCr- p;,z Cutie 
{on could get cither in or out of the faid For- furrunnde/ 
trels. 

Being thus poſted under the walls of the Ca- 
ſtle, Captain Morgan commanded the Centry, 
whom they had taken Priſoner, to {peak unto 
thole that were within, charging them to ſurren- 
der,and deliver halo up to his diſcretion; 
otherwile they thould be all cut in pieces, with- 
out giving quarter to any. one... But they would 
hearken to none of thele threats, beginning | in- 
ſtantly to fire ; which gave notice unto the Ci- 
ty, and. this was fuddenly'alarm'd. Yet not- 
withſtanding, although the Governour and Soul- 
diers of the {aid Caſtle made as great reiiltance 
as could be pertormed, they were conſtrained to 
{urrender unto the Pirats. Thelc no {ooner had 
taken the Caſtle, but they reſolved to be as good 
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as 
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as their words, 1n putting the Spanzards to the 
Sword, thereby to ſtrike a terrour into the reſt 
of the City. Hereupon, having ſhut up all the 
Souldiers and Othcers , as Priſoners, into one 
Room, they inſtantly tet fire unto che Powder 


( whereot they found great quantity ) and 


4+ we 14 blew up the whole Caſtle into the air, with all 
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the Spaniards that were within. This being 
done, they purſued the courſe of their Victory, 
falling upon the City, which as yet was not in or- 
der to receive them, Many of the Inhabitants 
calt their precious Jewels and Moneys into 
Wells and Citterns, or hid them 1n other places 
under ground, to cxculc, as much as were poſſi- 
ble, their being totally robb'd. One party of 
the Pirats being afligned to this purpole, ran im- 
mediately to the Cloiſters, and took as man 

Religious men and women as they could find. 
The Governour of the City not being able to 
rally the Citizens, through the huge confuſion of 


..,, the Town, retired unto one of the Caſtles re- 


maining, and from thence began ro tire incefiant- 
ly at the Pirats. But theſe were not in the leaſt 
reglis gent cither to aſſault him, or defend them- 
{ly es with all the courage imaginable. T bus 1t 
was obſervable, that amidſt the horrour of the 
Ailault, they made very few ſhot 1n vain. For 
aiming with great dexterity at the mouths of the 
Guns, the Spamards were certain to loſe one or 
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ewo men every time they charged each Gun a- 
new. 
The aſlault of this Caſtle where the Gover- 
nour was, continued very turious on both ſides, 
trom break of day until noon. Yea, about this 
time of the day, the caſe was very dubious which 
party ſhould conquer or be conquered. Ar Jaſt 
the Pirats perceiving they had Joſt many men, 
and as yet advanced but little rowards the gain- 
ing either this or the other Caſtles remaining, 
thought to make uſe of Fire-balls, which they 
threw with their hands, deſigning, it poſlible, ro 
burn the doors of the Calle. But going about 
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to put this in cxecution, the Spaniards from the Stromg d-- 


Walls let fail great quantity of ſtones, and car- 
then pots full of Powder, and other combuliible 
matter, which forced them to deliſt from that 
arrempr; aptain Morgan lecing this generous 
Jetence made by the Spaniards, began to deſpair 
of the whole ſucceſs of the Enterprize. Flere- 

upon many faint and calm meditations came in- 
to his mind 3 neither could he determine which 
way to turn himiclt in that Sun of aftairs. 
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Bu ing nvoived mm theie _ outhts, he was ſudden- 
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Catiles, The n centred by his mn. Oi whom he: 
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; joy. This inſtantly put him upon new, reſolu- 
; tions of making-new efforts to take the reſt of 
| the Caſtles that ſtood out againſt him: Fſpect- 
= ally ſeeing the chicteſt Citizens were fled unto 
'F them, and had conveyed thither great part of 
, their Riches, with all the Plate belonging to the 
| Churchcs, and other things dedicated” to Divine 
4 SCTVICC. 
ZvelveL.at Unto this eftect therefore he ordered ten or 
&rr made. tcelve Ladders to be made, in all poſſible haſte, 
{o broad, that three or he men at once might 
alcend by them. Theſe being finiſhed, he com- 
manded all t! he Religious men and women whom 
he had taken Priſoners, to tix them againſt the 
*ratzgensf walls of the Caſtle. Thus much he had beforc- 
2 W% hand threatned the Covernour to pertorm, 1n 
cale he delivercd not the Caſtle. But his anſwer 
was, He wonld never ſurrender hinſelf ali Ve Cap- 
rain More: 'n was mucl; perlwaded that the Gover- 
NOUr Vi nl not employ his utmoſt Forces, fceing 
44 Religious women, and Eccleitaſtical perſons ; 
cxpolcd in the Gabe of the Souldvters to the FCA- 
it, tell danoers. Thus the Ladders, as I have laid, 
were put into the hands of Religions perſons of 
DO! Kexes 3 = d thele were forced, at the head 
&i the Companies, to raiſe and apply them to the 
\ Valle. Boe FLY -aprain Morgan was tully deceived 
his jadoment of this defione. For the Go- 
VErNOur, who ated like a brave and couracious 
COUICICT, 
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Souldicr, refuſed not, in performance of his du- 
ty, tO uſe his urmoſt endeavours to deſtroy who- 
{ocver came near the Walls. The Religious men 
and women ceaſed not to cry unto ha and beg 
of him by all the Saints of Heaven, he would 
deliver the Caſtle, and hereby {pare both his and 
their own lives. But nothing could prevail with 
the obſtinacy and hercenels that had polefſed 
the Governour's mind. Thus many of the Re- 
ligious men and Nuns were killed betore they 
could fix the Ladders. Which ar Jlaſt being 
done, though with great loſs of the {aid Religt- 
ous people, the Pirats mounted them in great 
numbers, and with no lets valour ; having Fire- 


balls in their hands, and Farthen-pots full of 


eg All which things, being now at the 
top of the Walls, they kindled and caſt in a- 
mong the Spanzards. 

This effort of the Pirats was very great : In- 
ſomuch as the Spaniards could no longer refiſt 
nor defend the Caſtle, which was now entred. 
Hereupon they all threw down their Arms, and 
craved quarter for their lives. Onely the Go-

vernour of the City would admit nor crave no nur world 
mercy; but rather killed many of the Pirats '* render 


with his own hands, and not a few of his own 
Souldiers, becaule they did not ſtand to their 
Arms. And although the Pirats asked him if he 
would have quarter, yet he conſtantly anſwer'd, 

Nn By 
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By no means: I had rather die as a valiant Soul- 
dicr, than be havged as a Coward. They endca- 
vourcd, as much as they could, ro take him Pri- 
{oucr. Bur he deicnded himſclt fo obſtinately, 
as that they were forced to kill him; notwith- 


| Randine all the cries and tears of his own Wife 


and Daughter, who begged of him upon their 
knees he would demand quarter and ſave his 
life, When the Pirats had policfled themſelves 
of the Cafile, which was about night, they en- 
cloſed therem all the Prifoners they had taken, 
placing the women and men by themfelves, with 
{ome Cuards upon them. All the wounded 
were put/ into a certain apartment by-1t ſelf, to 
the intent their own complaints might be the cure 
of their dileales ; for no other was afforded 
them. 

This being done, they fell to cating and drin- 
king, after thei "By manner ; Ft ap lay, 
committing in both theſe things all manner of de- 
bauchery and exceſs. Theſe two vices were 
immediately followed by many infolent actions 
of Rape and Adultery committed upon many 
very honeſt women, as well married as Virgins : 
Who being bard with the Sword, were con- 


ftrained to fubmit their bodies to the ence of 


thoſe lewd and wicked men. After {ſuch man- 
ner they delivered themſelves up unto all fort of 


debauchery of this kind, that it there had been 
tound 
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found onely fifty courageous men, they might 
calily have retaken the City, and killed all rhe 
Pirats. The next day, having plundred all they 
could find, they began to examine ſome of the 
priſoners ( who had been perſwaded by their 
Companions to ſay, they were the richeſt of.the 
Town ) charging them ſeverely , to diſcover 
where they had hidden their Riches and Goods. 
But not being able to extort any thing out of 
them, as who were not the right perſons that pol- 
{elled any wealth, thcy at Jaſt reſolved to tor- They torture 
ture them. This they performed with {uch cru- « 9 
clty, that many of them died upon the Rack, or 
preſently after. Soon after, the Preſident of 
Panama had news brought him of the pillage and 
ruine of Pxerto Velo. This intelligence cauſed 
him to employ all his care and induſtry to raiſe 
Forces, with defigne to purſue and caſt ont the 
Pirats from thence. Bur thele cared litrle for 
what extraordinary means the Preſident uſcd, as 
having their Ships nigh at hand, and being deter- 
mined. to {et fire unto the City, and rctrear. 
They had now been at Pmerto Velo fitteen days, 
i which ſpace of time they had loſt many of 
their men, both by the unhealthinre(s of the Coun- 
try, and the extravagant Debaucherics they had 
committed. 

Hereupon they prepared for a departure, CAT Thy prepare 
rying on Board their Ships all the Pillage they t 4.7. 
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had gotten. But betore all, they provided the 
Flere with ſufficient Victuals for the Voyage. 
While thele things were getting ready, Captain 
Morgan fent an Injunction, unto the Priſoners, 
that chey ihould pay him a Ranſom for the City, 
or clic he would by fire conſume 1t to aſhes, and 
blow up all the Caſtles into the air. Withal, 
he commanded them to ſend {ſpeedily two per- 
{ons to {eek and procure the ſum he demanded, 

which amounted unto one hundred Sulhnd 
Pieces of Eight. Unto this effect, two men 
were ſent to the Prefident of Panama, who gave 
him an account of all thele Tragedies. The Pre- 
{ident having now a body of men in a readineſs, 

{ct forth immediately towards Puerto Velo, to en- 
counter the Pirats betore their retreat. But 
thele people hearing of his coming, inſtead of 
flying away, went out to meet lum at a narrow 
paſſage through which of necetlicy he ought to 
pals. Here they placed an hundred men very 
well arm'd ; the which, at the fir{t Encounter, 
pur to ffi .hr a good party of thoſe of Panama. 
This Accident obliged the Preſident to retir2 for 
that time, as not being yet 1na poſture of ſtrength 
Pretently after this 


 Rencounter, he ſent a Meilage unto Captain 


Morgan, to cell him, That in caſe he departed not 


fuddenly with all bis Forces from Puerto Velo, be 


onoht to expec & no quarter for himpelf nor his pa 
panions 
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panions, when he ſhould take them, as be hoped 
ſoon to do. Captain Morgan, who teared not his 
threats, as knowing he had a ſecure retreat in his 
Ships which were nigh at hand, made him an- 

{wer, He would not deliver the Caſtles, before he 
had cud the Contribution-money be had de- 
manded. Which in caſe it were not paid down, he 
would certainly burn the whole City, and then leave 
it ; demoliſhing before-hand the Caſtles, and kil- 
ling the Priſoners. 

The Governour of Panama perceived by this 
Anſwer, no means would ſerve to mollifie the 
hearts of the Pirats, nor reduce them to reaſon. 
Hereupon he determined to leave them ; as alſo 
thoſe of the City, whom he came to relieve, in- 
volved in the difficulties of making the beſt a- 
greement they could with their Enemies. Thus 
in few days more, the miſerable Citizens gather- 
ed the Contribution wherein they were fined, 
and brought the entire ſum of one hundred "vB A buge R.i- 
{and Pieces of Fight unto the Pirats, for a Ran- ſon jolder 
{om of the cruel Captivity they were fallen into. 
But the Preſident ot Panama, by thele tranſacti- 
ons, was brought into an extream admiration, 
conlidering that four hundred men had been a- 
ble to take ſuch a great City, with ſo many ſtrong 

Caſtles: eſpecially feeing they had no pieces of 
Cannon, nor other great Guns, wherewith to 
railo Batteries againſt them. And what was 


more 
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more, knowing that the Citizens of Puerto Velo 
bad always great repute oi being good Sonldicrs 
themſelves, and who had never wanted courage 
in their own detence. This aftormiihment was fo 
oreat, that it occaſion d him, tor ro be ſatished 
herein, ro ſend a Mctſenger unto Captain Mor- 


gan, defirivg him to {end him ſome ſmall pattern 


of thole Arms wherewith ke had taken with ſuch 
violence lo great a City. Captain Morgan recct- 
ved this Meſlenger very kindly, and treated hint 
with great civility. Which being done, he gave 
him a Piſtol and a few {mall Bullets of lead, to 

carry back unto the Preſident his Maſter, eclling 
him withal, He deſired him to accept that ſlender 


pattern of the Arms wherewith he had taken Puerto 


Velo, and keep them for a twelvemonth ; afier 
whic þ time, be promiſed to come to Panama and 


fetch then away. The Governour of Panama 


returned the Preſent very {oon unto Captain Mor- 
gan, givu g him thanks tor the favour of lending 
; Til {uch Weapons as he needed not, and with 
al {cat him a Ring of Gold, with this Meſlage, 
That be deſired him not to give himfelf the labour 
of coming to Panama, as he had done to Puerto Ve- 
lo; for hedid certifie unto him, he ſhould not 
ſpeed ſo well here as he had done there. 

Attcr thelc tranſactions, Captain Morgan ( ha- 
ving provided his Fleet wah all neceſſaries, and 
taken with him the beſt Guns of the Caſtles, nai- 


ling 
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- ling the reſt which he could not carry away ) let « apy 
Tail from Puerto Velo with all his Ships. With for Guba, 
theſe he-arrived in few days unto the Iſland of 

Ciba, where he ſought our a place wherein with 

all quicr 2nd repoſe] he might make the Dividend 

of the Spoil they had gotten. They found in The Diz;- 
ready money two hundred and fifty thouſand 4:4 made. 
Pieces of Eight ; beſides all other Merchandizes, 

as Cloth, Linnen, Silks, and other Goods. With 

this rich! Purchaſe they failed again from thence 

unto ther common place of Rendezwonz, 7a- 

maica. Being arrived, they paſled here ſome 

time 11 all ſorts of Yices and Debauchery, accor- 

ding to their common manner of doing, {pen- 

ding with huge prodigality what others had gain- 

ed with no {mall labour and toil.

( aptain Morgan taketh the City of Ma- 
racaibo on the Coaſt of Nueva Ve- 
nezuela, Piracies committed in thoſe 
Seas, Raine of three Spaniſh Ships, 
that were ſet forth to hinder the Robberies 
of the Pirate. 


Or long after the arrival of the Pirats at 

Tamaica, being preciſcly that ſhort time 
they needed to laviſh away all the Riches above- 
mentioned, they concluded upon another Enter- 
prize whereby to.feek new fortunes. Unto thi- 
eftect, Captain Morgan gave orders to ail the 
Commanders of his Ships ro mect rogether at the 


. INand called de /aVaca, or Cow-lIjle, {cated on the 


South-ſide of the Iſle of Hiſpaniola; as hath been 
mentioned above. As ſoon as they came to this 
place, there flocked unto them great numbers of 
other Pirats, both French and Engliſh, by reaſon 


the name of Captain Morgan was now rendred fa- 


mous 1n all the neighbouring Countries, tor the 
ercat Enterprizes he had pertorm'd. There was 
at that preſent at Jamazea, an Engliſh Ship newly 

come 


Bucamers of America, 


come from New Enoland , well mounted with 
thirty ſix Guns. This Vellel likewiſe, by order 
of the Governour of Jamaica, came to joyn with 
Captain Morgan to ſtrengthen his Fleet, and give 
him greater courage to attempt things of huge 
conſequence. With this ſupply Captain Mor- 
gan judged himfelt ſufficiently ſtrong, as having 
a Ship of ſuch port, being the greateſt of his 
Fleet, in his Company. Notwithſtanding, there 
being in the ſame place another great Veſſel that 
carried twenty four iron Guns, and twelve of 
braſs, belonging unto the French, Captain Mor- 
gan endeavoured as much as he could to joyn this 
Ship in like manner unto- his own. But the 
French not daring to repoſeany truſt in the En- 
glith, of whole ations they were not a little jea- 
lous, denied abſolutely to conſent unto any ſuch 
thing. 

The French Pirats belonging to this great Ship 
had accidentally met at Sea an Engliſh Vellel : 
And being then under an extream neceſlity of 
Victuals, they had taken ſome proviſions out of 
the Engliſh Ship, without paying for them, as 
having peradventure no ready money on board. 
Onely they had given them Bills of Exchange, 
tor Jamaica and Tortuga, to receive money there 
tor what they had taken. Captain Morgan ha- 


ving notice of this Accident, and perceiving he | 


could not prevail with the French Captain to 
Oo fol- 
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tollow him in that Expedition, reſolved to lay 
hold on this occaſion, as a pretext to ruine the 
French, and ſeek his own revenge. Hereupon 
he tnvited, with diflimulation, the French Com- 
marder and fevcral of his men to dine with him 
on board the eat Ship that was come trom 7a- 
maica, as was laid betore. Being come thither, 
he made them all Prifoners, pretending the inzu+ 
ry aforementioned done to the Englith Veſtel, in 

taking away lome few proviltions without pay. 
This unjuſt aCtion of Captain Morgan was ſoon 
{ullowed by divine puniſhinent, as we may very 
rationally conceive, The manner ſhall mſtant- 
ly rclate. Captain Morgan , preſently attcr he 
had taken the French priloncrs abovelaid, called 
a Council to deliberate what place they ſhould 
firſt pitch upon, in the courle of this new Expe- 
dition. Ar this Council it was determined to go 
to the Ile of Sawona; there to wait for the Flota 
which was then expected from Spain, and take 
any of the Spaniſh Vetlcls that might chance to 
ſtraggte from the reſt. This refolution being 
taken, they began on board the great Ship to 
feaſt one another for joy of their new Voyage 
and happy Council, as they hoped it would 
prove. In teſtimony hereof, they drank many 
Healths, and diſcharged many. Guns, as the com- 
mon ſigne of mirth among Seamen ulted to be. 
Moſt of the men being drunk, by what accident 
1s 
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1s not known, the Ship ſuddenly was blown up ; gre $17 
into the air, with three hundred and hfry Engliſh- blown up. 


men, bel! Jes the French priſoners abovemention- 
ed that were in the Hold. Ot all which num- 
ber, there eſcaped onely thirty men, who were 
11 the great Cabin, at ſome "Aflange trom the 
main force of the powder. Many more, 'tis 
thought, might have eſcaped, had they not ban 
ſo much overtaken with Wine. 

The loſs of f{uch a great Ship brought much 
conſternation and conflict of mind upon the En- 
liſh. They knew not whom to blame : but 
at laſt the accuſation was Jaid upon the French 
priſoners, whom they ſuſpected to have tired the

powder of the Ship wherejn they were, out of Frenc/ 


deligne to revenge themlclves, though with the 
loſs of their own Jives. Hereupon chey {ought 
to be revenged on the French ancw, and accumu- 
late new accuſations unto the former, whereby 
to ſeize the Ship and all that was in it. With 
this deſigne they forged another pretext againſt 
the ſaid Ship, by ſaying the French defigned to 
commit piracy upon the Engliſh. The grounds 
of this Acculation were given them by a Commil- 
{ton irom the Governour of Barracoa, tound on 
board the French Vette], wherein were thele 
words : That the ſaid Governour did permit the 
French to trade in all Spaniſh Ports, &C.------=---- 
As alſo to cruze upon the Engliſh Pirats in worat 

Co place 
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place foewer they could find them, becauſe of the 


multitude of Hoſtilities which they had committed 
againſt the Subjects of his Catholick Majeſty, in time 
of Peace betwixt the two Crowns. This Com- 
miſſion for Trade was interpreted by the Engliſh 
as an exprels Order to exercile Piracy and War 
againſt them, notwithſtanding it was onely a bare 
Licenſe for coming into the Spaniſh Ports ; the 
cloak of which permiſſion, were thoſe words in- 
{erted, That they ſhould cruze upon the Engliſh. 
And although the French did ſufficiently ex- 
pound the true {ence of the ſaid Commiſlion, yet 
they could not clear themſelves unto Captain 
Morgan, nor his Council. But in lieu hereof, the 
Ship and men were ſeized and {ent unto Famaica. 
Here they alto endeavoured to obtain Juſtice, 
and the reſtitution of their Ship, by all the means 
poſlible. . But all was in vain: for inſtead of Ju- 
ſice, they were long time detained in Prifon,and 
threatned with hanging. 

Eight days after the loſs of the ſaid Ship, Cap- 
tain Morgan commanded the bodies of the miſe- 
rable wretches who were blown np, to be ſear- 
ched for, as they floated upon the waters of the 
Sea. This he did, not out of any deligne of at- 
tording them Chriſtian burial, but onely to ob- 
tain the ſpoil of their Cloaths and other Attire. 
Ard if any had golden Rings on their fingers, 
theſe were cut off for purchale, leaving them in 

that 
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that condition expoſed to the voracity of the 
Monſters of the Sea. Atlaſt they ſet fail for the 
Iſle of Savona, being the place of their afligna- They ga to 
tion. They were in | all fifteen Vellcls, Captain the Iſle of 
Morgan commanding the biggeſt, willch carried Ya: 
onely fourteen {mall Guns. The number of 
men belonging to this Fleet, were nine hundred 
and threeſcore. In few days after, they arrived 
at the Cape called Cabo de Lobos, on the Sourh- 
{ide of the Iſle of Hiſpaniola, between Cape Tibu- 
ren and Cape Punta de Eſpada, From hence they 
could not paſs, by reaſon of contrary winds that 
continued the ſpace of three weeks, notwith- 
ſtanding all the endeavours Captain Morgan uſed 
to get forth, leaving no means unattempted therc- 
unto. At the end of this time they doubled the 
Cape, and preſently after ſpied an Engliſh Vel- 
ſe] at a diſtance. Having ſpoken with her, they 
found the came from England, and bought of her, 
for ready money, fome Proviſions they ſtood in 
need of. 

Captain Morgan procecded in the courſe of 
his Voyage, till he came unto the Port of Oro. They arrive 
Here he landed ſome of his men, ſending them © Ocoa, 
1nto the Woods to ſeek water, and what Frovi 
ſions they could find ; the better to ſpare ſuch as 
he had already on board his Fleet. They killed 
many Beaſts, and among othcr Animals fome 
Horſes. But the Spantzards being not well ſatis- 
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ed at their hunting, attempted to lay a Sctrata- 
gem for the Pirats. Unto this purpole, they or- 
dcr'd three or four hundred men to come from 
the City of Santo Domingo, not tar diſtant from 
this Port, and delired them to hunt 1n all the 
parts thereabours adjoyning to the Sca, to the 1n- 
rent that 11 any Pirats ſhould return, they might 
find no ſubliſtance., Within a few days the 
lame Pirats returned, with defigne to hunt. But 
ftiading nothing to kill, a party of them, bc! cINg A- 
bout titty in number, ſtraggled farther on into 
the Woods. The 5 paniards, Who watched all 
their motions, gathered a great Herd of Cows, 
and {er two or three men to keep them. The 
Pirats having fpicd this Herd, killed a fufficiene 
number thereot 3 and aithough the Spaniards 
could ice themat a diſtance, yet they would not 
hinder their work for the preſent. But as ſoon 
as they attempted to carry them away, they {et 
UPON them with all tury imaginable, crying, Ma- 
1, wiidte ; that is, Kill, kill, Thus the Pirats 
Were "TW compell d to quit the prey, and re- 
treat towards their Ships as well as they could. 
Fins tlacy pet riormcd notwithſtandrhg, in good 
eider, retiring from time to time by degrees 3

and when they nid any good opportunity, dil-

CHarging mull Voilies of thot upon the Spaniards. 
By this mcans the Prrats killed mary of the Ene- 
mics, rhough with fome lols on their own fide. 
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The reſt of the Spanzards ſeeing what damage 
they had ſuſtained, endeavoured to fave them- 
ſclves by flight, _ carry oft the dead bodies 
and wounded of thcir Companions, The Prats 
perceiving them to fiic, could not content them- 
{elves with what hurt they had already done, but 
purſued them {pecdily into the Woods, and kil- 
led the greateſt part of thoſe that were remain- 
ng. The next cay Captain Morgan being cx- 
treamly oft-ndcd at what had paſied, went him- 
ſelf with rwo hundred men, into the Woods, to 
ſeek for the reſt of the Spaniards. Bur fi nding 
no body there, he revenged his wrath upon the 
houſes of the poor and miſerable Ruſticks that 
inhabit ſcatteringly thoſe Fields and Woods ; of 
which he burnt a great number. With this he 
returned unto his Ships, ſomething more (atisfied 
in his mind, for having done ſome conſiderable 
damage unto the Enemy 3 which was always his 
moſt ardent delire. 

The huge impatience wherewith Captain Mor- 

7an had waited now this Jong while for ſome of 
his Ships, which were not yet arrived, made him 
reſolve to ſet fail without them, and ſteer his 
courſe for the Ifle of Sawona, the place he had They go on \, 
always deſigned. Being arived there , and not ? —_a 
linding any of his Ships as yet come, he was 
more impatient and concerned than bctore, as 
tearing their loſs, or that he muſt proceed with- 
out 
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out them. Notwithſtanding, he waited tor theu 
arrival fome few days longer. In the mean 
while, having no great plenty of Proviſions, he 
ſent a crew of one hundred and ifty men unto 
the Ifle of Hijpaniola, to pillage tome Towns that 
were nigh unto the City of Sarto Domingo. But 
the Spaniards having had intell;igence of their 
coming, were now = vigtlant, and in ſuch g00d 
poſture of defence, as the Pirats thought it not 
convenient to aflault them ; chuſf1 ing rather to re- 
tura empty-handed unto Captain Morgar”s pre- 
ſence, than to periſh in that deſperate Enter- 
Prize. 

At laſt, Captain Morgan lecing the other Ships 
did not come, made a review of his People, and 
tound onely five hundred men, more or leſs. 
The Ships rhat were wanting were ſeven, he ha- 
ving onely cight in his company, of which, the 
greateſt part were very ſmall. Thus having hi- 
therto reſolved to cruze u pon the coaſts of Cara- 
cas, ard plunder all the Towns and Villages he 
could mect, mw: himſelt at preſent with ſuch 
{mall Forces, he changed his reſolution, by the 
adyice of a French Captain that belonged to his 
Fleet, This French-man had {erved Lolonozs in 
like Enterprizes, and was at the taking of Mara- 
eaibo ; whereby he knew all the entries, paſſages, 
iorces, and means how ro put m exccution the 


iame again 1n the'company of Captain Morgan. 


Unto 
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Unto whom having made a full relation of all, 
he concluded to ſack it again the ſecond time, as 
being himſelf perſwaded, with all hismen, of the 
facility the French-man propounded. Hereupon 
they weighed Anchor, and ſteered their courſe 
towards Curaſao. Being come within ſight of 
that Iſland, they Janded at another, which is nigh 
unto it, and 1s called Rubz, ſeated about twelve 7j.y wrire 
leagues from Curaſao, towards the Weſt. This - Ruba. 
Iſland 1s defended but by a ſlender Garifon, and 

is inhabited by Indians, who are ſubject to the 

Crown of Spain, and ſpeak Spaniſh, by rcaſon of 

the Roman Catholick Religion, which 1s here 
cultivated by ſome few Prieſts that are ſent from 

time to time from the neighbouring Continent. 

The Inhabitants of this Ifle exercile a certain 
Commerce or Trade with the Pirats that go and Commerce »f 
come this way. Theſe buy of the Iſlanders Sheep, '” Fn 
Lambs, and Kids; which they exchange unto 
them for Linnen, Thread, and other things of 
this kind. The Country 1s very dry and bar- 
ren, the whole {ubſtance thereof conſiſting in 
thoſe three things abovementioned; and in a 
{mall quantity of Wheat, which is of no bad 
quality. <. This Iſle produceth a great number of 
venomous Inſects, as Vipers, Spiders, and others. 

Thele laſt are ſo pernicious here, that if any man 
is bitten by them, he dieth mad. And the inan- 
ner of recovering ſuch perſons, 1s to tye them 
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very faſt both-hands and feet, and in this condi- 


tion. to leave them for the ſpace of four and 
ewenty hours, without cating or drinking the 
leaſt thing imaginable. Captain Morgan, as was 
ſaid. havirg caſt Anchor betore this Ifland, bought 
of the Inhabitants many Sheep, Lambs, and alſe 

Vood, which he needed tor all his Fleet. Ha- 
ving been there two days, he fer ſail again, ih the 
time of the-niphr, -ro the intent they might not 


fee what courſe he ſteered. 


The next day chey arrived-at the Sea of Ma- 
racaibo, having always great care of not being 
ſeen from Vigilia: tor which reaſon they anchor'd 
out of fighr of the WV atch-tower. Night being 
come, they ſet ſail again towards the Land, a nd 
the next morning by. break of day found them- 
{elves directly over againſt the Bar of the Lake 
abovementioned. The Spaniards had built a- 
nother Fort, ſince the action of Lolonozs ; from 
whence they did now fire continually apainſt the 
Pirats, while chey were putting their men into 
Boats for to land. The Dilpute continued very 
hot on both ſides, being, managed with huge 
courage and valour from morning til] dark night. 
Fhis being come, Captain Morgan, 1m the obicu- 
rity thereof, drew nigh unto the Fort. Which 
having examined,he found no body in it; the Spa-

Ittt behind them a- Match kindled nigh unto a. 
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train of powder, wherewith they deſigned to 
blow up the Pirats, and the whole Fortreſs, as 
ſoon as they were in it. This deſigne had ta- 
ken effe&, had the Pirats failed to diſcover it the 
ſpace of one quarter of an honr. But Captain 
Morgan prevented the milchiet, by {natching away 
the Match with all ſpeed, whercby he ſaved both 
his own and his Companions lives. They found 
here great quantity of Powder, whereof he pro- 
vided his Fleet ; and afterwards demoliſhed part 
of the Walls, nailing ſixteen pieces of Ordnance, 
which carried from twelve to four and twenty 
pound of Bullet. Here they found alſo great 
number of Muskets, and other Military provi- 
ſions. 

The next day they commanded the Ships to 
cnter the Bar. Among which, they divided the 
Powder, Muskets, and other things they found 
in the Fort. Theſe things being done, they im- 
barked again, to continue their courſe towards 
Maracaibo. But the Waters were very low, 
whereby they could nor paſs a certain Bank that 
lieth at the entry of the Lake. Hercupon they 
were compelled to put themſelves into Canows 
and {mall Boats, with which they arrived the next 
day betorc Maracaibo, having no other defence 
but ſome {mall pieces which they could carry in 
the ſaid Boats. Bring landed, they ran imme- 
diately to the Fort called de la Barra ; which 
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they found in like manner as the precedent, with- 
out any perſon init : For all were fled betore 
them inro the Woods, leaving allo the Town 
without any people, acdleſ: a few miſcrable poor 
folk. who had nothing to lole. 

As loon as they had centred the Town. the Pi- 
rats - arched every corner thereof, to fee if they 
could find any people that were hidden, who 
mie offend them at UNA WATCs. Not finding 
any body, every party, according as they came 
out of their {cveral Ships, choſe w hat houſcs they 
pleaſed to themlelves, the beſt they could find, 
The Church was deputed for the common Corps 
de Garde , where they lived after their Military 
manner, committing many inſolent actions. The 
next day afrer their arrival, they ſent a Troop 
of one hundred men to {ſeek for the Inhabitants 
and their Goods. - Thele returned the next day 
following, bringing with them to the number of 
thirty perſons berween men, women, and chil- 
dren ; and fifty Mules loaden with feveral good 
Merchandize. All thele milcrable priſoners were 
put to the Rack to make them contels where the 
reſt of the Inhabitants were, and their Goods. 
Amovgſt other tortures then uled, one was to 
ſiretch their limbs with Cords, and at the ſame 
time beat them with Sticks and = WH Inſtruments. 
Others had burning Matches placed betwixt their 
fingers, which were thus burnt alive. Others 


had 
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had {lender Cords or Matches twiſted about their 
heads, ti] their eyes burſted our of the skull. 
Thus all fort of inhumane Crueltics were execu- 
red upon thoſe innocent people. Thoſe who 
would not contels, or who had nothing to de- 
clare, died under the hands of thole ryrannical 
men. Thele Tortures and Racks continued for 
the ſpace of three whole weeks. In which time 
they ccaled not to lend out, dayly, paitics of 
men to leck for more pcople to rormint and 
rob ; they never returning home without Booty 
and new Riches. 

Captain Morgan having now gotten by de- 
grees into his hands about one -hundred of the 


chicteſt Families, with all their Goods, ar laſt re- They intend 
d pu Gibral- 


ſolved to go to Gibraltar, even as Lolonois ha 
done before. With this defigne he equipped 
his Fleet, providing it very ſufficiently with all 
neceſlary things. He put likewiſe on board all 
the priſoners : ; and thus wergling Anchor, ſet 
{ail tor the ſaid place, with reſolution to hazard 
the Battel, They had ſent before them ſome 
priſoners unto Gzbraltar, to denounce unto the 
Inhabitants, they ſhould ſurrender: otherwiſe 
Captain Morgan would certainly put them all to 
the ſword, withour giving quarter to any per-

The next day, very early in the morning, they 


landed all their men. And being guided by the 


French-man abovementioned , they marched to- 
wards the Town, nor by the common way, but 
croſling through the Woods ; which way the 
Spaniards {carce thought they would have come. 
For at the beginning of their march, they made 
appearance as if they mtended to come the next 
and open way that led unto the Town, hereby 
the better to deceive the Spaniards. But thele 
remembring, as yet, full well what Hoſlllities 
Lolonois had committed upon them but two years 
before, thought 1t not f{afe to expect the ſecond 
Brunt ; and bercupon were all fled out of the 
Town as faſt as they could, carrying with them 
all theirGoods and Riches,as allo all the Powder, 
and having nailed all the great Guns. Inſomuch as 
the Pirats found not one perſon in the wh q e City, 
excepting one onely poor and innocent man 
who was born a tool. This man they asked 
whicher the Inhabitants were fled , and where 
they had ablconded their Goods. Unto all 
which Queſtions and the like, he conſtantly made 
anſwer, 1 know wothing, 1 hrew nothing. But 
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they preſently put him to the Wrack, and tor- 77, wi 
tur'd him with Cords ; which torments forced # pror col. 
him to CrV OWN, Jo not torture me any more, but 

come with me and I will /bew you my Goods and. 

my Riches. They were perſwaded as it ſhould. 

ſeem, he was ſome rich perſon who had diſguiſed. 

himſelt under thoic cloaths fo poor, as alſo that. 
innocent rongue. Hereupon they went along. 

with him ; and he conducted them to a poor and. 
nuſcrable Cortage, wherein he hada tew Earthen- 

diſhes, and other things of lic le or- no value ;: 

and amongſt theſe, three Pieces ot. Fiehr, which. 

he had. concealed with ſome other Trumpery 

under ground. Atter this, they asked him his 

name; and he readily made anſwer, My name 3s. 

Don Sebaſtian Sanchez, and 1 am Brother unto the 
Governour of Maracaibv. This fooliſh Anſwer, 

it muſt be conceived, theſe men, though never 

ſo inhumane, took tor a certain truth, For no. 

ſooner had they heard ir, bur they put him again 

upon the Rack, lifting him up on high with. 
Cords, and tying huge weights unto his feet and 

neck. Beſides which cruel and ſtretching tor- 

ment, they burnt him alive, applying Palm-leaves 
burning unto his face. Under which miſeries he He dieth «r- 
died in half an hour. Atrer his death they cur 4 the tor 
the Cords wherewith they had ſtretcht him, and 
drag d him forth into the adjoyning Woods,, 

where they lett him without burial.

A Peaſant 
brought in 
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The fame day they ſent out a party of Pirats 
to ſeek for the Inhabitants, upon whom they 
might employ their inhumane Cruelties. Thele 
brought back with them an honeſt Peaſant with 
two Daughters ol his, whom they had taken pri- 
ſoners, and whom they intended to torture as 
they uſed to do with others, in caſe they ſhewed 
not the places where the Inhabitants had ab- 
{conded themſelves. The Peaſant knew {ome of 
the faid places, and hcreupon ſeeing himſelf 
rkreatned with the Rack, went with the Pirats to 
ſhew them. But the Spaniards perceiving their 
Enemies to range every-where up and down the 
Woods, were already fled from thence much far- 
ther off into the thickeſt parts of the ſaid Woods, 
where they built themſelves Huts, to preſerve 
from the violence of the weather thoſe few Goods 
they had carried with them. The Pirats judged 
themſelves to be deceived by the ſaid Pealant ; 
and hereupon, to revenge their wrath upon him, 
notwithſtanding all the excuſes he cond make, 
and his hamble ſupplications for his lite, they 
hanged him upon a Tree. 

After this, they divided into ſeveral parties, 
and went to ſearch the Plantations. For they 
knew the Spanzards that were ablſconded could 
not Jive upon what they found in the Woods, 
without coming now and then to ſeck proviſions 
ar their own Country-houlſes. Here they found 
a 
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a certain Slave, unto whom they promiſed moun- 7 512 6ri- b 

tains of Gold, and that they would give him his 4 i” 

liberty by tranſporting him unto Famaica, in caſe * Ma 

he would ſhew them the places where the Inha- 

bitants of Gibraltar lay hidden. This fellow 

conducted them unto a party of Spaniards, whom 

they inſtantly made all Priſoners, commanding 

the ſaid Slave to kill ſome of them before the 

eyes of the reſt ; to the intent that by this per- 

petreted crime, he might never be able to leave x,,ia fu ! 

their wicked company. The Negro, according 

to their orders, committed many murthers and 

inſolent aCtions upon the Spaniards, and followed 

the unfortunate traces of the Pirats. Who after { 

the ſpace of eight days, returned unto Gibraltar _ 

with many priſoners, and ſome Mules laden with Þ 

Riches. They examined every priſoner by him- 

ſelf ( who were in all about two hundred and | 1 

fitty perſons ) where they had abſconded the reſt 

of their Goods, and it they knew of their fellow- 

Town{men. Such as would not confels, were 'p 

tormented after a moſt cruel and inhumane man- b5 

ner. Among the reſt, there happened to be a : ;

Which 
words, although he ſealed with many Oaths and 
Proteſtations, yet they would not believe him. 
Bur dragging him unto the Rack, without any 
regard unro his age, as being threeſcore years 
old, they ſtretcht him with'Cords, breaking both 
his arms bch+nd his ſhaulders. 

This cruelty. went not alone. For he not be- 
ing able or. willing. to: make any other declara- 
tion than the abovelaid, they pur him to-anether 
ſort of. torment that was worſc-r, and more barba- 
rous than the precedent. They ryed him. with 
{mall Cords by his two. thumbs and great toes 
unto four ſtakes that were fixr in the gronnd at 
2 convenient- diſtance, the whole weight of his . 


body be1ng pendent in the air upon thoſe Cords.

Sricks and all their ſtrength, fo that the body of 
this miſerable man was ready to' periih at every 
ſtroke, under the {cverity of thoſe horrible pains. . 
Not ſatisfied, as yet, with this cruel torture, they | 
took a "FRA, which weighed above two hundred 
pound, and Jaid it upon his. belly, as it they | I1N- 
tended to preſs him ro death. Ar which time 
they alſo kindled Palm-leaves, and applicd che 
flime unto the face of this unfortunate Portu- 
guele, burning with them the whole skin,. beard, 
and hair Art laſt theſe cruel Tyrants {eerrg that 
neither with thele tortures nor others they could 


ger. 
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get any thing out of him, they untyed the Cords, 
and cafried him, being almoſt halt dead, unto the 
Church, where was their Corps du Garde. Here 
they tyed him anew unto one of the pillars there- 
of, leaving him in that conditton, without giving 


bis either to eat or drink, ately very ſparingly, | 


and (o little as would ſcarce ſuſtain lite, tor ſome 
days, Four or five being paſt, he delired that 
one of the priſoners might have the liberty to 
come unto him, by whoſe means he promiſed he 
would devo to raiſe ſome money to fatisfie 
their demands. The priſoner whom he required, 
was brought unto him ; and he order'd him to 
promiſe the Pirats five hundred Pieces of Eight 
for his ranſom. But they were both deaf and 
obſtinate at ſuch a ſmall ſum, and inſtead of ac- 
cepting it, did beat him cruelly with Cudgels, 


iaying unto him, Old fellow, inſtead of five bun- 


dred, you muſt ſay, five bundred thouſand Pieces of 


Eight ; otherwiſe you ſhall here end your life. Fi- 
nally , after a rhouſand Proteſtations that he was 
bur a miſerable man, and kept a poor Tavern for 


his living, he agreed with them for the ſum of 


one thouſand Pienes ot Eight. Theſc he raiſed 
in few days, and having paid them vato the Pj- 
rats, got his liberty ; although fo horribly maim- 
ed in his body, that 'ttz ſcarce to be believed he 
could {upervive many weeks ater. 

Several other tortures beſides theſe,were exer-

by their privy Members, and left in that condi- 
tion til] they fc]] unto the ground, thoſe private 
parts being torn from their bodies. It with this 
they were minded to ſhew_ themlſclves merciful 
to thoſe wretches,thus lacerated in the moſt tender 


Þarts of their bodies,their mercy was to run them 


through and through with their Swords ; and by 
this means rid them ſoon of their pains and lives. 
Otherwiſe, it this were not done, they uſed to 
lie four or five days under the agonics of death, 
before dying. Orhers were crucified by theſe 
Tyrants, and with kindled Matches were burnt 
between the joynts of their fingers and toes. O- 


- thers had their feet PUT into the fire, and thus 


were left to be roaſted alive. Art laſt, having u- 
{cd both theſe and other Cruelties with the White 


men, they began to practiſe the ſame over again 


with the Negro's their Slaves ; who were treated 
with no Teſs inhumanity than their Maſters. 
Among theſe Slaves was found one who pro- 
nuſed Captain Morgan to conduct him unto a 
certain River belonging to the Lake, where he 


ſhould find a Ship and four Boats richly laden 


with Goods chat belonged unto the Inhabitants 
of Maraicabo. The ſame Slave diſcovered like- 
wiſe the place where the Governour of Gibral- 
tar lay hidden, together with the greateſt part of 
the 
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the women of the Town. But all this he revea- 
led, through great menaces wherewith they 
threatned to hang him, in cale he told not what 
he knew. Captain Morgan ſent away preſently 
two hundred men 1n two Saetzes, or great Boats, 
towards the River abovementioned, to ſeck for 


what the Slave had diſcovered. Bur he himſelf, 


with two hundred and fifty more, undertook to thi b 
go and take the Governour. This Gentleman take the Ge - 
was retired unto a_{mall {land {cated in the mid- 779%": 


dle of the River, where he had built a little Fort, 
after the beſt: manner he could, for his defence. 


Bur hearing that Captain Morg an came in perſon gu bs +1; 
with great Forces ro {eek him, he retired farther 7 


off unto the top of a Mountain not much diſtant 
from that place ; unto which there was no al- 
cent,but by a very narrow patſage. Yea, this was 
ſo ſtreighr, that wholoever did pretend to gain 
the aſcent, mult of neceſliry cauic his men to pals 
one by one. Captain Morgan ſpent two days be- 
fore he could arrive at the little Ifland abovemen- 
tioned. From' thence he detigned to proceed. 
unto the Mountain where the Governour was 
poſted, had he not been told of the impoſſibility 
he ſhould find in the alcent 3 not onely for the 
narrowneſs of the path that led ro the top, but 
alſo becauſe the Governour was very well provi- 
ded with all ſorts of Ammunition above; Be- 
[1des that, there was fallen an huge Rain, where- 


by 
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by all the Baggage belonging to the Pirats, and 
their Powder, was wet. By this Rain alſo they 
had loſt many of their men at the paſlage over 
a River that was overflown. Here periſhed 
likewiſe ſome women and children, and many 
Mules laden with Plate and other Goods ; all 
which they had taken in the Fields from the tu- 
gitive Inhabitants. So that all things were in a 
very bad condition with Captain Morgan, and the 
bodies of his men as much harraſſed, as ought to 
be inferr'd from this relation. Whereby, it the 
Spaniards in that juncture of time had had but a 
Troop of fiſty men well arm'd gvith Pikes or 
Spears, they might have entirely deſtroyed the 
Pirats, w hoe any poſlible reſiſtance on their 
tides. But the tears which the Spaniards - had 
conceived from the beginning, were ſo great, that 
onely hearing the leaves on the Trees to ſtir, they 
often fancied them to be Pirats. Finally, Cap- 
tain Morgan and his People having upon this 
march {ometimes waded up to their middles in 
water for the ſpace of halt or whole miles toge- 
ther, they at laſt eſcaped- for the greateſt part. 
Burt ke women and children that. they brought 
home priſoners, the major part died. 

Thus 1 2 days after they fer forth to ſeek cheGo- 
vernour,they returned wito Gibraltar with a orcat 
pumber of prito:.crs. Tivo days alter,arrived allo 
the two Saeties that wont unto the River, br Ning 

" 10h 
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with them four Boats and ſome prifoners. But 

as to the greateſt part ot the Merchandize that 

were in the {azd Boats, they found them not, the 
Spaniards having unladed and ſecured them , as 

having intelligence before-hand of the coming of 

the Pirats Whereupon they defigned allo, 

when the Merchandize were all taken out, to 

burn the: Boats. Yet the Spaniards made not fo 

much haſte: as was requiſite to: unlade_ the faid 

Veſſels, . but- that they letr both in the Ship and 4 Ship and 
Boats great parcels of Goods, which, they being 4k 
fled from thence, the Pirats {cizcd, ET” brought 

thereof - a -conſiderable Booty unto: Gibraltar. 

Thus afrer they had been. in poſieflion of the -- 

place five entire weeks, and committed. there in- - 

finite number of Murthers, Robberics, Raps, - 
and {uch-like Inlolencies, they concluded upon 

their departure. But before this could be per- 
formed, for the laſt proot of their ryranny they 

gave orders unto ſome prioners to go forth mto- 

the Woods and Fields, and colle& a Ranſum for Rniſon for 
the Town. otherwite they would cerranily burn = —_—_ 
every houſe down to the- ground. .: Thole. puor b 
afllicted men went forth as they were fent. - Aud 
after they had ſearched every corner of the ad- 
joyning Ficlds and Woods, they returned unro 
Captain Morgan, telling kim: they had ſcarce 
been able ro tind any body. But that unto ſuch 
as they had tound, they had propoled his de- 


mands ; 
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' mands ; to which they had made anſwer, that

the Governour had prohibited them to give any 
Ranſom for not burning the Town. But not- 
withſtanding any prohibition to the contrary, 
they beleeched him to have a little patience, and 
among themſelves they would colleCt to the ſum 
of five thouſand Pieces of Eight. And for the 
reſt, they would give him ſome of their own 
Townſmen as Hoſtages, whom he might carry 
with him to Maracaibo, till ſuch time as he had 
received full f{atisfaction. 

Captain Morgan having now been Jong time 
abſent from Maracaibo, and knowing the Spani- 
ards had had nc time wherein to fortifie 
themſelves, and hinder his departure out of the 
Lake, granted them their Propoſition abovemen- 
tioned ; and withal, made as much haſte as he 
could to ſet things in order for his departure. 
He gave liberty to all the priſoners, having be- 
tore-hand put them every one to the ranſom 3; 
yet he detained all the Saves with him. They 
delivered unto him tour perſons that were agrecd 
upon for Hoſtages ot what ſums of money more 
he was to receive from them : and they deſired 
to have the Slave of whom we made mention a- 
bove, intending to punith him according to his 
delerts. Bur Captain Morgan would nor "deliver 
him, being perſwaded they would burn him a- 
live. Ar laſt they weighed Anchor, and {ct fail 

with 
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'with all the haſte .they could , direfting their 


courſe towards Maracaibo. Here they arrived in 

four days, and found all things in the ſame po- 

ſture they had left them when they departed. 

Yet here they received news, from the informa- 

tion of a poor diſtreſſed old man, who was fick, 

and whom alone they found in the Town, That 

three Spamſh Men of War were arrived at the wews » 
entry. of the Lake, and there waited for the re- -— tou 
turn of the Pirats out of thoſe parts. ., Moreover, PTY 
that the Caſtle at the entry thereof, was again 

put into a good poſture of defence, : "bet well 
provided with great Guns and men, and all ſorts 

of Ammunition. 

This relation of the old man could not chaſe They ſend te 
but cauſe ſome diſturbance in the mind of Cap- GD ha - 
tain Morgan, who now was careful how to get a- 
way through thoſe narrow paſſages of the entry 
of the Lake. Hereupon he ſent one of his Boats, 
the ſwifteſt he had, to view the entry, and ſee if . 
things were as they had been related. The next 
day the Boat came back, confirming what was 
ſaid, and aſſuring, they had viewed the Ships fo 
nigh, that they had been m great danger of the 
ſhot they had made at them. Hereunto they 
added, that the biggeſt Ship was monnted with 
forty Guns, the ſecond with thirty, and the {mal- 

Teſt with four and twenty. Theſe Forces were 
much beyond thoſe of Captain Mo gan; and 
Rr 4 Hence 
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hence they catiſed a general confiernation in all 
the Pirats, whote biggeſt Vetlc! had not above 
fourteen {mall Guns. Every one judged Cap- 
tam Morgan to defpond m Ins mind, and be de- 
ſtitute-of all manner of hopes, conſt dering the 
difficulty either of. paſting ſafely with his little

that he muſt periſh. How to eſcape any other 
way by Sea or by Land, they faw no oppottuni- 
ty. nor Conventence. Onely they could have 
wiſhed that thoſe three Ships had rather come 0- 
ver the Lake to ſeek them at Maracaibo, than to 
remain at' the mouth of 'the Streight where they 
were, For at that paſlage they muſt-of neceſlt- 
ty fear the raine of their'F leet; which confiſted 
onely tor the greateſt part of Bodts. 

Hereupon, being neceſſitated to act as well as 


he-could, Captam Morgan reſumed new courage, 


and refolved to fhew himſelf, 'as yet, undaunted 


with thefe terrours. To chis tntent he boldly 


ſent a Spaniard unto-the Admural of- thoſe three 


Ships, demanding of him a conffderable Tribute 
or Ranſom tor not putting the City of Mara- 
caibo to the flame. This man ( who doubtleſs 
was received by the Spantards with great admira- 
tion of the confidence and boldneſs of thoſe Pi- 
rats ) returned two days 'after, bringing unto 
Captain Morgan a Letter from the laid Admiral, 
whole Contents were as followeth. 

Letter 
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Letter of Don Alonſo del Campo and Eſpinoſa, Ad- 
miral of the Spaniſh Fleet, unto Captain Mor- 
gan Commander of the Pirats. 


Neighbours, the unexpected news, that you 
have dared to attempt and commit Hoſtilities in the 
Countries, Cities, Towns, and Villages belonging un- 
to the Dominions of his Catholick Majeſty, my ſove- 
raign Lord and Maſter ; I kt you underfland by 
theſe lines, that I am come unto this place, according 
to my obligation , nigh unto that Caſtle which you 
took out of the hands of a parcel of Cowards ; where 
I bave put things into a very good poſture of de- 
fence, and mounted again the Artillery which you 
had nailed and diſmounted. My intent is to diſ- 
pute with you your paſſage out of the Lake, and fol- 
low and purſue you every-where, to the end you may 
ſee the performance of my duty. Notwithſtanding, 
if you be contented to ſurrender with humility all 
that you have taken , together with the Slawes and 
all other priſoners, I will let you freely paſs, with- 
out trouble or moleſtation ; upon condition that you 
retire hoe preſently unto your own Country, But 
in caſe that you make any reſiſtance or oppoſition un- 
theſe things that I proffer unto you, I do aſſure you 
I will con;mand Boats to come from Caracas, wheres 
in I will put 1:y Troops, and coming to Maracaibo, 
Rr -2 will 


Awving nnderſtood by all our Friends and Hy Avſwer, 
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will canſe you utterly to periſh, by putting you every 
man to the ſword. This us my laſt and abſolute re- 
ſolution, Be prudent therefore, and do not abuſe 
my bounty with ingratitude. I have with me wery 
good Souldiers , who deſire nothing more ardently, 
than to revenge on. yau aud your People, all the cru-- 
elties and baſe infamous actions. you have committed 
upon the Spaniſh Nation in America. Dated on 
board the Royal Ship named the Magdalen, lying 
at Anchor at the entry of the Lake of Maracaibo, 
this 24th day of April, 1669.

Letter, he called. all his men together in the

'n public: Contents thereof, both in French and Engliſh, 
he asked their advice and reſolutions upon the 
whole matter, and whether they had rather fur- 
render all they had purchaled, to obtain their It 
berty, than fight for it ? 
They anſwered all unanimouſly, They had 
rather fight, and (pill the very Jaſt drop of bloud 
they ii | in their veins, than ſurrender fo eaſily 
the Booty they had gotten with ſo much danger 
darice given gf their lives. Among the reſt, one was found

WI hich, 
to the intent ſhe may uot be known for a Fire-ſhip, 
we will fill her Decks with logs of woed, ftan1ing 
with Hats and Montera-caps, to deceive their ſight 
with the repreſentation of men. The ſame we will

ſhall be filled with counterfeit Cannon. Alt the 
Stern we- will hang out the Engliſh Colours, and 
perſwade the Enemy ſhe 3s one of our beſt Men of 
War that goeth to fight them. This Propoſition 
being heard by the Tunta, was admitted and ap- Which is ap- 
proved of by every one ; howbeit their fears were ! hah We 
not quite diſperſed. 
For notwithſtanding what had been conclu- 
ded there, they endeavoured the next day to ſee 
if they could come to an accommodation with p,,, -;,,,, 
Don Alonſo. Unto this cftect Captain Aorgan of accomme- 
ſent him two perſons, with theſe followiag Pro- "o— 
poſitions. Firſt, That be would quit Maracaibo, 
without doing any damage to the Town, nor exaCtin 
any. Ranſom for the firing thereof, Secondly,That 
he would ſet at liberty the one Þalf of the Slaves, 
and likewiſe all other Priſoners, without Ranſom. 
Thirdly, That be would ſend heme freely the four 
chief Inhabitants of Gibraltar, which þz had in his 
caſtoly as Hoſtages for the Contributions thoſe people 
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bad promiſed to pay. Thele Propoſitions. from 

the Pirats being underſtood by Don Alonſo, were 

But all rje- inſtantly rezeted every one, as being diſhonou- 
ic, rable for him to grant, Neither would he hear 
any word more of any other accommodation ; 

but ſent back this Meſſage: That in caſe they 
ſurrendred not themſelves voluntarily into his Nb 

within the ſpace of two days, under the Conditions 

which he had offered them by his Letter, he would 

mmmediately come and force them to do it. 

No ſooner had Captain Morgan received this 

They reſolve Metlage fyom Don Alonſo, than he put all things 
439% inorder to fight, reſolving to get out of the Lake 
by main force , and without ſurrendring any 

thing. Tn the firſt place, he commanded all the 

Slaves and Priſoners to be tyed and guarded very 

well. After this, they gathered all the Pitch, 

Tar, and Brimſtone they could find in the whole 

S:r44gm Town, therewith to prepare the Fire-ſhip above- 
Fa rg mentioned. Likewile they made ſeveral inyen-* 
Fleet, tions of Powder and Brimſtone, with great quan- 

tity of Palm-lcaves, very well ointed with- Tar. 

They covered very well their counterfeit Can- 

non, Jaying under every piece thercof, many 

pourds of Powder. © Bettdes which, they cut 

_ down many our-works bclonging to the Sap, to 

the end the Powder might-excrt its ſtrength rhe 

berret. Thus they broke open. allo new Port- 

hots; where, uifſtcad of Guns they place d little 
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Drums, of which the Negro's make uſe. Final- 
ly, the Decks were handiomly beſet with many 
pieces of wood dreſſed up in the ſhape of men 
with Hats, or Montera's, and likewile armed with 
Swords, Muskets, and Bandelcers. 

The Brulot or Fire-ſhip being thus fitted to 
their purpole, they prepared the -mlelves to YO tO 
the entry of the Port. All the priſoners were * 
put into one great Boat, and in another of the 
biggeſt they placed all the Women, Plate, Jew- 
cls, and other rich things which they had. Into 
others they put all the bales of Goods and Mer- 
chandize , and other things of greateft bulk. 
Each of theſe Boats had twelve men on board, 
very well armed. The Brulot had orders to go 
before the reſt of the Veſſels, and preſently to 
fall foul with the great Ship. All things being 
in a readineſs, Captain Morgan exacted an Oath

of all his Comrades, whereby they proteſted to #3. 


defend themſelves againſi the Spaniards, even to 
the laſt drop of bloud, without demanding quar- 
ter at any rate: promiling them withal, that 
whoſoever thus behaved himſelf, ſhould be very 
well rewarded. 

With this diſpoſition of mind, and couragious 
reſolution, they. ſet fail to ſeek the Spaniards, on 
the 3oth day of April 166g. They found the 
Spanith Flee: riding at Anchor in the middle of 


the entry of the Lake. Captain Morgan, it being 
Ng 
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Bucamers of America, 
now late, and almoſt dark, commanded all lns 
Vellcls to come to an Anchor 3; with deſigne to 


fight from thence even all night, if they thould 
provoke him thereunto. He gave orders that a 


careful and vigilant Watch {ſhould be kept on 
. board every Veſlel till the morning, they being 
almoſt within ſhot, as well as within ſight of the 
Enemy. The dawning of the day being come, 


they weighed Anchors, and et fail again, ſtee- 


ring their courle directly towards the Spaniards ; 


who oblerving them to move, did inſtantly the 


ſame. The Fire-ſhip failing before the reſt, fell 


preſently upon the great Ship, and grappled to 
her ſides in a ſhort while. Which by the Spa- 


mards being perceived to be a Fire-ſhip, they at- 
tempted to eſcape the danger by putting her off; 
but in vain, and too Jate. For the flame ſud- 
denly ſerzed her Timber and Tackling, and in a 
ſhort ſpace conſumed all the Stern, the forepart 
ſinking into the Sea, whereby ſhe periſhed. The 
{ccond Spaniſh Slyp perceiving the Admiral to 
burn, not by accident, but by induſtry of the E- 
nemy, cicaped towards the Caſtle , where the 
Spaniards themiclves cauſed her to fink ; chn- 
ling this way of Jo{ing their Ship, rather than to 


tall into the hands of thoſe Pirats, which they held 


for inevitable. The third, as having no oppor- 
cunity nor time fo cicape, was taken by the Pi- 
rats. The Sca-men that ſank the ſecond Slyp 
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nigh unto the Caſtle, perceiving the Pirats to 
come towards them to take what remains they 
could find of their Shipwrack, ( for ſome part 
of the Bulk was extant above water ) ſet fire in 
like manner unto this Veſſel, to the end the Pt- 
rats might enjoy nothing of that ſpoil. The 
firſt Ship being ſet on fire, ſome of the perſons 
that were in her {wam towards the ſhore. Theſe 
the Pirats would have taken up in their Boats ; 
but they would neither ask nor admit of any 
quarter, chuſing rather to loſe their lives, than 
receive them from the hands of their Perſecu- 
tors, for ſuch reaſons as I ſhall relate hereaf- 
ter. 

The Pirats were extreamly gladded at this 
ſignal Victory obtained in fo ſhort a rime, and 
with ſo great inequality of Forces ; whereby 
they conceived greater pride 1n their minds than 
they had before. Hereupon they all preſcntly 
ran aſhore, intending to take the Caſile. This 
they found very wcll provided both with men, 
great Cannon and Ammunition 3 they liaving no 
other Arms than Muskets, and a few Fire-balls in 
their hands, Their.own Artillery they thought 
1ncapable, tor its {malneſs, of making any conſi- 
detable breach in the Wails. Thus they {ſpent 
the reſt of that day. firins at the Garifon with 
their Mrskets, till the dvik of the evening ; at 
winch time they attempted to advance nigher 

17 (RR unto 
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unto the Walls, with intere to throw in the 

Firc-balls. But the Spaniards relolving to (cl! 

their hives as dear as they conld, continued hring 

ſo furiouſly at them, as they chought It not Ccon- 

venient to approach any nearer, nor perlilt any 

longer in that diſpute. Thus having experi- 

mented the obſtinacy of the Enemy, and ſecing 

thirty of their own men already dead, and as 

”» many more wounded, they retired unto their 
Ships. 

The Spani- The Spaniards believing the Pirats would re- 

pays a turn the next day to renew the attack, as alſo 

xew aſſault, Make uſe of their own Cannon againſt the Ca- 

ſtle, laboured very hard all night, to put all 

things in order for their coming. But more par- 

ticularly they employed themlelves that night in 


digging down and making plain {ome little hills 


and eminent places, from whence poſlibly the 
Caſtle might be oftended. 

But Captain Morgan mtended not to come a- 
ſhore again, buſying himſelt the next day in ta- 
king priſoners ſome of the men who ſtill {wam 
»p ſmim- alwe upon the Waters, and hoping to get part

of the Riches that were loſt in the two Ships that 
periſhed. Among the reſt,he took a certain Pilot, 
who'was a ſtranger, and who belonged unto the 
Ieſſer Ship of the two, with whom he held much 
diſcourlc ,cnquiring of [1m ſeveral things. Such 
queſtions were, What number of people Fu 

thrce 
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three Ships had had in them 2 Whether they ex- 
pected any more Ships to come ? From what Port 
they ſet forth the Jaſt time, when they came to 
ſeek them out? His OS ag unto all theſe que- 
ſtions, was as followeth 3 which he delivercd in 
the Spaniſh Tongue : * Noble Sir, be pleaſed to 
« pardon and ſpare me, that no evi] be done unto 
© me, as being a ranger unto this Nation I have 
c "AP] and I ſhall ſincerely inform you of all 
© that paſſed till our arrival at this Lake. We 
© were ſent by orders from the Supreme Council 
© of State in Spain, being {ix Men of War well 
© equipped, into thele Seas, with inſtructions to 
< cruze upon the Engliſh Pirats, and root them out 
© from theſe parts by deſtroying as many of them 
c 25 we could. 
© Thele Orders were given, by reaſon of the 
© news brought unto the Court of Spain of the 
© Joſs and ruine of Pwerto Velo, and other places. 
< Of all which Damages and Hoſtilities commit- 
© ted here by the Engliſh, very diſmal lamenta- 
© tions have often-times penetrated the cars both 
« of the Catholick King and Council, unto whom 
© belongeth the care and preſervation of this new 
© World. And although the Spaniſh Cou:«: hath 
* many times by their Embaſſidours ſent Com- 
* plaints hereof unto the King of England : yet 
* It hath b:en the conſtant an{wer of his Majeſty 
© of Great Britain, That he never gave any Let- 
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© ters-patents hor Commullions for the aCting any 
© Hoſtthty whatlocver, againſt rhe Subjects of the 
© King of Spain. Hereupon the Catholick King, 
© berg reſolved to revenge his Subjects, and pu- 
© nifh thele proceedings, commanded fix Men of 
© War to be equipped ; which he ſent into theſe 
© parts under the command of Don Auguſtin de 
© Buſtos, who was conſtituted Admiral of the faid 
@ Fleet. He commanded the biggeſt Ship there: 
© of, named N- $* de la Soledad , mounted with 
© eight and forty great Guns, and erght (mall ones; 
© The Vice: Admiral was Don Alonſo del Campo y 
© Eſpinoſa, who commanded the ſecond Ship ca]- 
© Jed Iz Concepcion, which carried forty four great 
© Guns, and eight {mall ones. Betides which 
© Veſſels, there were alſo four more ; whereof 
© the firſt was named the Magdalen, and was 
© motinted with thirty fix great Guns, and 
© twelve ſmall ones, having on board two hun- 
« dred and fifty men. The ſecond was called 
© St. Lewis, with twenty fix great Guns, twelve 
© {mall ones, and two hundred men. The third 
© was called [a Marqueſa, which carried ſixteen 
© oreat Guns, eight ſmall ones, and one hundred 
© and fifty men. The fourth and Jaſt , N# $- 
* del Carmen, with eighteen great Guns, erght 
© {mall ones, and likewiſe one hundred and fifty 
© men. 
© We were now arrived at Cartagena, when the 
a © two- 
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* two greateſt Ships recerved orders to return in- 
© to Spain, as bemg judged too big for cruzing 
* upon theſe Coatis. With the four Ships re- 
* maining, Don Alonſo det Campo y Eſpinoſa de. 
* parted trom thence towards Campeche, to ſeek 
© out the Engliih. We arrived at the Port of 
© the faid City, where being furprized by a huge 
© Storm that blew trom the North, we loſt one 
* of our tour Ships; being that which I named 
© in the haſt piacc among the reſt. From hence 
* we ſet fail for the He of Hiſpamola; in ſizht of 
© which we came within few days, and dire&ed 
© our courſe unto the Port of Santo Domingo. 
© Here we received intelligence there had: paſſed 
© that way a Fleet from Jamaica, and that ſome 
© men thereof having landed at a place called 4!- 
© z4 Gracia, the Inhabitants had taken one of 
© them priſoner, who confeſſed their whole de- 
© ſigne was to go and pillage the City of Caracas. 
© With theſe news Don Alonſo inſtantly weighed 
* Anchor, and fet ſail from thence, crofling over 
© unto the Continent, till we came in {fight of Ca- 
© racas. Here we found not the Engliſh ; but 
© happened to meet with a Boat which certified 
© us they were in the Lake of Maracaibo, and that 
© the Fleet conſiſted ot ſeven {mall Ships and one 
© Boat. 

© Upon this intelligence we arrived here ; and 


© coming nigh unto the entry of -the Lake, we 
ſhot 
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© ſhot offa Gun to demand a Pilot from the ſhore. 
{Tholc on land perceiving that we wereSpantards, 
© cainc willingly unto us with a Pilot, and told us 
© thar the Englith had taken the City of Maracai- 
© bo,and that they were at preſent at the pillage of 
© Gibraltar. Don Alonſo having underſtood this 
© news, made a hand{om Speech unto all his Soul- 
© diers and Mariners, encouraging them to per- 
© form their duty, and withal promiling to divide 
© among them all they ſhould take trom the En- 
© pliſh. Aﬀter this, he gave order that the Guns 
© which we had taken out of the Ship that was 
© loſt, ſhould be put, into the Caſtle, and there 
© mounted for its defence, with two pieces more 
© out of his own Ship, of eighteen pounds port 
© each. The Pilots conducted us into the Port, 
cand Don Alonſo commanded the people that 
© were on ſhore to come unto his preſence, unto 
© whom he gave orders to repoſleſs the Caſtle, 
card re- enforce it with one hundred men 
© more than it had before its being taken by the 
© Enviin. Not Jong after, we received news 
© that you were returned from Gibraltar unto 
© Munracaibo; unto which place Don Alonſo wrote 
© yona Letter, giving you account of his arrival 
© ai.l] i'cligne, and withal cxhorting you to reſtore 
© ail that you had raken. This you refuſes to 
C00 5 whereupon he renewed his promiſts and 
c zatcntions unto Js Souldters and Sea-men. And 
© having 
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© having given a very good Supper unto all his 
© People, he per{waded them neither to take nor 
© give any quarter unto the Englith that ſhould 
© fall into their hands. This was the occaſion of 
© ſo many being drowned, who dared not to crave 
© any quarter fortheir lives, as knowing their own 
© intentions of giving none. Two days before 
© you came againſt us, a certain Negro came on 
© board Don Alonſos Ship, telling him, Sir, be 
© pleaſed to have great care of your ſelf, for the 
© Engliſh bave prepared a Fire-ſhip with deſigne to 
© burn your Fleet. But Don Alonſo would not be- 
< lieve this intelligence, his anſwer being, How 
© can that be *® Hawe they, peradventure, wit e- 
© nongh to build a Fire-ſhip ® or what Inſtruments 
© have they to do it withal © 


The Pilot abovementioned having related fo 7je rity is 
diſtinly all the aforeſaid things unto Captain received into 


ſervice, 


Morgan, was very well uſed by him, and after 
{ome kind proffers made unto him, recainus] IN 
his ſervice. He diſcovered moreover unto Capt. 

Morgan, that in the Ship which was ſunk,there was 
a great quantity of Plate , even to the value of 
torty thouſand Pieces of Eight. And that this was 


certainly the occaſion they had oftentimes ſeen te mateth 2 


the Spaniards in Boats about the {aid Ship. Here- 4/corery. 
upon Capt. Morgan ordered that one of his Ships 
ſhould remain there to watch all 9c-21ons of c<t- 
ting out. of the ſaid Velicl what Piate they cou!d. 
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In the mean while he himſelf, with all his Fleet, 


returned unto Maracaibo, whe he refitted the 
ercat Ship he had taken of the three aforemen- 
tioned, And now being well accommodated, 
he chole it for himſelf ; giving bis own bortom 
to one of his Captains. 

After this he ſent again a Meſſenger unto the 
Admiral, who was eſcaped on ſhore and gor into 
the Caſtle, demanding of him a Tribute or Ran- 
ſom of fire for the Town of Maracaibo ; which 
being denied, he _threatned he would entirely 


conſume and deſtroy it. The Spamards confi- 


dering how unfortunate they had been all along 
with thoſe Pirats, and not knowing after what 
manner to get rid of them, concluded among 
themſelves to pay the ſaid Ranſom, although Dor 
Alonſo would not conſent unto nt. 

Hereupon they ſent unto Captain Morgan to 
ask what ſum he demanded. He an({wered them, 
he would have thirty thouſand Pieces of Fight, 
avd five hundred Beeves, to the intent his Flect 
might be wel] viddullled with fleſh. This Ran- 
ſom being paid, he ' promiſed im ſuch cafe he 
would give no farther trouble unto the priſoners, 
nor cauſe any ruine or damage unto the Town. 
Finally, they agreed with him upon the ſum of 
twenty t thouland Picces of Eight, beſides the five 
The Cartel the Spaniards 


. brought 1n the next day, together with one part 


of 
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of the money. And while the Pirats were buſj- 
ed in ſalting the Fleſh, they returned with the 
reſt of the whole ſum of twenty thouſand Pieces 
of Fig he, for which they had agreed. 

| Bu: Captain Morgan would not deliver, for 
that preſent, the priſoners, as he had promiſed ro 
' do, by reaſon'he teared the ſhot of the Artiile- 
ry of the Caſlile at his going forth of the Lake. 
Hereupon he told them he intended nor to deli- 
ver them, till ſuch time as he was out of that dan- 
ger; hoping by this means to obrain a free pal- 
ſage. . Thus he ſer fail with all his Fleet in queſt 
of that Ship which he had Teftbehind, to ſeck for 
the Plate of the Veſlc] that was burnt. He found 


her upon the place, with the ſam of fifteen thou- 15000 Pie- 
ſand Pieces of Eight, which they had purchaſed © 5a 
out of the wrack ; beſides many other pieces of « ck 


Plate, as hilts of Swords, and other things of this 
kind. Alſo great quantity of Pieces of Eight that 
were melted and run together by the force of the 
fire of the ſaid Ship. 

| Captain Morgan {carce thought himſelf ſecure, 
neither could he contrive how to evite the dama- 
ges the ſaid Caſtfe might cauſe unto his Fleet. 
Hereupon he told the priſoners it was neceflary 
they ſhould agree with the Governour to open 
the paſſage with ſecurity for his Fleet. Unto 
which point if he ſhould not conſent, he would 


cerfainly hang them all up in his Ships. After

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this warning, the priſoners met together to con-. 
t-r upon the perſons they ſhould depute unto the 
faidGovernour DonAlonſo; and they aflign'd ſome 
few among them for that Embaſlie. . Theſe went 
unto him, beſecching and ſupplicating the Admi- 
' ral he would have compaſlion and pity on thoſe 
afilicted priſoners who were as yet, together with 
their Wives and Children, in the. hands of Cap- 
tain Morgan. And that unto this effec he would 
be plcaled to give his word to kt the whole Fleet 
of Pirats freely paſs, without any moleſtation. 
Foraſmuch as rhis-would be the onely remedy of 
faving both the lives of them that- came with this 
Petition, as alſo of thoſe who remained behind 
in captivity ; all being equally menaced with the 
Sword and gallows, in caſe he granted not this 
humble Requeſt. But Dor Alonſo gave them for 
anſwer a ſharp reprehenſion of their cowardize, 
telling them, If you bad been as loyal unto your 
King is hindring the entry of theſe Pirats, as I ſhall. 
do therr go:ng out, you had never cauſed theſe trou- 
bles neither unto your ſelves, nor unto our whole Na- 
tion ; which hath ſu ffered fo much through your 
puſollanimity. In a word, I ſhall never grant your 
Requeſt ; but ſhall endeavour to maintain that re- 
ſpe&t which 3s due unto my King, according to my 
auty. | 

Thus the Spaniards returned unto their fel- 
low-priſoners, with much conſternation of gi

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and no hopes of obtaining their Requeſt 3 tel- 
ling unto Captaur Morgan what anſwer they had 
received. 'His reply” was; If Don Alonſo will x4, 
not let me pats, I wilt find means bow to do it with- Capt. Morg, 
 out.bhim. Hereupon he began preſently ro make 
a\ Dividend of al] the Booty they had taken in 
that Voyage, « fearing leſt he might not have an 
6pportunity of doin it in another place 3; * if a- 
oy Tempeſt ſhould ariſe and ſeparate the Ships. 
As allo being jealous that any of the Comman-« 
ders might runaway -with the beſt part of the 
Spoil ; which then did Ire much more in one 
Veile] thani another. Thus they all broughr in, 
according to their Laws, and declared whar they 
had ; 'havihg before-hand made an Oarh not to 
conceat the leaſt thing'from the publick. The

Then -the 
Canows returned unto the Ships, with the onely 
appearance of two or three mien rowing them 
back, all the reſt being: concealed: at the bottom 
of the Canows. Thus much onely. could be 
perceived: from: the Caſthe ; and this action of 
falſe-landing of men, for-{o we may call it, - was 
repeated that day ſeveral times. 'Hereby the 
Spaniards were brought into perſwaſion the Pi- 
rats intended to force the CaRlle by ſcaling it, as 
ſoon as night ſhould come. Thi fear canſed 
them to place moſt of their great Guns en that 
{ide which looketh towards the Land, together 
with the main force of their Arms, leaving the 
contrary ſide belonging to» the Sea, almoſt deſti> 
cute of {trength and defence. 

Night being come, they. werghed Anchor, and 
by the light of the Moon, without ſetting ſail, 
committed themſelves ta the ebbing Tyde, which 
gently. brought them down the. River, -till. they 
were nigh unto the Caftle. Being now almoſt 
over againſt it, they ſpread.their Sails with all 
the haſte they. could, poſlibly make. The Spa- 
riards perceiving them to eſcape, tranſported 
with all ſpeed-.theixr Guns frem the other ſide of 


the 
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the: Caſtle, and began to fire very furiouſly at 
the Pirats. But theſe having a favourable wind, 
were almoſt paſt the danger, before thoſe of the 
Caſtle could- put things into convenient order of 
offence. So that the Pirats loſt not many of their 
men, nor received any conſiderable damage un 
their Ships. Being now. out of the reach. of the 
Guns, Captain Morgan ſent a Canow unto the 
Caſtle with ſpme of the prifpners ; and the Go- The priſin._ 
vernour thereof gave them a Boat, that every, one ſent home. 
gvght return to his. own. home, ., Notwithſtand.. ; 
ing, he detained the Hoſtages. he had from Gz- Excepting 
braltar, by reaſon thoſe. of that Town were nor {YG 
as yet come to pay the reſt of the Ranſam for not \ 
firing the place.. Juſt.as he departed, Captain . 
Morgan ordered ſeven great Guns with Bullets to 
be fired againſt the Caſtle, as it were to take his 
leave of them. But they anſwered not ſo much 
as with a, Musket-ſhot. pl. 
The next day after their departure, they were 
furprized with a,great Tempeſt, which, forced 7 grea 
them, to caſt, Anchor in the depth of. five or lix _ takth 
fathom water. But the Storm zgercaſed ſo much, 
that_ they were compelled. to weigh again, and 
put out to Sea, where they were in great danger 
of being loſt. For if. on cither {ide they ſhayld 
have. been caſt. an ſhore, either to fall inro the 
hands of the Spanzards, or ot the Indians, they 
would certainly have: obtained no. mercy. Ax

Aptain Morgan perceived now that For- 
rune did favour his Arms, by giving good 
Succels unto all his Enterprizes, which 

occaſion'd him, as it is uſual in humane Afﬀeairs, to 

aſpire unto greater things, truſting ſhe would al- 
ways be cenſtant unto him. , Such was the burn- 
ing of Panama; wherein Fortune failed not to al- 

{1ſt him, in like manner as ſhe had done before, 

crowning the Event of his Actions with Victory, 

howbeit ſhe had led him thereunto through cthou- 

!ands of Difficulties. The Hiſtory hereof I ſhall 
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now begin to relate, as being ſo much remarka- 
ble in all its Circumſtances, .as pexadyenture.no- 
thing more deſcrving Memery, may occur to be 
read by future Ages. 


Not long after Captain Morgan arrived at Jamai- 
ca, he found many of his chiet Officers and Soul- 
diets reduced to their former ſtate of Indigency, 
thro::3h their immoderare Vices and Debauchery. 

-ajtzin _ Hence they ceaſed not to importune him for new 
Morgan de- Inyaſions and Exploits, thereby to get ſomething 
pSP=-® tro expend anew in Wine and Strumpets, as they 
had already waſted what was purchaſed ſo little 
before. Captain Morgan being willing to follow 
Fortune while ſhe call'd him, hereupon ſtopp'd 
the mouths of many of the Inhabitants of Jamaica, 
who were Creditors unto his Men for large 
ſurms of Money, with the hopes and promiles 
hegave them, of greater Atchieyments than ever, 
by a new Expedition he was going about, This 
being done, he needed not give himſelf much 
trouble, to levy Men for this or any other Enter- 
prize, his Name being now ſo famous through all 

thoſe I{lands, as that alone would readily brin 
him in more Men than he could well imploy. He 
undertook therefore to equipp a new Fleet of 
Ships ; for which purpole he aſſigned the South- 
iide of the lite of Tortuga, as a Place of Rendez- 
je writth yous, With this reſolution, he writ divers Let- 
ſeveral, texs unto all the ancient and expert Pirats there in- 
ha- 
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habiting, as alſo to the Governour of the ſaid Iſle, 
and to the Planters and Hunters of Hiſþaniola, gi- 
ving them to underſtand his Intentions, and defi- 
ring their Appearance at the faid Place, in caſe 
they intended to go with him. All theſe people 
had no ſooner underſtood his Deſigns, but they 
flocked unto the Place afligned in huge numbers, Muttirude; 
with Ships, Canows, and Boats, being deſirons = ow 
ro obey his Commands, Many whe had not the | 
convenience of coming untohim by Sea, traver- 
ſed the Woods of Hiſþaniola, and with no (mall 
Difhculties arrived there by Land. Thus all were 
preſent at the place aſſigned, and in a readinels, 
againſt the 24th, day of Ofober of 1670. 

Captain Morgan was not wanting to be there 2C- Captain 
cording to his punctual cuſtom, who came in his organ -r- 
Ship unto the ſame {1de of the Iſland, to a PortS,..; nr... 
called by the French, Port Couillon, oyer againſt 
the Iſland de la YVaca, this being the Place which 
he had aſſigned unto others. Having now gathe- 
red the greateſt part of his Fleer, he called a A4ncallu 
Councel, to deliberate about the means of finding # ©. 
Proviſions ſufficient for ſo many People. Here: 
they concluded to lend four Ships, and one Boar, 
manned with 400 Men, over to'the Continent, to 
the intent they ſhould riſe ſome Countrey- 

Towns and Villages , and in theſe get all the 

Corn or Maiz they could gather. They fet Sail 

for the Continent, towards the Rivet de la FHachs, They Fadto 

with deſion:to affaule a {mall Village, called lu 77 
| AS 2 Ram- 
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Rancheria, where is uſually to be found the great- 
eſt quantity of Maiz, of all thoſe Parts there- 
abouts. ta the mean while Captain Morgan lent 
another Party of his Men to hunt in the Woods, 
who killed there an huge number of Beaſts, and 
ſalted them : The reſt of his Companions re- 
mained in the Ships, to clean, fit, and rigg them 
out to Sea, ſo that arthe return of thoſe who were 
ſent abroad, all things mighr be in a readineſs to 
weigh Anchors, and follow the courſe. of their 
Deſigns. 


Crap. II. 
What happened 'in the River de la 


Hacha. 


He four Ships above-mentioned, after they 

had ſer Sail from Hiſþaniola, feered their 

courſe til] they came within fight of theRiver de 
la Hacha, where they were ſuddenly overtaken 
with a tedious Calm. Being thus within ſight of 
Land becalmed for ſome days, the Spaniards inha- 


biting along the Coaſts, who had perceived them 


to be Enemies, had ſufficient time to prepare 
themlelves for the Aſſault, at leaſt to hide the beſt 
part of their Goods, to the end that without any 
care of preſerving them, they might be ina Or 

nels 
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neſs to retire, when they found themſelves un- 
able to reſiſt the Force of the Pirats, of whole fre- 
quent Attempts upon thole Coaſts, they had al- 
ready learnt what they had to do, in ſuch Caſes. 
There was in the River at that preſent a good 
Ship , which was come from Cartagena to lade 
Maiz, and was now when the Pirats came, al- 
moſt ready to depart. The Men belonging to 
this Ship, endeavoured tc eſcape, but not being 
able to doit, both they and the Veſlel fell into 4,4 zake 4 
their hands. This was a fit Purchaſe for their Ship /aden 
Mind, as being good part of what they came to aaa we: 
eek for, with ſo much care and toil. The next 
morning about break of day, they came with their 
Ships towards the ſhoar, and landed their Men, They land. 
although the Spaniards made huge reſiſtance, from 
a Battery which they had raiſed on that fide, 
where of neceſlity they were to land : but not- The Spani- 
 withftanding what defence they could make, they w_ oppoſe 
were forced to retire towards a Village , unto 
which the Pirats followed them. Here the Span:- 
ards rallying again, fellupon them with great tu- 
ry, and maintained a ſtrong Combat, which laſt- 
ed till night was come : but then perceiving, they 
had loft great number of Men, which was no But inwain- 
ſmaller on the Pirats fide, they retirea unto Pla- 
ces more occult in the Woods. | 

The next day when the Pirats ſaw they were They purſue 
all led, and the Town left totally empry of Peo- ri bs 


ple, they purſued them as far as they could poſſi- 
| ble. 
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ble. In this purſuit they overtook a Party of 
Spaniards, whom they made all Priſoners,- and 
exerciled with moſt cruel Torments, to diſcover 
where they had hid their Goods : ſome were 
tound, who by the force of intolerable Tortures, 
confeſled ; but others who would not do theſame, 
were. uſed more barbarouſly than the former. 
Thus in the ſpace of 15 days that they remained 
there, they. took many Prifoners, much 'Plarte, 
and moveable Goods, with all other things they 
could rob, with which Booty they relolved to re- 
curn unto Hiſþaniola, Yet not «contented: with 
what they had already. got, they. diſpatch ſome 
Priſoners into the Woods, to ſeek for the reſt of 
the Inhabitants, and to: demand of them a Ran- 
ſom for not burning the Town : Unto this they 
anſwered, They had no Money nor Plate, burn 
caſe they would be ſatisfied with a certain quanti- 
ty of Maiz, they would give as much as they could 
afford. ' ThePairats accepted this proffer, as being 
more uletul to them at that occaſ1on than ready 
Money,and agrecd they ſhould pay 4000 Hanegs, 
or Buſhels of Maiz. Theſe were brought in three 
days after, the Spaniards being defirous to rid them- 
[elves as ſoon as poſlible, of that inhumane ſort of 
People. Having laded them on board their Ships, 
together with all the reſt of their Purchalc, they 
returned unto the Ifland of Hiſþamola, to give ac- 
count unto their Leader Captain Morgan, of all 
they had perlormed. 


They 
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They had now. been ablent five entire Weeks, 
about the Commiſſion aforementioned , which 
long delay occalioned Captain Morgan almoſt to 
deſpair of their Return, as fearing leaſt they were 
fallen into the hands of the Spaniards, eſpecially 
confidering that the place whereunto they went, 
could caſily be relieved from Cartagena, and Santa 
Maria, it the Inhabitants were any thing careful to 
alarum the Countrey : on the other fide he fcared, 
leſt they ſhould have made ſome great Fortune in 
that Voyage, and with it eſcapedunto ſome other 
place. But at laſt ſeeing his Ships return, and in 
greater number than they had departed, he reſu- 
med new Courage, this {ight cauting both in him Great Joy 
and his Companions infinite joy, This was much {7 ir 4 
increaſed, when being arrived, they found them 
full laden with Maiz, whereof they ſtood in great 
need, for the maintenance of ſo many people, by 
whole help they expected great Matters, through 
the Conduct of their Commander. 
After that Captain Morgan had divided the laid 
Alaiz , as allo the Fleſh which the Hunters 
brought in, among all the Ships, according to 
the number ot Men that were in every Vellcl, hc 
concluded upon the departure, having viewed 
before-hand every Ship, and obſerved their being 
well equipped and clean. Thus he fer Sail, and 
directed his courſe towards Cape Tiburon, where 
he determined to take his meaſures and reſolution, Thy dcprr- 
of what Enterprize he ſhould take in hand. No {"©9* *©

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ſooner were they arrived there, but they met 
with ſome other Ships, that came newly to joyn 
_ them, from Jamaica. So that now - whole 
37 041 5 Fleet conſiſted of 37 Ships, wherein were 2000 
| fighting-Men, beſides Mariners and Boys ; the 
Admiral hereof was mounted with 22 great Guns, 
and 6 (mall ones, of Braſs; the reſt carried lome 
20, ſome 16, ſome 18. andthe (ſmalleſt Veſlel at 
leaſt 4. beſides which, they had great quantity of 
Ammunition and Fire-balls, with other Inventions 

of Powder. 
Captain Morgan AW. himſelf with ſuch a 
Ihe Flex great number of Ships, divided the whole Fleet 
WL map into two Squadrons, conſtituting a Vice-Admiral, 
7. and other Officers and Commanders of the ſecond 
Squadron , diſtin@ly from the former. Unto 
every one of theſe he gave Letters Patents, or 
Commiſſions,to a all manner of Hoſtility againſt 
the Spaniſh Nation, and take of them what Ships 
they could, either abroad at Sea, or in the Har- 
bours, in like manner as if they were open and 
declared Enemies (as he term'd it ) of the King 
of England, his pretended Maſter. This being 
done, he called all his Captains, and other Off- 
cc! together, and cauſed them to ſign ſome Arti- 
- cles of common Agreement betwixt them, and 
1 the Name of all. Herein it was ſtipulated, 
that he ſhould have the hundredth part of all that 
was gotten, to himlelt alone: That every Cap- 
rainfſhould &ravy the Shares of 8 Men, for the Ex- 
Pn- 
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pences of his Ship, beſides his own : That the 
Surgeon, beſide, his ordinary Pay, ſhould have 
200 pieces of Eight, for his Cheſt of Medica- 
ments : And every Carpenter, above his com- 
mon Salary, ſhould draw 100 pieces of Eight. 
As toRecompences and Rewards, they were re- 
oulated in this Voyage much higher than was ex- 
preſſed in the firſt part of this Book. Thus, for 
the loſs of both Legs, they aſligned 1500 pieces 
of Eight, or 15 Slaves, the Choice being left to 
the election of the Party. For the lols of both 
Hands, 1800 pieces of Eight, or 18 Slaves. . For 
one Leg, whether the.right or the left, 600 pie- 
ces of Eight, or 6 Slaves. For a Hand, as much 
as for aLeg. And for the loſs ot-any Eye, 100 
pieces of Eight, or one Slave. Laſtly, Unto 
him that in any Battel ſhould h1gnalize himſelf, ei- 
ther by entring the firſt any Caſtle, or taking down 
the Spaniſh CoJours, and: letting up the Engliſh, 
they conſtituted 50 pieces of Eight for a Reward. 
In the head of theſe Articles it was ſtipulated, thar 
all theſe extraordinary Salaries, Recompences 
and Rewards, ſhould be paid out of the hr{t Spoil 
or Purchaie they ſhould cake, according as every 
one ſhould then occur to be either rewarded or 
11d. 
: This Contract being, ſigned, Captain Mg. 
commanded his Vice-Admirals and Captains to 
put all things in order, every one 1n thc:r Ships, 
tor to goand attempt one of three Places, either 
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Three Places Cartagena, Panama, or Vera Cruz ; but the lot fell 
m Vo upon Panama, as being believed to be the richeſt 
Panama of all three: notwithſtanding this City being ſiru- 
pitcht up. ated at ſuch diſtance from the Northern Sea, as 

they knew not well the Avenues and Entries ne- 


ceſlary to approach unto it, they judg'd it neceſſa- 
They go ky to go before-hand to the lie of St. Catharin, 
rep # fm: to find and provide themſelves with ſome 
Perſons, who might ſerve them for Guides in this 
Enterprize ; for in the Gariſon of that Ifland, are 
commonly imployed many Banditi, and Outla-- 
ries, belonging to Panama, and the neighbouring 
Places, who are Yery expert in the knowledge of 
all that Countrey. But before they proceeded 
any farther, cheyzcauſed an A&t to be publiſhed. 
through the whole Fleet, containing, that in caſe 
they met with any Spaniſh-Veſlel, the firſt-Cap- 
tain who with his Men ſhould enter, -and take the 
faid Ship, fhould have for his Reward the 16th.

Aptain Morgan and his Companions weighed &,,, 1,,,; 
Anchors from the Cape of Tiburon , the fromCape 
16th. day of December, in the year 1670. Four Tiburon. 
days after they arrived within fight of the Iſle of 
St. Catharin, which was now in poſleſſion of the 
Spaniards again, as was {aid in the Second Part of 
this Hiſtory, and unto which they commonly ba- 
niſh all the MalefaCtors of the Spaniſh Dominions 
itch* Weſt-Tadies. - In this Iſland are found huge 

- quantities of Pidgeons at certain Seaſons of the 
Year ; it is watered continually by four Riyulets, 
or Brooks, whereof two are always dry in Sum- 
mer-ſeaſon. Here is no manner of Trade nor 
Commerce exerciled by the Inhabitants, neither 
do they give themlelves the trouble to plant more 
Fruits, than what are neceſlary for the ſuſtentati- 
on of humane Lite ; howbeir the Countrey 
would be ſufhcient to make very good Plantati- 
ons of Tobacco, which might render conſiderable 
Profit, were it cultivated for that ule. 
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And arrive As ſoon as Captain Moroan came nigh unto the 
brag Iſland with his Fleet, he ſent before one of his 
beſt ſailing Veſſels, to view the entry of the Ri- 
ver, and lee if any other Ships were there, who 
might hinder him from landing ; as allo fearing 
leaſt they ſhould give Intelligence of his Arrival 
to the Inhabitants of the Iſland, and they by this 
means prevent his Def1gns. ' 
The next day before Sun- riling, all the Fleet

0 Ox- 12:0 Bay called Aruada grande : upon chis Bay the 
Spaniards had lately built Battery, mounted with 
pieces of Cannon. Captain Morgan landed

iIoco Men, . 
into Squadrons, beginning his March oat the 
Woods, .althougn they had no other Guides than 
ſome fery of his own Men, who had been there be- 
fore, when .anſvelt cook and ranſacke the Iſland. 
The ſame day they came unto a certain Place, 
where the Governour at other times did keep his 
ordinary Relidence : here they found a Battery 
called the Platform, but no body in it, the Spant- 
ards having retingd unto the leſſer and, which, 
as was laid before, is lo ng unto the great one, 
that a ſhort Bridoe only may conjoyn them. 


This lefler Iſland aforeſaid was ſo well fortified 


ona _ with Forts and Batteries round about it, as might

fortifes,  {eem impregnable. Hereupon, as loon as the 
Spaniards perceived the Pirats to approach, they 


began to fire upon them lo furiouſly, as they could 


ad- 
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advance nothing that day, but were contented to 
retreat a little , and take up their reſt upon the 
Graſsi'th' open Fields, which afforded no ſtrange 
Beds to thele People, as being ſuthciently uled to 
ſuch kind of Repole : what moſt afflicted them 
was Hunger, having not eat the leaſt thing that 
whole day. About Midnight it began to rain lo 
hard, as thole miſerable People had much ado to 7rd Wea- 
refiſt ſo much hardſhip, the greateſt part of them 
having no other Cloaths, than a-pair of Seaman's 
Trowzers, or Breeches, and a Shirt, without ei- 

cher Shoos, or Stockings. Thus finding them- 

lelves in great Extremity, they began to pull 

down a few thatchr Houſes, to make Fires with- 

al: ina word, they were 1a luch condition, that 
100Men, indifterencly well armed, might eaſily 

that night have torn them all in pieces. The 

next morning, about break of day , the Rain 

ccaled, at which time they began to dry their 

Arms, wiich were entirely wet, and proceed on 

their March. Bur not long after the Rain recom- 

menc'd anew, rather harder than before, as if the 14 w/e, 'R 
Skies were melted into Waters, which caulcd i 
themto ceale from advancing towards the Forts, 3 
from whence thc Spmiards did continually hre at 

the Pirats, lceing them to approach. 

The Pirats were now reduced unto great Afiii- gu FHard- 
tion , and danger of their Lives, through the Þ# endured, 
hardnels of the Weather, their own Nakednels, 
ana the great Hunger they ſuſtained, For a {mall

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relief hereof, they hapned to find 1th" Fields an 
old Horie , which was both lean , and full of 
Scabs and Blotches, with gall'd Back and Sides. 
This horrid Animal they inſtantly kill 'd and flay'd, 
and divided into ſmall pieces among themlelyes, 
as faras it would reach, for many could not ob- 
rain one morſel, which they roaſted and devour- 
ed without either Salt or Bread, more like unto 
ravenous Wolyes than Men. The Rain as yer 
cealed not to fall, and Captain Morgan perceived 
their Minds to relent, hearing many of them ſay, 
they would return on board the Ships. Amongſt

it convenient to uſe ſome ſudden, and almoſt un- 
expected Remedy : unto this effe&t he commanded 
a Canow to be rigg'd in all haſte, and Colours of 
Truce to be hang'd out of it. This Canow he 
lent unto the Spaniſh Governour of the I{Jand with 
this Meſlage : That if within a few hours he delivered 
not himſelf and all bis Men into his hands, he did by that 
Meſſenger ſwear unto him, and all thoſe that were in his 
company , he wonld mo$t certainly put them aff to the 
Sword, Without granting Quarter to any. 

After noon the Canow returned with this An- 
[wer : That the Governour deſired two hours time, 
to deliberate with his Officers in a full Councel 
about that Afﬀair, which being paſt, he would give 
his poſitive Anſwer to the Meſſage. The time 
now being elaps'd, the laid Governour {cnt two 
Canowws with white Colours, and two perſons, to 

treat 
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treat with Captain Morgan ; but before they land- 

ed, they demanded of the Pirats two perſons, as 
Hoſtages of their Security. 'Thele were readily 71. c.:1,- 
granted by Captain Morgan, who delivered unto nw biray- 
them two of his Captains, for a mutual Pledge of © 14nd 
the Security required. With this the Spaniards 
propounded unto Captain Mcrgan, that their Go- 
vernour in a full Aſſembly had re{olved to deliver 

up the I{land, as not being provided with ſufhci- 

ent Forces, to defend it againſt ſuch an Armada, or 

Fleet. But withal he deſired, that Captain Mo-- 

gan would be pleaſed to uſe a certain Stratagem of 

War, for the better ſaving of his own Credit, and 

the Reputation of his Officers, both abroad and at 

home, which ſhould beas followeth + That Cap- 

tain Morgan would come with his Troops by night, 

nigh unto the Bridge that joyned the leſler I{land 

unto the great one, and there attaque the Fort of 

St. Jerom: Thar at the ſame time all che Ships of 

his Fleet would draw nigh unto the Caſtle of San- 

ta Tereſa , and atraque it by Sea, landing i'th* 

mean waile ſome more Troops, near the Battery 

called of St. Matthew: That thele Troops which 

were newly landed, ſhould by this means inter- 

cept the Governour by the way, as he endeayour- 

ed to pals unto St. Jerom's Fort, and then take him 
Priſoner, uſing the Formality, as it chey forced 

him to deliver the ſaid Caſtle ; and that he would 

lead the Engliſh into it, under the fraud of being

there ſhould be continual firing at one another, 
but without Bullets,or at leaſt into the Air, ſo that 
no fide might receive any harm by this device : 
That thus having obtained two ſuch conſiderable 
Forcs, the chiefeſt of the lfle, he needed not take 
care for the reſt, which of neceſſity muſt tall by 
courle into his hands. 

Thele Propoſitions, every one, were granted 
by Captain Morgan, upon condition they {ſhould 
lee them faithfully obſerved, for otherwiſe they 
ſhould be uſed with all rigour imaginable : this 
they promiſed to do , and hereupon took their 
leaves, and returned , to give account ' of their 
Negotiation unto the Governour. Preſently af- 
ter Captain Morgan commanded the whole Fleet to 
enter the Port, and his Men to be in a readineſs, 
for to aſſault that night the Caſtle of St. Jerom. 
Thus the falſe Alarum or Battel began, with in- 
ceſſant firing of great Guns from both the Caſtles, 
againſt the Shjps, but without Bullets , as was 
{aid before. Thea the Pirars landed, and aflault- 
cd by night the lefler Ifland, which they took, as 
allo poſleſſion of both the Fortreſles, forcing all 
the Spaniards , in appearance, to fly unto the 
Church. Before this Aſſault, Captain Morgan had 
ſent word unto the Governour, he ſhould keep 
all his Men together in a Body, otherwiſe if the 
Pirats met any ſtraggling Spaniards in the Streets, 
they ſhould certainly ſhoot them. 6.9

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The Iſland being taken by this unuſual Strata- 


gem, and all things put in due order, the Pirats 
began to make a new War againſt the Poultrey, 
Cartel, and all ſort of Victuals they could find. 
This was their whole Employ for ſome days, 
ſcarce thinking of any thing elle than to kill thoſe 
Animals , roaſt , and eat , and make good 
chear, as much as they could poſſibly attain un- 

to. If Wood was wanting, they preſently fell 
upon the Houſes, and pulling them down, made 
Fires with the Timber, as had been done before 

1'th* Field. Thenext day they numbred all the A 
Priſoners they had taken upon the whole Iſland, Palins 9 
which were found to be in all 450 perſons, be- fond on the 
eween Men, Women, and Children, viz. 190 7** 
Souldiers, belonging to the Garifon , 40 Inhabi- 
rants, who were married; 43 Children ; 

Slaves, belonging to the King, with 8 Children) 

8 Banditi ; 39 Negro's, belonging unto private 
perſons , with 27 female-Blacks, and 34 Chil- 
dren. "The Pirats diſarmed all the Spaniards, and \ 
lent them out immediately unto the Plancations, 

ro leek for Proviſions, leaving the Women in the 
Church, there to exerciſe their Devotions. 

Soon after they took a Review of the whole do je 
Iſland, and all the Fortreſſes belonging thereunto, jj, ,u. i 
which they found to be g in all, as followeth, 1/:ud. 
The Fort of St. Jerom, nigheſt unto the Bridge, 
had 8 great Guns, of 12, 6, and 8 pound Carri- 
age, together with 6 pipes of Muskets , every 
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pipe containing 10 Muskets. Here they found till 
60 Muskets, with ſufficient quantity of Powder, 
and all other ſorts of Ammunition. The 24. 
Fortreſs, called St. Matthew, had 3 Guns, of 8 
pound Carriage each. The 3d. and chieteſt a- 
mong all the reſt, named Santa Tereſa, had 20 
orcatGuns, of 18, 12, 8, and 6 pound Carriage, 
with 10 pipes of Muskets, likeunto thole we Fig 
beforc,and goMuskets remaining, beſides all other 
 warlike Ammunition. This Caſtle was built with 
Stone and Mortar, with very thick Walls on all 
ſides, and a large Ditch round about it of 20 Foot 
depth, the which although 1t was dry, yet was 
very hard to get over. Here was no Entry, but 
through one- door, which correſponded to the 
middle of the Caſtle, Within it-was a Mount or 
Hill, almoſt unacceſſible, with 4 pieces of Can- 
non at the top, from whence they could ſhoot di- 
rectly into the Port, On the Sea-f1de this Caſtle 
was impregnable,- by reaſon of the Rocks which 
{urrounded it, and the Sea beating furiouſly upon 
them. In like manner on the ſide of the Land, it 
was ſo commodiouſly leated on a Mountain, as 
there was no acceſs unto it, but by a Path of 3 or 
4 Foot broad. The 4th. Fortreſs was named St. 
Auguſtin, having 3 Guns, of 8 and 6 pound Carri- 
age. 'The 5th. named la Plattaforma dela Concep- 
cion, had only 2 Guns, of 8 pound Carriage. The 
6th by Name San Salvador, had likewiſe no more 
than 2 Guns, * The 7th. being called Plattaforma 


de 
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de les Artilleros, had alſo 2 Guns. The 8th. called 
Santa Cruz, had 3 Guns. The gth. which was 
called St. Joſeph's Fort, had 6 Guns, of 12 and $8 
pound Carriage, beſides two pipes of Muskets, 
and ſufficient Ammunition. 

In the Store-houle were found above 30000 
pound of Powder, with all other ſorts of Ammu- 
nition, which were tranſported by the Pirats on 
board the Ships. All che Guns were ſtopp'd and 
nail'd, and the Fortreſles demoliſhed, excepting 
that of St. Jerom, where the Pirats kept their Guard 
and Reſidence. Captain Morgan enquired, if any 
Banditi were there from Panama, or Puerto Yelo ; 
and hereupon three were brought before him, 
who pretended to be very expert in all the Ave- 
nues of thoſe Parts. He asked them, if they would 
be his Guides, and ſhew him the ſecureſt Ways 
and Paſſages unto Panama, which it they perform- 
ed, he promiſed them equal ſhares in all they 
{ſhould piflage and rob in that Expedition, and 
that afterwards he would ſet them at liberty, by 
tranſporting them unto Jamaica. Thele Propoſt- 
tions pleaſed the Bandit: very well, and they rea- 
dily accepted his Proffers, promiſing to lerve him 


very faithfully in all he ſhould dehre ; eſpecially 


one of theſe three, who was the greateſt Rogue, 
Thief, and Aſſaflin among them, and who had de- 
ſerved for his Crimes, rather to be broken alive 
upon the Wheel, than puniſhed with ſerving in a 
Gariſon. This wicked Fellow had a great Aſcen-

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Caſtle of Chagre, {eated upon the River of that 
Name, Neither would he go himle]f- with his 
whole Fleet, fearing leaſt the Spaniards ſhould be 
jealous of his farther Deſigns upon Panama. In 
theſe Veſlels he cauſed to imbark 400 Men, who 
went to put in execution the Orders of their chief 
Commander Captain Moygan, mean while he him- 
ſelf remained behind in the Iſland of St. Catharin, 


with the reſt of the Fleet, expeCting to hear the 
Succels of their Arms,

Vice-Admiral thereof, a certain Perſon named Admiral. 
Captain Brodely. This Man had been long time 
in thole Quarters, and committed many Robbe- 
ries upon the Spaniards, when Manſvelt took the 
Ifle of St. Catharin, as was related in the 2d. Part 
of this Hiſtory. He being therefore well acquain- 
ted with thole Coaſts, was thought a fit Perſon for 
this Exploit, his Actions likewiſe having rendred 
him famous among the Pirats, and their Enemies 
the Spaniards. Captain Brodely being choſen chiet 
Commander of theſe Forces, in three days after He arrivet 
he departed from the preſence of Captain Morgan, © ©*8* 
arrived within ſight of the ſaid Caſtle of Chagre, 
which by the Spaniards is called St, Lawrence. This 
Caſtle is built upon a high Mountain, at the entry way =o 9 
of the River, and ſurrounded on all fides with 
ſtrong Palizada's, or wooden Walls, being very 
well terra-plen'd, and filled with Earth, which 

ren- 
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rendrech them as ſecure, as the beſt Walls made 
of Stone or Brick. The top of this Mountain is in a 
manner divided into two parts, berween which 
lyeth a Ditch, of the depth of 30 Foot. The 
Caltle it ſelf hath bur one Entry, and that by a 
Draw-bridge, which paſleth over the Ditch afore- 
mentioned. On the Land-fide it hath four Baſti- 
ons, that of the Sea containing only two more. 
Thar part thereof which looketh towards the 
ES South, 1s totally unacceſſible, and impoſſible - to 
be climbed, through the infinite aſperity of the 
Mountain. The North-f1de is ſurrounded by the 
River , which hereabouts runneth very broad. 
At the foot of the ſaid Caſtle, or rather Moun- 
rain, is ſeated a ſtrong Fort, with 8 great Guns, 
which commandeth and impedeth the entry of the 
River. Not much lower are to be ſeen two o0- 
ther Batteries, whereof each hath 6 pieces of Can- 
non, to defend likewiſe the mouth of the ſaid Ri- 
ver. Atone {ide of the Caſtle are built two great 
Store-houles, in which are depoſited all ſorts of 
warlike Ammunition, and Merchandize, which 
are brought thither from the inner parts of the 
Countrey. Nigh unto theſe Houſes is a high 
pair of Stairs, hewed out of the Rock, which ſer- 
veth to mount unto the top of the Caſtle. On 
the Weſt-{1de of the ſaid Fortreſs lyeth a ſmall 
Port, which is not above 7 or 8 Fathom deep, be- 
ing very ht for {mall Yeſlels, and of very good 
Anchorage. Beſides this, there lyeth before the

No ſooner had the Spaniards perceived the Pi- 

rats to come, but they began to hire inceſſantly at 

them with the biggeſt of their Guns. They came 

to an Anchorin a Pall Port, at the diſtance of a 

League more or leſs from the Caſtle. The nexc 

morning very early they went on ſhore, and mar- They land. 

ched through the Woods, to attack the Caſtle on 

that ſide. "This March continued until two of the 

Clock afternoon, before they could reach the Ca- 

ftle, by realon of the Difhculcies of the Way, 

and its Mire and Dirt. And although their Guides 

ſerved them exactly, notwithſtanding they came 

{o nigh the Caſtle art firſt, rhat they loſt many of 

their Men with the Shat from the Guns, they be- 

ing inan open Place,. where nothing could cover 

nor defend them. This much perplexed the Pi- 

ratsin their Minds, they not knowing what to do, 

nor what courſe to take, for on that ſide of necel- 

tity they muſt make the Aflaule, and being unco- 

vered from Head to Foot, they could not advance 

one ſtep without great danger. Beſides, that the 9,,,,,,; 

Caſtle, both for its Situation and. Strength , did this Enter- 

cauſe them much to fear the Succeſs of that Enter- P=* 

prize. But to give it over, they dared not, leaſt 

they ſhould be reproach'd and ſcorn'd by their 


Companions.

They reſolve At laſt, after many Doubts and Diſputes a- 


rag" mong themſelves, they reſolved to hazard the 
Ailault and their Lives after a moſt deſperare man- 
ner. Thus they advanced towards the Caſtle, with 
their Swords in one hand, and Fire-balls in the 
other, The Spaniards defended themſelves very 
briskly, ceaſing not to fire at them with their great 
Guns and Muskets continually, crying withal, 
Come on, ye Engliſh Dogs, Enemies to God and our 
King, let your other Companions that are behind come on 
too ; ye ſhallnot go to Panama this bout. After the 
hh. Pirats had made ſome tryal to climb up the Walls, 
ed to retire, they were forced to retreat, which they accor- 
dingly did, reſting themſelves until night. This 
being come, they returned to the Aſſault, to try, 
if by the help of their Fire-balls they could over- 
come, and pull down the Pales before the Wall. 
This they attempted to do, and mean while they 
were about it, there hapned a very remarkable 
Accident, which gave them the opportunity of 
Strahge Ac- the Victory. One of the Pirats was wounded 
#erte withan Arrow in his Back, which pierced his Bo- 
dy to the other {1de, This inſtantly he pulled out 
with great valour at the {1de of his Breaſt ; then 
raking a little Cotton chat he had about him, he 
wound it about the {aid Arrow, and putting it1n- 
to his Musket, he ſhot it back unto the Caſtle. 
Bur the Cotton being kindled by the Powder, oc- 
caſion'd two or three Houſes that were within the 
Caſtle, as being thatch'd with Palm-leaves, to

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take Fire, which the Spaniards perceived not fo 
ſoon as was neceſſary. For this Fie meeting with 
a parcel of Powder, blew it up, and thereby cau- 
ſed great Ruine, andno leſs Conſternation to the 
Spaniards, who were nor able to occur unto this 
Accident, as nov having (een the beginning there- 
of. en | 
Thus the Pirats perceiving the good effect of the 
Arrow, and the beginning of the Misfortune of 
the Spaniards, were infinitely gladded thercat. 
And mean while they were buked in extinguiſhing 
the Fire, which cauſed great Confuſion in the 
whole Caſtle, having not ſufficient Water where- 
withal to do it, the Pirats made ule of this oppor- They mal

For many Brea- 
ches were made at once by the Fire among the 
Pales, great heaps of Earth falling down into the 
Ditch. Upon thele the Pirats climbed up, and 
got over into the Caſtle, notwithſtanding that 
ſome Spaniards, who were not buſted abour the 
Fire, caſt down upon them many flaming Pots, 
full of combuſtible Matter, and odious Smells, 
- which, occaſion'd the loſs of many of the Fng- 
liſh. 
. The Spaniards, notwithſtanding the great Re- Th: Fmipate- 
ſiſtance they made, conld not hinder the Palizg- 7 
da's from being entirely burnt before midnight. 
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Mean while the Pirats ccaled not to perſiſt intheir 
Intention, of taking the Caltle. Unto which ef- 
fe&, although the Fire was great , they would 
creep upon the Ground, as nigh unto it as they 
could, and ſhoot amidlt che Flames, againſt the 
Spaniards they could perceive on the other fide, 
and thus cauſe many to tall dead from the Walls. 
When day was come, they oblerved all the move- 
able Earth that lay betwixt the Pales, to be fallen 
They ye open NLO the Ditch in huge quantity. So that now 
2002 anuher thoſe within the Caſtle, did in a manner lye equal- 
ly expoled to them without, as had been on the 
contrary before. Whereupon the Pirats continu- 
ed ſhooting very turioully againſt them, and killed 
great number of Spaniards. For the Governour 
had given them Orders nor to retire from thoſe 
Poſts, which correlponded to the Heaps of Earth 
fallen into the Ditch, and cauſed the Artillery to 
be tran{ported unto the Breaches.

The Governour being dead, and the Corps dr 
Garde (urrendred, they tound (till remaining in it 4 
alive, to the number of 3o Men , Whereof (carce Eater ta 
Io were not wounded. Theſe informed the Pi- 
rats, that 8 or 9 of their Souldiers had deſerted 
their Colours, and were gone to Panama, to car- 
ry News of their Arrival and Invaſion. Theſe 30 
Men alone were remaining of 3 14. wherewith the 
Caſtle was gariſoned, among which number, not 
one Officer was found alive. Theſe were all 
made Priſoners, and compelled to tell whatloever 
they knew of their Deſigns and Enterprizes. A- The Gover-] 
- mong other things they declared, that the Gover- "7 = 
nour. of Panama had notice ſent him three weeks their coming. 
ago from Cartagena , how that. the Fnoliſh were 
equipping a Fleet at Hiſþamola, with defign to

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come and take the ſaid Ciry of Panama, More- 
over, that this their Integtion had been known by 
a perſon, who was run away. from the Pirats, at 
the River dela Hacha, where they provided their 
Fleet with Corn, Thar, upon this News, the 
ſaid Governour had ſent 164 Men, to ſtrengthen 
the Gariſon of that Caſtle, together with much 
Proviſion, and warlike Ammunition-; the ordi- 
nary Garilon whereof did only confiſt of 150 Men, 
So that inall they made the number afore-mentio- 
ned, of 214 Men, being all very well armed. 

| Beſides this they declared, that theGovernour of 

PR Panama had placed ſeveral Ambuſcades all along 

fide, the River of Chagre;. and that he waited for their 
coming, in the open Fields of Panama, with 3600 
Men. 

The taking of this Caftle of Chagre coſt the Pi- 
rats exceſſively dear, in compariſon to the ſmall 
numbers they uled to lole at other times and pla- 
ces. . Yea their toil and labour here, aid far ex- 
ceed what they ſuſtained at the Conquelt of the 
Iſle of St. Catharin, and its adjacent. For coming 
to number their Men, they. found they had loſt 
above 100. beſides thoſe. that- were wounded, 

7; 4:24 Whoſe number exceeded 70. They commanded 
:brown down the Spaniards that were Priſoners, to calt all the 
from te Ca- dead Bodies of. their own Men, down from the. 
Tn top of the Mountain to the Sea-{ide, and after- 
wards to bury them. Such as were wounded, 


were carried unto the Church, belonging to the 
2 14 Ca- 
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Caſtle, of which they made an Hoſpital , and 
where allo they ſhut up the Women. Thus it 


was likewile turned into a place of Proſtitution, 


the. Pirats ceaſing not to defile the Bodies of thoſe 
afflicted Widows , with all manner of inſolent 
Actions and Threats. 

Captain Morgan remained not long time behind, 
at the Iſle of St. Catharin, after taking the Caſtle 
of Chagre; of which he had notice preſently ſent 
him. . Yet notwithſtanding, before he departed 
from thence, he cauſed to be imbarked, all the 
Proviſions could be found, together with great 
quantities of Maiz, or Indian Wheat, and Cazave ; 
whereof, in like manner, 1s made Bread in thoſe 
Parts. Hecommanded likewiſe, great ſtore of 


Proviſions ſhould be tranſported unto the Gariſon 


of the aforeſaid Caſtle of Chagre, from what Parts 
ſoever they could begotten. Ar a certain place 
of the I(land, they caſt into the Sea all-che Guns 


belonging thereunto, with a deſign to return, and: 


leave that I{land well garriſon'd, unto the perpe- 


tual poſſeſſion of Pirats. Notwithſtanding he.

ragua. Thele are commonly mounted with two 

| great Guns of Iron, and four other ſmall ones of 
Boaie ſeized Brals, All thele Veſlels they ſeized on, together 
1 KT: with four little Ships they found there, andall the 
Gariſon left Canows. In the Caſtle they left a Garilon of g00 
Eng Men, andinthe Ships within the River 150 more.

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| Theſe things being done, Captain Morgan depar- 
ted towards Panama, at the Head of 1200 Men, 
He carried very {mall Proviſions with him, being 
in good hopes he ſhould provide himlelf ſufficient- 
ly among the Spaniards, whom he knew to lye in 
Ambulcade art l{eyerat-Places by the way. |

Captain Morgan Jeparteth from the Ca- 
file of Chagre, at the Head of 1200 
Men, with deſign to take the City of 


Panama. 


S; = Morgan (et forth. trom the Caſtle of Voyage + 
Gharre, rowards Panama, the 18th. day of fame: 
Auguſt, in the year 1676. He had under his Con- 
duEt 1200 Men, 5 Boats with Artillery, and } 2 
Canows, all which were hlled with the {aid Peo- 
ple. Thus he ſteered his courle up the River to- 
wards Panama. That day they lailed only 6 Fit 4s; 
Leagues, and came toa Place called, de los Bracos. th*ret 
Here a party of his Men went on ſhore, only to 
ſleep ſome few hours, and ſtretch their Limbs, 
they being almolt crippl'd with lying too much 
crowded in the Boats. After they had reſted a 
while, they wear abroad, to ſee it any Yictuals 

could 
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could be found in the neighbouring Plantations, 
But they could find none, the Spaniards being fled, 
and carrying with them all the Proviſions they 
had. Thisday, being the firitof their Journey, 
there was amongſt them luch lcarcity of Victuals, 
as the greateſt part were forced to paſs with only 
a pipe of "Tobacco, without any other Retreſh- 
ment, 

The next day, very early ith' morning, they 
continued their Journey, and came about evening 
to a Place called, Crux de Inan Gallego, Here they 
were compelled to leave their Boats and Canows, 
by reaſon the River was very dry for want of 
Rain, and the many obſtacles of "Trees that were 
fallen into it. 

The Guides told them, that about two Leagues 
farther on, the Countrey would be very good to 
continue the Journey by Land. Hereupon they 
letr ſome Companies, being in all 160 Men, on 
board the Boats, to defend them, with intent 
they might ſerve for a place of Refuge, in caſe 
of neceſlity. 

The next morning, being the 34. "day of their 
Journey, they all went athore, excepting thole 
above-mentioned, who were to keep the Boats. 
Unto theſe Captain Morgan gave very ftrict Or- 
ders, under great penalties, that no Man, upon 
any pretext whatſoever, ſhould dare. to leave the 
Boats, and goaſhore. This he did, fearing leaſt 
they ſhould be ſurprized and cur off by any Am- 

| bul- 


Bucaniers of America. == 
buſcade of Spaniards , that might chance to lye 
cthereabouts in the neighbouring Woods, which 
appeared ſo thick, as to ſeem almoſt impenetra- 
ble. Having this morning begun their March, 
they found the ways ſo dirty and irklom, that 
Captain Morgan thought it mere convenient to 
tranſport ſome of the Men in Canows, ( though 
-1t could nor be done withour great labour ) to a 
Place farther up the River, called Cedro bueno. 
Thus they re-imbarked, and the Canows returned 
for the reſt that were left behind. So that about 
night, they found themſelves all rogether at the 
laid Place. The Pirats were extreamly deſirous 
to meet any Spaniards, or Indians, hoping to fill 
their Bellies with what Proviſions they ſhonld take 
from them. For now they were reduced almoſt 
to the very extremity of Hunger. 

On the 4th. day, the greatelt part of the Pirats Fourth day. 
marchedby Land, being led by one of the Guides. 
The reft went by Water, farther up with the Ca- 
nows, being conducted by another Guide, who 
always went before them with rwo of the (aid Ca- 
nows, to diſcover on both ſides the River, the 
Ambuſcades of the Spaniards. Thele had alſo 
Spies, whowere very dextrous, and could at any 
time give notice of all Accidents, or of the Arrt- 
val of the Pirats, {1x hours at leaſt beforc chey 
came to any Place. This dav about noou they 
found themlelves nigh unto a Poſt, cal.ed Tons 
Cavallzs, Here the Guide of the Canows began 

£ Ec 0 
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to, cry aloud, he perceived an Ambuſcade, His 
Voice cauſed infinite Joy unto all the Pirats, as 
perlwading themſelves they ſhould find lome Pro- 
viſions, wherewith to fatiate their Hunger, which 
was very great. Being come unto the Place, they 
tound no body in it, the Spaniards who were there 
not long, before, being every one fled, and leay- 
ing nothing behind, unleſs it were a ſmall number 
of Icather Bags, all empty, and a few crums of 
Bread, ſcatter'd upon the Ground , where they 
had eaten. Being angry atthis Misfortune, they 
pull'd down a few little Hurts which the Spaniards 
had made, and afterwards fell to eating the lea- 
thern Bags, as being deltrous to afford ſomething 
to the ferment of their Stomachs, whichnow was 
grown lo ſharp, as it did gaaw their very Bowels, 
having nothing elſe to prey upon. Thus they 
made a huge Banquet upon thole Bags of Leather, 
which doubtleſs had been more grateful' unto 
them, if divers Quarrels had not riſen, concern- 
ing who ſhould have the greateſt ſhare. By the 
circumference of the Place, they conjectur'd 500 
Spaniards, more or leſs, had been there. And 
theſe, finding no Victuals, they were now infinite- 
ly defirous to meet, intending to devour lome of 
them , rather than periſh, Whom they would 
certainly in rhat occaſion have roaſted or boyled, 
to ſatisfie their Famine, . had they been able to 
:ake them, 

After they had feaſted themſelyes with thoſs 
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pieces of Leather , they quitted the Place, and 
marched farther on, till they came about night to 
another Poſt , called Torna Munni. Here they 
found another Ambulcade, but as barren and de- 
ſert as the former. They ſearched the neighbour- 
ing Woods, bur could not find che leaſt thing to 
eat. The Spaniards having been lo provident, as 
not to leave behind them any where the leaſt crum 
of Suſtenance , whereby the Pirats were now 
brought to the Extremity aforementioned, Here 
again he was happy, that had reſerved {ince noon 
any {mall piece of Leather, whereof to make his 
Supper, drinking after'it a god: draught of Wa- 
ter for his pA comfort. , Same perſons, who 
never were out of their Mothers Kitchins, may 
ask, how theſe Pirats could cat, {wallow-and di- 
geſt, thoſe pieces of Leather, ſo hard. and dry ? 
Unto whom I only anſwer, That could they once 
experiment, what Humger, or -rather Famine is, 
they would certainly find the manner, by their 
own neceſlity, as the Pirats did. For theſe farſt 
took the Leather, and flic'dit in pieces. Then 
did they bear ir between tio Stones, and rub ir, 
often dipping it in the Water of the River, to ren- 
der it by WP means {upple and tender. Laſtly, 
they ſcraped off the Hair, and roaſted or broyl'd 
it upon the Fire. And being thus cook'd, they 
cut it into ſmall morſels, and eat it, helping it 
down with frequent Gulps of Water, which by 
good Fortune they had nigh at hand.

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e They continued their March the 5th. day, and 


about noon came unto a Place, called Barbacoa. 
Here likewiſe they found Traces of another Am- 
buſcade, bur the Place totally as unprovided, as 
the two precedent were. At a {mall diſtance 
were to be leen ſeveral Plantations, which they 
learched very narrowly, but could not find any 
Perſon, Animal, or other thing, that was capable 
of relieving their extream and ravenous Hunger. 
Finally, having ranged up and down, and ſearch- 
ed long time, they found a certain Grot, which 
ſeemed to be but lately' hewn out of a Rock, in 
the which they found two Sacks of Meal, Wheat, 
and-like things, with-rwo great Jars of Wine, and 
certain Fruits, called Platanos. Captain Moroan 
knowing that ſome of his Men were now through 
the extremity of Hunger, reduced almoſt to the 
extremity of their Lives, and fearing leaſt the ma- 
jor part ſhould be brought into the ſame conditi- 
on, cauſed all that was found to be diſtributed, 
amongſt them who were in greateſt neceſlity. 
Having refreſhed themſelves with thele Vidtuals, 
they began to marchanew with greater Courage 
than ever. Such as could not well go for Weak- 
nels, were put into the Canows, and thoſe com- 
manded to land that were in them before. Thus 
they proſecuted their Journey tili late at night, ar 
which time they came unto a Plantation, where 
they rook up their Reſt,” But without eating any 
thing at all ; for. the Spaniards, as before , had 

| ſwept 
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{wept away all manner of Proviſions, leaving not 
behind them the leaſt f1gns of Victuals. 


On the 6th. day they continued their March, g;,, q.y. 


part of them by Land through the Woods, and 
part by Water in the Canows, Howbeirt they 
were conſtrained to reſt themſelves very frequent- 
ly by the way, both for the Ruggedneſs thereof, 
and theextream Weaknels they were under. Un- 
ro this they endeavoured to occur, by eating ſome 
Leaves of Trees, and green Herbs, or Graſs, ſuch 
as they could pick,for luch was the miſerable con- 
dition they were in, This day, at noon, they 
arrivedata Plantation, where they found a Barn 
full of Faiz, Immediately they beat down the 
Doors, and fell to eating of it dry, as much as 
they could devour. Afterwards they diſtributed ' 
great quantity, giving unto every man a good al- 
lowance thereof, Being thus provided , they 
proſecuted their Journey, which having continu- 
ed for the ſpace of an hour, or thereabouts, they 
met with.an Ambuſcade of hidians. Thi+ they no 
{ooner had diſcover'd, but they threw away their 
Maiz, with the ſudden hopes they conceived of 
finding all things in abundancy. Bur after all this 
haſte, they found themlelves much deceived, they 
meeting neither Indians, nor Victuals, nor any 
thing elſe, of what they had imagined. They 
ſaw notwithſtanding on the other {1de the River, 
a Troop of 160 [ndiars, more or leſs, who all 
elcaped away through the- agility of their Feet. . 

SOME 
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Some few Pirats there were who leapt into the 
River, the looner to reach the ſhore, to ſee if 
they could rake * any of the ſaid Indians Priſoners. 
Bur all was in vain ; for being much more nimble 
at cheir Feet than the Pirars, They ealily a{]'d 
heir Endeavours. Neither did t| cy only baſtle 
them, but killed allo two or three of the Pirats 
with their Arrows, howting at them ar a diltance, 
and crying, Ha ! perros, a la ſavana, ala ſavana. 
Ha! ye Dogs, 20 to the Plain, 90 to the Plain. 

This day they could hae no farther, by 
realon they were neceſ{itated to pals the River 
hereabouts, to continue their Marci on the other 
[1de Hereupon they took up their Repole for 
thatnight. Howbeit their Sleep was not heavy, 
nor protound, tor great Murmurings were heard 
that night in the Camp, many complaining of 
Captain Morgan, and his Conduct 1n that Enter-_ 
prize, and being defirous' to return home. On 
the contrary, others would rather die there, than 
go back one ſtep from what they had undertaken. 
Bur others who had greater Courage than any of 
theſe two parties, did laugh and joke at all cheir 
Diſcourſes. I'th* mean while they had a Guide, 
who much comforted them, ſaying, It would not 
ow be long before they met with People, from whom they 
ſhould reap ſome conſiderable Advantage. 

The 7th. day i'th* morning, they all made clean 
their Arms, and ev ery one diſcharged his Piſtol, or 
Musket, without Bullet, to examine the Security 


of 
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of their Fire-locks. This being done, they paſled 
rothe other {1de of the River in the Canows, leav- 
ing the Poſt where they had reſted the night be- 
fore, called Santa Cruz, Thus they proceeded on 
their Journey till noon, at which time they arri- 
vedata Village called Cruz, Being at agreat di- 
ſtance as yet from che Place, they perceived much 
Smoak to arile out of the Chimneys. The fight 
hereof afforded them great Joy, and hopes of find- 
ing people i'th' Town, and afterwards what they 
molt defired, which was plenty of good Cheer. 
Thus they went on with as much haſte as they 
could, making ſeveral Arguments to one another 
upon thole external Signs, though all like Caſtles 
built 1'th* Air. For, laid they, there is Smoak £0- 
meth out of every Houſe, therefore they are making 9004 
Fires, for to roaſt and boyl what we are to eat, Wuth 
other things to this purpoſe. 

Artlength they arrived there in great haſte, all 
{[weating and panting, but found no perſon 1'ch” 
Town, nor any thing: that was eatable, where- 
with to refreſh themſelves, unleſs ir were good 
Fires to warm themſelves, which they wanted 
not. For the Spaniards before their departure, 
had every one ſer Fire to his own Houle, except- 
ing only the Store-houſes and Stables belonging 
to the King. 

They had nor lett behind them any Beaft what- 
loever, cither alive or dead. This occaſion'd 
muc2 Confuſion in their Minds, they. not finding 
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the icaſt thing to lay hold on, unleſs it were lome 
fv Cais and Dogs , which they immediately 
kill'd, and devoured with great Appetite, Ac 
1:f! in. the King's Srables they found by good For- 
tune, 15 Or 16 [arrs of Pery Wine, anda leather 
Sack, full of Bread. But no {ooner had they be- 
gan tt drink of the laid Wine, when they fell 
tick, almoſt every Man. This ludden Dilaſter 
made them think that the Wine was poyloned, 
which cauſed a new Conſteraation in the whole 
Camp, as judging themſelves now to be irrecove- 
rably loſt. Bur the true Reaſon was, their huge 
want of Suſtenance in that whole Voyage, and 
the manifold forts of Traſh which they had eaten, 
upon that occaſion. Their Sicknels was ſo great 
that day, as cauſed them to remain there till the 
next morning, without being able to proſecute 
their Journey, asthey uſed to do, 1'th' afternoon. 
This Village is ſeated in the Altitude of 9 De- 

rees, and 2 Minutes, Northern Latitude, being 
diſtant from the River of Chagre , 26 Spaniſh 
Leagues, and $ from Panama. Moreover, this is 
the laſt Place unto which Boats or Canows can 
come; for which reaſon they built here Store-hou- 
{cs, wherein to keep all forts of Merchandize, 
which from hence to and from Panama, are tran{- 
ported upon the Backs of Mules. 

Here therefore Qaptain Moroan was conſtrained 
to lcave tis Canows, aad land all his Men, though 
nevcr lo weak in their Bodies, Bur leaſt the Ca- 
no /$ 
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nows ſhould be furprized, or take up too many 
Men for their Deſkice: he reſblved to ſendthem 
all back to the place where the Boats were, ex- 
cepring one, Which he cauled to be hidden, to 
the intent it might lerve to carry lnelligence, aCc- 
cording to the exigency of Aﬀairs, Many of the 
Spaniards and Indians belonging to this Village 
were fled unto the Plantations thereabouts. Here- 
upon Captain Morgan gave expreſs Orders, that 
none ſhould dare to go out of the Village, except 
in whole Companies of 100 together. The oc- 

caſion hereof was his fear, leaſt the Enemies ſhould 
rake an Advantage upon his Men, by any ſudden 
Aflaule. Notwithſtanding one party of Engliſh 
Souldiers, ſtick|'d not to contravene thele Com- 
mands, being thereunto tempted with the deſire 
of finding Victuals, Burt thele were ſoon glad to 
fy into the Town again, being aſſaulted with 
great Fury by ſome Spaniards and Indians, who 
inatch up one of the Pirats, and carried him away 
Priitoner. Thus the Vigjilancy and Care of Cap- 
rain Morgan, was not {ufficient to prevent every 
Accident tha might happen. 

On the 8th. day, 1th' morning, Captain Mor- 
can ſent 200 Men before the Body of his Army, 
to dilcover the W ay to Panama, and ſee if they had 
laid any Ambulcades therein. E (pecially conf1- 
dering, that the Places by which th 1ey were to 
pals, were very fit for that purpoſe, the paths 
| being lo narrow, that only 10 or 12 perfons conld 
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marchin a File, and oftentimes not ſo many. Ha- 
ving marched abour the ſpace of 10 hours, they 
came unto a Place called Quebrada Obſcura. Here 
all on a ſudden 3 or 4000 Arrows were ſhot ar 
'F | them, without being able to perceive from whence 
j they came, or who ſhot them, The place from 
whence it was preſumed they wete ſhot, was a 
high rocky Mountain, - excavated trom one fide to 
the other, wherein was a Grot that went thorow 
it, only capable of admitting one Horſe, or other 
Beaſt, laded. "This multitude of Arrows cauſed 
a huge Alarum among the Pirats, eſpecially be- 
cauſe they could not diſcover the place from 
whence they were dilcharged. Ar laſt, ſeeing 
no more Arrows to appear, they marched a little 
farther, andentredintoa Wood. Here they per- 
ceived ſome Indians to fly as faſt as they could poſ- 
ſible before them, to take the Advantage of ano- 
ther Poſt, and thence oblerve the March of the 
F Pirats. There remained notwithſtanding one 
ff Troop of Indians upon the place, with full deſign 

bil to fight, and defend themſelves. This Combar 
they performed with huge Courage, till ſuch time 
as their Captain fell tro the Ground wounded. 
Who although he was now in deſpair of Life, yer 
his Valour being greater than his Strength, would 
demand no Quarter, but endeavouring to raiſe 
himſelf, with undaunted Mind laid hold of his 
Azagaya, or Javelin, and ſtruck at one of the Pi- 
rats, Burt before he could ſecond the Blow, he 
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was ſhot to death with a Piſtol. This was alſo 
the Fate of many of his Companions, who like 
good and couragious Souldiers, loſt their Lives 
with their Captain, for the defence of their Coun- 
trey. 

The Pirats endeavour'd, as much as was poſli- 
ble, tolay hold on ſome of the Indians, and take 
them Priſoners. But they being inhnirely ſwifter 
than the Pirats, every one eſcaped, leaving 8 Pi- 
rats dead upon the place, and 10 wounded, Yea, 
had the Indians been more dexcrous in militar 
Afﬀairs, they might have defended char Paffage, 
and not let one foleMan to paſs. Within a little 
while after they came to a large Campaign Field, 
open, and full of variegated Meadows. From 
hence they could perceive at a diſtance before 
them, a parcel of Indians, who ſtood on the top 
of a Mountain, very nigh unto the Way by which 
the Pirats were topals. They ſent a Froopof 50 
Men, the nimblelt they could pick out, to ſee if 
they could carch any of them, and afterwards force 
them to declare, whereabouts their Companions 
had their Manſtons. But all cheir Induſtry was in 
vain, for they elcaped through their Nimbleneſs, 
and preſently after ſhewed themſelves in another 
place, hallowing unto the Engliſh, and crying, 4 
la Savana, a la Savana, Cornudos, Perros Ingleſes : 
that is, To the Plain, to the Plain, ye Cuckoids, ye 
Enzliſh Dogs. Meanwhile theſe things paſſed; the1o 
Pirats that werewounded a little before, were dref- 
ſed,and plaiſtred up, Fif 2 At 
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At this place there was a Wood, and on each 


| fide thereot a Mountain, The Indians had poſleſſed 


themlelves of the one, and the Pirats took poſlel- 
ſion of the other, 'that was oppoſite unto it. Cap- 
rain Morgan was. perſwaded, that in the Wood the 
Spaniards had placed an Ambulcade, as lying ſo 
conveniently for that purpoſe. Hereupon he lent 
before zoo Men to learch it. The Spaniards and 
Indians perceiving the Pirats to deſcend the Moun- 
tain, did'{o too, as if they deſigned to attack them. 
But being got intothe Wood, out of {ſight of the 
Pirats, they diſappear'd, and were {cenno more, 
leaving the paſlage open unto them. 

Abour night there fell a greatRain, which cau- 
ſed the Pirars to march the faſter, and ſeek every 
where for Houſes, wherein to prelerve their Arms 
from being wer. Bur the Indians had fer Fire to. 
every one thereabouts, .and tranſported all their 
Cartel unto remote places, to the end that the Pi- 
rats finding neither Houles nor Vittuals, might be 
conſtrained to return homewards. Notwithſtan- 
ding, after diligent Search, they found a few lit- 
tle Huts belonging to Shepherds, *but in them no- 
thing to eat. - Thele not being capable of holding 
many Men, they placed in chem out of every Com- 
pany a ſmall number, who kept the Arms of all 
the reſt of the Army. Thoſe who remained i'rh' 
open Field, endured much Hardſhip that night, 


the Rainnot cealing to fall until the morning. 


The 
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| Thenext morning, about break of day, being Nb dy. 


the 9th. of this tedious Journey, Captain Morgan 


continued his March, while the freſh Air of the - 


morning laſted. For the Clouds then hanging 
as yet over their Heads, were much more favoura- 
ble unto them, than the [corching Rays of the 
Sun, by reaſon the Way was now more difhcult 
and laborious, than all the precedent. After two 
hours March, they dilcover'd a Troop of abour 
20 Spaniards, who oblerved the Motions of the Pi- 
rats. They endeavour'd to catch ſome of them, 
but could lay hold on none, they ſuddenly diſap- 
pearing, and ablconding themſelves in Caves a- 
mong the Rocks, totally unknown to the P1- 
rats. Atlaſt they came to a high Mountain, which 
when they had aſcended, they dilcover'd ſian the 
top thereof, the Seelld-Sex. This happy Sight, as 
if 1t were the end of their Labours, cauled infinite 
Joy among all che Pirats, From hence they could 
delcry alſo one Ship, and fix Boats, which were 
ſer forth from Panama , and ſailed -comeand the 
Iſlands of Tovago and Tovagilla. Having deſcended 
this Mountain, they cameuntoa Vale, in which 
they found great quantity of Cattel , whereof 
they killed good ſtore. Here mean whats {ome 
were imploy ed in killing and flaying of Cows, 
Horſes, Bulls, and chiefly Aﬀles, of which there 
Was oreateſ} number ; we buſied themſelves in 
Akindling of Fires, ai d getting Wood: wher-with 


to roaſt them. Thus cutting the Fleſh of the (e 
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Animals into convenient pieces, or goblets, the 
threw them into the Fire, and halt ol 
or roaſted, they devour'd them with incredible 
haſte and Appetite. For luch was their Hunger, 
as they more relembled Canibals than Europeans at 
this Banquet, the Blood many times running down 
from their Beards unto the middle of their Bo- 
dics. 

Having ſatished their Hunger with theſe delici- 
ous Meats, Captain Morgan order'd them to conti- 
nue the March. Here again he ſent before the 
main Body, 5o Men, with intent to take ſome 
Priſoners, it poliibly they could. For he ſeemed 
now to be much concerned, that in 9 days time he 
could not meet one perſon, who might inform 
him of the Condition and Forces of the Spaniards. 
About evening they diſcover'd a Troop of 200 
Spaniards, more orleſs, who haloo'd unto the Pi- 
rats, but theſe could not underſtand what they 
faid. A little while after they came the hilt time, 
within ſight of the higheſt Steeple of Panama. 
This Steeple they no ſooner had diſcover'd, bur 
they began to ſhew Signs of extream Joy, caſting 
up their Hats into the Air, leaping for Mirth, and 
ſhouting, even juſt as if they had already obtain- 
ed the Victory , and entire accompliſhment of 
their Detigns. All their Trumpets were ſound- 
ed, and every Drum beaten, in tokens of this uni- 
verſal Acclamation, and huge Alacrity of their 
Minds. Thus they pitcht their Camp for that 


night, 
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night, with general Content of the whole Army, 
waiting with Impatience for the morning , at 
which time they intended to attack the City. This 
evening there appeared 5o Horſe, who came our 
of the City, hearing the noiſe of the Drums and 
Trumpets of the Pirats, to obſerve, as it was 
thought, their Motions. They came almoſt 
within Musket-ſhot of the Army, being preceded 
by a Trumpet, that ſounded marvelouſly well. 
Thoſe on Horleback haloo'd aloud unto thePirats, 
and threatned them, laying, Perros ! nos veremos : 
that is, Je Dogs! we ſhall mect ye. Having made 
this Menace, they returned into the City, except- 
ing only 7 or 8 Horle men, who remained hover- 
ing thereabouts, to watch waat Motions the Pi- 
rats made. Immediately after the City began to 
fre, and ceaſed not to play with their biggeſt 
Guns, all night long againſt the Camp, bur with 
little or no harm nntothe Pirats, whom they could 
not conveniently reach, About this time allo the 
200 Spaniards, whom the Pirats had ſeen 1'th* af- 
ternoon, appeared again within ſight, making re- 
ſemblance asift they would block up the paflages, 
to the intent no Pirats might eſcape the hands of 
their Forces. But the Pirats, who were now in a. 

manner beſieged, inſtead of conceiving any fear | 
of their Blockado's, as {oon as they had placed 
Centries about their Camp, began every one to 
open their Satchels, and without any preparation 
of Napkins, or Plates, fell to eating very heartily 
the

which they had reſerved hnce noon. This being 


done, they l1id themielves down to licep upon 


the Grals, with g great repole and huge larisfacti- 
o'1 , expecting only with Imparience tor the 
dawnings of the next day. 

On the 10th. day, betimes1th' morning, they 
putall their Men nto convenient Order, and with 
Drums and Trumpets founding, continued their 
March directly towards the City. But one of the 
Guides deſired Captain Morgan, not to take the 

common High- way that led thither, tearing leaſt 
they ſhould hind in it much Reſiſtance, and many 
Ambulcades. He preſently took his Advice, and 
chole another way that went through the W ood. 
alchough very irkſom and difficult. Thus the 
Spanar ls perceiving the Pirats had taken another 
way, which they i{carce had thought on, or be- 
lieved, were compelled to leave their Stops and 
Batteries, and come out to meet them. The Go- 
vernour of Panama put his Forces in Order, con- 
lifting of 2 Squadrons, 4 Regiments of Foot, and 
a huge number of wild Bulls, which were driven 
by a great number of Indians, with ſome Negro's, 
and others. tohelp them.

Having been 

ſome time at a ſtand, in a wavering condition of 

Mind, they art laſt refleted upon the Straits they 

had brought themſelyes into, and that now they  _ 

ought, of neceſſity, either to fight reſolutely, or Fl oe pens 

die, for no Quarter could be expected from an Bate. 

Enemy, againſt whom they had committed ſo 

many Cruelties on all occaſions. Hereupon they 

encouraged one another, and re{olyed either to 

conquer, or [pend the very laſt drop of Blood in 

their Bodies. Afterwards they divided themlelves 

into three Battallions, or Troops, ſenging before 

them one of 200 Bucaniers, which lort of people 

are infinitely dextrous at ſhooting with Guns. 

Thus the Pirats leir the Hill, and deſcended, 

marching directly cowards the Spaniards , who Ther alarch 

were poſted in a ſpacious Field, waiting for their on. 

coming. As ſoon as they drew nigh unto them, 

the Spaniards began to ſhout, and cry, Yiva el Rey ! 

God ſave the King ! and immediately their Horle 

began to move againſt the Pirats. But the Field 

being full of Quaggs, and very ſott under foot, 

they could not ply to and iro, and wheel abour, 

as they deſired, The 200 Bucaniers, who went

before, every one putting one Knee to the ground, 
Thy cogage, gave them a full Volley of Shot, wherewith the 
 . Bartel was inſtantly kindled very hot. The Spa 
niards defended themſelves very couragiouſly, act- 
ing all they could poſſibly perform, to diſorder 
the Pirats. Their Foot, in like manner, endea- 
voured to ſecond the Horſe, but were conſtrained 
by the Pirats to ſeparate from them. Thus find- 
ing themlelves fruſtrated of their Deſigns, they 
attempted to drive the Bulls againſt chem at their 
Backs, and by this means put them into Diſorder. 
But the greateſt part of that wild Cattel ran away, 
being trighted with the noile of the Battel, And 
tome few that broke through the Fngliſh Compa- 
nies, did no other harm than to tear the Colours in 
pieces; whereas the Bucaniers ſhooting them dead, 

left not one to trouble them thereabouts, 
Th: Spaniſh The Batzel having now continued for the ſpace 
Herſe rains of two hours, atthe end thereof the greateſt parr 
of the Spaniſh Horle was ruin'd, and almoſt all 
kill'd. The reſt fledaway. Which being per- 
ceived by the Foot, and that they could not poſli- 
bly prevail, chey diſcharged the Shot they had in 
their Muskets, and throwing themoon the ground, 
The Foot put betook themſelves to Flight, every one which way

low them, as being too much haraſs'd and wea- 
ried with the long Journey they had lately made, 
Many of them, not being able to fly whither they 
defired, hid themſelves for that preſent among the

Captain Morgan having heard this Information, 
gave Orders inſtantly they ſhould march another 
way.

The Pirats were no- 
thing diſcouraged, ſeeing their number ſo much 
diminiſhed, but- rather filled with greater pride 
than before , perceiving what huge Advantage 
chey had obtained againſt their Enemies. Thus 
having reſted themſelves ſome while, they prepa- 
red to march- couragiouſly towards, the City, 
plighting their Oaths to one another in general], 
they would fight till never a Man were letc alive. 
With this Courage they recommenc'd their March, 
either toconquer, or be conquered, carrying with 
them all the Priſoners. 

They found much difficulty in their Approach 
unto the- City. For within the Town the Spani- 
ards had placed many great Guns, atſeveral Quar- 
ters thereof, ſome of which were charged with 
{mall pieces of Iron, and others with Musket-Bul- 
lets. With all thele they ſaluted thePirats, at 
their drawing nigh unto the place, and gavethem 
tull and frequent Broad-ſides, firing at them in- 
ceſlantly. From whence it came to pals, that un- 
avoidably they loſt at every ſtep they advanced, 
great numbers of Men. Burt neither theſe mani- 
tet Dangers of their Lives, nor the ſight of ſo ma- 
ny of their own, as dropped down continually at 
their Sides, could deter them from advancing far- 
ther, and gaining Ground every moment upon 
the Enemy. Thus although the Spaniards never 
cealed to fire; and act the beſt they could hs

The Inhabitants had cau- 
fed the beſt of their Goods to be tranſported'unto 
more remote and occult places. Howbeit they 
found within the City as yet ſeveral Ware-houſes, 
very well ſtockt with all ſorts of Merchandize, as 
well Silks and Cloths, as Linnen, and other things 
of conſiderable value. As ſoon as the firſt Fury 
of their entrance into the City was over, Captain 
Morgan aſſembled all his Men at a certain place 
which he aſfigned, and there commanded them

FR Morgan , as ſoon as he had placed 


Guards at {everal Quarters,where he thought 

neceſlary, both within and without the City of 

Panama , immediately commanded 25 Men to 

A Baat ſeiz- ſeize a great Boat, which had ſtuck in the Mud of 
«115 Port. the Port, for want of Water ar a low Tide, ſo 
that ſhe could not put out to Sea. The ſame day, 

about noon, he cauled certain Men privately to 

_ City /® ſer Fire unto ſeveral great Edifices of the City, no 
' body knowing from whence the Fire proceeded, 

nor who were the Authors thereof, much leſs 
what Motives per[waded Captain ,ZAorgan there- 
unto, which are as yet unknown to this day. The 
Fire increaled ſo faſt, that before night the grear- 
eſt part of the Ciry was ina Flame. Captain Mor- 
an endeavour'd to make the Public;. believe, the 
Spaniards had been the cauſe thereof, which Sul- 
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in a Gay. 
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picions he ſurmiſed among his own people, per- 
ceiving they reflected upon him for that Action. 
Many of the Spaniards, as allo ſome of the Pirats, 
uled all the means poſſible, either to extinguiſh 
the Flame, or by blowing up of Houſes with Gun- 
powder , and pulling down others, to ſtop its 
progreſs. But all was in vain; for in leſs than 
halt an hour it conſumed a whole Street. All the 
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Houſes of this City were built with Cedar, being Houſer'f 


of very curious and magnificent Strufture , and © 


richly adorned within. Eſpecially with Hangings 
and Paintings, whereof part were already tran: 
ported out of the Pirats way, and another great 
part were - conſumed by the Voracity of the 
Fire. 

There belonged unto this City ( which is allo 
the Head of a Biſhoprick ) eight Monaſtenies, 
whereof ſeven were for Men,and one for Women; 
two ſtately Churches, and one Hoſpital. The 
Churches and Monaſteries were all richly adorned 
with Altar-pieces and Paintings, huge quantity of 
Gold and Silver, with other precious things ; all 
which the Eccleſiaſticks had hidden and concealed. 
Beſides which Ornaments, here were to be ſeen

ted by Merchants of that Countrey, who are valt- 
ly rich. For the reſt of the Inhabitants, of leſſer 
quality , and Tradeſmen, this City contained 
5000 Houſes more, Here were allo great num- 


ber : 
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ber of Stables, which ſerved for the Horles.and 
Mules; that carry all the Plate, belonging as well 
unto the King of Spain, as private Men, towards 
the Coaſt of the North-Sea, "The neighbouring 
Fields belonging to this City, are all cultivated 
with tertil Plantations and pleatant Gardens, which 
afford delicious Prolpects unto the Inhabitants the 
whole year long. 

Horſe of te The Genoeſes had in this City ot Panama a ſtately 
Genoeles. and magnificent Houle, belonging to their Trade 
and Commerce of Negro s, This Building like- 
wile was commanded by Captain .Morgan to be 
ſet on Fire ; whereby it was burnt to the very 
Ground. Belides which pile of Building, there 
eat de2rue WEre conſumed tothe number of 200 Ware-hou- 
on, the ſes, and great number of Slaves, who had hid 
=" themſelves therein, together wich. an infinite mul- 
ticuds of Sacks of Meal. The Fire of all which 
Houſes and Buildings, was ſeen to continue four 
weeks after the day it began. The Pirats 1th” 
mean while, at leaſt the greateſt part of them, 
incamped {ome time without the City, fearing 
and expecting thar the Spaniards would come and 
hghrt them anew. For it was known,. they had 
an 1 incomparable number of Men more than the 
Pirats were, This occalion'd them to keep the 
Field, thereby to preſerve their Forces alan 
which now were very much diminiſhed, by the 
lofles of the precedent Bartels. As allo 'becauſe 
they had a great many wounded, all which they 
had 
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kad put into one of the Churches waich alone re- 
mained ſtanding, the reſt being conlumed by the 
Fire. Moreover, beſide thele Decreaſes of their 
Men, Captain Morgan had ſent a Convoy of 150 4 Coy 
Men unto the Caſtle of Chagre, to carry the News / #9 Gin

ot his Victory obtained againſt Panm. 
They ſaw many times whole Troops of Spani- 
ards, cruize to and fro in the Campaign Fields, 
which gave them occaſtonto ſuſpect their rallying 
anew. Yet they never had the courage to attempt 
any thing againſt the Pirats. I'th* afternoon of 
this fatal day, Captain Morgan re-entred again the 
City with his Troops, to the intent every one 
might take up their Lodgings, which now they 
could hardly find, very tew Houles having eſca- 
ped the Delolation of the Fire. Soon after they 
tell ro ſeeking very carefully among the Ruines 
and Aſhes, for Utenſils of Plate, or Gold, which 
peradventure were not'quite waſted by theFlames, 
And of ſuch things they found no {mall number in yy nit 
ſeveral places.

Theſe Men, having made leveral Excurfions up ee

days ume, bringing with them above 200 Prilo- 


ners, nove een Men, Women, and Slaves. The 
ſame day recurned alſo the Boat above- mentioned, 
which Captain Morgan had lent into the South. Sea, 
bringing with her three other Boats, which they 
had ta 7 ol 11 2 little while. But all theſe Prizes 
they could willingly have given, yea although 
they had imployed greater labour into the bargain, 
for one certain (Galen, which miraculouſly eſca- 
ped their Incultry, being very richly laden wirh 
all che [King's Place, and great quancity of Riches 
ol Gold, Pear | Jewels 3, and 'orher molt precious 
Goods, of all the beſt and richeſt Merchants of 
Punama.” On board of this Galegn were allo the re- 
ligious W omen, belonging to the Nunnery of the 
ſaid City, wht had cked with them, allthe 
Denaors of their Church, conſifting in great 
quantity of Gold, Plate, and her things of oreat 
value. 

The Strength of this Galeon was nothing conſi- 
derable, as having only 7 Guns, and 1o or 12

{ent Care and Diligence was 1n vain, the Spar d; 

who were on board the {aid Ship, havin received 
Intelligence of the Danger rhey were in 016 or 

two days before, wiuic the Pirats were cruizins 
ſonighunto them, whereupon they fied unto Pla- 
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ces more remote and unknown to their Ene- 
MICs. 

Notwichſtanding the Pirats found in the Ports 
of the lilands of Tavoga and T avorilla, leveral Boats 
that were laden RE” many ſorts of v ery good Mer- 

chandize, All which they rook and boonghc unto 

Panma. Where being arrived, they mace an 
exactRelation of all that had paſled while they 
were abroad, unto Captain Morzan. The Prifo- 
1crs Confirmed what the Pirats had ſaid, adding 
tnercunto, they undoubtely Knew wikeabouts 
the ſaid Galeon might be at that preſent, bur that 
it was very probable they had been relieved before 
now from other Places. Thele Relations ſtirred. 
up Captain Morgan anew,” to fend forth all the 
Boats that were in the Port of Þ anama, with deſign 
to leek and purſue the ſaid Galeon, call they could 
find her. The Boats aforeſaid, being in all four, 
fer Sayl from Panama, and having ſpent days in 
cruizing to and fro, nd ſearching {eyeral Ports 
' and Creeks, they loſt all their hopes of hnding 
waat they fo earneſtly ſought for. Hereupon 
they refolved to return unto the Ifles of Tavoga and 

Tavooulla, Here they found a reaſonable 'g00d 
' Ship, that was newly come from Payta, being la- 
den with Cloth, Soap, Sugar and Bisxer, with 
20000 Pieces of Eight in ready Money. This 
Veilel they inſtantly ſeized, not finding the leaſt 
Reſi{tance from any perſon within her. Nighun- 
to the ſaid Ship was alſo a Boat, whercot in like 
man- 
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manner they poſlefled themſelves. Upon the 
Boat they laded great part of the Merchandizes 
they had found in the Ship, together with lome 
Slaves they had taken in the faid Iflands. With 
this Purchaſe they returned unto Panama, lome- 
thing better ſatisfied of their Voyage, yet withal 
much dilcontented they could not mcet with the 


Galeon. 


The Convoy which Captain Morgan had lent +,, PEA 
unto the Caſtle of Chagre , returned much about rexrnet 
the ſame time, bringing, with them very g00d fromChagre 


News. For mean while Captain Morgan was up- 
on his Journey to Panama, thole he had left in the 
Caſtle of Chaore, had Rs forth to Sea two Boats 


ro'exercile Piracy. Theſe hapned to meet with  $pavifh 
a Spaniſh Ship, which they began to-chace within oy taken af 


11ght of the Gaſtle. This being perceived by the 
Pirats that were in the Caſtle, they put forth Spa- 
iſh Colours, thereby to alike and deceive the 
Ship that fled before the Boats. Thus the poor 
Spaniards, thinking to refuge themlelves under the 
Caſtle, and the Guns thereof, by fiving into the 
Port, were caught in a Snare, and made Prilon- 
ers, whore they thought to Rad Defence. The 
Cargo which was found on board the ſaid Veſlel, 

confifted i in YiEtuals and Provitions, that were al 
eatable things. Nothing could be more oppor- 
tune than this Prize for the Caitle, whe re they 
had'begun already to experiment great {carcity of 
things of this kind.

way, bur that the Men whom he had deſigned to 
effect Ir, were unwilling to undertake any fuch En- 
terprize ; {o that for want of Means, he could not 
put his Dc{19n in execution, 

On the 24th. of February, of the year 1671. 
Captain Moroan departed from the City of Panama, 
or rather from the place where the ſaid City of Pa 
1ams did ſtand. Of the Spoyls whereof he carri- 
ed with him, 175 Beaſts of Carriage, laden with 
Silver, Gold, and other precious things, beſides 
600 oriſoners, more or lels, between Men, Wo- 
men, Children, andSlaves, That day they came 
unto a River, that paſſeth through a delicious 
Campagn Field, at the diſtance of a League from 
Panima. Here Caprain Morgan put all his For es 
:nto 900d Order of martial Array, in ſuch manner, 
as that the priſoners were in the middle of the 
Camp, furrounded on all f1des with Pirats. Ar

Beſides that, among all 
thoſe milerable priloners, there was extream Hun- 
oer and Thirit endured ar that time, * Which 
Hardſhip and Milery Captain Morgan delignedly 
cauſed them to luſtain, with intent to excice them 
more earneſtly to ſeek. for Moneys, wherewith to 
ranſom rune Fig according to the Tax he had 
ſet upon every one. Many of the Women bego'd 
of Captain Morran upon their Knees, with infinite 
Sighs and Tears, he would permit them to return 
unto Panama, there to live in company of their 
dear Hucbands | and Children , in little Huts of 
Straw, which they would erect, ſeeing they had 

no Houſes, unt] the rebuilding of the City. Bur 
bis Anſwer was, He came not thither to hear La- 
mentations and Cry es, but rather to (eek Money [ 

. Therefore they ought to ſeek out. for that in the 7;., ,,, at 
firſt place, where-ever it were to be had, and bring 7"! to Ran 
it to him, otherwile he would aſſuredly cranſport /”

[The next day, when the March began, thoſe 
lamentable Cryes and Shrieks were renewed, IN 7hcir Cryes 
ſo much as it would have cauled compaition in the renew'd.

That they had promiſed faithfully to do it, But having 
obtained the ſaid Money, mitead of bringing it unto ber, 
they had imployed it another way, to ranſom ſome of their 
own , and particular Friends. This ill Action of 
theirs was dilcovered by a Slave, who brought a 
Letter into the laid Lady. Her Complaints, and 
the caule thereof, being brought unto the Ears of 
Captain Morgan, he thought ht io ef quire there- 
Into. Having found the thing to be rrue, efpe- 
cially hearing it confirmed b; he Conteilon of the 
fad. rel1Sious Mcn, though under {ome frivolous 
Excuſes, of having diverted the Money bur for a 
aay or two, within which time they Cn pected 

nore Sums to repay it, he gave Llverty unto tne 
{aid [.2dy, whom -otherwile he delio; aed to cranl- 
port unto Jamaica, But 1'th' mean while he de- 
taln- 
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tained the ſaid relizious Men, as priſoners in her 
place, uſing them according to the Delerts of their 
incompaſiionate [ntrigues. 
As loon as Captain Morgan arrived, upon his 
March, at the Town called Cruz, ſeated on the 
Banks of the River Chagre, as was mentioned be- 
fore, he commanded an Order to be publiſhed 
among the priſoners , that within the ſpace of 
three days, every one of them ſhould bring in j,92 0 
their Ranſom, under the penalty afore-mentioned, or tranſported 
of being tranſported unto Jamaica. In the mean 
while he gave Orders, for ſo much Rice and Maiz 
to be collected thereabouts, as was neceſſary for 
the victualling all his Ships. Atthis place ſome 
of the priſoners were ranſom'd, but many others 
could not bring in their Moneys in ſo ſhort time. 
Hereupon he continued his Voyage, leaving the 
Village on the 5th. day of March next following, 
and carrying with him all the Spoyl that ever he 
could tranſport. From this Village he likewiſe 
led away ſome new priſoners, who were Inhabi- 
rants of the ſaid place. So that theſe priſoners - 
were added unto thole of Panama, who had not as 
yet paid their Ranloms, and all tranſported. Bur 
the two. religious Men, who had diverted the Mo- 
ney belonging to the Lady, were ranlomed three 
days after their Impriſonment, by other perſons, 
waohad more compaſſion for their condition,then 
they had ſhewed tor | 


hers. About the middle of 
the way unto the Caſtle of Chazre, Captain Morgan 
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commanded them to be placed in due order, ac- 
cording to their cuſtom, and cauled every one to 
be ſworn, that they had reſerved nor concealed 
nothing privately to themſelves, even not fo 
much as the value of Six-pence. This being done, 
Captain Morgan having had ſome Experience, that 


thole lewd Fellows would not much ftickle to 


{wear falſly in points of Intereſt, he commanded 
them every one to be ſearched very ſtrictly, both 
1n their Cloaths and Satchels, and every where it 
might be preſumed chey had reſerved any thing. 
Yeato the intent this Order might not be ll taken / 
by his Companions, he permitted himlelf to be 
ſearcht.cven to the very foals of his Shoos. Unto 
this efte&t, by common conſent, there was al- 
ſigned one out of every Company, to be the 
Searchers of all the reſt. The French Pirats, that 
went on this Expedition with Captain Morpan, 


were not well ſatisched with this new cuſtom of 


Searching, Yet their Number being leſs then 
that of the Engliſh, they were forced to ſubmir un- 
to it, as well as the others had done before them. 
The Search being over, they re-imbarked in their 
Canows and Boats, which attended them on the 
River, andarrived at the Caſtle of Chagre, on the 
9th. day of the laid Month of March. Here they 
found all things in good order , excepting the 
wounded Men, whom they had lef: there at the 
time of their departure. Forot tele the greateſt 


number were dead, through the Wounds they had 
received.

ter his Arrival, a great Boa: unto Puerto Velo, V..lo, 


wherein vere all the Priſoners he had taken at the 
lile of St. Catharin, demandins by them a conlide- 
rable Ranſom for the Caſtle of Chagre, where he 
then was, threatning otherwiſe Wh ruine and de- 
moliſh it even to the Ground. Unto this Mel- 
{age, thole of Puerto Velo made Anſwer, They 
woes not give one Farthing towards the bow 
of the ſaid Caſtle, and that the Engliſh might do 
with itas they p leaſed. This Anſwer being c come, 
the Dividend was made of all the Spoyl they had 
purchaſed in that Voyage. Thus every Compa- 
ny, and every particular perſon therein included, 
received their portion of what was gotten. Or 
rather , what part thereof Captain Morgan was 
pleaſed to give them. For ſo it was, that the reſt 
of his Companions, even of his own Nation,” com- 
plained of his/Proceedings in this particular, and 
ra not to tell him openly to his Face, that he 
had reſerved the beſt Jewels to himſelf. For they 
judged it impoſſible, that no greater ſhare ſhould 
belong unto them then 200 pieces or FOE per Cas 
pita, of lo many valuable Purchaſes and Robbe- 
riesas they had vDtained, Which ſmall Sum they 
thought too little Reward for jo much Labour, 
and ſuch ! 2uge and mani {eſt Dangers, as they h. 4 
lo often expoſed their Lives unto. Bur (aprain 
Moroan was deat Lreo all chele, cull 1d Muny Fn 
C 'ompl. unts of this kind, as NaVing dciign ied in his 
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mind to cheat them of as much as he could. 
Ar laſt Captain Morgan finding himſelf obnoxi- 
ous to my Qbloquies, and DetraCtions amon 
his people,” beganto fear the conſequence Mn 
And hereupon thinking it unſafe co remain an 
longer time art Chagre, he commanded the Ord- 
nance of the {aid Caſtle to be carried on board his 
Ship. Afterwards he cauſed the greateſt part of 
the "Walls to be demoliſhed, and the Edifices to 
be burnt, and as many other things lpoyl'd and 
ruin'd, as could conveniently be done in a ſhort 
while. Theſe Orders being performed, he went 
ſecretly on board his own Ship, without giving 
any notice of his Departure unto his Companions, 
nor calling any Councel, as he uſed to do. Thus 
he ſet Sayl, and put out to Sea, not bidding any 
body adicu, being only followed by three or four 
Veſſcts of the whole Fleet. Theſe were ſuch (as 
the French Pirats believed ) as went Shares with 
Captain Morgan, towards the belt and greateſt part 
of the Spoyl, which had been concealed from Tr 
in the Dividend. The French-men could very wil- 
lingly have revenged this Aﬀront upon Captain 
Morgen and thoſe that followed him, had they 
Ou! ad eadels yes With luffcient Mean tO ENCOUN- 

ter him at Sea, Bur they were deſtitute of moſt 
ning neceſſary thereunto.

Aptain Morgan left us all in ſuch a milerable 2 
condition, as might ſerve for a lively Re- | 
preſentation, of what Reward attendeth Wicked- 19 
neſs at the latter end of Life. From whence we 
ought to have learned, how to regulate and arfierid 
our Actions for the future. However it was, our 
Afﬀairs being reduced to ſuch a poſture, every 
Company char was left be 1ind, whether Engliſh, 
or French, were compelled to (heh what means 
they EF to kelp themlelves. Thus moſt of 
them ſeparated from each other, and ſeveral 
Companies took leveral courles, at their return 
homewards. As for that Parry. unto which I did 
Den w2 ſteer'd our Vovage along the Coaft j 
Ot Coſta Þ 2.

oreac Port, called Boca del Toro, where are alw1ys 
wo be found an huge quantity of good and eatable 
i'ortoiics, The Cucumfercnce hereof is ten 
[.cagucs, more or leſs, being ſurrounded with 
little Hlands, under which Vellels may ride very 
{ecure from the violence of the Winds. 

The lad {lands are inhabited by Iidians, who 
never could be ſubjugated by the Spaniards, and 
hence they give them the Name of Indivs bravo, 
or wild Indians. They are divided, according to 
the yaricty of Idioms of their Language, into le- 
veral Cuſtoms and Faſhions of People , from 
whence ariſerh, that they have perpetual Wars 
againſt one another.

and thoi? hdiaus Notwithſtanding , Neceſlity 
having no Law , we were forced to do as we 
could, ratherthe: as we defired to do. And here- 
upon we relolved t6 0 all of us tozether, unto 
one of rhe laid Iſlands. Being landed, one Party 
of our Men went to range in the Woods, mean 
while another filled the Barrels with Water. Scarce 
one whole hour was paſt, after our People were 
oot aſhore, when luddenly the Indians came upon 
us, and weheard one of our Men cry, Arm, Arm. 
V'e preſently rook up our Arms, and began to 
fire at them as hot as we could. 'This cauſed them 
ro adyance no farther, and in a ſhort while pur 
them to Flight,ſheltring themſelves in che Woods. 
We purſued them ſome part of the way, but not 
tar, by reaſon we then eſteemed rather to get in 
our Water, then any other Advantages upon the 
Enemy. Coming back , we found two Indians 
dead upon the ſhore, whereof the Habiliments of 
one gave us to underſtand, he was a Perlon of 
Quality amongſt them. For he had abour his 
Body a Girdle, or Shaſh, very richly woven; and 
on his Face he wore a Beard of maſhve Gold, 1 
mean, 2 ſmall Planch of Gold-hung down art his 
Lips by two Strings, ( which penetrated two lit- 
tle Holes, made thete on puzpoſe ) that covercd 
his Beard, or ſerved inftead thereot. His Arms 
Were made ot Sticks of Palmite-rrces, being very 
curiouſly wrought, aton? end waereof, was 2 

kind 
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kind of Hook, which leemed to be hardned with 

Fire. We could willingly have had opportunity 

to {peak with ſome of thele Jadians, to lee if we 7, 1.:..,, 
could reconcile their Minds unto us, and by this feak wit) 
means renew the former T'zade with them, and '** 14ians, 


but in vain, 


obtain Proviſions. But this was a thing impoſſi- 
ble, through the Wildnels of their Perlons, and 
Savagenels of their Minds. Notwithſtanding, 
this Rencounter hindred us not from filling our 
Barrels with Water , and carrying them a- 
board. 

The night following we heard from the Shore, G4 Cre 
huge Cryes and Shrieks among the Indians. Theſe heard frm 
Lamentations cauled us to believe, becaule they 4 hos 
were heard ſo far, they had called in much more 
People to aid them againſt us ; as allo, that they 
lamented the Death of thoſe rwo Men, who were 
kill'd the day before. Theſe Indians never ule to Theſe Indi- 
come upon the Waters of the Sea, neither have "5 —_— 
they ever given themſelves to build Canows, or TO 
any other ſort of Veſſels, for Navigation. Not 
ſo much as Fiſher-boats, of which Arr of Fiſhery, 
they are totally ignorant. Ar laſt, having no- 
thing elſe tq hope for inthele Parts, we reſolved 
rodepart from thence for Jamaica, whither we de- 
ſigned to go. Being let forth, we met with con- 
trary Winds, which cauſed us to make ule of our 


Oars, and row as far as the River of Chagre. When Th:y rotzrn *

we came nigh unto it, we perceived a Ship that 86 


made towards us, and began to give us Chace. 
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Our Apprehenſions were, that it was a Ship from 
Cartagena, which might be lent to rebuild and re- 
cake poſſeſſion of the Caſtle of Chagre, now all the 
Pirats were departed from thence. Hereupon we 
etall our Sayl, and ran before the Wind, to lee 
if wecould elcape, or refuge our ſelves in any 
place. But the Veſlel being much more ſ{wifrer- 
and cleaner then ours, eaſily got the Wind of us, 
and ſtopt our Courle. Then approaching nigh 
unto us, we dilcover'd what they were, and 
knew them to be our former Comrades, in the 
lame Expedition of Panama, who were but lately 
ſer out from Chagre. Their Deſign was to go 
unto Nombre de Dios, and trom thence to Cartarena, 
to (eek lome Purchale or other, in or about that 
frequented Port. Bur the Wind at that preſent 
being contrary to their Intention, they concluded 
to g0-in our Company, towards the ſame Place 

where we were before, called Boca del Toro.” 
This Accident and Encounter retarded our 
ſourney, inthe ſpaceof rwo days, more then we 
could regain in a whole Fortnight. This was the 
occaſion that obliged us to return unto our former 
Station, where we remained for a few days. From 
thence we directed our Courle for a Place, called 
Boca del Dravon,there to make Proviſions of Fleſh. 
Eſpecially of a certain Animal, which the Spani- 
ards call Manentines, and the Dutch, Sea-Cews, be- 
cauſe the Head, Nole, and Teeth, of this Beaſt, 
are very like unto thoſe. of a Cow, They are 
tound 
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found commonly n ſuch places,as under the depth 
of the Waters, are very fullof Gral(s, on which, 
"it is thought, they do paſture. Theſe Animals 
have no Ears, .and only m:place of them are to be 
ſcen two little Holes, ſcarce capable of receiving 
che lictle Finger of a Man. Nighuntothe Neck, 
they have rwo Wings , under which are ſeated: 
two Udders, or Breaſts, much like unto the Breaſts 
of a Woman. "Fhe Skinis very cloſe, and united 
rogether, reſembling the Skin of a Barbary, or 
Guiney-Doz. "This Skin upon the Back is of the 
thickneſs of two Fingers, which being dryed, is 
as hard as any Whale-bone, and may ſerve to 
make Walking-ſtafts withal. The Belly is in all 
things like unto that of a Cow, as far as the Kid- 
neys , or Reins. Their manner of Engendring 


- O 
likewiſe, is the ſame with the ulual manner of a 


Land-Cow, the Male of this kind being in ſimili- 
tude, almoſt one and the ſame thing with a Bull. 
Yet notwithſtanding they conceive and breed but 
once. But the ſpace of time that they go with 
Calf, I could not as yet learn, Thele Fiſhes have 
the ſenſe of Hearing extreamly acute, in ſo much 
as in taking them, the Fiſhermen onghr not to 
make the leaſt noiſe, nor row, unleſs it be yery 
{lightly. For this reaſon they make ule of certain 
Inſtruments for Rowing , which the Jndians call 
Pagayos, and the Spamards name Caneletas, with 
which alchough chey row, yet 1s it performed 


without any noile that can fright the Fiſh, Mean 
EEFE-5 while 
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while they arc buſted in this Fiſhery, they ule not 


to {peak to one another, bur all is tranſa&ted by 


Signs. He that darteth them with the Javelin, 
uleth it after the ſame manner as when they kill 
Tortoilſes. Howbeit, the point of the (aid Jave- 
lin is ſomewhat different, as having two Hooks at 


the Extremity, and theſe longer then that of the 


other Fiſhery. Of thele Fiſhes, ſome are found 
to beof the length of 20, unto 24 Foot.. "Their 
Fleſh is very good to eat, being very like in Co- 
lourunto that of a Land-Cow, but in Taſte, un-. 
to-thit of Pork. It containeth much Fart ,- or 
Greaſe, the which the Pirats uſe ro melt, and. 
keep incarthen Pots, to make ule thereof inſtead 
of Oyl. | 

On a certain day, wherein we were notable to_ 
do any good at this fort of Fiſhery, ſome of our 
Men weat into the Woods to hunt, and others to 
catch other Fiſh. Soon after we eſpied a Canoww, 
wherein were two Indians. Thele no ſooner had 
diſcovered our Veſlels, but they rowed back with 
all the ſpeed they could towards the Land, being 
unwilling to trade, or have any thing to do with 
us Pirats, We followed them to the ſhore, bur 
through their natural Nimbleneſs, being much 
greater then ours, they retired into the Woods 
before we could overtake them. Yea, what was 
more admirable, they drew on ſhore, and carri- 
ed with them their Canow into the Wood, as ca- 


ily asif it were made of Straw, althoughir —_ 
C 
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ed above 2000 [.”” This we knew by the Canow 
ic ſelf, which we found afterwards, and had 
much ado to get into the Water again, although 
we were in all 11 perſons to pull at it. 

We hadatthat time in our Company, a certain 
Pilot, who had been divers times in thoſe Quar-

ters. This Man, ſeeing this Action of the Indi- by a Pilot. 


ans, told us, that ſome few years before, a Squa- 
dron of Pirats happened to arrive at that place. 
Being there, they went in Canows, to catch a 
certain ſort of little Birds, which inhabiteth the 
Sea-coaſt,under the ſhade of very beautiful Trees, 
which here are to be ſeen. Mean while they 
were buſted at that Work; certain Indians, who 
were climbed up into the Trees, to view their 
Actions, ſeeing now the Canows underneath, 
leaped down into the Sea, and with huge celerity 
ſeized ſome of the Canows and Pirats that kept 
;them, both which they tranſported fo nimbly in- 
to the remotelt parts of the Woods, as that the 
Priloners could not be relieved by their Compani- 
ons. Hereupon the Admiral of the [aid Squadron 
landed preſently afcer with 500 Men , to leek 
and reſcue the Men he had loſt. Bur they ſaw 
ſuch an exceſſive number of Indians flock together 
to oppole them, as obliged them to retreat with 
all poſſible diligence nnto their Ships. Conclu- 
ding among themſelves , that if ſuch Forces as 
thoſe could not perform any thing, cowards the 
:ecovery of their Companions, they ought to ſtay 
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to longer time there, Having heardthis Hiſtory, 

we came a\v2y from hence, fearing ſome Mil- 
chict mig'tt betal 115, and bringing with us the Ca- 
ae x afore- mendioabd. [n this. wetound nothing 

{c but a Filhing-ner, though nor very large, and 
CT vs made of Palm-tree, of he length 
of 7 Foot each, and of the foure, or ſhape, as 
tolloweth.

We left char Place, and arrived in 24 hours 


"unto another,” called Ris de Zuera, Where we 


foutid lome Fa Houſes belonging to the City of 
Cartagena.'. Thele Houles ate inhabited by Spani- 


-ards, whom we reſolved to viſit, not being able to 


had any Tortoiſe, nor yet any of their Eggs. 
Thelnhabitants were all fled from the ſaid Hou- 
(es, having, leic no Victuals, nor Proviſtons, be- 
hind them, in 1o much as we were forced to con- 
eat our ſelves with a certain Fruit, which there is 
called Platary, Of thele Platanos we filled our 
Boats, and continued our Yoyage,coaſting along

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the ſhore. Our Defign was to find: out ſome 

Creek, or Bay , wherein to careen our Vellel, 

which now was very leaky on all fides. Yea, in 

{vuch a dangerous condition, that both night a They are in 
day we were conſtrained to imploy ſeveral Men 
at the Pump, unto which purpote we made uſe of 
all our Slaves, This Voyage laſted a whole 
Fortnight, all which time we lay under the con- 
tinual Frighrs of periſhing every moment. At 
laſt we arrived at a certain Port, called The Bay of 

Bleevele, being lo named "> 6h 2 Pirat who uled 
to rfber thither, with the ſame Deſign that we 
did. Here one party of our Men went into the 
Woods to. hnnt, 1'th* mean while that another 
undertook torefitt and carcen our Vellel. 

Our Companions who went abroad to hunt, 
found hereabours Porcupines, of a huge and mon- Fiuge Por- 
ſtrous vignels. Bur their ciniet Exerciſe was kil- #79 
ling of Monkeys, and certain Birds, called by the Mytvr and 
Syamards, Faiſanes, or Pheaſants. Fhe Toyl and Phoaj ants. 

Labour we had in this E mploy of Shooting, did 
ſeem, at leaſt, untome, ro be {lufheic nel calls 
penſared with the pleaſiire of killing the ſaid Mon- 

Keys. For at thele we uſually de [5 or 16 
Shot, before we could kill rhree or four of them, 
So nimbly would they eſcape our Hands and Aim, 
even after a9 19 del eral vounded. On the _ 
other ſide, it was deli ohttul to lee the Femal--- I 
Monkeys carry their little ones upon their Backs, 2 
even juſt as the 7 eora's do their Children, When 
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any perlon paſleth under the Trees where thelc 
Monkeys are' fitting, they will commonly open 
their Bellies, and fquirc their Excrements upon 
their Heads and Cloaths. '.. Likewile, if ſhooting 
at a parcel of them; any Monkey. happeneth to be 
wounded, the reſt of the Company will flock 
about him, and lay their Hands upon the Wound, 
to hinder. the Blood from ifluing forth. Others 
wilt gather Mols that growerth upon the Trees, 
and thruſt it into the Wound, and hereby ſtop the 
+ - Blood: .- Arother times they will gather luch or 
ſuch Herbs, and chewing them in their Mouth, 
apply them atrcer the manner of a Poultis, or Ca- 
raplaſm. - All which-things did caule in me great 
Admiracion, ſeeing ſuch ſtrange Actions in thoſe 
Irrational Creatures, which teſtified the Fidelity 
and Love they had for one another. 

Oa the 9th. day, atter our Arrival at that Place, 
our Womcn-Slaves being bulied in their ordinary 
Employments, of waſhing Diſhes, ſewing,draw- 
ing Water out of Wells, which we had made on 
the ſhore, and the like things, we heard great 

* Cryes of one of them, which laid, ſhe had-leena 
Troop of Indians appear towards the Woods, 
whereby ſhe began immediately to cry out, Indi- 

; ans, Indiams. We, hearing this Rumour, ran 
i pretently tro our Arms, and their Relief, Bur,

A I” By this Contract, the Woman is obliged to remain 
in the Cuſtody of the Pirart all the time he ſtayeth

bringeth him ViEtuals of all ſorts, chat the Coun- 
trey affordech, The Pirat moreover hath liberty 
to $0 when heplealeth, either to hunt, or fiſh, or 
about any other Divertiſements of his Pleaſure, 
But withal is not to commit any Hoſtilicy, or De- 
predation upon the Inhabitants, ſeeing the Indians 
bring him 1n all that he ſtandeth in need of, or 

that he delireth. 
Policy and Through the frequent Converſe jand Familiari- 
Cultoms of ty thele Indians have with the Pirats, they ſome- 
im Yrs. ames uſe to go to Sea with them, and remain 
among them for whole years, without returning 
home. From whence it cometh, that many of 
them can ſpeak Engliſh, and French, and ſome of 
the Pirats their Indian Language. They are very 
dextrous at darting with the Javelin, whereby 
they are very uſeful to the Pirats, rowards the vi- 
Etualling their Ships, by the Fiſhery of Tortoiles, 
and Manita's, a ſort of Fiſh fo calledby the Spani- 
ards. - For one of thele Indians, is alone ſufficient 
to victual a Veſlel of an 100 perſons. We had 
among our Crew, two,Pirats, who could ſpeak 
very well the Indian Language. By. the Help of 


thele 
as 
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theſe Men, I was lo curious as to enquire into 
cheir Cuſtoms, Lives, and Policy, whereof I ſhall 
give you here a briet Account. 

This Ifland containeth about 3o Leagues in 
Circumference, more or leſs. It is governed at- 
ter the form of a little Commonwealth, they ha- 
ving no King, nor Soveraign Prince, among them. 
Neither do they entertain any Friend{hip, or Cor- 
reſpondence, with other neighbouring Iflands, 
much leſs with the Spaniards. "They are 1n all but 
a ſma]l Nation, whole number exceedcth not 
1600 or 1700 perſons. They have among them ES 
ſome few Negro's, who ſerve them in quality of ,,2. _ 
Slaves. Theſe happened to arrive there, {wim- hither, 
ming after Shipwrack made upon that Coaft. For 
being bound for Tierra firme, ina Ship that carried 
them to be ſold in thole Parts, they killed the 
Captain and Mariners, with deſign to return unto 
their Countrey, But through their Ignorance in 
Marinery, they ſtranded their Veſſel hereabouts, 
Although, as I ſaid before, they make bur a {mall 
Nation, yet they live divided, as it were, into 
two leyeral Provinces. Of thele, the one ſort 
imploy themlelves in cultivatiag the Ground, and 
making ſeveral Plantations. Bur the others are £azmeſs of 
ſo lazy, as they have not Courage to build chem- EE 
ſelves Huts, much leſs Houſes, to dwell in. Taey 
frequent chiefly the Sea-coaſt, wandring dilorder- 
ly up and down, without knowing, or caring lo 

uch as to coyer their Bodies from the Rains, 


which 
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which are very frequent, in thoſe Parts, unleſs ic 
be with a few Palm-leaves. Theſe chey put up- 
on their Heads, and keep their Backs always turn- 
ed to the W Ty that vos, eth. They uſeno other 
Cloaths then an Apron, waich ks ryed to their 
Middle , cometh down lo far, as to hide the 
{h amefal parts of their Bodies. Suck Aprons are 
made of the rinds of Trees, which they ſtrongly 
bear upon Stones, till they ard loftned. Of theſe 
ſame they make ule for Bed-cloaths, to cover 
themlelves when they ſleep. Sorae make to 
themlelves Bed-cloaths of Cotton, but thele are 
but few in number. Their uſual As are nothing 
but Azzgayas, or Spears, which they make fit for 
their ole with points of Iron; or Teeth of Coco- 
dri!Ccs.: 
ihe know, after ſome manner, that there is 
a God, yet chey tive without any Religion, or di- 
vine W orſhip. Yea, as far as | can [earn, they 
believe not/in,: norlerve the Devil, as many other 
Nations of | Awcricado both believe e, invoke, and 
worſhiphim. - Hereby they are not ſo nm i tOr- 
incnted by him, as other Nations are. Their or- 
dinary Food, for the oreateſt part, conliſteth in le- 
veral Fruits ; ſuch as are called Bananas, Racoves, 
Ananas, Potato's, Caxave; as allo. Crabs, and {ome 
ſew Fiſh. of other lorts, which they kill in the 


' Sex with Darts. As to their Drink, they are 


lomerth! :1ng expert in making certain oleaſant and 
» delicate Liquors. The commoneſt among them 
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15 calied Achioc. This 1s made ot a certain Seed of 
P alm-tree , which they bruile , and afterwards 
ſteep, or infule, in hot Water, till ic be ſettled ar 
the bottom. "I his Liquor being ſtrained off, 
hath a very pleaſant Taſte, andis very nouriſhing, 
Many other ſorts of Liquors they prepare, which 
I ſhall omit for brevity. Only I thall fay ſome- 
thing, in ſhort, of that which is made of Platangs. 
Theſe they knead betwixt their Hands -with hot 
Water, and afterwards put, into great Calabaſhes, 
which they fill up with cold Water, and leave in 
repoſe for the ſpace of cight.days,. during which 
time, 1t fermenteth as well. as the beſt forc of 
Wine. This Liquor they drink for Pleaſure, and 
as a great Regale, in ſomuch that when thele Tn 
dians 1avite their Friends, or Relations, they can- 
not treat them better, thento give them ſome of 
this pleaſant Drink. 

They are very unskiltulin dreſſing of Yictuals ; 


and hence it 1s, that they very ſeldom treat one Tir Inr42%-

another with Banquets, ' For this purpole,- when 


they go, orſend, to any Houle, to invite others, 
they deſire them to come and drink of, their Li- 
quors. Before the invited perſons come to their 
Houſe, thoſe that expe&t them, comb their Hair 
very well, and anoint their Faces with Oyl of 
Palm, mingled with a certain black 'Tincture, 
which rendreth them very hideous, "The Women,

Here the perſons who are 
invited, uſe the ſame Ceremony, falling down on 
the Ground, as the Inviter did before. Burt he 
lifreth them up one by one, and giving them his 
Hand; conducteth them into his Cottage, where 
he cauſerh them to fit. The Women, on thele 
Occaſions, perform few or no Ceremonies. 

Being thus brought into the Houle, they are 
preſented every one with a Calabaſh full of the 
Liquor above-mentioned, made of Platanos, which 
is very thick, almoſt like unto Water-gruel, or 
Childrens Pap, wherein is contained four Quarts, 
more or leſs, of the laid Liquor. Theſe they are 
to driak off as well as they can, and get down at 
any rare. The Calab3thes being emptied into 
their Stomachs, the Maiter of che Houſe, with 
many Ce:emonizs, goeth ahout the Room, and 
gathereth his Calabaſhes. And this Drinking hi- 

| ther- 
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therto 1s reckoned but for one Welcom, whereas 
every Invitation ought to contain ſeveral] Wel- 
COms. {rerwards, they begin to drink of the 
clear Liquor above-mentioned , for which they 
vicre called to this Treat. Hereunto follow ma- 
ny Songs, Dances, and a 1000 Carefles, to the 
Women that are preſent. In fo much that often- 
times, for a Teſtimony of their great Love unto 
them, they take their Darts, and with the points 
thereofl, pierce and wound their genital Parts. q,, ,;.,.. 
This Relation, I confeſs, I could not believe, their Geni- 
though oftentimes it had been certified unto me, **" 
until ſuch time as my own Eyes were Witneſſes 
unto theſe, and the like Actions. Neither only 
on this Occaſton do they perform this Ceremony, 
of piercing their Genitals , bur allo when they 
make Love unto any Woman, intending thereby, 
to let them underſtand the greatnels of their Aﬀe-' 
Aion and Conſtancy. 

They ule not to marry any young Maid, with- Mrizger. 
out the Conſent of her Parents. Hereupon, if 
any one delireth to take a Wite, he 1s firft examin- 
ed by the Damſels Father , concerning ſeveral 
Points relating to good Husbandry. Thele are 
moſt commonly ; whether he can make Azagayas, 
Darts for Fiſhing ; or {pin a certain Thread, which 
they ule abour their Arrows ? Havitg anlwered to 
Sxtisfaction, the F,xaminer calleth to his Dauzh- 
cer, for a lice Calabaſh full of che Liquor above- 
mentioned, . Ot this hedrinketh farſt; then giverh 
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tc Cup unto the young Man ; and he finally un- 
to the Bride, who drinketh it up; and with this 
only Ceremony the Marriage 15 made. When any 
one drinketh tothe Health of another, the ſecond 
perlon ought to drink up the Liquor, which the 
other perion hath left in the Calabilh. Bur in 
cale of Marriage, as was la.d before, it is conſu- 
med alone among them three, the Bride obtain- 
ing the greateſt parr to her ſhare. 
11.xtb47,. When the Womaa lyeth in, neither ſhe nor her 
mn 1c in. Husband obſerve the time, as 15 cuſtomary among 
the Caribes. Bur as loon 3s the Woman 15 delive- 
red, ſhegoeth inſtantly unto the next River,Brook, 
or Fountain , and waſheth the new-born Crea- 
ture, {wathling it up afterwards in certain Row- 
lers, or Swathing-bands, which there ate called 
Cabali;. . This being done, ſhe goeth about her 
ordinary Labour, as before. At their Entertain- 
ments.it is uſual, that when the Man dieth, his 
Their Bari- Wite burieth hum with all his Azagaya's, Aprons, 
_ and Jewcls, that he uied to wear at his Ears. Her 
next Obligation is, to come every day to her Hul- 
band's Grave, bringing him Meat and Drink for a 
whole year together. "Their Years they reckon 
by the Moons, allowing 15 to every year, which 
make their entire Circle, as our 12 months do 
ours. 

Some Hiſtorians, writing of the Caribe Iſlands, 
do afhrm, that this Ceremony, of cartyi:g Victu- 
als to the Dead, 1s generally obſerved among 

them.

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them. Moreover, that the Devil cometh unto 
the Sepulchres, and carrieth away all the Meat 
and Drink which is placed there. Bur I my elf 
am not of this Opinion, ſeeing I have oftentimes 
with my own Hands, taken away thele Offerings, 
and eaten them, inſtead of other Victuals. Un- 
ro this I was moved , becaule I knew that the 
Fruits uſed on thele Occaſions, were the choiceſt 


and ripeſt of all others, as alſo the Liquors, of 


the beſt lort, they made uſe of, for their greateſt 


Regale and Pleaſure, When the Widow Fath Strange Cu- 
ftom of 114+

thus compleated her year, {ſhe openeth the Grave 
and taketh out all her Husband's Bones. Thele 
ſhe [crapeth and waſheth very well, and after- 
wards dryeth againlt the Beams of the Sun. When 
they are ſufficiently dryed, ſhe tyeth them all to- 
getker, and putterh them into a Cabala, being a 
certain Pouch, orSatchel, and is obliged for ano- 
ther year to carry them upon her Back i'th' day- 
time, and to{leep upon them!'th” night, until the 
year be compleatly expired. This Ceremony be- 
ing hniſhed, ſhe hangeth up the Bag and Bones, 
againſt the Polt of her own Door, in caſe ſhe be 
Miſtreſs of any Houle. Burt having no Houle of 
her own, ſhe hangcth them at the Door of ker 
next Neighbour, or Relation. 

The Widows cannot marry the ſecond time, 


a cording to the Laws or Cultoms of this Nation, 


u itil the whole lpace of the two years above-men- 
tioned, be compleated. The Men are bound to 
Nnn 2 per 
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perform no {uch Cremonics towards their Wives, 
Bur it any Pirat marrieth an Indian Woman, the 
is bound to do with him, in all things, as if be 
were an Indi Man born. The Neero's that are 
upon this Iſland, live here, in all RelpeRts, ac- 
cording to the Cuſtoms of their own Countrey. 
All the things I have thought ft to take notice 
of in this place, though briefty, as judging them 
worthy the. Curiolity ot ſome judic: ousand inqui- 
fitive perſons. Now [ ſhall continue the Account 
of our Voyage. 

Aftcr that we had refreſhed and provided our 
ſelves, as well as we could, at the Ifland atore- 
{aid, we departed from thence, and ſteered our 
Corſe row irds the Ifland de los Wn H-re we 
arrived in 15 days, and were conſtrained to refit 
again our V eflel, which now, the ſecond time, 
was very. le iky, and noe fit fot layling any far- 
ther. Hereypon we divided our ſelves, as be- 
fore, and lome went about that Work of careen- 
Fare the Ship, mean while others betook theraſelves 
to Fiſhing. In this laſt we were ſo ſucceſcful, 
4STO ta kei in 6 or 7 hours, as much Fiſh, as would 
abundantly lufhce to " 4 1000 perſons, We 
had in our Company ſome Indians, from the Cape 
of Gracias a Dios, who were very p PERL. both in 
Hunting and Fiſhing. With the Help of theſe 
Men we killed likewiſe , in a {hore while, and 
falred, an huge numberot wild Cows, { afficient 
DOth to fatiate our hungry Appetites, and to vi- 

Ctu- 
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ftual our Veſſel for the Sea. Theſe Cows were 
formerly brought into this Iſland by the Spaniards, 
with deſign they ſhould here multiply, and ſtock 
the Countrey with Cartel of this kind. We lalt- 
cd, in like manner, a vaſt number of Tortolles, 
whereof in this Iſland huge quantities are to be 
found. With theſe things, our former Cares and 
Troubles began to diſſipate, and our Minds to be 
ſo far recreated, as to forget the Miſeries we had 
lately endured. Hereupon, we began to call 
one another again by the Name of Brothers, 
which was cuſtomary amongſt us, but had been 
diſuſed in our Miſeries, and ſcarce remembred 
without Regret. 

All the time we continued here, we feaſted 
our {el yes very plentifully, without the leaſt Fear 
of Enemies. For as to the Spaniards that were 
upon the Ifland, they were here in mutual League 
and Friendſhip with us. Thus we were only con- 
{trained to keep Watch and Ward every night, for 
fear of the Crocodiles, which are here in great May Cc: 
plenty all over the l{land. For thele, when they 4 br 
are hungry, will aſſault any Man whatſoever, and 
devour him ; as it happened in this ConjunCture, 
unto one of our Companions. "This Man being 
gone into the Wood, in Company with a Neoro, 
they fell into a Place where a Crocodile lay con- 
cealed. The furious Animal , with incredib!e 4 Pirzt af 
Agility, aſſaulted the Pirat, and faſtning upon 2 
Nis Leg, caſt him upon the Ground, the Nevo be- 
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ng fed, who ſhould affiſt him." Yet he notwith- 

ſanding, , being a robuſt and couragious Man, 
drew forth a Knife he had then 'about ki 1m, and 
with the lame, after a dangerous Combar, over- 
came and killed the Crocodile, Which havin 
done, he himlelf, both tired-with the Battel, and 
weakned with the lols of Blood, that ran from his 
Wounds, lay tor dead upon the Place, or at leaſt 
beſide he Senles. Being found in this poſture 
{ome while after by the Negro, who returned to 
ce what was become of his Maſter, he tcok him 
upon his Back, and brought him to the Sea-fide, 
diſtant from thence the p ace of a whole League. 
Here we received him into a Canow, and convey- 
cd him on board our Ship. 


After this Misfortune, none of our Men dared 


be lo bold, as to enter the Woods without good 
Company. Yea, we our lelves, deſirous to re- 

- venge the Diſaſter of our Companion, went in 
Troops the next day unto the Woods, with deſign 

*Th:y go to to find out Crocodiles to kill. Theſe Animals 
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7a would uſually come every night to the Sides of

our Ship, and make reſemblance of clin nbing up 
into the Veſſel. One of theſ», on a certain night, 
we ſeized with an iron Hook, Ku he inſtead of fly- 
ing to the bottom, began to mount the Ladder of 
the Ship,tull we k1 I'd him with Mbet Initruments. 
Thus after we had remained the {OMe conf1d era- 
ble time, and -refhtted our Gives with ail t1:1ngs 
_—_ neceſlary, we let Sayl from thence br Jay Matic. 
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Here we arrived within few days, after a proſpe- 
rous. Voyage, and found Captain Morgan, who 
was got home before us, bur had ſeen asyet none 
of his Companions whom he left behind, we be- 
ing the firlt that arrived there after him. 

The laid Captainat that preſent was very bulie, 
endeavouring to per{wade and levy People, to 
tranſport unco the lfle of St. Catharin, which he 
deligned to fortihe, and hold as his own, think- 
ing to make it a common Refage unto all ſorts of 
Pirats, or at leaſt of his own Nation, as was laid 
before. But he was loon hindred in the proſecu- 
tion of this Deltgn, by the arrival of a Manof War 
from England. For this Vellel brought Orders 
from his Majeſty of Great Britain, to recal the Go- 
vernour of Jamaica from his Charge over that 
Iland, unto the Court of Fnyland, there to give 
an Account of his Proceedings and Behaviour, in 
relation to the Pirats whom he had maintained in 
thoſe Parts, to the huge Gerriment of the Subjects 
of the King of Spam, Unto this purpole , the 
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{21d Man of War brought ior alloa ne;v Gover- 


nour of Jamaica, to ſup;ly ihe place of the prece- 
dent, This Gen:Jeman, being poſletled of: the 
Government of the Ifianu, piclently, after gave 
notice uatoall the Ports raeceor, by ſeveral Boars 
which he ſent forth ro +2t ivrent. of the good 
and entire Correſponae ce, Wiich his Maſter the 
King of England djign 1 hence orwarts to main- 
tain, 1a thoſe Weitern Paits of the World, to- 

wards 
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wards his Catholick Majeſty, andall his Subjects, 
and Dominions. And that unto this efteEt, for 
oi time to come, he had received from his Sacred 
Majelty, and Privy Councel, {tri&t and ſevere 
Or ers, not to permit any Pirar whatſoever, to 
ſer forth from Jamaica , _ commit any Hoſtilicy 
or 1+ poco, upon the Spaniſh Nat, or Do- 
minions, or any other Peop! c of thole neighbour- 
ing ardds, | 
Me ones thele Orders were ſufhciently diyul- 
Alt the Fi ged, bur the Pirats, who as yet were abroad at 
rats ear Wim Sea, began to fear them, in ſo much as they da- 
red i mociira hots aro the Tag [land. Here- 
upon they kept the Seas as long as they could, and 
continued to act as many Hoſtilities as came 1n their 
way. Notlong afcer, the ſame Pirats took and 
ranlackt a conſiderable Town, ſeated in the Iſle 
of Cuba, called la Villa de los Cayos, of which we 
made mention in the Deſcription of the ſaid Ifland. 
Here they committed again all forts of Hoſtility, 
and inhumane and barbarous Cruelties. Burt the 
new Governour of Jamaica behaved himlſelt ſo 


conſtant to his Duty, and the Orders he had brought 

- from Freland, as - + he apprehended ſeveral ot 
Sorcifthom the.chict: Aors herein, and condemned them to 
"412% be hanged, which was accordingly done. From 
thisSev eritv, many others {till remaining abroad, 

took Warn! ng, and retired unto the Iſle of Tort 194, 

leaſt the» ſhould) fall into his Hands, pts they

The Relation of the Shipwrack, which 
Monfieur Bertram Ogeron , Gover- 
nour of the Iſle of Tortuga, ſuffered 
nigh the Iſfles' of Guadanillas, How 
both he and his. Companions fell into 
the Hands of .the Spaniards. BY 
what Arts he eſcaped their Haus; 
and preſerved bis Life. The Enter- 
prize which be undertook againſt Pu- 
crto Rico, to deliver his People. The 
unfortunate Succeſs of that Deſpgn. 


Frer the Expedition of Panama above-menti- 
A oned, the lahabitants of the French iſlands 
in America, 1n the year 1673. (mean while the 
War was lo fierce in Enrope between France and 
Holland ) gathered a coniiderable Fleer, for to go 
and poſlſels chemlelves of the lilands, belonging 
to the States- General of the Hyed Provinces 1n the 
Weſt-Indies. Unto this efte&, teir Admiral called 
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' together, and levied all the Pirats and Voluntiers, 
that would, by any Inductions whatſoever, fir 
down under his Colours. With the {ame Delign 
the Governour of Tortuga cauled to be built in that 
Iſland, a good ſtrong Man of War, unto which 
Veſſel he gave the Name of Ogeron. Tt his Ship 
he provided very well with all fort of Ammuniti- 
on, and manned with 500 Bucanters, all reſoliite 
and couragious Men, as being the Veſlel he de- 
ſigned for his own Safery. Their firſt Intention 
was to go-and take the lile of Curaſao, belonging 
ro the laid States of Holland. But this Deſign me: 

"o, 
with very ill Succeſs, by reaſon of a Shipivrack, 
which impeded the Courſe of their Voyage. 
Monſieur 0zeron let Sayl from the Port of Torty- 
2a, asloonas alithings were in a readineſs, with 
intent to joyn the reſt of the {aid Fleet, and pur- 
ſue the Enterprize atore-mentioned. Being arri- 
ved on the Weſt-{1de of the Ifland of St. John de Pu: 
erto Rico,he was ſuddenly ſurprized with a violent 
Storm. This increaſed to that degree, as cauſed 
Aifiur O- his new Frigat to ſtrike againſt the Rocks, that 
j gs * neighbour upon the Iſlands, called Guadanillas, 
$1 hs where the Vellel broke into a 1000 pieces. Yet 
being nigh unto the Land of Puerto Rico, all his 
Men elcaped, by ſaving their Lives in Boats, 
which they had at hand. 
The next day, all being now got on ſhore, 
They get #- they were diſcover'd by the Spaniards, who. inha- 
#5rem Doats , . — 
bit the Iſland. Thele inſtantly took thenr to be 
French 
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French Pirats, whoſe intent was to take the laid 
Iſland anew, as they had done leveral times be- 
fore. Hereupon they alarum'd the whole Coun- 
trey, and gathering their Forces together, march- 
ed out to their Encounter. But they found them 
unprovided of all manner of Arms, and conle- 
quently not able to make any Detence, craving 
ior Mercy at their Hands, and begging Quarter 
tor their Lives, as the Cuſtom is. Yet notwith- 
ſtanding, the Spaniards, remembring the horrible 
and cruel Actions, thoſe Pirats had many times 
committed againſt them, would have no Com- 
paſſion on their Condition. But anſwering them, 
Ha ! ye thieviſh Dogs , here's no Quarter for you ; 
they aſſaulted chem with a]l-Fury imaginable, and 
killed the greatelt part of the Company. Ac laſt, 
perceiving they made no Reliſtance, nor had any 
Arms to defend themſelves, they began to relent 
in their Cruelty, and ſtay their Blows, taking Pri- 
ſoners , as many as remained alive, Yer till 
they would not be per{waded, but that thoſe un- 
fortunate People were come thither, with Deſign 
totake again and ruinate the Iland, 

Hereupon they bound them with Cords, by 
two and two, or three and three together, and 
drove them through the Woods, into the Cham- 
pagne, or open Fields. Being come chus far with 
them , they asked them, What was become of 
their Captain and Leader ? Unto theſe Queſtions 
they conſtantly made Anſwer, He was drowned

Notwithſtanding, the 
Spaniards, 1c.rce believing what the Prifoncys lad 
anſivexcd, uled ...] the means they could poliibly 
to hnd him, bur could not con 1paſ; their Dchires. 

For Mon eur Overon Kept himlclt very cloſe, oO 
all = Features and mimical Actions, that might 

me any innocent Fool. Upon chis account, 

_ Was not tycd as the reſt of his Companions, 2 
ler looſe, to lerve the Divertiſement and Laugh- 
ter of the common Souldiers. Theſe now and 
then would give him Scraps of- Bread, and other 
Yictuals, whereas the reſt of the Priſoners had 
never Rcient wherewith to ſatisfie their hungry 
Stomachs, For as to the Allowance they had 
trom the Spaniards, their Enemies, it was ſcarce 
enough to preſcrve them alive. 

It happened there was found among the French 
Pirats, a certain Surgeon, who had done lome re- 
markable Services unto the Spanjards. In Conlide- 
cation of thele Merits, he was unbound, and ſet 
at Liberty, to go frec th up and down, even as

411th Monkeur 0: ron did. Unto this Surgeon, Mon- 
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heur Oceron, having a fit opportunity 7 png 
declared bs Relolution of hazarding ns Life, 
attempt an Eicape, from the Cruelty and ha 
Utage of th ole Enemies. After mature Delibe- 
Ia. 
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ration, they. both pertormed it, by flying unto 
the Woods, with Del19n there ro make lomething 
or other that might be navigable, whereby to 
crantport themſelves elle-wherc. Althou oh un- 
to ths effect, they had nor could obtain no G22 
thing 1'th* World, that could be ſerviceable in 
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building of Veſlels, bur one only Hatchet. Thus 


they joy raed Company, and began their March to- 
wards the Woods that lay nearelt the Sea-coalt, 
Having travelled all day long, they came abour 
Evening unto the Sea-ſide almoſt unexpectedly. 
Here they found themſelves without any thing to 
eat, nor any ſecure Place wherein to reſt. their 
wearied Limbs. Ar laſt they perceived nigh the 
Shore an huge quantity of Fiſhes, called by the 
Spaniards, Corlabados. Thee Frequently approach 
the Sands of the Shore, in purſuit of other little 
Fiſhes that ſerve them for ,their Food. Of theſe

they took as many as they thought neceſlary, and

Formne would have 1t, they perceived themato be 
n01207Te then two Men, who in their Diſpoſition 
and Apparel {eemed io be Fiſhermen. Having 
made this Diſcovery, they concluded unanimoul- 
ly berwixt themſclves, to hazard their Lives, and 
overcome them, and afterwards ſeize the Canow. 
Soon after they perceived one of them, who was 
a Mulato, to go with ſeveral Calabaſhes hanging 
at iis Back towards a Spring, not far diſtant from 
the Shore, to take in freſh Water. The other, 
who was a Spaniard, remained behind, waiting 
for his Return. Seeing them divided, they al- 
{aulted the Mulato firſt, and diſcharging a great 
Blow on his Head with the Hatchet, they ſoon 
bereav'd him of Lite, The Spaniard, hearing the 
Noiſe, made inſtantly towards the Canoww, think- 
ing to eſcape. - Butthis he could not perform ſo 
ſoon, without being overtaken by the two, and 
there maſſacred by their Hands. Having now 
compailed their Deſign, they went to [eek for the 
Corps of the Milato, which they carried on board 
the Canow. Their intent was to convey them 
into the middle of the Sea, and there caſt them 
over-board, to be conſumed by the Fiſh, and by 
this means conceal this Fact from being known un- 

ro 
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to the Spaniards, either at a ſhort or long diſtance 
of time. : 
Theſethings being done, they took in preſent- 
ly as much freſh Water as they could, and {ct 
Say! from thence to leek ſome Place of Refuge.

Ev ery One 
relyed much on thele Promiles of Monhteur Oge- 
0, and, from kis words, conceived no [mall Toy 
in their Minds. Thus they ler Sayl from Tortuga, 
{teer! ng their Courle di rectly for the Coalts of Pu 
erto Rico. Being come within ſight of Land, they 
made ule only of their lower Sayls, to the intent 
they might not be diſcovered at fo great 1 diſtance 
by the Sponiar ds, till chey came ſomething near 
unto the Place where they intended to land. 
The Spaniards, notwithſtanding this Caution, 
' h ad Intelligence b "oY hand of their coming, and 
were prepared for a Defence, having poſted ma- 
ny Troops of Horle all along the Coalt, to watch 
the Deſcent of the French Pirats. iGeur Ore- 
r01, perceiving their Vigilancy, gave Order to the

This 
year-the States-General of the United Provinces, lent 
their Vice-Admiral, Jacob Binkes, unto the If{land 
of Cayana, then in poſſeſſion of the French, for to 
retake the ſaid Ifland, and hereby reſtore it unto 
the Dominions of the United Provinces afore-men- 


land, on the 16th, day of March, in the laid year, 
his Fleet conſiſting of ſeven Men of War, one Fire- 
{hip, and five other ſmall Veſlelsof leſs account, 
This Fleet arrived at Cayana the-4th. day of the 
Month of May next following. Immediately at- 
ter their Arrival, the Heer Binkes landed goo Men, 
who approaching the Caſtle, ſummoned the 'Go- 
vernour to ſurrender, at their Diſcretion. His 
Anſwer was, He thought of nothing lels rhen Sur- 
rendring, but that he and his People were relolved 
to defend themlelves, even to the utmolt of their 
Endeavours.
